THINK SHE WiiL YIELD, 


Terms of Peace Not Likely to Be Re- 
jected by Spain. 


Heavier Penalty For Not Ac- 
cepting Them. 


French Ambassador Concerned Over Spanish 
Debts. 


Washington, Aug. 1—An extremely 
optimistic feeling prevails in admin- 
istration circles. Considerable doubt 
has been expressed by some members of 
the cabinet whether Spain would accept 
our termsof peace. The fear was enter- 
tained that after wasting time in talk 
and quibbling the Europeans would find 
the conditjons too hard and determine 
that honor would not permit of their ac- 
ceptance. This would result in an in- 
definite prolongation of the war, as we 
fsShould be compelled to march against 
Havana in the fall. Today that feeling 
has disappeared. It is now generally 
‘believed that Spain will accept our pro- 
posals and that peace is in sight. 

The statement is distinctly made by a 
member of the cabinet that no intimation 
has been received from Europe that 
Spain is willing to throw up her hands 
taand end the war at any price, but the 
administration believes Spain will agree 
to the terms proposed by this govern- 
ment simply because she has no al- 
ternative. If she grows stubborn now 
and stands out, she must now know that 
when peace is concluded some time in 
the future we shall ask a heavier price 
than we are nowexacting. The impres- 
sion is very general in White House 
circles that in a very few days formal 
peace negotiations will be under way. 

Cambon's Plea For Spain. 

Since his first call on the president 
Ambassador Cambon has had his powers 
enlarged by the Spanish government, 
and in accordance with the greater au- 
thority vested in him felt justified at the 
conference Saturday to discuss the de- 
tails of the proposed terms of peace, 
pointing out clauses which he considered 
should be modified, and asking explana- 
tions in regard to other terms. The 
phraseology of one paragraph, the am- 
bassador suggested, might be open toa 
double interppetation, and the president 
agreed to have it changed, so as to make 
it perfectly clear. The change inno way 
altered the sense, but merely the word- 
ing. 

The bulk of the Cuban debt is held in 
France, and the future of that debt is 
really a matter of more concern to the 
people of France than it is to those of 
Spain. Mr. Cambon discussed the dis- 
position to be made of the debt, part of 
the time arguing as the representative of 
Spain, and then showing how vitally 
interested France was in the. subject 
and how necessary it was some arrange- 
ment should be made whereby French 
creditors would not lose their invest- 
ments. The president, however, would 
listen to no suggestion of any kind. He 
adhered to his position that the terms 
accepted by the members of his cabinet 
could not be modified without their con- 
sent. These terms, besides naming 
‘Manila as the place for the coaling sta- 
gion in the Philippines, do not deal spe- 
cially with the debt, but provide it shall 
be settled by the peace commissioners. 
The administration has resolved that 
the debts of the two colonies will not be 
assumed by this country and that foreign 
creditors must look to Spain and not to 
the United States for payment of their 
securities. 

Olney a Peace Commissioner. 

So well satisfied is the president that 
peace is measurably in sight that he 
has already devoted some time to the 
consideratign of commissioners to ne- 
gotiate a treaty of peace. If three com- 
missioners are selected the president al- 
ready has made his choice, provided the 
men will accept the appointments. The 
men selected for this very important 
work are ex-Senator George F. Ed- 
munds of Vermont, General Woodford, 
at present minister to Spain on leave, 
mand ex-Secretary of State Richard 
Olney. The president, it is said, is par- 
ticularly anxious that Mr. Olney shall 
accept the appointment, as he realizes 
that his diplomatic skill, force of charac- 
ter and knowTedge of the methods of 
Spanish diplomacy will be most useful 
in the negotiations. 

Meanwhile, as an earnest sign that 
our government has not interrupted the 
execution of its campaigns, an order 
has been issued for the dispatch of an 
entire army division to reinforce Gen- 
eral Miles and General Brooke in Porto 
Rico. This will be known as the pro- 
visional division and will be commanded 
by Major General Wade, at present in 
command at Camp Thomas. He is 
ordered to turn over that command to 
Major General Breckinridge, inspector 
general of the army, and to report to 
Secretary Alger in Washington for in- 
structions before departing for Porto 
Rico, bringing with him his adjutant 
general and his aides. The provisional 
division will consist of 15 full regiments, 
and General Wade will select them, not 
from the troops under his old com- 
mand alone, but with particular ref- 
erence to an equitable representation 
in the Porto Rican campaign of all the 
states. 

GeneralMiles sent the following dis- 
patch to Secretarv Alger Sunday from 


Ponce, Porto Rico: “Volunteers are 
surrendering themselves with arms and 
ammunition. Four-fifths of the peo- 
ple are over-joyed at the arrival of the 
army. Two thousand from one place 
have volunteered to serve withit. They 
are bringing in transportation, beef and 
other needed supplies. The custom 
house has already yielded $14,000. As 
soon as all the troops are disembarked 
they will be in readiness to move. 
Please send any national colors that can 
be spared to be given to the different 
municipalities. I request thet the ques- 
tion of tariff rates to be charged in the 
ports of Porto Rico occupied by our 
forces be submitted to the president for 
his action, the previous existing tariff 
meanwhile remaining in force. As to 
the government and military occupa- 
tion, I have already given instructions 
based upon the instrections issued to me 
by the president in the case of the Phil- 
ippine islands and similar to those ts- 
sued at Santiago de Cuba.’ 


DESIRE FOR REVENGE. 


Natives In Ponoe Acted Like Savages 
Toward Spanish Volunteers. 

Ponce, Aug. 1—Genera! Miles will 
Move upon San Juan when he is satis- 
fied of the strength of the attacking 
force. Proof of that will be afforded 
in a few days. Meanwhile the soldiers 
landed are taking life easy here and on 
the hithway’to the Mecca of all hopes. 
The commander of the Spanish forces 
in the vicinity is not aggressive, owing 
to the realization of the hopelessness of 
his situation. Furthermore, his 
Strength is depleted dally by the de- 
Sertions of the volunteers. 

General Garcia, who is in immediate 
command of the Spanish reculars—not 
believed to number more than 500—was 
deserted by most of the Spanish volun- 
teers in kis command during Thursday 
night, and they began strassling back 
to the city with the dawn. They im- 
mediately presented themselves to the 
provost marshal and surrendered their 
arms. 

The appearance of the volunteers 
aroused in the breast of the natives 
who had suffered at their hands in the 
past, especially the political prisoners 
who were released when we took the 
city, a desire for revenge, and they be- 
gan to ferret out all the Spaniards in the 
city who had ever been in the volunteer 
service, and drag them to the plaza, 
Bloodhounds could not have been more 
savage. Most of the Spaniards in hid- 
ing upon being discovered were hauled 
in triumph by hooting, jeering mobs to 
General Wilson's headquarters, or to the 
provost marshal’s office in the municipal 
building. Some of the natives even 
began looting the residences of the 
Spaniards. They mistook liberty for 
license and were crazed with a thirst 
for vengeance. General Wilson, how- 
ever, soon taught them that revenge 
could not be wreaked unmter the pro- 
lection of our flag, and \~<remptoriay 
ordered that the arrest of Spanish sus- 
Fects should cease. Such volunteers 
as presented themselves, however, were 
received and released after their arms 
and names had beentaken. Manyof them 
had been forced into the service of Spain 
to escape persecution. 

Without seeing or hearing anything 
of the enemy the advance guard of Gen- 
eral Henry's division which landed at 
Guanica Tuesday, arrived here Friday, 
taking en route the cities of Yauco, Tal- 
laboa, Sabana, Grande and Penuclas. 
Attempts by the Spanish to blow up 
bridges and otherwise destroy the rail- 
read between Yauco and Ponce failed, 
only a few flat cars being burned. Our 
troops fired up the locomotives, and are 
now operating the road from end to 
end, carrying supplies, messages and 
men. At Yauco the Americans were 
welcomed in an address made by the 
alcade. 

American gold is at a premium of 100 
percent. Yesterday prices were cheap; 
today they are enormous. ‘The news- 
paper correspondents have difficulty in 
obtaining horses even at $200 in gold. 
The natives imagine that the pockets of 
the Americans can emit a ceaseless 
flow of eagles and doubleeagles. There 
is a plenty of provisions in the city, ex- 
cept rice, one of the staples, which is 
quoted at a very high figure for this 
country. 

Our army will not Jack for fresh meat 
in the march across the island. The 
broad savannahs which lie between the 
undulating hills swarm with cattle, at 
reasonable prices and of excellent quali- 
ty. General Garetson’s brigade is 
massed at Yauco, the terminus of the 
railway, 15 miles off, and will probably 
remain there until the army is ready to 
move; but it is thought that the artillery 
will be brought here immediately. The 
railroad is in good order, but much of 
the rolling stock has been destroyed. 
General Stone yesterday found several 
engines wrecked. The machinery had 
been dismembered by Spanish sympa- 
thizers at the roundhouse and hidden, 
General Stone gave them two hours to 
get the engines into working order 
under penalty of imprisonment, and in 
less than that time the engines had 
steam up and were ready to move. 

The Spaniards will probably retire as 
far back as Aibonite, about 35 miles on 
the road to San Juan, where they are 
likely to make a stand if they receive 
reinforcements. They left here en- 
tirely without artillery, which makes it 
appear that an attack at this point was 
never dreamed of by them. Nota gun 
was mounted. The garrison was smail 
and poorly armed. All the guns, with 
one exception, that were burned in the 
arsenal when they retreated Wednesday 
night were remingtons, not mausers. 

There was not a mine in the harbor of 
Ponce, although two ancient affairs, 
covered with barnacles, were found at 
Guanica. These had been placed there 
years ago and resisted every effort to 
explode them. 

It is evident froin the wholesale de- 
sertions on the part of the Spanish vol- 
unteers that Captain General Macias 
must depend in last resort upon the reg- 
ulars. These do not number over 8000 
in the whole island, and everything thus 
far indicates an easy conquest. Gen- 
eral Wilson thinks he could take the

HIS DEATH STRUGGLE, 


Bismarck’s Last Moments Attended 
With Much Suffering, 


Fearful Spasms In Trying to 
Get Breath. 


Statesman’s Order to Be Buried Within Sight 
of Home. 


Berlin, Aug. 1.—The death of Prince 
Bismarck just before midnight Satur- 
day night was without any premonitian 
n the forenoon, when everything favored 
the theory of recovery as advanced by 
this physician owing to the symptoms. 
Prince Bismarek’s condition was com- 
paratively satisfactory throughout Fri- 
day and Saturday. He read and con- 
versed on politics, particularly referring 
to Russian affairs. In the forenoon he 
took luncheon, grumbling jocularly at 
the small proportion of spirits in his 
drinking water. Then a sudden change 
for the worse occurred in consequence of 
an acute attack of pulmonary odema, 
and in the course of the afternoon he 
frequently became unconscious. 

Recently, besides periods of unusual 
clearness of mind, the prince had had 
intervals of drowsiness, falling into long, 
sound and beneficial sleep, on awakening 
from which he would be completely re- 
freshed. Saturday evening grave symp- 
toms appeared. Dr. Schweinger was able 
to some extent to lighten the last mo- 
ments by wiping the mucus from the 
patient’s mouth and enabling him to 
breathe more freely. The last words 
Bismarck uttered were addressed to his 
daughter, Countess Von Rantzau, who 
wiped the perspiration from his fore- 
head. They were: “Thanks, my child.” 

According to an unofficial account the 
death agony was prolonged. The prince 
died without taking leave of the family. 
For fully an hour he suffered terrible 
‘difficulty in breathing, and his groans 
were fearful to hear during the death 
struggle. He had been placed in a sit- 
ting position and propped up with cush- 
fons in order to relieve the frightful 
spasm in breathing. His powerful con- 
stitution fought to the last. 

The family, gathered in an adjoining 
room, was plunged into the very anguish 
of grief by the moans from the death 
chamber. The despair of all was in- 
tensified by Dr. Schweninger’s absence, 
although medical art was unavailing. 
The only consolation was that the prince 
was unconscious during the last two 
hours. Dr. Schweninger was only in 
lime to afford sowe relief in the Anal 
moments. During the agony of dying 
the prince repeatedly pressed his hands 
to his eyes. 

His appearance in death ts said to re- 
call strikingly that of the first Emperor 
William, the smallness of skull as com- 
pared with a large body being especially 
remarkable. The strongly contracted, 
small, pale features, greatly emaciated, 
Suggest how long and severely he suf- 
fered, though the expression was calm. 

It is reported that Emperor William 
telegraphed his desire to have a worthy 
funeral at Berlin, and that Count Her- 
bert, after thanking the emperor, de- 
clined the offer on the ground that his 
father long ago expressed a distinct wish 
to be buried at Friedrichsruhe. (he em- 
peror also wired Professor Begas to take 
‘a mask of Prince Bismarck’s face. As 
the professor was absent, Mrs. Begas 
fsent an assistant to take a mask in 
gypsum. Over 500 telegrams of con- 
dolence and many beautiful wreaths 
have already arrived. It may be re- 
called that Bismarck once expressed his 
wish to be buried at Friedrichsruhe in 
as nearly as possible in the following 
words: “I like best to think of my 
coffin under the tops of the German oaks 
on this height, whence the eye surveys 
the green woods in which Friedrichsruhe 
is embosomed.” 

It is adms‘ted that several times dur- 
ing recent months the prince had attacks 
rendering the family extremely anxious, 
but his wonderfully recuperative power 
always asserted itself, and it was quite 
believed on Friday that all immediate 
danger was past. It turns out, however, 
that a regiment stationed at Hamburg 
had received warning to be ready to sup- 
ply a guard of honor at any moment, 

Sorrowful sympathy over Prince Bis- 
marck’s death is manifested in many 
ways. The news is constantly discussed 
in public places, and a feeling of sadness 
prevails among all classes of the people. 

United States Ambassador White sent 
the following dispatch to Count Herbert 
Bismarck at Friedrichsruhe: “On be- 
half of the whole American people, 
whether official or unofficial and of what- 
ever birth or descent, I tender congratu- 
lations upon the mighty career now 
ended and the mgst sincere sympathy for 
yourself and your mourning family.”

Otto von Bismarck penned thie gh 
lament. It was not wrung from the bitter 
ness of his later years, it came from him in 
the prime of manhood when William of 
Prussia, just called to the throne, invited 
him to Berlin to become the head of the 
ministry. This wasasupreme moment in 
the history of Prussia, for Bismarck was to 
usher in his famous policy of blood and 
iron and set the pegs for Germany's regen 
eration. Yet at the very threshold of this 
great work he was filled with a morbid ap 
prehension of the vanities and vexations of 
the world. One can hardly imagine Bis 
marck, whose daring statesmanship was to 
change the map of Europe and keep kings 
and potentates in awe, pausing on the brink 
of his wonderful achievements to lament 
the folly of nations and of men. 

But Bismarck had several sides-to his 
nature. In diplomacy artful and auda 
cious, in battle grim and relentless, graff 
and stern in his treatment of political ri 
vals, he had nevertheless softer moods, 
in which humor, philosophy and reli 
blended curiously to lighten up the 
sternness and determination of his chara 
ter. He was an affectionate, faithful hus 
band,a kind and indulgent father and a 
generous neighbor and friend. He could,

A MAN OF BLOOD AND IRON. 


The Career of Bismarck, the Prime Minis- 
ter and Real Ruler of Europe. 

It was in 1861 when William I of Prussia 

recalled Otto von Bismarck from the court 

of St. Petersburg to fill the post of premier 


at Berlin that he was madeacount. He 


| was at that time the best hated man in the 


kingdom, and the Liberals regarded his 
appointment as a direct menace to their 
aims. People used tospit upon the ground | 
as he passed to show their dislike; he was |! 
hissed and hooted on the streets. But he | 
persevered in his stern policy, and those 
who hooted and hissed and spat in his 
tracks were loudest in his praise when the } 
triumph of the Prussian arms gave material | 


| evidence of his farseeing sagacity and gen- | 
| ius 


The Schleswig-Holstein war was the first 
serious test of his policy. It was a six! 
months’ campaign undertaken by Austria 
and Prussia to wrest the two duchies from 
Denmark on the pretense of broken en- 
gagements. Denmark was beaten easily | 
enough, and the allies were soon haggling | 
over the spoils. There was no alternative 


| but to tight one another, and then com- | 


menced that fierce struggle, ending with ' 
Sadowa on July 2, 1866, which blotted out 
the military glory of Austria and added im- ; 
perishable fume to the Prussian eagles. 

In bis great plans for German unity Bis- | 
marek had a strong coadjutor in Von! 
Moltke. Bismarck pulled the strings of } 
continental politics, arranging the puppets ; 
to suit his imperious fancy; Von Moltke, 
with thesame stern eye to Prussian ag 
grandizement, mapped out future cam- 
paigns and drilled and disciplined thearmy 
until it was the most perfect death dealing 
machine of the age. For several years Bis- 
marck devoted bimself to the consolidation 
of the North German confederation. 

Napoleon looked on with a jealous eye. 
The Austrian campaign bad raised Prussia | 
to one of the mighty powers of Europe.

Not only was his personal pride hurt by 
Bismarck’s refusal to let him in at the 
death, but he persuaded himself that France !

tions. The public journals gave voice to} 
his sentiment, and when the question of the

by Bismarck to give mortal offense to 
France Napoleon had the nation at his 
back, and the hasty declaration of war was 
greeted with wild acclaim 

With the result of the memorable con 
flict between France and Prussia all the | 
world is familiar. Paris was besieged and 
fell after a prolonged struggle, and the 
German empire, of which William of Prus- 
sia was declared emperor, was proclaimed 
in the paluce of Versailles. The title of 
Prince Bismarck Schoenhausen, chancellor } 
of the German empire, was conferred upon 
him at the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 

Bismarck’s fame was now at its zenith. 


giant of the century, he was really the 
mainspring and ruler of united Germany. 
The emperor was as clay in his hands. 
While protesting the utmost loyalty and 
obedience, Bismarck coolly regulated Wil 
liam’s conduct in the affairs of state for the 
general good and consolidation of the em- 
It seemed meet that it should be so 
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With ali bis virtues, the kKalser’s nana tras 
not steady enough nor his mind strong or 
broad enough to direct the ship of state in 
safety through the political breakers. Bis- 
marck, who mapped out its course toward 
unification, was needed to keep a firm hold 
on the helm and steer it amid the rocks and 
shoals which at times threatened danger 
and destruction. 

For 20 years he ruled the empire witha 
rod of iron. He was the same forceful char 
acter that kept the Prussian parliament 
in hot water when William ascended the 
throne. He roared and bullied and blus 
tered till the nation reverberated in sym- 
pathy. Now he was fighting the ultramon 
tanes with all his noisy vigor; again he 
would force rough measures down the 
throats of clamorous socialists. Amid all 
the opposition at home he kept a watchful 
eye on the rest of Europe, cementing the 
various interests of the new empire together 
and developing the commercial and mili 
tary resources of the fatherland. His sec 
ond great object was to preserve the peace 
of Europe, which he did by increasing the 
efficiency of the German army and forming 
the famous triple alliance between Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy as a safeguard 
against French aggression and Russian en 
croachment. 

But as the years went by the despised 
people began to make themselves felt. The 
excessive militarism which Bismarck’s pol 
icy rendered necessary laid immense bur 
dens upon the workmen. Socialism took a 
firmer root among the disaffected, mutter- 
ings of discontent became prevalent, and 
the Iron Chancellor found his power on the 
wane. He was loath to admit the fact and 
preserved a bold front. The death of Kaiser 
William brought him face to face with the 
stern truth that unless something unusual 
occurred his influence in the empire would 
speedily end.

BISMARCK'S HOUSE. 


The measures he adopted to preserve his 
authority were not such as to commend 
themselves to mankind. Crown Prince 
and Bismarck had been at 
swords’ points for years. Bismarck had op 
posed Frederick’s marriage to Victoria, eld 
est daughter of the queen of England 
After the marriage he lost no opportunity 
to annoy the princess. He seemed inspired 
with unreasoning hatred toward her, and 
he took an especial delight in turning the 


heart of her eldest son away from her. It 
was on this boy, afterward Emperor Wil- 
liam II, that Bismarck depended for a con- 
tinuance of his power. Frederick had an 
incurable malady, and when he succeeded 
to the throne in March, 1888, his death was 


i only a question of a very short time. 


The people expected a great deal from 
Frederick, who was liberal and progressive 
in his ideas. They viewed with dismay the 
rapid progress of his fatal malady. They 
witnessed with anger which could scarce 
be repressed the evil influence of Bismarck 
upon the crown prince. As soon as the 
breath was out of Frederick’s body Bis 
marck had the palace surrounded with 
troops and orders issued that no one should 
be allowed to leave until search was made 
for the dead man’s diary. 

What followed is fresh in the minds of 
all readers of current history. The em- 
press, although badgered and bullied to the 
limit of endurance, managed to secure her 
husband’s pepers. ““We shall have no more 
petticoats meddling in politics now!’ was 
the triumphant cry of the Iron Chancellor 
as the marks of estrangement between the 


| emperor and his mother became more and 


more apparent. Bismarck foresaw a new 
lease of power for himself. He believed he 
had the unnatural young kaiser completely 
under his thumb, but he was destined to be 
rudely awakened from his fond dream. 

For a time everything seemed to favor 
him. The English government, cowed by 
the overmastering influence of the domi 
neering prince, was afraid to resent the in 
sults to the daughter of the queen. Wil 
liam himself was hated and despised by the 
British public for his unnatural conduct 
But the young man was not altogether bad. 
Bismarck’s methods and manner palled 
upon him. He wasas little inclined to sub- 
mit to dictation as the chancellor was to 
forego it. The weightof thecrown inflated 
his self esteem. He felt his own importance 
as the ruler of the great German empire 
and quietly intimated to Bismarck that 
much of his advice and meddling was too 
officious to suit his imperial pleasure. The 
chancellor was astonished and for the first 
time in his career found himself a pleader 
for favor. William was obdurate and per 
sisted in having his own way, and Bis 
marck submitted to the inevitable with as 
much grace as he could summon. 

At this juncture grave doubts were 
thrown upon Bismarck’s real part in or 
ganizing the new empire. Extracts from 
Frederick’s diary, which Bismarck had 
tried in vain to secure, were published and 
caused a profound sensation in Europe. 
They flatly declared that Bismarck was op- 
posed to the founding of the empire; that at 
the close of the Franco-Prussian war Wil- 
liam, who was then 73 years old, insisted 
that the title of king of Prussia was in- 
finitely superior to emperor, and that the 
crown prince really carried the imperial 
project through, laboriously persuading his 
father and almost bullying the chancellor 
into a reluctant support of it. Of course 
Bismarck could not stand idly by and see 
the laurels he had worn so long ruthlessly 
torn from his brow. He entered a vigorous 
denial and impeached the authenticity of 
the diary. He wanted William to order the 
prosecution of the publishers for treason 
and tampering with state secrets. 

But the young kaiser was not in a com- 
pliant mood. It seemed to have dawned 
upon him thathe owed something to the 
memory of his father, and that he should 
modify his treatment of his royal mother. 
He was, moreover, in the thick of his labor 
reform movement, which Bismarck had op- 
posed tooth and nail. Consequently, when 
the old chancellor got angry at noncompli- 
ance with his wishes and made one of his 
bluffs at resigning, William promptly took 
him at his word, and on March 18, 1890, 
Europe was shocked by the news that the 
great Bismarck, the diplomatic giant of 
the century, had severed his official rela- 
tious with the empire he founded. 

Every possible rumor followed him into 
retirement. It was said that he never ex- 
nected the emneyor to allow him to resign: 


ChAL ne Was 15 A stave OF panic the day alter 
he made his fatal bluff and humbly begged 
the Empress Frederick to intercede with 
her sou to retain him in office. One can 
bardly imagine the bold, implacable Bis- 
niarck, the terror of Europe, on his knees 
before a woman whom he sought so often 
to humiliate, but the story has elements of 
truth and has never been contradicted. 

Bismarck’s downfall was thus almost as 
complete and pathetic as that of Wolsey. 
But his temper, unlike that of the ambitious 
cardinal, was not broken by the storms of 
state. His retirement was marked by se- 
vere criticism of the young emperor’s pol- 
icy and imprudent outbreaks of wrath 
against old time rivals. 


BISMARCK’S HOME LIFE. 


As a Husband He Was a Model—His Sin- 
gular Courtship. 

The domestic life of Bismarck was a 
strong contrast to his stormy political ca- 
reer 
wife and children 


The princess, a perfect 


picture of the German hausfrau, exerted a | 


wonderful influence over the great chancel- 
lor. “She it is who made me what I am,” 
was the testimony he bore to her noble qual- 
ities on more than one occasion. 


During bis periods of illness, which were | 


frequent of late years, the princess nursed 
him with untiring care. “As for the 
prince,” writes one of his biographers, “the 
has during his life given constant proofs 


not only of true and honest love for the wife | 


he has chosen and the children she has 
borne him, but also of delicate and chival- 
rous tenderness toward them. Years have 
made no change in this. Every one who 
has been admitted into the intimacy of the 
Bismarck family is able to judge of the af- 
fectionate and at the same time dignified 
character of the relations between the 
prince and the princess.” 

His courtship was a singular one. He 
was very intimate with the Blanckenburg 
family, who were, in a way, relatives, and 
one summer made with them a long jour 
ney for pleasure through some of the most 
picturesque portions of Germany. M. Frau- 
fein Puttkamer was of the party, and the 
young couple fell in love, though Bismarck 
seems not to have found it out until after 
the journey was finished. Then he wrote a 
characteristic letter to his sister, of which 
this is an extract: 

I must really marry, for since father’s de- 
parture I fee} lonely and solitary, and a mild, 
damp state of weather makes me melancholy, 
longing and in love. No resistance ia of avail. 
I must marry—the people will have it so—and 
nothing seems more natural. My ladylove does 
not produce a great impression on me, but that 
no lady does. It is,at any rate, satisfactory 
where one cannot change his inclinations with 
his shirt, as seldom even as the latter may oc- 
cur. 

Having dispatched this mission, he sent 
an even more characteristic one to Herr 
von Puttkamer demanding his daughter’s 
band in marriage. Von Puttkamer and 
his good wife were strongly opposed to 
the match. They had heard dreadful 
things about “Mad Bismarck” and did 
their utmost to dissuade their daughter 
from marrying him. After much difficulty 
he finally broke down the father’s opposi 
tion, but the mother, a high spirited wom 
an, was obdurate. 

The daughter, however, evinced a pref. 


erence for her wild young suitor, and at 
last it was decided to invite him to pay 
the family a visit. The Puttkamers were 
staid, simple folk, and determined that 
since they must have this strange fellow 
for a san-in-law they world receive him 
well, So they invited a company to be 
present when he arrived. He was tired 
and travel stained as he alighted from his 
carriage and was escorted to the house, 
where a formal reception was prepared. 
But he had eyes only for his sweetheart, 
and disdaining to regard her parents or 
their guests he rushed up to her as she 
stood at one side with downcast eyes, and 
throwing his arms about her neck nearly 
smothered her with kisses. This of course 


broke up all formality and probably had | 


much to do with the final overcoming of 
all traces of opposition. 

The marriage took place in 1847, and the 
young couple made a short wedding tour 
through Switzerland and Italy. At Venice 
Bismarck accidentally met King Frederick 
William IV of Prussia. He was com- 
manded to attend the royal dinner table, 
and a long conversation ensued between 
him and the king on German politics. The 
foundation of his political fortune was 
made in this conversation. 

Bismarck was taken unawares by the 
royal invitation. He was totally unpre- 
pared for such a contingency and had no 
court dress with him. He was obliged to 
borrow one, but the suit was not made for 
a man of his proportions and fitted him so 
badly thyt be cot a nogr figure H hat

been tor some months previously a them 
ber of the Frankfort diet. This meeting 
with the king eventually led to his ap- 
pointment as Prussian embassador to that 
body. 

Few who knew the wild life Bismarck 
had led expected he would make a success 
of this mission. But he had seen a great 
deal of the world and had bidden adien 
to the follies of his youth. He described 
the change himself by simply saying, “I 
have learned something.” 

Three children were born to the Bis 


marcks—Marie, born at Schoenhausen Aug. | 


21, 1848; Herbert, barn at Berlin Dee. 238, 
1849, and William, born at Frankfort Aug. 
1, 1852. 

During all his life Bismarck used to write 
long and affectionate letters to his wife 
whenever he was away from her. Some 
most charming thoughts were sometimes 
expressed in these missives.

| fee, toast and two soft boiledeggs. During 
| breakfast all official letters and telegrams 
| are read and disposed of. Then he trans 
acts business with farmers, bailiffs and 
woodmen. Between 1 and 2 he drives or 
rides over his estate to look at a new farm 
building, a young plantation or the prog- 
ress of field work; to look at the fishing in 
one of the ponds or to visit his paper mills. 
The dinner hour is 5:30, when the chancel- 
lor always feeds his two dogs with his own 
hands. After dinner a cup of coffee is 
taken in the billiard room, se Fics the prince 
usually sits smoking a pipe in front of the 
fire. Tea is served in the princess’ boudoir, 
and at 11:30 the family retire to bed. All

A WILD STUDENT'S LIFE. 


Bismarck’s Turbulent Existence While at 
Gottingen. 

During his student days at Gottingen 
Bismarck was one of the wildest of the 
wild. He drank and fought and roistered, 
and he smoked incessantly. Still he was 
not an idle student. Thanks to his iron 
constitution, he was able, with all bis dissi 
| pation, to give some attention to the lec- 
tures. He rose with the lark, for he hadto 
be at the lecture room before 7 o’clock in 
the morning to listen to Heeren on history 
and ethnography. An hour later he gave 
ear to Wendt on logic and metaphysics. 
After that came an hour with a fencing 
master, and then Hugo on jurisprudence 
| and Goschen on some other intricate topic. 
| Dinner followed, and then mathematics un- 
; der Thibaut. An hour or two of hard read- 
} ing comcluded the work of the day, and then 
| came play—and such play! 

The recreations of the Gottingen stu 
dents in those days were not gentle. Duels 
were frequent, and the college fraternities 
were in fact little else than drinking and 
duelling societies. Bismarck in his second 
term was the leading member of the Han 
novera, the leading fraternity of the time 
in Gottingen, though it may be said to his 
credit that his sagacity and acuteness had 
}as much to do with his leadership as his 
capacity as a drinker and bis power asa 
swordsman. 

It is stated that he fought at least 30 
duels, though there are detailed records of 
only four. One of them, singularly enough, 
was with Windthorst, who, in the stormy 
days of Bismarck’s power as a politician, 
was one of his strongest opponents. Ap- 
parently the authorities did not learn of 
any of Bismarck’s contests, for, though the 
official records show that he was punished 
four times, none of these punishments was 
for fighting. 

His first punishment was for officiating 
in a secondary capacity in a duel between 
an Englishman named Knight and a cer- 
tain Baron von Grabow. There had been 
trouble between these two at a ball, anda 
fight with pistols was arranged for the fol- 
lowing morning. Bismarck seconded Gra- 


| bow. The two principals arrived on the 
ground in the most bloodthirsty temper, 
and Bismarck with the greatest difficulty 
persuaded them to substitute 12 paces for 
the three on which they had already deter- 
mined. 

When he came totake the measure, how- 
ever, he cunningly lengthened the 12 into 
14, yd the result was that no one was in- 
jurc® For his part in this affair the rector 
sentenced Bismarck to solitary confinement 
ev 10 days.

The general wrinkled 
his grave brow when he read it and said 
he did not know what effect it would 
have on his expedition, but he proposed 
to push on ahead and take San Juan 
pending orders from the president. 


The Texas In Brooklyn. 

New York, Aug. 1—Back- from the 
coast of Cuba, battle-scarred, powder- 
stained and punctured in spots, with her 
formidable guns bristling in the sunlight 
and her officers and crew laughing and 
cheering like boys on a holiday trip, the 
Texas, Captain J. W. Philip in command, 
steamed slowly up the lower bay from 
Sandy Hook Sunday. Salutations of 
welcome came from all sides. Every 
vessel that boasted of a whistle let it 
shriek for all it was worth. 

The general outward appearance of 
the floating fort showed that the Texas 
had had a rough time of it since she left 
the yard bound for southern waters five 
months ago, and a close inspection re- 
vealed the places where the shells of the 
Spaniards had penetrated the port bow 
and starboard superstructure. On the 
22nd of June while the Texas was bom- 
barding the castle at the entrance of 
Santiago harbor a six-inch shell tore 
through the port side under the anchor 
about 20 feet from the bow. This shell 
exploded on the opposite side of the gun 
geck and on its way instantly killed 
Frank Blakeley, a first-class apprentice. 
This was the only death dealing missile 
which struck the Texas during her fight- 
ing term, as none of the other men who 
were wounded succumbed to their in- 
juries. 

The firing of the port turret gun across 
the upper deck shook the vessel con- 
lsiderably, and she will need a general 
overhauling, as her decks and supports 
have been loosened. If occasion re- 
quired, however, the Texas could fight 
at a moment’s notice as effectively as 
ever, her batteries being in excellent or- 
der. All the sailors who were seen yes- 
terday said that the craft is a wonderful 
ship and her record off the Cuban coast 
had laid at rest the stories which had 
been circulated as to her being an un- 
lucky vessel. 

Burned by the Spanish. 


Key West, Aug. 1—Reports have 
reached here that Nuevitas, on the 


north coast of Peurto Principe, has been 
bombarded by the ships of the block- 
ading squadron, evacuated by the Span- 
ish and subsequently burned. 

The Nag@ville reached Gibara on Tues- 
day, when she captured the schooners 
Gibara and Express. On entering the 
harbor she was met by the former 
United States consular agent and the 
president of the railroad to Holguin. 
He told the Americans of the evacuation 
of Gibara two days before by General 
Luque and his 1800 Spanish soldiers, 
who feared a concerted attack by Amer- 
icans and Cubans. They fled to Hol- 
guin by rail and afterwards tore up the 
tracks. General Luque left in the Gib- 
ara hospital 56 sick and wounded sol- 
diers with a request to Admiral Samp- 
son to that they were properly 
eared for.

The foreign warships in the bay, the 
dispatch says, answered the salute in 
thonor of the queen’s saint day, and the 
American vessels displayed the Spanish 
flag. 

Terms Considered Hard. 

London, Aug. 1.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: “The 
conflicting accounts of the American 
peace terms and a suspicion that the 
Washington government was tempor- 
izing in order to confront Spain with 
the occupation of Porto Rico and the 
capitulation of Manila originally caused 
irritation and provoked strong lan- 
guage, but it is now seen that the sus- 
picion was unfounded. The terms, 
however, are regarded as very hard, and 
the annexation of Porto Rico and the 
repudiation of the colonial debts are 
characterized as flagrantly unjust. 
Happily the question of the Philippines 
is reserved, and I am confident that the 
more it is considered the less will Amer- 
ica be inclined to annexation.”

HEAD STILL SWELLING, 


Conceit of Aguinaldo Passes Limit 
of Forbearance, 


Complications With the In- 
surgents Possible. 


Spanish Commander About Ready to Capitu- 
late to Dewey. 


London, Aug. 2—A dispatch to The 
Times from Cavite dated July 25 says: 
“It is becoming more apparent daily 
that there are serious complications 
ahead. The Americans never made a 
greater mistake than in bringing Aguin- 
aldo and the insurgent leaders here and 
giving them arms and ammunition. 
Aguinaldo, fearing annexation by the 
Americans, openly opposes them. Either 
he has been corrupted by some foreign 
power, or he has a false notion of the 
strength of the Philippine revolution- 
ists, failing to recognize that their 
recent successes are due to the concen- 
tration of Spanish strength at Manila 
consequent upon the presence of the 
Americans. He dictates to the Ameri- 
can authorities in absurdly inflated 
terms. He compelled the natives at 
the southern approaches to Manila to 
register their bullocks, ponies and con- 
veyances, instructing the owners not to 
supply them to the Americans without 
his sanction. General Anderson warned 
Aguinaldo that force would be used to 
impress the means of transport, which 
were ultimately forthcoming. Aguin- 
aldo’s attitude makes future operations 
against Manila problematic. 

“In my opinion, with the aid of the 
fleet, the city might have already been 
American. Nothing but the complica- 
tions with the natives prevented an 
advance. Now the violent rains have 
set in, making operations arduous and 
threaten the health of the men. Aguin- 
aldo’s forces encircle the city, making 
daily and nightly attacks. The Span- 
iards still hold the whole of the suburbs. 
Occasional sorties are made, in which 
the loss of life is slight. Two miles be- 
hind Aguinaldo’s lines, south of Manila, 
5000 American troops are encamped, 
The remainder are at Cavite. Aguin- 
uldo is understood to have objected to 
the advance of the Americans to ground 
captured by the insurgents. 

“I am convinced that the Philippinos 
will never capture Manila unaided, and 
that, if the Americans withdraw, the 
fate of the natives under Spanish rule 
will be worse than before. The best 
solution of the political situation would 
be that America should administer the 
affairs of the islands, disarming the na- 
tives. Five half-breeds, taken by 

guinaldo, with Spanish passes rolled 
into cigarets, have been condemned to 
be shot. The United States gunboat 
McCulloch now patrols between the neu- 
tral fleets and Manila to prevent com- 
munication. 

“The Americans have not yet returned 
a single shot although they are con- 
stantly under fire. The situation atthe 
front is most extraordinary. Each 
force is guarding its own lines, but the 
insurgents are little better than an 
armed rabble. I am reluctant to be- 
lieve the report that a certain prominent 
American official assured Aguinaldo 
that the Americans came simply to sup- 
port the insurgent cause and establish 
a republic, yet the attitude of the in- 
surgents seems ample confirmation. The 
insurgent leaders are aggressively ar- 
rogant, and make no move toward rec- 
ognizing American authority. 

“It is another open secret—and I have 
information confirming the report from 
the highest possible sources—that Ma- 
nila is willing to surrender and may 
do so provided assurance is given that 
the inhabitants will be protected from 
the insurgents, who declare their in- 
tention of killing every Spaniard. The 
only incentive the insurgents have to 
continue the conflict is revenge and 
plunder. It is evident that the Ameri- 
cans must settle with the insurgents 
first.” 


AWAITING THE DECISION. 


Special Session-of the Congress to Be 
Called If Spain Accepts. 

Washington, Aug. 2.—The Spanish 
cabinet apparently is having greater 
difficulty in coming to a decision with 
regard to the American terms of peace 
than our cabinet had in framing them. 
The reports lead members of the ad- 
ministration to believe that it will be 
several days at least before any reply 
is received from Madrid. It cannot be 
said that the delay has increased the 
expectation of a favorable response and 
with two exceptions the members of the 
cabinet look for an equivocal messege 
which will leave negotiations no farther 
advanced than now. At the same time 
there is confidence that out of the pres- 
ent correspondence will come the con- 
clusion of a peace, although it may be 
longer in coming than some seem to 
think. 

The president will call an extra session 
of congress just as soon as Spain ac- 
cepts the conditions contained in the 
diplomatic note sent by the United 
States. A request came Monday from 
Madrid for more definite information 
on “difficult points.” The program is, 
{f Spain accepts, to proceed immediately 
to draw up a treaty. which shall be 


adopted py the representatives of the 
United States and Spain. This docu- 
ment would, of course, have to be care- 
tully drawn, and that would be a matter 
of some days. But as soon as it is 
completed ratifications can be ex- 
changed and a special session of con- 
gress will be at once called. 

This treaty will not settle the question 
of the disposition of the future of the 
Philippines, but will provide for nego- 
tiations which will lead up to a deter- 
fnination of the question. This settle- 
ment of the Philippine question would, 
of course, come up for subsequent ratifi- 
cation, and would really be a part of 
one continuous negotiation. 


“Fighting Bob's” Christianity. 

Williamsport, Pa., Aug. 2.—The Index 
of this place having drawn an invidious 
contrast between the alleged profanity 
ef Captain Evans and the religious 
fervor of Captain Philip after the con- 
test in Santiago, “Fighting Bob” sent a 
reply inwhichhesays: “Shortly afterthe 
Spanish cruiser Vizcaya had struck her 
colors and my crew had secured the 
guns, the chaplain of the ship, an excel- 
lent man, came to me and said: “Cap- 
tain, shall I say a few words of thanks 
to almighty God for our victory?” I 
said: “By all means do so; I will have 
the men sent aft for that purpose,” and 
was on the point of doing so when it was 
reported to me that a Spanish battle- 
ship was standing towards us from the 
eastward. My first duty to Godand my 
country was to sink this Spanish bat- 
tleship, and I immediately made prep- 
arations to do so. When it was dis- 
covered that this ship was an Austrian 
I found my ship surrounded by boats 
carrying dying and wounded prisoners, 
and others of the crew of the Vizcaya to 
the number of 250. To leave these men to 
suffer for want of food and clothing 
while I called my men aft to offer prayer 
was not my idea of either christianity or 
religion. I preferred to clothe the naked, 
feed the hungry and succor the sick, and 
I am strongly of the opinion that al- 
mighty God has not put a black mark 
against me on account of it. I do not 
know whether I shall stand with Captain 
Philip among the first chosen in the 
hereafter, but I have this to say in con- 
clusion, that every drop of blood in my 
body on the afternoon of the 3rd of July 
Was singing thanks and praise to al- 
mighty God for the victory we had won.

Indianapolis, Aug. 2.—In a letter toa 
cousin, a resident of this city, Commo- 
dore Schley says anent the destruction 
of Cervera's fleet: “Surely it was large 
enough to win laurels for all and I as- 
sume no other pride in it than the lucky 
place of this ship on the line where the 
first heavy assault was made and after- 
ward by her speed and her direction to 
keepinthescrap. Thesweetest thought 
and the greatest satisfaction come from 
the fact that the conéuct that day has 
won the people’s love and earned the 
nation’s admiration. It is this which 
encourages us in the public defense no 
matter at what risk to ourselves. If it 
secures peace to our beloved land and 
permits us to return soon to our loved 
ones and to our people, our efforts were 
well directed.” 


Food Scarce and Water Rank, 

New York, Aug. 2.—Dr. A. M. Lesser, 
who arrived from Santiago on the Con- 
cho with 172 sick and wounded soldiers, 
speaking regarding conditions on board 
the tgansport, said: “Orders were re- 
ceived to supply the Concho with 1000 
rations for 175 persons who were ordered 
on board of her. In order to securea 
return home the men will frequently 
affect illness to such a degree that it 
may be often hard to determine whether 
one is sick or not. This was particular- 
ly so in the case of the Concho’s sick. 

“Medicines were supplied therefore in 
quantities thought to be sufficient, but 
on the eve of departure I found the en- 
tire ship’s laod, excepting possibly 25 
persons, suffering from fevers and bowel 
troubles, for which there proved to be 
an insufficient supply of medicines on 
board the ship. The rations put on 
were therefore unfit to be served to the 
sick men. The supply of water was 
also impure and unfit for use, Having 
been taken aboard at Tampa in May. 
The Concho has but 58 stateroom berths. 
Bunks were provided for the men be- 
tween decks, but being devoid of mat- 
tresses, and owing to the intense heat, 
were practically useless. The mencould 
not live below, many being compelled to 
sleep on deck under awnings, 


Added to the List of Prizes. 

Key West, Aug. 2.—The Spanish 
schooner Dolores, 60 tons, loaded with 
corn and provisions, and bound from 
Progreso, Mex., for Batabano, has been 
added to the list of war prizes. She was 
captured by the Eagle near Corrientes 
bay. 

The Badger, which took her prizes to 
Tortugas a few days ago, is there await- 
ing orders. Her prizes are a barge, a 
brig and a towboat, which were trying 
to get from Nuevitas to Havana. 

Three hundred and eighty-two sick 
and wounded Spanish soldiers, some of 
whom have lost legs and arms, are 
aboard prizes which are held in quaran- 
tine. - 


Famine In Havana, 

London, Aug. 2.—The Havana corre- 
spondent of The Times in a letter dated 
July 5 describes a condition of growing 
indignation. Hesays: “Though Ha- 
vana is still very quiet, extraordinarily, 
ominously quiet, it is a calm before the 
storm. There is an ever-increasing 
feeling against the government's de- 
eeit in hiding the truth and spreading 
false news, apparently with the inten- 
tion of leaving the people to the mercy 
of their enemies. 

“Famine is slowly tightening its 
bands. The bulk of the population 
would already have starved but for the 
supplies of mangoes, pineapples and 
bananas. The death rate is extraor- 
dinarily high here, and still worse in 
other parts of theisland. In some set- 
tlements half the reconcentrados have 
died since war was declared.” 


Will Save the Teresa, 
Santiago, Aug. 2.—Before leaving this 
vicinity, Commodore Schley visited the 
wrecks of the Infanta Maria Teresa and 


he Admirante Oquendo. The latter 
Was unbearable because of the stench 
of the dead bodies which it contains. 
The ship is broken in two and could not 
possibly be saved. The Maria Teresa 
is in better shape. It is said by the 
wreckers that they have pumped her out 
once, but something is open, for she 
filled agaim They are looking for the 
hole and expect to plug it, and then get 
the vessel afloat. Some of her big 
guns are allright. The wreckers found 
that the magazines o fall calibre were 
full, thus contradicting the story that 
the squadron left Spain without ammu- 
nition. 


Wanted to Be a Benedict. 

Des Moines, Aug. 2. — Lieutenant 
Buidair Hartung is under military ar- 
rest, charged with obtaining a furlough 
under false pretenses to marry Bessie 
Coddington. The bride and groom are 
are residents of Des Moines. Hartung 
is a member of the Twelfth signal com- 
pany in Chickamauga, and Miss Cod- 
dington, now Mrs. Hartung, is a popular 
member of the most select Des Moines 
society. A week or more ago the lHeu- 
tenant appeared in Des Moines on leave 
of absence, and his friends were sur- 
prised shortly afterwards by an an- 
nouncement of. his marriage. Upon his 
return to Chickamauga he was promptly 
taken into custody. It is alleged he as- 
signed as a reason for obtaining a fur- 
lough his father’s serious injury. The 
senior Hartung was but slightly bruised.

PARASITES IN LONDON, 


Tremendous Sensation Caused by 
Tooley’s Disclosures, 


Exodus of Aristocrats Consid- 
ered Very Probable. 


The Confidence of British Investors Nearly 
Overthrown. 


London, Aug. 2.—Promoter Hooley’s 
revelations of the rottenness of London 
financiering have thrown into a panic all 
who have invested their savings in the 
stocks of companies. It was matter of 
common notoriety that the small, pro- 
moting, journalistic parasites fattened 
on company operations, but the gigantic 
fabric of bribery and blackmailing by 
which boards of directors are organized 
with purchased names and backed by 
a subsidized press—some lords even be- 
ing paid to quit the companies when no 
longer needed—was unsuspected. The 
only question asked is: ‘Who will be 
the next?” and the chorus of denials, 
some merely technical, is received with 
cynical skepticism. 

An exodus of aristocrats on foreign 
tours is expected, and a crop of investi- 
gations is sure to result. Proposals of 
legislation to regulate and purify com- 
panies are already broached. In the 
meantime the promoting Napoleon, 
turned informer, mounts the pedestal as 
a popular hero. People are forgetting 
his share of the responsibility for the 
system he exposed, the crowd in court 
applauding every time he scores off a 
nobleman, - 

Monday's proceedings were filled with 
dramatic episodes, and especially the 
revelations of attempts to bribe Mr. 
Hooley to perjure himself by withdraw- 
ing the statements he made at the last 
examination. These efforts drew from 
the registrar the remark: “It is a most 
scandalous thing.”’ The testimony im- 
plicated many Londoners whose names 
would not be recognized in America, 
smirching some in the business world 
hitherto untarnished by suspicion. One 
of the gravest charges was the story of 
the dealings with Lloyd’s bank, where 
were deposited 86,000 shares of the 
Singer company. The day Hooley went 
bankrupt these shares were transferred. 
He swore Monday afternoon that he 
never transferred them and that the 
certificates used were signed in blank 
for another transaction. 

Among his alleged dealings with the 
Earl of Delawarr, Mr. Hooley asserted 
that the earl tried to sell his estate at 
Haslingdon, representing that it con- 
tained 4000 acres. Hooley said: “I 
promised to take it, but when I sent my 
agent to see the property he found there 
were only 1700 acres. I had to pay Dela- 
warr 10,000 shares of the Trent Cycle 
company to get him to let me off the

When, replying to an interruption, he 
denounced the speaker, exclaiming, 
“Dean, Harrison Davis and Beall are 
three of the greatest blackmailers in 
London,” he was tremendously ap- 
plauded for this retort. 

Later Mr. Hooley testified that Earl 
Delawarr offered him £1000 to say that 
the £25,000 paid him by the witness was 
a gift made after the flotation of the 
company in which the earl figured. Mr. 
Hooley further testified that certain di- 
rectors of the Humber company offered 
him £1000 and £2000 to say that the 
£50,000 which he had paid them was 
profit from other business. 

Still later, during the course of his 
testimoney, Mr. Hooley said that while 
out driving Sunday, a little man ina 
hansom cab stopped him and _ “said: 
“There are 1000 sovereigns in the hansom 
for you.” 

Mr. Hooley said he replied: 
have I to do for that?” 

Thereupon the little man is alleged to 
have answered: “If you will say the 
money you gave Lord Albemarle was a 
present made after the company was 
floated, I am to leave you the sovereigns 
and take your word of honor.” 

Mr. Hooley remarked: “I told him 
I would punch his head if he did not go 
away.” 

Mr. Hooley told of the payments which 
he claimed to have made to the financial 
editors of the Pall Mall Gazette and the 
Westminster Gazette, alleging that he 
paid the former in order to “keep him 
quiet.” At another point of his tes- 
timony, Mr. Hooley said he promised 
Lord March £1000 and £2000 yearly for 
joining the Schwepps’ board, andasserted 
that he paid Adolphus Drucker, a con- 
servative member of parliament for 
Northampton, £2500 and Sir Blundell 
Maisle £1800 by repurchasing their 
shares at enhanced prices. 

The witness afterwards said he paid 
Lord Walter Lennox for introducing 
Lord March to Lord Templeton and 
promised him £500 and £500 yearly for 
serving on the board of directors who, 
however, refused to sanction it, so he 
paid Lord Templeton £700 for with- 
drawing. 

Counsel for Lords Delawarr and Al- 
bemarle denied the imputations made 
against their clients. The legal repre- 
sentative of Lord Albemarle also said 
that his client, without admitting that 
the £9000 were received for a corrupt 
consideration was willing to return the 
money to whoever is entitled to receive 
it. 

When Lord Delawarr’s counsel had 
finished his denial, Mr. Hooley shouted: 
“Then I will show you what I have in 
my pocket, a telegram from Lord Dela- 
warr and the draft ef a document set- 
ting forth what I was to say today.” 
Mr. Hooley flourished some papers to- 
wards Lord Delawarr, who was present, 
and an exciting scene was ended abrupt- 
ly by the adjournment of the court.

The bicyclist who collided with Mr. 
John F. McCarty on Friday night called 
at the Ledger office this morning rela- 
tive to some of the statements in the 
report of the accident.

Blair thinks he must have been be- 
wildered by the collision and exhibits 
a wound near the right temple, for he 
rode toward Wollaston after the acci- 
dent. When he discovered this he 
turned. He then missed his hat. 
When he reached the scene of the acci- 
dent he recovered his hat. He felt that 
McCarty was entirely to blame as he 
was way over on the wrong side of the 
street and so remarked to his com- 
panions. As McCarty had two with 
him he did not stop. Saturday he 
visited the scene of the accident and 
recovered one of the rings which he 
had lost. It was plain he said that I 
was way over on my right hand. He 
regretted very much the death of Mc-

Notes of National Banks. 

Washington, Aug. 2.—In answer to 
inquiries received from national banks 
as to whether after allotment of new 
bonds to purchasers the receipts of the 
treasurer of the United States for de- 
posits made on account thereof would be 
considered as a proper basis for de- 
posit as security for circulating notes 
of national banks, C. G. Dawes, comp- 
troller of the currency, has ruled in the 
negative. The law relative to the is- 
sue of circulating notes is definite and 
strict in its definition of the security 
which shall be used as a basis for cir- 
culation, Under the provisions of law 
it would not be legal to issue circulation 
even upon unregistered bonds of the 
United States. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The James P. Lewis company’s straw- 
Loard pulp mill at Beaver Falls, N. Y., 
has been burned. The loss is $50,000. 

George Thompson was hanged in St. 
Louis Monday. He protested innocence 
to the last. Thompson's crime was the 
poisoning of Joseph Cunningham, sexton 
of St. Peter’s Episcopal church. 

Two children, Ethel Freidman and 
Jacob Stearns, were carried out to sea 
from Swampscott, Mass., yesterday. 
They were rescued six miles off shore at 
dark by a fisherman, who noticed the 
drifting boat. The little ones were 
asleep when rescued. 

A train wreck in which two men were 
kilied and four or five injured occurred 
on the Central railroad at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, Ga., Monday. A train bearing 
soldiers bound for the camp at Lithia 
Springs was run into by a freight train. 
Both engines and trains were badly 
wrecked. 

The commissioner of internal revenue 
has held that a traveling company play- 
ing dramas ‘without exhibiting feats of 
horsemanship or acrobatic sports” in 
lowns of 25,000 inhabitants or less is liable 
to a tax of $10 for the year. It had 
previously beeu held ghat this class of 
performances required a tax of $100.

Inspection. 


Camp Dalton, 
Tuesday, August 2, 1898. 

My brief report of the inspection iu 
yesterday’s Ledger may well be supple- 
mented by the opinions of an outsider. 
The Herald puts it thus: The monthly 
inspection of the 5th regiment took 
place Monday morning, regimental line 
being formed at 9 o’clock. _ It was the 
first time since its muster into the 
United States service that the regiment 
has turned out as a whole in its com- 
plete service equipment, and its ap- 
pearance was certainly superb. 

The meu had all their earthly posses- 
sions rolled aad slung over their 
shoulders, with the woolen blanket 
outside, the rubber poncho hanging 
from the bight of the roll. The uni- 
forms were new and clean the brasses 
of every man bright as hard work could 
make them, as were the rifles, while 
the haversacks and canteens were also 
in excellent condition. The inspection 
was most complete and thorough, and 
it was some time after noon before the 
last company had been looked over and 
was dismissed to quarters. 

Following the field inspection, came 
inspection of quarters. Every tent was 
carefully examined, and their interiors 
in most every instance were found per- 
fect. Just here Col. Whitney sprang 
a surprise on the men, and one they 
will benefit by when inspection comes 
around again. 

Every tent floor was lifted for a look 
at what might be underneath. Old 
soldiers can readily imagine that then 
there was trouble. 

It is a custom for soldiers in keeping 
things clean about their tents to make 
the work as easy as possible, and store 
@ good many odds and ends under 
the floors. These odds and ends were 
found in quantities today, but this will 
be the last time the men will be 
caught; hereafter the ground beneath 
the tent floors will be as clean as the 
floors themselves. Following the in- 
spection of tents came inspection of 
hospital, mess halls, cook-houses and 
lastly the guard and the guardhouse, 
and lockup. It was 6 o'clock 
Col. Whitney finished his day’s work.

Companies L of Malden 
and H of Charlestown had the cleanest 
and best arranged mess houses and 
kitchens.

Officer Used His Revolver. 

Blackstone, Mass., Aug. 2.—Matthew 
H. Burns, a member of the firm of An- 
drew Burns & Son, was shot by Officer 
Corcoran yesterday afternoon, but is not 
thought to be fatally wounded.

words were exchanged with Matthew 
Burns. It is claimed the men fought 
and were separated. The shooting oc- 
curred after this incident, but stories 
differ as to what brought on the use of 
the weapon. Corcoran telephoned to 
Deputy Sheriff Bacon of the affair and 
later surrendered himself. 

Corcoran says he arrested Burns on 
the charge of obstructing an officer and 
fired one shot to scare the prisoner and 
another as he went upstairs. 


Epitaph For Bismarck, 

Berlin, Aug. 2.—It has been definitely 
decided that the remains of Prince Bis- 
marck are to be interred at the spot 
selected by himself, where a_ simple 
mausoleum will be built and to which the 
remains of his wife will be transferred 
from Varzin. The funeral rites today 
were confined to the simple ceremony of 
blessing the remains, which was per- 
formed by the local pastor of the village 
of Brunstorf. 

Bismarck’s final instructions, signed 
by himself, expressed his desire to be 
buried in a selected spot in the Sachsen- 
wold, and concluded: “Foran epitaph, 
I wish ‘Prince von Bismarck, born April 
1, 1816, died ——,’ with the addition of ‘a 
faithful German servant of 
William first.’ ”

Birmingham, Aug. 2.—Joseph F. John- 
ston (Dem.) was re-elected governor of 
Alabama yesterday.

Pansies For Early Bloom. 

If you have a hotbed, sow pansy seed 
there in August. Transplant until they 
are five or six inchesapart. Protect with 
mats on outside and paper on inside 
during cold weather, or instead of paper 
give a light covering of leaves, which, 
to be an ideal covering, should not be 
packed closely. Give air and light on 
warm, sunny days. Very early in spring 
the protection may be removed, and if 
carefully watered and sheltered from 
the noontide sun the pansies will soon 
be blooming. As soon as the frost is out 
of the ground they may be transplanted 
to the garden. Make the bed rich with 
old, fine stable manure (preferably 
from the cow stable). Give them a sun- 
ny situation, I say, with all deference 
to writers who say pansies need a shady 
position. Mulch the pansy bed with 
chip dirt, chopped hay, lawn clippings, 
fine manure from the bottom of the 
heap, or, better than anything else, if 
you can get it, is wood’s earth or leaf 
mold. A good mulch and plenty of wa- 
ter, and we have no sunshine that will 
hurt the pansies. They bloom earlier in 
spring and remain in bloom later in 
fall in a sunny situation, but possibly a 
sheltered bed would give more and 
larger blooms in midsummer.—Vick’s 
Magazine. 

Root Suffocation, 
It is difficult to get people to under- 


stand that trees can die from drowning 
animals 


just as cau, says Meehan’s 
Monthly. Trees feed primarily by the 
roots, but there must be a certain 


amount of oxygen in the soil to enable 
them to make use of the food. Standing 
water prevents the action of the life 
giving oxygen. A Boston correspondent 
relers to two large horse chestnuts 
which. were moved last spring with the 
greatest skill, but they died. In the fall 
al eSamination was made, and the holes 
found to be full of water within one 
foot of the surface of the ground. The 
holes were really flowerpots without 
the necessary holes in the bottom to al- 
low the water to escape. There can be 
no better lesson in gardening than to be 
continually remembering why it is nec- 
essary to have a hole in a flowerpot.

CANAL TRACTION. 


An Ohio Canal to Be Operated by a 
Trolley. 

In accordance with an act passed by 
the Ohio legislature, says the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Tribune, W. G. Wag- 
enhals, general manager of the Cincin- 
nati and Miami Valley Traction com- 
pany, operating an electric line between 
Dayton and Hamilton, has been granted 
the privilege by the state board of pub- 
lic works of experimenting on the Miami 
and Erie canal with an apparatus for 
driving boats by electricity. If the ex- 
periment proves a success, the agree. 
ment is that he is to have a franchise 
granting him the right to operate a line 
of boats fora term of years, paying to 
the state the tolls as are now paid by 
the owners of boats drawn by mules. 

Mr. Wagenhals entertains no doubt as 
to the result of the experiment and is so 
thoroughly convinced of its success that 
he will, without delay, proceed to equip 
the Miami and Erie canal with a line of 
boats which will be drawn by an elec- 
tric motor of special design. He says 
that four months and an expenditure of 
$850,000 will be required to put the en- 
terprise in operation and that he is al- 
ready bagked by an abundance of capi- 
tal with which to push the work to an 
early completion. 

Mr. Wagenhals’ scheme in brief is to 
lay an ordinary standard gage track 
along the towpath of the canal, and by 
means of an electric motor, designed for 
this especial work, and for which he 
has applied for a patent, to draw his 
boats in about the same manner as they 
are now slowly and tediously drawn by 
mules. The motor will be about four 


feet in height and will weigh in the

neighborhood of 80 tons. It will be 
geared to five different speeds, ranging 
from a quarter of a mile an hour to ten 
miles an hour, the lowest speed being 
necessary to give an easy start. The 
motor will have a trolley pole, the same 
as the electric street car, but in addi- 
tion it will be provided with an electric 
shoe, which will take up the current 
from the conduit when it becomes im- 
practicable to run the trolley, as in 
cases of passing beneath bridges and 
culverts along the line of the canal. 
The trolley wire will be suspended 
about 12 feet above the track, which 
will be ballasted and graveled to an 
even surface, so as not to interfere with 
the drawing of boats by mules. This 
will necessitate the widening of the 
towpath to at least ten feet. 

Mr. Wagenhals says that it will re- 
quire about 100 boats to equip the line 
between Dayton and Cincinnati. These 
boats will be constructed of steel, and 
so designed as to draw not more than 
one foot of water. Three power stations 
will be erected at equal distances be- 
tween the two points named. 

The motor which Mr. Wagenhals bas 
designed to do the work will be of 150 
horsepower, and will, he says, pull with 
ease a train of at least five heavily laden 
boats, or more tonnage than a 300 horse- 
power engine can pull on rails, there 
being so much less friction to counter- 
act the pulling strength. 


German Experience With the Grip. 

An extensive investigation as to the 
spread of the gripin the German army, 
assuming, as it did, the form of an epi- 
demic, has given definiteness to medical 
opinion as to its being a disease that 
owes its origin to certain miasmatic ex- 
ternal causes, while, on the other hand, 
there is not assumed to be any sure evi- 
dence of the influence of weather, cli- 
mate, wind or soil or the season uf the 
year. To the contrary, indeed, the num- 
ber of those cases in which the spread 
and the mode of spreading of the ail- 
ment is attributable to human inter- 
course was considerably increased by 
the experience of the last epidemic. But 
authorities are still in a state of doubt 
as to whether the infection is carried 
directly from person to person or 
whether the infectious material is car- 
ried by the intervention of inanimate 
objects through the air. Of the real 
germ that causes the disease there is no 
precise knowledge. Reasons are given, 
however, for believing that inanimate 
substances may house the real germs of 
the disease and convey them far away, 
and if, therefore, dead substances can 
thus contribute to the spread of the dis- 
ease germs such a fact may perhaps ex- 
plain the appearance of the disease upon 
ships on the high seas. 


Valuable Worms. 

It is an old saying that we do not ap- 
preciate the worth of s thing until we 
have lost it. Possibly the worthy Eng- 
lish farmers who own the large tract of 
land in Essex which was in November 
last flooded by salt water, owing to the 
break down of a sea wall, think of this 
adage when they ruefully look at their 
sodden ground. The despised worms, by 
their constant burrowings, kept the land 
well drained, but when the sea flood 
came they were all killed, and the birds 
had a great feast. That land, measuring 
about 50,000 acres, is still in a spongy 
state, and is likely to remain so until 
the farmers’ friends—the worms—have 
time to recover their lost position.- 
New York Times. 


GATI.ING’S GRIT. 


The Famous Inventor Passed Through 

- Many Hardships to Final Success, 

In spite of a trade with an unhappy 
name there is a kind of humane second 
thought in the ingenuity of the death in- 
strument maker. He may invent some- 
thing so terrible as to make war impos- 
sible. This view lends an interest to the 
work of Dr. R. J. Gatling, the creator 
of the famous gun that fires 200 shots 
a minute. Our surprise to be told that 
he is really a tender hearted man grows 
less when we know how he was led to 
contrive his murderous weapon. 

Seeing the trainloads of wounded 
and wrecks ‘of regiments return from 
the front during the great war for the 
Union, he thought of the waste of in- 
dustry and time and life in sending so 
many wen into a deadly service. If war 
must slay, what a saving would be a 
single firearm that would shorten the 
slaughter from months to minutes, and 
finally appall contending armies so that 
they would refuse to face it! 

Dr. Gatling was a man in middle life 
then, but from the age of 21 he had 
shown skill as an inventor. The first 
fruit of kis genius was a steamboat 
propeller wheel. He had also originated 
several labor saving devices for use in 
cotton culture, made a furrow drill that 
brought him a fortune from the western 
wheat farmers, and patented a hemp 
breaking machine and a steam plow. 
He is 80 years old now, and still in- 
venting. Lately congress voted him 
$40,000 for his proof experiments in a 
new method of casting cannon. 

When he invented his propeller and 
took it to Washington, he found that 
Ericsson had just secured a patent for a 
similar design—ajd all his labor was 
thrown away. A jew years later he lost 
two-thirds of the money he had realized 


—and invested—from the sale of his} 


wheat drill. After he completed the 
“‘Gatling gun’’ a fire destroyed all his 
work and his patteyns. When, a year 
or two later, he had duplicated his pat- 
terns and placed an instrument before 
the public, a rascally agent ran off with 
every cent of the sales. It is a robust 
quality of soul that can fight disap- 
pointment repeatedly and try again.— 
Chicago Tribune. 


Malaria and Mvsquitoes, 

Professor Koch’s discovery of the ac- 
tive agency of the mosquito in the prop- 
agation of malaria may lead to impor- 
tant changes in the administration of 
quinine for malarial affections. The 
disovery was made almost accidentally. 
Professor Koch was studying Texas fe- 
ver in cattle, which he fcand was trans- 
ferred from ove herd to another solely 
by the bite of a tick. He infected sound 
cattle with ticks from dissased ones and 
succeeded in immunizing cattle inocu- 


lated with the ova of tizks from cattle | 


suffering from the disease. Extending 
his investigations to malaria, he arrived 
at the conclusion that in the case of the 
human disease mosquitqes play the part 
which ticks play in the cattle disease. 


It was found tiat wherever there are | 


mosquitoes there is malaria. Converse- 
ly, where there are go mosquitoes there 
is no malaria. Treating cases without 
quinine, Professor Koch ascertained 


that in malaria, as in other fevers, the} 


temperature follows a definite course. 
By examining the blord of a patient 


under the microscope he was able to tell | 


from the nature of th» microbes the 
precise stage of the development of the 
disease. 
importance in determining the most 
advantageous time at which to admin- 
{ster quinine. Dr. Koch believes that 
ultimately it will be possible to admin- 
ister quinine in such a rational and 
scientific manner as to avoid the in- 
jurious consequences of the quinine 
treatment. This and the establishment 
of health resorts in the mountains will 
rob tropical fever of many of its terrors. 


Water Curtains. 

The idea of protecting buildings 
against fire from without by means of a 
water curtain, to be made to fall all 
around the structure, appears to be 
gaining favor, haying the indorsement 
of some of the must experienced profes- 
sional experts in this line, and the plan 
is exciting special attention in Chicago, 
where it is being applied to the great 
public library huilding. The arrange- 
ment is extremely simple. Aseyen inch 
steel water main is laid around the top 
of the structure upon the broad stone 
table formed by the top of the coping, 
this pipe having connection with force 
pumps situated {n the basement, and, 
through perforajjons properly arranged, 
insures the intnyduction of a substan- 
tial sheet of water from cornice to 
pavement around the whole cr any im- 
perilled portion pf the building. The 
arrangement of the system of piping is 
such as to enable gperating in prescrib- 
ed sections. Additional relays of small- 
er pipe are also paced in position above 
windows and docra in order to com- 
plete the curtainiug of those points in 
the most serviceall» manner should the 
curtain in the mafa, be broken by wind 
impingement agaiyst the building.

Cost of Ktoppages, 


In an article in g recent issue of The} 


American Electri¢tan Mr. H. 8S. Hering 


states that as th» result of tests he | 
finds the difference between making a} 


stop and a start at a station and run- 
ning past it varies from 75 to 100 watt 
hours, depending ugon the gradient and 
load. The average value under ordinary 
conditions for a partially loaded 74¢ ton 
car is 85 watt hougs. Assuming the cost 
of electrical enexry to be 1 cent per 


kilowatt hour, oce stop would cost! 


.085 cent, and the cost of making one 
unnesessary stop on each trip for 15 
trips daily would amount to $4.67 per 
car per year, and for 100 cars $467 per 
year for the one extra stop per trip. 
About 74 per cen$ of the total energy 
required for proputsion is expended in 


accelerating and lifting a car, showing | 


that if only one-ha!? of the energy stored 
in a moving car could be saved the 
saving would be very large. By careful 
driving a saving of from 10 to 20 per 
cent might be effected.

CANAL IN NICARAGUA, 


President Said to Favor Ownership 
by the Nation, 


Its Strategic Importance of 
Inestimable Value. 


Next Message to Congress Likely to Contain a 
Recommendation. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—Ex-Senator 
Warner Miller of New York, the presi- 
dent of the Nicaraguan canal commis- 
sion, and Senator Morgan of Alabama, 
the leading advocate of that project in 
congress, had a short conference on the 
canal question with President McKin- 
ley yesterday. The president, it fs 
said, expressed his acquiescence in the 
belief that government possession of 
the Nicaraguan canal is now necessary, 
and that the war and its results make 
the canal indispensable to the United 
States. The president, his callers say, 
intends to make strong recommenda- 
tions to congress for legislation making 
immediate provision for completing the 
canal as the property of the government, 


WARNEE MILLER 
Mr, Miller, discussing the future of the 


canal after the conference, said: ‘‘Con- 
gress at its next session will be asked to 
provide for completing the canal and its 
acquirement as the property of the 
United States. It has been necessary 
to us all along; it is now imperative, 
and there is no doubt as to what action 
will be taken by congress. The effect of 
the war on the project is a complete 
demonstration of its immense signifi- 
cance to us, and with what the war has 
brought in it train in adding to our in- 
terests in the Pacific there will be speedy 
action, The canal can be completed in 
five years, and put in operation as the 
valuable link between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific.” 

Senator Morgan had a final word to 
say to the president about the Hawalilan 
commission’s work. He sald that he 
and other members of the committee 
would sail Aug. 1 from San Francisco. 


In Using Revenue Stamps, 
Washington, Aug. 2.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has issued the 
following circular in regard to the can- 
cellation of internal revenue stamps: 
“In any and all cases where an adhesive 
stamp shall be used for denoting any 
tax imposed by the act of June 13, 1898, 
the person using or affixing the same 
shall write thereon with ink the initials 
of his name and the date (year) in which 
the same shall be attached or used, or 
shall, by cutting and cancelling said 
stamp with a machine or punch which 
will affix the initials and date as afore- 
said, so deface the stamp as to renaér 
it unfit ofr use. The cancellation by 
either method should not so deface the 
stamp as to prevent its denomination 
and genuineness from being readily de- 
termined. 

“Stamps imprinted upon the face of 
cheeks, drafts, or other similar instru- 
ments may be cancelled by dating, sign- 
ing and filling out the blank lines in writ- 
ing across the face and stamp in the 
usual manner of drawing checks and 
drafts. Stamps on checks and drafts 
may also be cancelled by perforating 
through said stamp and the paper to 
which it is attached the amount fn fig- 
ures for which said check or draft is 
drawn. 

“Where proprietary stamps printed 
from private dies are used for the pay- 
ment of tax upon proprietary articles 
instead of cancellation by initials and 
date, such stamps shall be so affixed 
on the box, bottle or package that in 
opening the same or using the contents 
thereof, the said stamp shall be effect- 
ually destroyed.”

Watchdogs of the Treasury. 

Detroit, Aug. 2.—A preliminary injunc- 
tion was served yesterday upon City 
Treasurer Thompson and Comptroller 
Blades, restraining payment of any por- 
tion of the sum of $5000 recently appro- 
priated by the city council for entertain- 
ment of the League of American Munici- 
palities. The complainants are a dozen 
citizens. The city charter permits an 
appropriation of $2000 as an entertain- 
ment fund. The $5000 which are enjoined 
are a balance received from a lighting 
debt owed to the city by the county. 
The complainants aver that the use of 
this money for such purposes is unau- 
thorized. 

A similar injunction was _ recently 
served upon the schoolauthorities. The 
circuit judge decided that the entertain- 
ment appropriation by the school board 
is illegal, but the question whether 
private citizens may bring such a suitis 
still pending with the court.

REMAINS BLESSED. 


German Court Ordered in 
Mourning for Bismarek. 


Berlin, Aug. 2.—The ceremony of 
blessing Prince Bismarck’s remains was 
performed today, only the near relatives 
attending. The coffin was then closed 
and will remain in the castle until the 
mausoleum is completed, which will be 
in October next. The emperor has or- 
dered the court to go into mourning for 
10 days and the army for eight days. 
The flags on all the imperial and stata 
buildings will be half masted until after 
the funeral. 

The Reichsanzeiger has a leading ar- 
ticle extolling Bismarck’s immortal ser- 
vices and declaring the fatherland has 
lost her greatest son. After remarking 
that the prince was not only the unifier 
but also the educator of his people, the 
paper remarks,: “If it is true that the 
states are maintained by the spirit and 
power in which they are created, then 
the name of Bismarck will remain for 
us as a device and a revelation at all 
times. As Bismarck once declared at 
Frankfort: ‘A Prussia which could re- 
nounce the inheritance of the great 
Frederick does not exist in Europe.’ In 
the same way the German empire could 
not exist at any future time unless it 
holds fast to the legacy of its founders, 
the first Holenzollern kaiser and his 
great chancellor.” 

The emperor had announced his inten- 
tion of attending the funeral, but Count 
Herbert Bismarck informed his majesty 
that the service was to be strictly pri- 
vate and without ceremony. Condol- 
ences and wreaths poured in by the 
thousands from all quarters, from all 
the courts, governments and foremost 
statesmen in the world. The death 
chamber, draped in black, was impres- 
sive initssimplicity. Until the remains 
were placed in the coffin the counter- 
pane of the bed was strewn with roses 
and rose leaves. 


BISMARCK AS A SPEAKER. 


Not an Orator In the Ordinary Sense—His 
Appearance In the Reichstag. 

Bismarck was not at all a smooth, grace- 
ful orator, but when it was announced in 
his days of power that he was about to 
make an important speech all Europe held 
its breath. His voice was peculiar, high 
pitched and not very powerful. It was by 
some spoken of as a thin voice, but that ex- 
presses only one of its qualities. It was the 
voice of a young man, and one hearing it 
for the first time without seeing the speak- 
er could hardly believe that a person long 
past middle age was talking. A poetically 
inclined writer once likened his speech to 
a forest stream running over stones and 
roots. A more scientific observer described 
it in this way: 

“I think I know a better though a rather 
technical comparison—namely, his speech 
is like quicksilver drawn out. Take a drop 
of quicksilver containing some lead or zine, 
put it on a pane of glass and hold it slant- 
ingly. The drop swells and rolls, but pres- 
ently it stops, becomes thinner and longer, 
remains immovable for a moment, gathers 
new strength to flow, becomes thin once 
again, and so forth. Thus it was with the 
chancellor’s words—first, if a sentence came 
out, then he hesitated, stopped or uttered 
a short, inarticulate sound and went on 
again. It was always evident that to speak 
was a physical exertion, but even when in 
first rate form he did not talk fluently.” 

Close observation disclosed the fact that 
the reason for all this was that the form of 
his speech was always improvised on the 
spur of the moment; that, unlike many ex- 
temporaneous speakers, he did not use the 
first expression coming into his mind, but 
while uttering the first half of a sentence 
be was thinking how to shape the second 
half in order to exactly express his mean- 
ing. When making a joke or some lighter 
remark, there was no hesitation, but when 
he turned to more serious subjects the halt- 
ing form of speech always returned. 

It follows that it was no easy task to re 
port his words. Even the official stenog- 
raphers used often to trip on his words, and 
before their work was passed Bismarck 
always personally revised it. 

During a debate he used tomake frequent 
notes in a coarse, scrawling band. When 
attacked by some keen opponents, he grew 
nervous and shifted in his seat, his pen 
shook between his fingers, and very often 
his -hand went menacingly to his sword 
hilt, for Bismarck, while the first civil offi- 
cer in the empire, was at the same timea 
general of cavalry and always wore his un- 
dress uniform in the reichstag. 

When aroused, his ebullitions of passion 
were frequently terrible. He was merciless 
in retort, unsparing of persons, no matter 
their age, their personal services to himself 
or to the empire. He possessed a caustic 
humor which he used with great effect. A 
master of invective, his coarseness of speech 
very often defeated his own object. One 
ef his countrymen speaking on this point 
flescribed him as “tan Achilles in courage, 
he isa Thersite in debate as often as the 
candid censure of friends or the vicious 
taunts of foes goad him into the loss of his 
temper.” 


HOW HE RETIRED. 


Bismarck's Last Interview With the Em- 
peror Was Most Dramatic. 

It was at 8a. m. on Saturday, March 15, 
1890, before he was yet out of bed, that Bis- 
marck was notified that the emperor was 
waiting to see him in Count Herbert Bis- 
marck’s apartments in the office of the sec- 
retary of state. Assoon as the prince en- 
tered there was an outburst of imperial 
wrath. Bismarck was upbraided because 
the ministers were not allowed to report 
di rect to the emperor and because of oppo- 
sition to his majesty’s policy regarding the 
labor problem. In vain did the chancellor 
defend himself on the score that it was law 
that the ministers should not report direct, 
and that concerning the labor problem it 
would be well not to be too precipitate— 
that certain modifications of the imperial 
programme might be wise.

prvi Frannie eveaded—think of Bis 
marck pleading!—to be allowed to remain 
in office until May in order to be able tode 
fend that year’s military bill, but to no 
avail. “No, no,” was the emperors con- 
stant and only reply, and when Bismarck 
ceased speaking and stood with bowed 
head his master began again and took him 
to task for holding conferences with Wind- 
thorst. This angered Bismarck greatly, 
and he replied with much _heat, charging 
the emperor with putting spies on histrack. 
“It is my right,’ said Bismarck ‘‘to have 
communication with skilled politicians, 
whether they be members of parliament or 
not, and nobody, not even your majesty, 
will be able to prevent me from doing so.” 
After these words, spoken in the greatest 
excitement, the emperor dismissed the 
chancellor with a simple movement of the 
head. 

A few days later—March 30—the ex-chan- 
cellor made his exit from the scene of his 
triumphs, little doubting probably that he 
would soon be recalled. He had already 
taken leave of all the royal princes, but 
there remained one member of the Hohen- 
zollern family to whom he owed a farewell 
—Emperor-King William I, now lying in 
marble state beside his royal parents in the 
mausoleum at Charlottenburg. Thither 
Bismarck drove, and alone he entered the 
tomb. By the side of the sarcophagus he 
knelt, and on its lid he laid a few roses, 
Then he went away as silently as he had 
come. There still remained the leavetak- 
ing with the Berlin populace. It was a 
most impressive one. A correspondent says 
of his progress through the streets to the 
railway station, where he was to take the 
train for Friedrichsruhe: 

“As if the funeral of some great and 
deeply mourned man were afoot, Berlin had 
poured out all the best elements in its pop- 
ulation to weep and wildly wave their hats 
and handkerchiefs, to scatter flowers and 
to struggle to shake and kiss the hand of 
the man who was about to pass from their 
midst and be lost to them.” 

It was only with the greatest difficulty 
that way could be made by the police for 
the prince’s passage through the crowd. 
Many pressed forward to give the retiring 
minister flowers, and the crowds cheered 
vociferously. The emperor sent his person- 
al aids-de-camp and equerries with a mag- 
nificent and suggestive floral offering and 
final adieus. It is small wonder if the 
prince was affected, and when in the inter- 
vals of the cheering the crowds struck up 
“The Watch on the Rhine” he really looked 
as if for the first time in his well poised life 
he had lost his head. When at last the 
train departed with a shriek, the cheering 
was frantic. 

Then the crowd melted away, and Bis- 
marck, as the central figure of Europe, was 
no more. 


BISMARCKIANA. 


His Summing Up of His Life—A Few 
“Winged Words." 

Bismarck became very bitter toward the 
young emperor who accepted his resigna- 
tion. “I pity the young man,” he said. 
“Heis likea young hound that barks at 
everything, that smells everything, that 
touches everything and that ends by caus- 
ing complete disaster in the room in which 
he is, no matter how large it may be.” 

The prince was frequently.disposed to 
sum up his life work in a sorrowful strain. 
“How many nations have I rendered un- 
happy!” he once said. “But for me three 
great wars would never have taken place; 
80,000 men would not have been killed in 
battle; fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters 
and wives would not have been plunged 
into misery. I have settled all that with 
my conscience and my Creator, but I have 
reaped very little if any happiness from all 
that I have done. The only things it has 
yielded me are various anxieties and griefs.” 

Great as he was, masterful and resistless, 
even cruel in his methods, Bismarck had 
withal a keen human sympathy and hid 
beneath his grim exterior a heart suscepti- 
ble to the common pangs of mankind. 

Bismarck was very fond of animals. 
When his favorite dog Sultan was poisoned 
in 1877, he watched beside the poor brute 
with the greatest solicitude. His son Her- 
bert endeavored in vain to lead him away. 
When the dog was dead, the prince said: 

“Those old German forefathers of ours 
had a kind religion. They believed they 
would meet again in the celestial hunting 
grounds all the good dogs that had been 
their faithful companionsinlife * * * I 
wish I could believe that,” 

The Germans like to quote many of Bis- 
marck’s best sentences as ‘‘winged words.” 
Here are some of them, and in one sentence 
occurs the famous phrase that gave him 
the title of “the man of blood and iron:” 

The gift of eloquence has done a great deal of 
mischief in parliamentary life. Eloquent speak- 
ers are like a good many gentlemen with small 
feet who always wear shoes too small for them 
and stick out their feet to be looked at. 

My ideal is Robert Bruce, in the story of the 
spider, who was steadfast in courage to do his 
best for the fatherland in spite of the gloomiest 
prospects. 

The great questions of the day are not settled 
by speeches and decisions of majorities—that 
was the mistake of 1848 and 1849—but by blood 
andiron. (1882.) 

Much harm may be done in a year and a half, 


but in so short a time how little of good can be 
accomplished! (1871,) 


EMPEROR WILLIAM IL 


Bismarck was a man of many supersti- 
tions. Of the number 13 he is said to have 
stood in mortal terror, and many were the 
signs and portents by which he regulated 
his daily conduct, both as to his official and 
his private affairs. 

Although, thanks to his excessive con- 
sumption of beer and his hearty eating, he 
was for many years extremely stout—even 
to obesity—during his later life he is re 
ported to have been slender almost to 
gauntness. This he owed to Dr. Schwe 


ninger and the rigid self denial this physi- 


cian induced him to practice. 


CROP BULLETIN. 


Vermont and New Hampshire Farmers 
Complain of the Drought. 

Boston, Aug. 2.—Owing to the pro- 
tracted drought in New Hampshire and 
Vermont, it is reported that all crops in 
those states are suffering for want of 
rain. Early potatoes are a short crop on 
uccount of the dry weather, and corn 
and late potatoes are in danger. There 
is still considerable grass to cut. Apple@ 
are light; in some sections there are 
none. 

In remaining portions of the district 
the weather of the past week was ex- 
cellent for growing crops. Showers 
were frequent, in some sections of daily 
occurrence. Lincoln and Oxford coun- 
ties are the only ones in Maine where the 
need of rain is felt; the others report 
“growing weather.” The rainfall and 
the high temperature have been produc- 
tive of rapid, in many instances phe- 
nomenal, growth. All crops have ad- 
vanced rapidly. Cornis very promising. 
The sweet variety is now being mar- 
keted in parts of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut, and fodder corn 
is nearly ready tocut. Potatoes prom- 
ise a good crop, though there is some 
complaint of blight and rust, due to the 
excessive moisture, especially in Rhode 
Island and Connecticut. 

The showers and the atmosphere have 
caused a standstill in haying. Consider- 
able of the crop is yet to be secured. 
The reports of the tobacco crop are fav- 
orable; it is in good condition and grow- 
ing rapidly. The prospect for cran- 
berries seems fairly encouraging, and 
the genera! opinion favors an average 
crop. The season is a week to 10 days 
late. 

Early apples are plentiful in parts of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut, and are now ripe. Winter 
varieties are an average crop in some 
parts of these states and in parts of 
Maine, but taking the district asa whole 
the crop will be light—not sufficient for 
local consumption.

TELEGRAPHIS, 


First Stage In Peace 
Plans Passed. 


Spain’s Acceptance of Condi- 
tions Reported. 


No Abatement In the War 


Arrangements. 


Such Action Believed to Be a Meas- 


ure of Caution, 


Washington, Aug. 3.—A prominent of- 
ficial said this morning: ‘The end is 
near in my opinion. The information 
thus far received is unofficial and meager, 
but that it is accurate, in the main, we 
have no reason to doubt. In fact, we 
have reason to believe it is correct.” 

It is understood that the reason re- 
ferred to is contained in the private 
advices received by the president and 
dispatches received by representatives 
of foreign governt&ients at this capital; 
still the president is taking nothing for 
granted. Arrangements for pressing! 
the war to a successful conclusion are 
going forward precisely as if no nego- 
tiations were in progress, At aconfer- 
ence participated in by the president, 
Secretary Alger and Adjutant General 
Corbin at the executive mansion last 
night a decision was reached as to the 
constitution of the provisional corps for 
Porto Rico to be commanded by General 
Wade. Secretary Alger said that the 
corps might be en route to Porto Rico 


within a week. Notwithstanding these 
preparations, however, the belief in of- 
ficial circles amounts almost to a con- 
viction that active hostilities practically 
have been concluded. 

The first step following Spain's ac- 
ceptance of the terms proposed by this 
country probably will be towards an 
agreement to close active hostilities, 
pending the drafting of a treaty of peace 
along the lines of the accepted terms. 
Accordimg to precedents ordinarily re- 
garded, an armistice would be pro- 
claimed, and in the circumstances this 
would mean the practical close of the 
war. It is pointed out, however, that 
several precedents have been set aside 
by this government in the conduct of the 
war and in the treatment of events which 
led up to it. One notable instance in 
which recognized precedents were swept 
away was the personal demand made by 
Secretary Day upon Minister DeLome 
to know whether the Spanish minister 
was the author of the letter reflecting 
upon the president. Another precedent 
was relegated to the past when the gov- 
ernment decided to return to Spain the 
prisoners taken with the surrender of 
Santiago. Precedents have been dis- 
regarded in other instances by this gov- 
ernment. In view of this fact, there- 
fore, precedent may not govern abso- 
lutely in the conduct of the peace ne- 
gotiations. 

After the proclamation of an armistice, 
diplomatically the next step would be 
the designation by the president of the 
commissioners to represent the United 
States in the conduct of final negotia- 
tions of peace. The terms proposed by 
this government provide for a joint com- 
mission to draft a peace treaty and to 
solve the difficulty relative to the future 
government of the Philippines. Again, 
according to the best accepted pre- 
cedents, this joint commission would 
meet upon neutral ground. It has been 


suggested that the commission may as- 
semble in Paris, but as yet that is the 
merest conjecture. The commission 
might meet in either of the belligerent 
countries. 

Pending the conclusion of the work of 
the commission the probability is that 
the armies of both Spain and the United 
Btates will be kept in the fiela, their 
relative positions remaining unchanged 
during the negotiations. Here again, 
however, precedent may be put aside by 
the United States, but it is regarded as 
likely that this country will not with- 
draw any of the troops from the field 
until a determination shall have been 
reached of all questions in issue before 
the commissioners, 

Special Legislation Unnecessary. 

The military occupation of the ter- 
ritorial acquisitions of this government 
will not necessitate further legislation 
expressly authorizing the continuance 
of a large military force, according to 
the views of the president. Persons 
who conferred with the president posi- 
tively assert that there is no necessity 
for special legislation to authorize the 
keeping together of the great volunteer 
army. The president, it is understood, 
takes the ground that the requirement 
in the volunteer act for disbandment 
of volunteers at the termination of war 
does not contemplate disbandment until 
the emergencies that are incident to the 
War are over, and does not prevent the 
maintenance of a large body of troops 
in our territorial accessions until order 
is restored. A well-known public man, 
who was in conference with the presi- 
dent, suggested that the necessary mil- 
itary occupation of our conquered ter- 
ritory would involve maintenance for 
two years of an army of about 100,000 
men. 


Conciliatory Spirit Shown. 

Madrid, Aug. 3.—Indications are not 
wanting that President McKinley's pro- 
posals have been considered in a con- 
ciliatory spirit, with a view of arriving, 
if possible, at an immediate and pacific 
solution. All oracular declarations by 
official personages point in this direction. 
The latest of these declarations is the 
explanation given for maintaining un- 
usual reticence, namely the danger of 
compromising the success of the nego- 
tiations and the desire to give proof ofa 
sincere wish to arrive at a perfect under 
standing. 

Here and at Washington the original 
assumption was that Mr. Cambon was 
to act merely as a“‘transmitting agency,” 
but now he is frequently spoken of as if 
he were a sort of mediator between the 
two powers, using his good offices in 
favor of Spain. Whether this proceeds 
simply from a popular misapprehension 
of the procedure actually adopted anda 
natural desire to obtain extraneous sup- 
port, or whether it indicates a real 
change of procedure so far as Cambon 
is concerned, the events of the next few 
days will probably show. At the present 
moment disinterested support cannot 
fail to be welcomed, 


Disposition to Assent. 

London, Aug. 3.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: ‘The 
government's reply to the American 
terms was forwarded yesterday evening 
through Mr, Cambon, and there is a 
strong prospect that peace will be con- 
cluded. It is not to be supposed that the 
United States government will object to 
representations being made on the 
Philippines question and upon some pe- 
cunlary claims which were mooted by 
the United States in the West Indies. 
On all the remaining main issues Spain 
shows a disposition to assent to the 
American demands. 

“With regard to the part played in the 
negotiations by Mr. Cambon there is 
now a marked tendency both here and in 
Paris to attribute to it considerable im- 
portance, Directly the final arrange- 
ment is made it is supposed that the 
press will be allowed more liberty of 
comment. The general impression is 
that both governments are disposed to 
put an end to the war as honorably as 
possible for Spain, which would have 
been easier had the United States not 
imposed such hard conditions with re- 
gard to the Philippines.” 

“No practical suggestion was made at 
the council yesterday for continuing the 
war or averting the penalties, already 
S0 painful and heavy, and all sections of 
the opposition will have to acquiesce in 
what the government negotiates with 
the United States.” 


Mails For Porto Rico. 
Washington, Aug. 3.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith has issued an order modify- 
ing a former one prohibiting the dis- 
patch of mail to Spain or her depen- 
dencies so as to permit postal communi- 
cation with 
Ponce, Porto 
Rico. The or- 
der is similar 
to the one open- 
ing communi- 
cation with 
Santiago, and 
provides that 
all classes of 
mail allowable 
in the domestic g 
mails of the 
United States 
may be sent to 
and from Ponce. 
All articles in- 
cluded in the 
mails are to be subject to military in- 
spection. The postage rates are sim- 
ilar to those provided for Santiago, 
namely: First-class matter, 5 cents per 
half ounce; postal cards, single, 2 cents, 
and double, 4 cents; second and third- 
class matter, 1 cent for each two ounces; 
fourth-class matter, 1 cent for each 
ounce; registration fee, 8 cents, 
Orders have also been issued directing 
that all mails for the army and navy at 
Porto Rico be dispatched from the 
Washington, D. C., postoffice. Mail for 
the army should be addressed “Mili- 
tary station, No. 1, Porto Rico, via 
Washington, D. C.,” and the address 
should include the company and regi- 
ment.

To Go to Manassas. 
Washington, Aug. 3.—Camp Alger is 
to be abandoned, and the 20,000 men 
there are to be moved to a more health- 


Alger as a resuit of recommendations 
made to him by the surgeon general, 
who believes in frequent changes in 
camping grounds of large bodies 
inen, and because of the rapid spread of 
and constantly increasing mortality 
from typhoid fever. 

Manassas is about 40 miles south from 
Washington, is near a mountainous: 
country, and the town proper is in the 
line of direct communication with the 
capital city. The troops will be scat- 
tered over a wide area, and as far as 
practicable will be kept in brigades 
The start from Camp Alger is to be made 
as soon as possible, and the trip wil! 
be in Nght marching order, giving the 
troops practical experience in army 
movements. 

The understanding now is that the 
eamp is to be but a temporary one, 
but just how long the troops are to re- 
main there is not stated. Some of the 
Camp Alger regiments will be selected 
for Porto Rico, but the expectation ig 
that all will first go to Manassas. The 
following regiments and organizations 
are now in command of Major Genera! 
Graham: First New Jersey, Seventk 
Ohio, Sixty-fifth New York, battalior 
ef the Ninth Ohio, Third Virginia 
Twelfth Pennsylvania, Thirteenth Penn- 
sylvania, One Hundred and Fifty-ninth 
Indiana, Twenty-second Kansas, Third 
New York, Sixth Pennsylvania, Fourth 
Missouri, Seventh Illinois, First Rhode 
Island, Third Missouri and Second Ten- 
nessee. 


No Sign of the Enemy. 

Ponce, Aug. 3.—An outpost of the 
American army is halted at Coamo, 
about two-thirds of the way to Aibonito, 
on the road to San Juan. A detail sent 
out to reconnoitre reported that there 
was no sign of theenemy. The latter, 
it was said, had retreated to Aibonito, 

A delegation of the citizens of Coamo 
came out, and Colonel Hulings was 
tendered the freedom of the city as an 
American soldier. The citizens re- 
ported that the Spanish had carried 
away all the money that was not se- 
ereted. The stories of barbarities have 
been greatly exaggerated. There is no 
authentic case of destruction of private 
property or outrage upon women, 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, Aug. 3.—To The Advertiser “‘it 
does not seegn likely that the concessions 
made by the administration in any case 
will be of much real importance, but 
they may have such apparent ségnifi- 
cance to the Spanish people that the 
latter will cheerfully accept peace when 
the terms are finally settled.” 

The Post says: “It is a farce which 
circumstances compel the Spanish min- 
istry to play, and we can afford to give 
them a few days in which to play It, 
certain as to what the denouement 
will be.” 


Women Without Food. 

Boston, Aug. 3—Two women were 
found nearly starved to death, lying on 
two beds in stifling and ill-smelling 
rooms on the second story of a house 
in Charlestown last night—Mary Pat- 
terson, 42 years old, and her widowed 
mother, Bridget Burke, 70 years old. 
John Patterson, the husband, disap- 
peared about three weeks ago, and has 
not been heard from since, 

The, wife and mother-in-law were left 
penniless, and were compelled to sell 
household effects to secure food during 
the first week of the husband's absence. 
For the last two weeks they have prac- 
tically been without food. The neigh- 
bors saw nothing of them since last 
Saturday, and notified the police last 
night. 

Sergeant Thayer aud Patrolman Ac- 
ton found Mrs. Patterson and her 
mother in a semi-consclous condition. 
Dr. Gunter was called and after making 
an examination declared that the wom- 
en were very nearly starved to death. 
It was his opinion that they had been 
without food for several days. Medicine 
and nourishment were at once procured. 
Both women were so weak that it was 
with difficulty that relief was admin- 
istered. 


Postmaster General’s Excuse, 

Washington, Aug. 3—The postoffice 
department has filed a demurrer to the 
bill asking that the postmaster general 
be restrained from annulling a contract 
for supplying envelopes awarded to the 
Purcell Envelope company of Holyoke 
and giving it to another company. Itis 
contended that the Purcell company has 
no standing in a court of equity, and that 
its remedy, if it has one, is to be found 
in a suit for damages in a court of law. 

The department admits that the Pur- 
cell company was awarded the contract, 
and that it was duly executed. The de- 
partment, however, did not complete the 
instrument by having the signature of 
the postmaster general attached. After 
careful inquiry and consideration the 
present postmaster general, the de- 
murrer says, found that the Purcell com- 
pany was unable to fulfil the terms of 
the contract, and decided to annul it and 
readvertise.

MUNICIPAL PROBLEMS, 


Boston Professor’s Ideas on the Sub- 
ject of Selfgovernment, 


Best Policy For Regulating 
the Saloons. 


Working of Prohibition and South Carolina’s 
Dispensary System. 


Detroit, Aug. 3.—Some 500 city fathers - 
and officials attended Tuesday’s session 
of the League of American Municipali- 
ties. The feature of the session was an 
address upon selfgovernment for cities 
by Frank Parsons of Boston university, 
president of a league for promoting pub- 
lic ownership of monopolies, Professor 
Parsons held that the principle of self- 
government as applied through our 
present laws is deficient in four re- 
spects—in area, because while the state 
is self-governed the municipality is the 
creature of the state’s enactments, and 
consequently every other city in a state 
is obliged to be consulted about what 
any particular city chooses te do; de- 
ficient as to class distinction, since 
women, although a part of the people, 
are not yet permitted to participate in 
the people’s selfgovernment; that the 
Principle of selfgovernment is not ap- 
plied to industrial as it is to political 
life, the speaker urging that workmen 
ought to have a part in the government 
of their own respective groups in In- 
dustrial lines; that the selfgovernment 
principle is not complete as to method, 
since the people are masters only dur- 
ing election times, while their publie 
servants hold the sovereignty for the 
balance of their terms. 

The remedies, according to Mr. Par- 
sons, are the initiative and referendum, 
woman suffrage, co-operative industries 
instead of monopolies, and entire self- 
government for cities free from state 
control. 

Questions of policy concerning regu- 
lation of saloons developed an Interest- 
ing discussion. The principal address 
on this topic was by Mayor George R. 
Perry of Grand Rapids. He favored 
permitting saloons only in the business 
part of a city, and the taxing and regu- 
lation of clubs and saloons alike. 

Mayor F. B. Farnsworth of New 
Haven stated that his experiences had 
absolutely convinced him that prohibi- 
tion never did prohibit. Concerning the 
agitated question of drinking of Yale 
students, he assured the fathers present 
that a boy who would go to the devil by 
way of New Haven would probably go 
anyway. 

Mayor Smythe of Charleston outlined 
the workings of the dispensary system. 
He claimed there was more drunken- 
ness in South Carolina under said sys- 
tem than formerly. 

Professor Parsons gave the following 
as a sort of formula for annulling the 
evils of the liquor traffic without inter- 
fering with personal liberty: Educa- 
tion of children along temperance lines; 
industrial reforms to enable’all men to 
have comfortable homes; local option 
for cities; enact the South Carolina dis- 
pensary or a similar law which should 
cut out the element of private invest- 
ment and profit in liquor dealings.

Want the Agreement Carried Out. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 3.—If the coal operators 
of the Pittsburg district do not conform 
with the terms of the Chicago agree- 
ment by Aug. 10, 5000 miners will be or- 
dered to strike. This is the decision of 
the convention of United Miners of this 
district now in session. A_ series of

able fight for the enforcement of the 
agreement,”

M. Robert has no saump- 
tuary law for the young daughters, but 
the widow who refuses a second chance 
is to wear mourning during a term of 
years and to be cut off from attendance 
at spectacles, dances and fetes. This till 
she has attaiued the age of 50 years, 
when she recovers her liberty. Rather 
late to begin, but the subfusc bachelor 
might out of fellow feeling take pity 
on her even then.—Pall Mall Gazette. 


Education In Finland. 

Consul Smith at Moscow has made a 
report to the state department in regard 
to the education of children in Finland. 
‘About 38 per cent of the population 
of Finland,’’ he says, ‘‘can read and 
write. There are 1,400 schools, support- 
ed in part by the government. Twenty- 
one of these are intermediate schools. 
Each of the 466 districts has an inspector 
besides a board of directors. Children 
commence school at the age of 10. 
From 7 to 10 they receive instruction 
at home from the paris&priest. Co-edu- 
cation has been most successful in these 
schools. In Finland women share in 
all industries, and are especially capa- 
ble as teachers. Both men and women 
teachers receive careful instruction and 
preparation. They are treated with the 
greatest deference, nor. are their duties 
confined to the schoolroom. They exer- 
cise a supervision over the selection of 
books for home reading, and during the 
summer vacations they acccompany the 
children on excursions, giving them 
lessons from nature.”’ 


A Remarkable Name. 

A Washington woman who has just 
returned from Omaha says that she 
heard of a remarkable name out there. 
It belongs in the Estabrook family, and 
when one says Estabrook in Nebraska 
itis asifone said Lee in Virginia or 
Adams in Massachusetts. The owner of 
the name is a grandson of old General 
Estabrook, the family’s pioneer across 
the Missouri. When the child was 
born, his parents desired to give him 
the names of his two grandfathers. Gen- 
eral Estabrook’s name was Experience 
—General Experience Estabrook. The 
other grandfather’s name was Asad. It 
was the intention to give General Esta- 
brook’s name 4s the first name, but at 
his particular request the other grand- 
father’s name led off, and the luckless 
boy was actually christened Asad Ex- 
perience Estabrook. 


*‘Regeneration” of China. 

A Chinese correspondent draws our 
attention to performances in which 
Chinese actresses are engaged that are 
to be seen at a Chinese theater in the 
settlement. The appearance of actresses 
on the stage is illegal in China, and 
this rule was formerly enforced in 
Shanghai, but it is understood that the 
present mixed court magistrate has no 
objection to the innovation, and the po- 
lice therefore have not interfered. It is 
very distasteful, however, to the better 
class of the Chinese residents here, and 
it is surely undesirable that a lower 
standard of morality should be enforced 
in the foreign settlement than mm the 
adjoining territory, which is exclusive- 
ly under Chinese control.—North China 
Herald.

New York bootblacks have reduced 
the price for ‘‘blacking’’ russet shoes 
from 10 cents to a nickel. Patent leath- 
ers will probably come next.

Washington, Aug. 3.—The receipts of 
the government during the last fiscal 
year, including Pacific railroad items, 
were $405,321,325. Expenditures, includ- 
ing Pacific railroad items, $443,368,582, 
leaving a deficit of $38,047,247. Exclud- 
ing the receipts from Pacific railroads, 
amounting to $64,751,223 and the expendi- 
tures on this account of $4,549,368, the ac- 
count woufa stand as follows: Re- 
ceipts, $340,570,111; expenditures, $438,- 
819,214, leaving a deficit of $98,249,103, 

This large deficit is accounted for in 
part by the extraordinary demands 
upon the treasury department to carry 
on the war. A conservative estimate 
of the war expenses during March, April, 
May and June is $56,000,000. If we de- 
— - duct from thjs the $98,249,103, the defi- 
cit would be $42,249,103. 

In other words, the deficit would not 
have exceeded this amount on a close 
basis. At the end of the first seven 
months of the fiscal year the deficit 
was $51,901,823. Deduct from this $42,- 
249,103, and we find that the deficit has 
been reduced during the last five months 
of the fiscal year $9,652,719. It thus ap- 
pears that during the last five months 
of the year our receipts exceeded our 
expenses on a peace basis by over $9,500,-

Inconclusive Conference on the Terms 
of Peace, 


Spain Desires an Amplifica- 
tion of Details. 


Conditions Attached to the Acceptance of 
Peace Proposals. 


Washington, Aug. 4—The Spanish 
&overnment, having been informed in 
unmistakable terms that it would be a 
Waste of time to ask us to modify our 
demands, has hit upon the clever dodge 
of asking us to “amplify” or define them 
more clearly. The Sagasta ministers 
were told by Ambassador Cambon that 
he could not approach the president 
with a proposition to change our terms, 
and they get around this by requesting 
him to ascertain from the president 
exactly wnas is meant by certain de- 
mands, at the same time authorizing 
him to say that they “ accept the prin- 
ciple” of our conditions, whatever that 
may mean, 

The French ambassador tglked with 


the president foran hour. The message 
he bore was not a brief, but it is believed 
to have covered many details. What- 


ever it was, the president regarded it 
as covering so many delicate questions 
that he requested the ambassador not 
to make public the purport of the note, 
and Secretary Day said that it would 
not be advisable to give it out at pres- 
ent. The president and the members 
of the cabinet went down the river, on 
an evening trip, and took occasion to 
talk the message over. 

It is hardly profitab’e to discuss the 
Spanish position without further in- 
formation in regard to the character of 
the note, but the impression conveyed 
by the proceedings of the day is that 
Spain has entered on a policy of parley, 
which may delay for some days an ar- 
rival at a definite anderstanding. It 
is believed that Spain is anxious to 
learn whether the Spanish army in Cuba 
will be permitted tocarry home its arms 
and other property, and is said to have 
intimated that if sae was to be held ac- 
countable for the Cuban bonds, she 
should be permitted to retain some of 
those things to oltain which the debt 
Was created. It s believed that the 
queries of the government at Madrid 
related principally to questions of this 
kind, which can hardly be ignored and 
which may requirea great deal of care 
and diplomatic skll in the responce. 
While this messag: of the Spanish gov- 
ernment may mak for delay, it is be- 
lieved to indicate tiat the Sagasta min- 
istry is sincere inits efforts to secure 
peace, so that ultinately the two gov- 
ernments must cone together, 

As for the Philipjines the administra- 
tion could hardly consent to a mod- 
ification of terms, although it might 
agree to discuss a proposition to cede 
to us the island ¢C Luzon as a return 
for a joint occupary of the rest of the 
islands or the rete:tion of Spanish soy- 
ereignty. It woud be quite in order, 
too, for Spain to iiquire what Is to be 
done with the Spaish forces at Manila, 
while we hold the éty, pending the ne- 
gotiations of a traty. It is believed 
by some that the onference may have 
had to do with the orm of a preliminary 
protocol, looking t the appointment cf 
a peace commissia. If this be so, it 
will be a long strie in advance, 

Meantime, in cosonance with the de- 
clared purpose of he president at the be- 
ginning of the ovetures, this conference 
is not operating » restrain military op- 
erations in any dgree. Orders went out 
for a conferenceof leaders of the regi- 
ments to accompny Gen. Wade to Por- 
to Rico. It is f@ that even should an 
armistice be declred before these troops 
see active servic at the front, it will be 
beneficial for the to make the trip, for 
otherwise there : danger of the morale 
of the troops bmg destroyed through 
their craving t@et away from the big 
concentration cmps, and at least see 
the shores of Cua or Porto Rico. 

Profiting by te last experience, Gen- 
eral Wade's expdition is going to be the 
most complete .etail of any that have 
left our shoresand the soldiers will be 
protected in thir health and comfort to 
the utmost cgree. Secretary Alger 
has himself caducted an inquiry into 
the conditionshat led up to the fearful 
experiences ofhe wounded soldiers who 
returned to te United States on the 
Concho, and hhas taken the necessary 
steps to prevet a repetition of the bad 
management >xhibited in that case. 
Thus there ms be some delay in getting 
the troops awy with General Wade in 
view of the dermination to have every- 
thing shipshee before the men are on 
board; and ¢ the transportation. de- 
partment wataken somewhat by sur- 
prise by the edden announced decision 
of the secretgy of war to start this ex- 
pedition, somdays must elapse before 
tthe necessarytransports can be gath- 
ered at the p’ts of transportation. 

It is expectl here that the Spanish 
pledge to ac@t the broad conditions 
laid down by :e United States will take 
the form of evritten agreement, some- 
thing in the ature ofa protocol. The 
negotiations ave not progressed suf- 
ficiently to ilicate who shall represent 
the United Stes and Spain. The pro- 
tocol, if it ny be so called in either 
tree. Would g take the nlaceiusnvman-! 
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ner of a treaty of peace which would 
be drawn up later by commissioners tg 
be appointed for this purpose. Under 
the terms of the president's note the 
Spanish government is bound to evac- 
uate Cuba and Porto Rico immediately. 
This action is not to wait upon the work 
of the peace commissioners, but is to 
precede it and to follow immediately 
upon the signature of the memoranduin 
accepting the president's conditions. 

On the whole it is a rather fortunate 
circumstance that this evacuation can- 
not take place en masse and immediate- 
ly, for it has been determined that the 
Spanish troops withdrawn must be re- 
placed by United States troops. This 
lg deemed to be absolutely necessary 
to guard: against anarchy and to se- 
cure the establishment af a stable form 
of government in Cuba under constitu- 
tonal guarantees. 


HUNGER AND DISEASE, 


Awlul Distress of Inhabitants of Isle 
of Pines, 


Dying In the Street For Lack 
of Necessaries. 


Spanish Garrison Reduced by Drafts For De- 
fence of Havana. 


Key West. Aug. 4.—The report that 
the Isle of Pines is furnishing food sup- 
plies to Cuba is emphatically denied. 
It can be asserted, on the strength of un- 
questionable authority, that the island 
itself was denuded of its food resources 
a@ month ago, and its own people are now 
starving. 

Nueva Gerona, its capital, noted for 
its salubrious climate, especially as a 
consumptive cure, is now used by the 
Spaniards for a military hospital camp, 
and only wounded soldiers are there. 
Rich and poor from Havana have been 
flocking thither, and aS a natural con- 
sequence, yellow fever and smallpox 
have followed, and rage to an alarming 
extent. This is because the poor can- 
not procure medicines, and the govern- 
ment supplies neither medicine nor food. 
The unfortunate people die in the streets, 
the authorities being virtually com- 
pelled to bury them. The entire island 
iz under Captain General Blanco’s gov- 
ernment. 

The residents declare they have never 
seen a steamer pass in since the war 
began; only a few sloops and schooners. 
This statement has been verified by In- 
formation which came by the Bancroft 
and the Eagle, from an insurgent camp 
visited by their commander near by: 
The Americans were told that nothing 
had attempted to get in since the Eagle 
sank the Santo Domingo. There is 
reason to believe, however, that the 
Villa Verde managed to elude the block- 
ade sometime ago. 

The insurgents in the province of 
Pinar Del Rio are well supplied with 
arms and ammunition, thanks to many 
successful  filibustering expeditions. 
They are now little troubled by the 
Spanish forces, which are Deing called 
rapidly to Havana from every quarter. 
Where two months ago there were large 
Spanish garrisons’ now there are only 
a few men and these make no attempt 
to pursue the insurgents as they for- 
merly did, contenting themselves with 
simply remaining at their posts. 

The blockade of the ports west of the 
Isle of Pines is so well maintained that 
not even a smack could get through. 
The Eagle reports that on leaving the 
Isle of Pines the Bancroft's launch had 
apparently scored another victory. 
as it was then towing out a schooner 


Views of a Michigan Senator. 

Washington, Aug. 4.—Senator Bur- 
rows of Michigan when questioned 
Wednesdey regarding terms of peace 
Baid: “We must have absolute pos- 
session of Porto Rico, and Spain must 
relinquish completely her sovereignty 
over Cuba.

Scust Deal With the Insurgents. 
Washington, Aug. 4.—An interesting 
question and one of vital importance to 
the administration is the attitude to be 
assumed by the United States towards 
the Philippine insurgents in the event 
that we reach an agreement for the sus- 
pension of hostilities. It is stipulated in 
our peace terms that the United States 
military forces shall occupy and establish 
a military form of government over the 
‘city of Manila and the bay with the sur- 
rounding territory. This involves an im- 
mediate surrender of the Spanish forces, 
not to Aguinaldo, but to Gen. Merritt, 
and there is some apprehension that the 
insurgents will resent this very bitterly, 
and that it will be necessary to expel 
them forcibly from the territory de- 
iscribed. 

Beyond this, it is said in some quarters 
that pending the decision of the peace 
commissioners as to the future of the 
Philippines, the United States will be 
morally bound to maintain the status 
quo in the islands at large. In other 
words, having deprived Spain of the

Alger Makes Promises, 

Washington, Aug. 4.—Concerning tha 
unfortunate occurrence on the ships 
Corcho and Seneca, that brought home 
sick and wounded from Santiago, the 
secretary of war gives out the following 
statement: “At the time they left 
Santiago the general desire of conva- 
lescents to come home doubtless over- 
crowded both ships. From the com- 
mencement of the Santiago campaign 
until within a few days the terrible 
conditions of that coast, where our ships 
had no shelter and always with a high 
surf, made the landing of troops, sup- 
plies, ammunition, artillery and medl- 
cal stores very difficult; and there is no 
doubt much inconvenience and suffering 
was thereby caused that was unavoid- 
able. The lighters that went with Gen- 
eral Shafter's fleet were on the 
way. Two tows of lighters were sub- 
sequently sent, which were also lost, 
and it was impossible to get supplies 
ashore except with the boats from the 
ships and those supplied by the navy. 
Later on a lighter was supplied by the 
navy, which was the only one there for 
many days. 

“The captains of the Seneca and Con- 
cha did not report to General Shafter 
nor to Quartermaster Humphrey that 
they needed water. Had they done so, 
of course, it would have been provided, 
Then also a large number of civilians 
rushd aboard to get away, and they oc- 
cupied many that should 
have been given over to the soldiers, 

“No recurrence of such conditions will 
be possilee hereafter, and no one re- 
grets more than the secretary of war 
that anything of the kind should have 
happened.

The curtailing scheme does not meet 
with favor. There are apathy on the 
part of the successful managers and dis- 
trust among the others, While it is still 
contended that the plan to shut down 
will be put in operation sooner or later, 
many believe the movement is dying out. 
The successful manufacturers are in a 
trying position. To attempt a further 
reduction of wages would doubtless be 
futile, and if it were successful a perma- 
gent benefit would not be gained.

What Nick Young Is Doing In the 
Freedman Incident, 


Affirms His Intention to Act 
Decisively. 


Considering Conditions of Fact and Law Be- 
fore Adjudicating. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—The following 
signed statement has been issued by 
President Young in regard to the New 
York vs. Baltimore forfeited game of 
July 25: “The recent unpleasant inci- 
dent in New York resulting in the for- 
feiting of the game to the Baltimore club 
in the fourth inning on July 25 is the sub- 
ject of much misunderstanding on the 
outside of official base ball circles, and 
even among som- of our officials its 
@tatus is not understood, and the league 
‘and myself have been subjected to crit- 
icism for apparent apathy. My silence 
might indicate that I am drifting and

awaiting developments, but on the con- 

trary I have the matter well in hand 

with a well defined policy which I am 

convinced is in accordance with the law 

and the circumstances of the case. 

“On July 25 Umpire Lynch reported to 
me the forfeiture of the game to Balti- 
more on account of the refusal of the 
iNew York club to continue play, and re- 
cited the circumstances about as pub- 
lished in the papers, asserting that he 
did not hear anything said by Player 
Holmes insulting to the audinece to jus- 
tify his removel from the game. On 
July 26 the New York club protested to 
the board of directors against the de- 
cision of the umpire and the result of the 
fame, claiming that the fact and the law 
do not justify his action, and form no 
basis for the forfeiture of the game. 

“Here the quest! ou of fact is raised as 


{to whether the New York club did with- 


draw its team from the game as compre- 
hended in the league constitution and 
present legislation of the National 
league. The appeal was immediately 
transmitted to the Baltimore club for 
answer, and up to date no reply has 
been received. 

“This case, of course, is entirely sep- 
arate and distinct from any claim for 
the penalty imposed for the withdrawal 
tof a team from a game before its com- 
pletion, but it, at the same time, forms 
the basis of any further action that 
might be taken under the provisions of 
section 54 of the constitution. 

“After a delay of several days, during 
which the payment on the check for Bal- 
timore’s share of the gate receipts was 
stopped on July 29, the Baltimore club 
appealed to the board of directors for 
she enforcement of the penalty of $1000 
for the withdrawel of the New York 
team before the completion of the game. 
tA copy of this appeal was immediately 
mailed to Mr. Freedman for answer, 
and likewise no reply has been received. 
In the consideration of these conten- 
tions I have two conditions to bear in 
mind, one of fact and one of law.”

WOMAN'S WORLD. 


THE GARFIELD EQUESTRIAN CLUB OF 
CHICAGO. 


The Stout Woman's Stays—A New Field 
For Clubwomen — Ultra Fashionable 
Girls—To Keep Off the Dust of Travel. 
Care of the Finger Nails. 


There is only one equestrian club in 
Chicago composed exclusively of wom- 
en, and so far as the members of the 
Garfield Equestrian club know their or- 
ganization is the only one of the kind 
in the United States, with the excep- 
tion of aclub in Kansas City, which also 
admits only women to membership. 

The Garfield Equestrian club is & 
flourishing and prosperogs organization 
whose membership includes 88 of the 
best horsewomen in town. Each and 
every one of them is devoted to the 
sport aad scorns the bicycle. ‘*Our sport 
is the grandest exercise known,’’ de- 
clares Mrs. H. E. Argo, the president 
of the club, and then she added, to show 
the superiority of the equestrienne over 
her less fortunate sister who rides a bi- 
cycle, ‘We never have to return home 
on account of a puncture.”’ 

The club was organized in June, 
1895, although a charter was not ob- 
tained until Jan. 14, 1896. This charter 
was secured by Mrs. Clotilda F. Chap-

man, Mrs. Josephine A. Fitzpatrick 
land Mrs. Sadie E. Argo. The object of 
| the organization was stated therein to 
be for the purpose of promoting eques- 
| trianism in the west division of Chicago 
}and for other social purposes. In each 
| of these the club has been successful. It 
| is estimated that the number of women 
| who ride horseback is now three times 
| greater than it was three years ago, the 
example of the club members having 
lawakened a desire in other women to 
jindulge in the fascinating exercise. 
|'There are others who would like to 
|ride, but they are deterred by the ex- 
jpense. The bicycle has one advantage 
| over the horse, it doesn’t cost as much 
| to feed, and there is no expensive board 
| bill. : 

As for the social feature upon which 
| the members of the club laid stress in 
| their application for a charter, that has 
been constantly kept in view. The West 
Side has probably not a body of women 
who enjoy themselves more than do 
these horsewomen. When the club was 
organized, it was predicted that the 
women would not be able to manage or 
|}control such an organization without 
friction. This prediction has not been 
verified. Indeed it would be strange if 
women who were able to control their 
spirited horses, and that is not an easy 
matter, were unable to control them- 
selves. 

Men are not barred from association 
with the members of the club. They 
| ride with them and attend the socials, 
for, as Mrs. Argo frankly confesses, 

‘*We would find it monotonous without 
*’ Indeed the captain of 
the club is a man, Congressman Mills, 
He has held the proud post for three 
| years, it being believed that a man 


| would be of great advantage to the club 


on their long rides. 3ut Congressman 
Mills has really held this position only 


; | in theory, for most of the time he has 


| been in Washington, and the command 
of the organization upon its trips has 
fallen upon the shoulders of Mrs. D, M. 
Scott, the lieutenant.—Chicago Times- 
| Herald. 


The Stout Woman's Stays. 
Here is another boon for the stout 
} women who suffer from a surplus of 
hips, etc., and who have too much con- 
science or too hearty appetites to lace. 
Let them give ear to the new theory of 
lacing their corsets by which too solid

The dressmakers have got this new 
device from a physician who says to 
pull out your corset laces as you now 
| have them, lay the eyelet sides of the 
| corsets vis-a-vis, as though to begin a 
fresh orthodox lacing, and then, taking 


an eyelet at the waist line on that side 
of the corset lying at your left. 

Draw the lacer through as far as the 
top eyelet, run through this one and let 
an end four or five inches long project. 
Now take the other lacer and pass it 
through that eyelet next below the one 
where the other lacer first went through 
and draw it down to the bottom eyelet, 
aes through and let a five inch end 
| hang, 


| of the two sections of the corset until 
an end hangs out opposite the first end 
mentioned. 

With the long portion of the second 
lace r zigzag through the holes of both 
| pieces of corset to the bottom, where an 
end must hang out opposite the second 
end mentioned. 


When so laced up, put on the corsets, 


| hook them and see what will happen. 


Simply pull on the top and bottom ends 
of the laces that are not zigzagged 
through, and the corset will first draw 
in to fit about the waist and ribs com- 
fortably and without pressure. At top 
and bottom, though, where, over the 
bust and hips, the edges of stays always 
project and add greatly to girth, these

A New Field For Clubwomen. 
Every woman who crossed those tree- 
less prairies west of the Missouri by 
daylight on Her journey to Denver or 
from it realized as she had never done 
before the work that many western 
clubs are doing, in attempting to provide 
these isolated homes with reading mat- 
er. The monotony of life in those stock 
farms to the wife and mother, who has 
not even the variety of riding over the 
plains that falls to the men of the fam- 
ily, must be little short of the insanity 
line. In one low house which a traveler 
noticed from her car window, which 
was made of sod—as many of these 
were before it became possible to get 
timber moved easily—there was at its 
tiny front window a pair of lace cur- 
tains. There was something strangely 
pathetic in those draperies in that rude 
earth made dwelling. It seemed an ef- 
fort on the part of the mistress of the 
place to live up to the teachings of her 
childhood home, where the parlor and 
lace curtains meant company and fes- 
tive occasions. The little house stood 
| alone, a tiny island in a sea of limitless 
prairie, unbroken as far as the eye could 
reach by any other sign of human life. 
To such homes one can fancy the re- 
lief which books and magazines must 
| bring, and it is suggested to city clubs, 
whose members find their residences ac- 
| tually cumbered with reading matter 
| in various forms, to communicate with 
some western club that is undertaking 
to distribute books and magazines to 
the prairie dwellers. One such organiza- 
tion is the Woman’s club of Olympia, 
Washington, whose philanthropy in 
this regard for several years past has 
been noteworthy, and another is the 
Woman’s club of Denver.—Harper’s 
Bazar.

WILL NOT BE HUSTLED 


y | Premier Sagasta Proceeding In a 


Leisurely Manner, 


Minding the Exigencies of 
Home Politics. 


Spanish Admiring Apparent Hesitancy and 
Deliberateness. 


Madrid, Aug. 5.—Though peace is re- 
garded as assured 
tained so quickly as generally ex- 
pected. Premier Sagasta objects to be- 
ing husthed, and insists upon everything 
being done in a quiet, orderly and digni- 
fied manner: He considers it necessary 
to have full and satisfactory explana- 
tions as to all doubtful points in orde 
to enable him best to protect the na- 
tional interests «gainst the aggressive 
tendencies of the Washington cabinet. 
He has also to examine very minutely 
the exigencies of the internal situation 
and home politics, so as to avoid popular 
jissatisfaction and political unrest. 

The Spanish people, though sincerely 
desirous of peace, are disposed to admire 
this hesitancy, and tenacious holding out 
till the last, although aware that it im- 
plies greater sacrifices. As an illus- 
tration of this feeling, while General 
Toral is blamed for capitulating at San- 
tiago, Captain General Augustin, for 
continuing a hopeless resistance at Ma- 
nila, bids fair to be a popular hero. 

It would be premature to suppose that 
the political consultation now proceed- 
ing foreshadows the resignation of the 
liberal cabinet when peace is concluded. 
fhe conservatives have so constantly and 
loyally supported Sagasta throughout 
the war that no factious opposition need 
be feared for them.

Early Next Week, 

London, Aug. 5.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Mail says: ‘The gov- 
ernment has not ye answered the 
American note, nor received President 
McKinley’s reply to the explanations 
asked for by Sagasta. The premier 
said yesterday that the government 
would reply to the American demands 
early next week. 

“In consulting the party leaders Sa- 
gasta is following the precedent of Cas- 
telar when the Virginius affair threat- 
ened war with the United States. It is 
not probable that he will resign as a 
result of the conferences The premier 
is inclined to rush the treaty through 
without convoking the cortes, trusting 
to get a bill of indemnity next month, 
but the party leaders are not likely to 
consent to this course.’ 


YELL Ow FEVER. 


Communication From Colonel Roosevelt 
That Stirred War Departiment, 

Washington, Aug. 5.—Spain no longer 
causes the administration anxiety, but 
Spain's dread ally is regarded with the 
greatest apprehension. Inthe early days 
of the war Spain boasted that she must 
be triumphant, because even if the Yan- 
kees were able to defeat her forces on 
land and sea, they could not defeat her 
invincible ally, yellow fever. 

It has waited for an army officer to 
tell the public the true state of affairs. 
A great many good things are to be put 
down to the credit of Teddy Roosevelt. 
He has before this made trouble fr 
himself by talking, but his talk is al- 
ways honest and it accomplishes the 
purpose. toosevelt, a man of intelli- 
gence and accustomed to prompt action, 
being on the ground, saw what was going 
on and what the inevitable result must 
be. With him to see was to act. He 
promptly addressed a communication to 
General Shafter, and then recognizing 
that an official communication would in 
all probability be suffocated in the red 
tape of the surgeon general's office, or 
get lost in the mazes of official com- 
munication, took the surest way of at- 
tracting national attention to the horri- 
ble condition of affairs by making his 
views public through the press. 

Among other things Mr. Roosevelt 
said: “If we are kept here, it will in 
all human possibility mean an appalling 
disaster, for the surgeons here estimate 
that over half of the army, if kept here 
during the sickly season, will die. This 
is not only terrible from the standpoint 
of the individual lives lost, but it means 
ruin from the standpoint of the military 
efficiency of the flower of the American 
army, for the great bulk of the regulars 
are here with you. The sick list, large 
as it is, exceeding 4000, affords but a 
faint index of the debilitation of the 
army. Not 10 percent are fit for active 
service. Six weeks on the north Maine 
coast, for instance, or elsewhere where 
the yellow fever germ cannot possibly 
propagate, would make us all as fit as 
fighting cocks, able as we are and eager 
to take a leading part in the great cam- 
paign against Havana in the fall, even 
if we are not allowed to try Porto Rico.” 

When the war department learned that 
Colonel Rocsevelt’s letter to General 
Shafter had been made public, the offi- 
cials from the secretary down were 
thrown into a state of semipanic. At 
first they attempted to minimize the 
serious state of affairs by suggesting 
Colonel Roosevelt had been betrayed 
into exaggeration in his communication 
to General Shafter, then they explained 

with some elaboration that Colonel 
Roosevelt's request for the return of the 
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troops to the United States naa already 
been anticipated and arrangments were 
now being made to bring the troops back 
to this country with the least possible 
delay. 

Roosevelt’s communication also di- 
rects attention to the condition of the 
home army. The health of the troops 
in the camps in Virginia, Chickamauga 
and further south is said to be a good 
deal worse than the public suspects. A 
great many of the facts are suppressed, 
and every effort is being used to prevent 
the knowledge of the actual state of af- 
fairs from becoming public. 

All that the medical department had 
to say on this subject was that if the 
troops must remain near Santiago an ef- 
fort should be made to remove them at 
once to healthier ground. 

Surgeon General Sternberg ‘agrees 
thoroughly with the opinion expressed 
by the signers of the “round robin” at 
Santiago, that men who had suffered 
from the malarial fevers of the south 
Cuban coast, so far from being immune 
against attack of yellow fever, as has 
been asserted in some quarters, are act- 
ually in very much greater danger than 
those who have escaped the malaria. 
Malarial fever, it is stated, is no more 
protection against a subsequent attack 
of yellow fever than would be a case of 
measles against small-pox, while the 
fearful debility resulting from the mala- 
rial fever would certainly tend to make 
the victim an especial mark for yellow 
fever. 

The department gave out a statement 
of its resources in the way of transports 
at Santiago, and also as an incident di- 
rected attention to the fact that the 
troops cannot be withdrawn, asa whole, 
until the Spanish prisoners are disposed 
of. Otherwise there is no certainty that, 
finding themselves able to do so, the 
Spaniards would not overpower their 
captors, re-possess themselves of San- 
tiago, and thus lose to the American 
army the foothold in Cuba which it has 
cost so much blood and money to secure. 
It is, however, the expectation that all 
of the American troops will have been 
removed from Santiago to the United 
States by the end of this month, and that 
is probably the very best that can be 
done under the circumstances, 

The president is reported as being ex- 
tremely dissatisfied with the conduct 
of the medical corps, but the head of 
the corps cannot be removed except by 
court-martial proceedings. If the sur- 
geon general were not protected by his 
commission he would undoubtedly have 
been removed before this. 

Spain has not yet signified whether 
she intends to accept or reject our peace 
terms, but the administration feels con- 
fident Spain will accept, and that the 
matter will be closed by the end of the 
week, 


Letters For the Soldiers. 

Washington, Aug. 5,—Mail matter in- 
tended for the men with Shafter’s army 
should be sent to Santiago, while that 
intended for the armiy with Gen. Miles 
shoul bear the superscription, “Portto 
Rico expedition, via Washington,” 
whence it will go forward as rapidly as 
possible o its destination. If money is 
to be sent the soldiers in Santiago or 
Poro Rico the best means would be a 
draft on New York, as the presumption 
now is that business will be opened 
promptly between financial institutions 
in the city of New York and those cities 
taken possession of by ourarmy. 

As to supplies other than that for hos- 
pital purposes, the government has no 
fund available for such shipment, and 
they should be sent by express or freight 
according to their character. In the 
matter of hospital necessities the gov- 
ernment will undertake to see that they 
reach the army, but it does not promise 
to deliver them to the organization to 
which they are consigned. 


Rather Nettled Alger. 

Washington, Aug. 5.—The following 
correspondence has passed between Col- 
onel Roosevelt and Secretary Alger: 

“Santiago, July 23. 

My dear secretary—I am writing with 
the knowledge and approval of General 
Wheeler. We earnestly hope that you 
will send most of the regulars, and at 
any rate the cavalry division, including 
the rough riders, who are as good as 
any regulars, and three times as good 
as any state troops, to Porto Rico. There 
are 1800 effective men in this division; 
if those who were left behind were joined 
to them, we could land at Porto Rico, in 
this cavalry division, close to 4000 men, 
who would be worth, easily, any 10,000 
national guards armed with black-pow- 
der springfields or other archaic weap- 
ons. Very respectfully, 

Theodore Roosevelt.” 

The following reply was cabled to Col- 
onel Roosevelt by Mr. Alger: 

“Yours of the 23rd is received. The 
regular army, the volunteer army and 
the rough riders have done well, but I 
suggest that unless you. want to spoil 
the effect and glory of your victory, 
you make no invidious comparisons, 
The rough riders are no better than 
other volunteers. They had an advan- 
tage in their arms, for which they ought 
to be very grateful.” 


Killed For Not Resisting. 

Madrid, Aug. 5.—An official dispatch 
from San Juan says that Colonel Martin, 
who was in command of the Spanish gar- 
rison at Ponce, has been courtmartialed 
and shot for abandoning the place with- 
out resistance. Lieutenant Colonel 
Puiz, the second in command, com- 
mitted suicide. 

The Saboya battalion has defeated a 
large band of insurgents near Monte 
Verde, province of Matanzas. The enemy 
abandoned their positions and were pur- 
sued at the point of the bayonet. They 
lost heavily, including their commander, 
Jovel. ati 

Agunaldo's Two Requests. 

Hong Kong, Aug. 5.—Aguinaldo, the 
insurgent chief, is becoming more 
friendly to the Americans. He has 
made two propositions to General Mer- 
ritt which may solve the insurgent prob- 
lem in a manner highly advantageous 
to the United States. In the first place 
he asks the commander-in-chief of the 
American land forces to permit the 
rebel troops to march through the 
streets of Manila when the city surrend- 
ers. 

In the second place. Aguinaldo sug- 


gests the formation of rnimppine regi- 
ments with American officers, This 
is considered a highly important prep- 
osition, a probable key to the whole sit- 
pation throughout the whole island. 


We Have Grown Big. 

London, Aug. 5.—The News publishes 
this morning an interview with General 
Grosvenor, member of the house of 
representatives for the Eleventh district 
of Ohio, who is now in London, in the 
course of which he is represented as 
having said: “I do not believe that the 
United States is prepared to enter upon 
a permanent alliance with any Euro- 
pean power; neither would America ac- 
cept any European dictation. We have 
grown that big already.” 


Chain Has Too Many Links. 

Washington, Aug. 5.—Dimes have 
seen pouring into the navy department 
upon Secretary Long, contributed by 
patriotic Americans who want to build 
a battleship to replace the Maine. Some- 
body, the secretary does not know who, 
started an endless chain to this end, 
and the secretary is doing his best to 
break the chain. To such of the con- 
tributors as give their address he is 
returning the money with a note inform- 
ing them that he has no authority under 
the law to receive it, and that the ob- 
ject seems to be otherwise provided 
for, as congress has specifically appro- 
priated money for. the construction of 
another battleship to be known as the 
Maine 

Lemons For Hospitals. 

New York, Aug. 5.—Lieutenant Col- 
onel Brown, the head of the medical sup- 
ply depot, received a communication 
from Helen Gould saying that Ira Bel- 
net of San Diego, Cal., had telegraphed 
to her offering a carload of lemons for 
distribution among the army hospitals. 
Colonel Brown replied that the gift 
would be most aceeptable. 

Major William H. Arthur, in charge 
of the hospital ship, Missouri, received 
a letter from Helen Gould as follows: 
“Is there anything in the way of sup- 
plies or apparatus that would contrib- 
ute to the comfort of the sick and wound- 
ed on board the Missouri? This as- 
sociation would gladly conteabute to the 
equipment of the ship under your di- 
rection and on receipt of instructions 
from you.” 

The association meant is the Woman's 
National War Relief association. Ma 
jor Arthur answered that he would like 
the association to furnish at once four 
electric ward kitchens. Miss Gould 
later asked him to forward an estimate 
of the cost of the kitchens and stated 
that the association would gladly sup- 
ply them. It is estimated that they will 
cost $500 apiece. 


Postmasters Who Blunder. 

Washington, Aug. 5.—The revenue act 
prescribes a tax of two cents on each 
postal order. Instructions were is- 
sued in advance to all money order post- 
offices that this tax was to be collected, 
not by affixing stamps to the orders, 
but by charging 2 cents to the buyers 
of orders in addition to the regular fee. 
The 2 cents are to be accounted for 
separately by postmasters to the au- 
ditor of the postoffice department, and 
the gross amount of the collections, es- 
timated at half a million dollars per 
annum, will be transferred from the 
postal revenue to the internal revenue 
fund quarterly. 

In spite of the plain instructions, or- 
ders are now coming in to the auditor’s 
office with revenue stamps affixed. Some 
of them have evidently been affixed and 
cancelled by postmasters, others by 
purchasers of money orders; still others 
and most numerously, by payees when 
they receipt for the money. All this 
is a double payment of tax, for the 
selling postmaster will in every case be 
required to account for 2 cents on each 
order sold. No revenue stamps are in 
any case to be attached to United States 
orders. 


Ceremony Was Disappointing. 

3erlin, Aug. 5.—As a spectacular dis- 
play, the Bismarck funeral ceremony 
impressed those who beheld it, but in 
other respects it was disappointing. 
It bore traces of haste and half-hearted- 
ness. The church was inadequately 
decorated, and the public displayed no 
enthusiasm. So far from having the 
exceptional character of national 
mourning for a nation’s greatest states- 
man, the event differed hardly any from 
hundreds of similar functions that may 
be witnessed here any time. 

Perhaps the most disappointing fea- 
ture, though it was known beforehand, 
was the fact that not a single member 
of the Bismarck family attended. The 
royal pew, set apart for their accom- 
modation remained conspicuously and 
significantly empty. It may Ve ad- 
mitted that the deceased statesman was 
not altogether popular with the masses 
in Berlin, but on such an occasion, this 
alone could hardly account for the 
sparseness and nondescript character 
of the public attracted to the scene 
The bitterness of the old chancellor to- 
ward the young kaiser seems to reach 
beyond death. Yesterday's incident 
was emphasized by the fact that Prince 
Herbert Bismarck came to Berlin dur- 
tng the afternoon on private business.

DECOY DIDN'T DECEIVE 


Red Cross Flags on Vessels Contain- 
ing Soldiers, 


Investigation Discovers Cun- 
ning of the Spanish. 


Then the Yellow Fever Scare Started, With 
Poor Effect. 


Key West, Aug. 5.—No confirmation has 
been received here of the report that 
Neuvitas, the chief port of the province 
of Puerto Principe, had been evacuated 
vy the Spaniards after a bombardment by 
American warships. The auxiliary crui- 
ser Badger, which captured three prizes 
at Nuevitas July 26, and left with them 
that day for Dry Tortugas, arrived here 
resterday. Captain Snow said thatat the 
time of his departure all but about 1800 
Spanish troops had left the city, anda 
general evacuation was expected, but to 
all intents and purposes the place was 
still held by the enemy, and there had 
been nothing in the nature of an attack. 

The Badger was covering the blockade . 
Station at Nuevitas on July 26 when one 
of the Spanish boats slipped stern fore- 
most to the mouth of the harbor and 
took a peep at her. The enormous hull of 
the American ship, bristling with Nor- 
denfeldt guns, scared her captain, and 
she scurried back to shelter. <A little 
while later, however, three vessels were 
observed coming out in exceilént forma- 
tion, and Captain Snow thought a good 
fight was coming. He brought his ship 
up to the mouth of the harbor and pre- 
pared to give the Spaniards a greeting, 
when it was discovered that instead of 
gunboats the advancing ships were a 
tug, a brigantine and a barge, the last 
two in tow, all flying Spanish and Red 
Cross flags. A couple of shots from a 
six-pounder were fired in their direction, 
and they promptly surrendered. The 
tug was the Humbert Rodriguez, fine 
and new and worth about $70,000. The 
brigantine was the Safis, and the barge 
was the San Fernando. A party from the 
Badger boarded the prizes and found 
distributed over them about 400 Spanish 
soldiers, who, it was said, had been 
ordered to Havana by General Salcedo. 
rhe surgeon in charge asserted that there 
were six cases of yellow fever among the 
troops ,but a careful examination by the 
Badger’s doctor, and afterwards by other 
physicians at Tortugas, showed there 
was no infection among the men, and 
that the Red Cross flags were used as a 
decoy. 

At Nuevitas the Badger also took 
aboard eight deserters from the Spanish 
army, who are still on board the ship. 
They are all of the Twenty-second Cadiz 
battalion. They were marching from the 
town of Puerto Principe to Nuevitas, 
and when near the latter place the ser- 
geant reported four men missing, and 
asked for a detail of three men to find 
them. This was granted, but the detail 
also deserted, and, with the other men, 
made their way to Martinillo light. 
Here they took the lightkeeper’s boat 
and rowed out to the Badger, surrender- 
ing themselves, with thelr rifles and am- 
munition. They said they did not want 
to serve under Spanish rule. In Nuevitas 
and, in fact, throughout the entire prov- 
ince, they said, the inhabitants ware 
starving. 

The Badger with her prizes reported 
to Commodore Rowell, off Havana, who 
ordered them to the Tortugas, At that 
place Captain Snow communicated with 
the Washington authorities and wasin- 
structed to send all the prisoners to 
Havana, if one shipcould carry them; if 
not, to put some of them on a second 
ship and send them to New York, 


Paragraphs About Boston. 

Boston Aug. 5.—Presdent Sherwin of 
the-New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph company says that there is no 
truth in the story that that company 
is negotiating the purchase of the South- 
ern Massachusetts Telephone company. 
He also denies that any trade or new 
alliance is on foot.

If the ground is abuve 
grade, an excavation must be made 
the bottom being left solid and firm, 
that there may be no chance of settle- 
ment, If the ground is below grade.

On this a five-inch 
layer of concrete, made of Portland 
cement and broken stone, say stone that 
would go through an inch meash, the 
upper part being concrete of a finn 
grade, or of crushed stone and cement. 

This 
is then covered with ¢ finishing coat of 
Portland cement, laid 
smoothed and finished. An inspectioe 
of any well made cement sidewalk will 
demonstrate the care with which the 
work must be carried out to insure a 
good job.

AN ORDINANCE 


In Relation to House Connections with | 
the Common Sewer and Regulating | 
the Same. 


‘CITY 


OF 


QUINCY. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy, 
as follows: 


LL Applications for the construction of} 
ve particular sewers and their entrance Into) 
common sewers, shall be made upon blank forms, | 
to be obtained at the office of the Commissioner | 
of Public Works, and shall be signed by the | 
owner or by the accredited agent of the prem-; 
ises to be sewered. | 

The applicant must deposit the amount of the 
estimated cost of his particular sewer from the 
ceutre of the street upon which he abuts, as de- 
termined by the Commissioner of Public Works, 
with the City Treasurer, whose receipt therefor | 
must accompany each application. Said amount 
shall be a credit on the cost of the sewer applied | 
for. 


in conformity with the 
Board of Health. | 

Said sewers shall be laid accurately to straight | 
lines and grades. If angles along the lines} 
thereof are unavoidable, man-holes or other ap- 
proved means of access shall be provided. 

The materials and labor required in the con-| 
struction of particular sewers and appurtenances | 
thereof, shall be provided and the work done by | 
the Commissioner of Public Works, or his dwy 
authorized agents, and by no other person or | 
persons ; excepting that the applicant may make 
all of the excavation and back fill outside the 
street lines, excepting so much as will affect the | 
proper bedding and securing of the pipe or other } 
structure. | 

All such materials furnished and labor per- } 
formed by the City shall be charged to and paid | 
for by the applicant. In cases where the sewer is | 
not located in the centre of the strect the appli- | 
cant shall be charged from the centre of the 
street. Additional charges or deductions will be 
based on actual cost per linear foot of that por- 
tion constructed, an exhibit of which will be 
furnished each applicant upon the completion of 
the work. The difference between the estimated 
cost and cost shown in the exhibit shall be made 
good by the party debtor, and the use of any 
particular sewer will not be allowed until the 
cost thereof to the city has been fully paid to} 
the city. 

The plumbing of any building shall not be 
connected with a particular sewer until the ap- 
plicant shall file with the Commissioner ot Pub- 
lic Works a certificate by the Inspector of 
Plumbing, that the said plumbing work is in | 
accordance with the City Ordinances. 

No person shal! be allowed to make any alter- | 
ation in or make any connection with any partic- 
ular sewer, except as stated in the original per- 
mit. Leave to depart therefrom must be ob- 
tained from the Commissioner of Public Works 
on further application therefor to said ¢ ‘ommis 
sioner. } 

The Commissioner of Public Works may at) 
any time require such grease traps to be intro- 
duced along the line of any particular sewer, or 
on the discharge of any fixture connected there- 
with as he may deem necessary for the proper 
waintenance of said particular sewer, or of the 
common sewers. 

No person shall throw or discharge into a pub 
lic sewer or any of its connections, any steam or 
other matter or thing which may tend to, or| 
cause, an obstruction thereof or a deposit there- 
in, or any injury thereto. 

No person shall cause or allow any roof water 
or surface water, by pipe or otherwise, to be con- 
ducted or to flow or discharge into any pipe or 
drain connecting with, or which indirectly 
through any other pipe or drain or directly dis- | 
charges its contents into any main drain or 
common sewer. 

All particular sewers shal! be under the con- 
trol of, and be maintained and kept clean by the 
city. The expense in cleaning and repairing 
any particular sewer shall be paid by the owner 
of the premises connected by said particular 
sewer, and pre-payment or security for the said | 
expense may be required by the Commissioner 
of Pablic Works, provided, however, that any 
labor on particular sewers oceasioned by defects | 
or obstructions in the « sewers shall be 
paid for by the city. 

The term “ particular sewers’’ used in this 
ordinance is intended to mean the house 
nection of the abuttor with the main or common 
sewer, 

Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of these rules and regulations.shall be | 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dol- 
lars ($20.00) for each violation.

KINDERGARTENS, 


Two Supported This Year in 
This City. 


By the Quincey Home Science Asso- 
ciation. 


A Visit to Either as Good as a 
Theatre. 


One morning a day or two ago I 
suddenly remembered a promise to visit 
the Summer Kindergartens established 
by the Quincy Home Science Association 
in the John Hancock and Gridley 
Bryant school houses and both being 
on the West Quincy electric car route 
I found it easy as wellas pleasant to 
spend an hour at each school before 
closing time at noon. 

Surely no theatre could have provided 
& programme more entertaining than 
the kindergarten games and exercises 
which I saw or a sight more attractive 
than the sweet intelligent faces of the 
teachers and their young assistants and 
the happy interested children. Each 
school bas some forty children between 
the ages of five and three years—and 
is managed by an experienced kinder- 
garten teacher assisted by two or three 
young ladies who give their services 
free of charge both because they are 
glad to help on the Home Science 
Kindergarten work and tor the sake of 
practice in the Kindergarten methods 
of managing children. 

Shortly before nine o'clock every 
week day morning except Saturday the 
children begin to collect, brought by 
older sisters or brothers, sometimes by 
their mothers. At nine the doors open 
and the little ones leaving hats in the 
dressing room gather in the school 
room with ‘‘shining morning faces.’’ 
A song of greeting is sung then comes 
the kindergarten prayer repeated with 
folded hands and eyes reverently down- 
east and the little hymn beginning: 


‘* Father, I thank thee for the night 
And for the pleasant morning light.” 


Then the good morning song is sung 
and each child in turn shakes hands 
with the teacher and bids her ‘‘Good- 
morning.*’ Now is the time for the 
valued word of praise to some little boy 
or girl from the teacher commending 
clean hands and nails smooth hair or 
neat dress and the bright smiles and 
ready answer of most of the little ones 
in striking contrast to their shy silence 
or unwilling greeting when school first 
opened five weeks ago are pleasant to 
see, It is pleasant too to see how, 
although the majority come from homes 
where means are very small, the busy 
mothers yet take pride in sending 
their children to kindergartens neatly 
and tastefully dressed. 

After the ‘‘good mornings’’ are said 
come more songs—songs whose words 
the children are learning rapidly by 
heart, about the sun and the moon, 
birds and flowers and other bright and 
beautiful things. Then perhaps all are 
ranged in line for marching exercises. 
One school has a supply of flags which 
are used in marching and during the 
singing of ‘‘America’’ and the ‘‘Red, 
White and Blue’’ with striking effect, 
and the three cheers which terminate 
this part of the proceeding are given 
with a vigor which suggests the victory 
at Manila, the destruction of Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet and the fall of Santiago 
at one and the same time. 

A recess of twenty minutes gives the 
children time to exercise their restless 
little limbs. Georgie and Johnnie can 
punch each other which they are long- 
ing todo, and Annie and Mary can 
play ‘‘tag,’’ or laugh over those 
wonderful secrets which little kinder- 
garten girls have as well as older 
girls. 

Recess over, half the children are 
seated in one room half in another, 
at their littleZtables, busy and happy, 
stringing wooden beads, working with 
bright worsteds or card board, and 
using the various kindergarten ma- 
terial which while they are the 
prettiest of playthings, at the same 
time train the eye to distinguish color 
and form, and the hand to work with 
care and accuracy. 

The schools close shortly before noon, 
sometimes with more marching, some- 
times with a little talk or story from 
the teachers, most often with a good 
bye song from the children—from two 
and a half to three hours even of work 
so easy and pleasant as kindergarten 
work, being as long a session as is 
healthful for very little children. 

Aside from the mental development, 
the training of eye and hand and 
musical perception, no visitor privi- 
leged to watch a well conducted kinder- 
garten can fail to appreciate the value 
of the lessons taught the children in 
neatness, courtesy and obedience, by 
their teachers—themselves always gentle 
and smiling, yet firm and watchful to 
repress noise or restlessness, to en- 
courage the backward child, and com- 
fort those who are shy ortimid. The 
spoilt and disobedient child becomes 
docile and thoughtful of others, the 
stupid one interested and attentive, and 
the timid little ones, of whom there 
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are always several in every kindergarten 
who cry for their mothers or to be 
taken home, after a day or two forget 
their fear in the pretty games and songs 
and the kind faces around them. 

An enterprise whose work is done 
in the months of July and August needs 
‘*hot weather friends’’ even more than 
‘the traditional ‘‘rainy day friend’’— 
and, the ladies who have come each 
week during this trying summer 
weather to play the piano accompani- 
ment for the kindergarten songs and 
marches have been appreciated as 
“*warm friends’’ in every sense of the 
word. 

The kindergartens continue until 
September, when the public schools 
open, and the rooms and school furni- 
ture loaned to the Home Science As- 
sociation for its kindergarten work, 
will be in use in the regular schools, 
and so no longer available. The As- 
sociation supported one summer kinder- 
garten last year, this year two have 
been possible and it is hoped next 
year to double the latter number. 

The suggestion has been made (and 
it will probably be closely followed 
another year) to have in the summer 
kindergarten only children old enough 
to attend the public schools in the 
autumn—thus the eight weeks of 
kindergarten training during the 
summer will be a direct preparation for 
the Primary schools making entrance 
into them and regular school work a 
happier and more natural transition for 
the children and the work of the 
Primary teachers less elementary.

Under Advisement. 
Quincy August 4, 1898. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Gentlemen: A judgment was ob- 
tained a few months ago against a local 
granite dealer for causing the name of 
a customer who did not pay his bills, 
for reasons which appeared to be that 
he claimed that the terms of the con- 
tract had not been lived up to in some 
particulars, to be placed upon list, 
known as the ‘‘black list,’’ for con- 
fidential circulation among the members 
of a local association of granite dealers, 
with members in about all the granite 
localities. 

To a layman like the writer, the ob- 
jections to this system of protection 
among any cl ass of tradesmen is not 
apparent. The full bench of the 
Supreme Court have taken 
under advisement and it seems 
writer that the 
aside. There seems to be a good deal 
of common sense in the view that this 
method of mutual protection among 
tradesmen is not lawful. As the mem- 
trade associations have 
mutual interests, it would seem to be 
their privilege to notify one another 
in a confidential manner, of their 
opinion (if honest, and not maliciously 
made) that certain people, with whom 
they have had dealings, are not, in 
their opinion, people with whom the 
other membrs of the association could 
deal with profit or satisfaction. 

It can hardly be denied that an in 
dividual trader would have the right, 
if requested by a trader in the same 
business, who contemplated dealing 
with someone, to state honestly his ex- 
periences with such person in prior 
dealings, or to write an estimate of 
his reputation if this was done 
honestly, and with no ulterior improper 
motive.

bers of these 


association of in- 
dividuals traders in the same line of 
business do this on a larger scale 
apparently ought not to change the 
rulings of law on this point. 

It would seem to bea fair rule on 
this point for the court to hold that 
statements honestly and fairly made, 
confidentially and privately, to their 
members, in the same business, who 
have all like interest, are privileged, 
and not actionable. The decision of the 
full bench will be awaited with interest 
not only by the granite dealers, but by 
all trade associations. 

The constitutionality of the act 
which declared trading stamps illegal 
will soon be passed upon by the Courts, 
and there are a great many people, both 
laymen and lawyers, who fail to see the 
illegality of the;scheme, as it is not a 
lottery or cheating device nor a game 
of chance in any sense of the word,

TOLEAD ALL NATIONS, 


That the Destiny of This Country, 
Senator Morgan Says. 


Hawaiian Commission Ban- 
queted In Chicago. 


Members Say the Nicaraguan Canal Will Be 
Constructed. 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—The Hawaiian com- 
missioners—Senator Cullom of Illinois, 
Senator Morgan of Alabama and Repre- 
sentative Hitt of Illinags—met here and 
had informal talks with a number of 
business men. They were given alunch- 
eon by A. H. Revell, president of the 
Union league club, in the rooms of which 
they met a number of prominent Chi- 
cagoans. There were 40 guests, includ- 
ing Comptroller Dawes, ex-Senator 
Reagan of Texas, George E. Adams, 
Thomas D. Bryan, H. H. Kohlsaat and 
General John MeNulta. After the coffee 
the members of the commission and oth- 
ers made brief speeches. 

Senator Morgan said the annexation 
of Hawaii would result in the construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal. Cuba was 
free, Porto Rico belonged to the United 
States, Hawaii was annexed, and the 
canal was unavoidable. Our flag had 
been raised in the Philippines, and no 
man in America would permit it to be 
hauled down. Not only would the Nica- 
ragua canal be constructed, but there 
would be a ship canal connecting Lake 
Michigan, the Mississippi and the gulf of 
Mexico, and one between New York and 
Albermarle sound. He was of the firm 
belief that in the next century the United 
States would be, by common consent, the 
leader of the nations of the earth. 

Senator Cullom said the commission 
would ascertain what legislation should 
be enacted by congress for the govern- 
ment of the people of the islands, and 
he expected to examine the conditions of 
the people, their industries, the land 
question, labor, etc., and to see what 
ought to be done to mke it a great har- 
bor. He also said the Nicarauga canal 
would be built.! Referring to the war, he

remarked that the people of the coun- 
try did not want war, but did haves 
heart for humanity, and humanity would 
be benefitted by the results. In conduct- 
ing the war President McKinley had 
shown an ability, a quietness, a degree of 
wisdom and prudence that had won the 
esteem and admiration of every patriotic 
citizen. Mason and Dixon's line had been 
blotted, and we were one people. 

Representtative Hitt also spoke of the 
certainty of the Nicaraguan canal as one 
of the results of the war, as was a cable 
to Hawaii. He, too, referred to the vigor, 
firmness and judicious energy of Presi- 
dent McKinley, saying that his action 
“was indorsed by every sensible and 
thoughtful man in every political party.” 
A better appreciation of the true majesty 
of the American people permeated the 
whole world, 

Ex-Senator Reagan, when called on, 
said that it might as well be written 
down that Cuba would soon be a part of 
the United States. The American people 
were interested in the construction of the 
Nicaraguan canal and he believed we 
ought to have coaling stations in Samda, 
in the Ladrone islands and at Manila 
It was now within our raech to become 
the greatest commercial nation in the 
world. Acquisition of territory, he said, 
was spoken of as being “imperialism.” 
It has been said that Jefferson was the 
great apostle of civil liberty and demo- 
cratic principles, yet if the acquisition of 
territory was imperialism, Jefferson was 
the greatest imperialist this country had 
ever produced. When the authority of 
the union was extended over other lands 
our citizens would go there and take with 
them the principles of our government, 
and the enterprises and progress of the 
country, and elevate the people and give 
them to civil and religious liberty, the 
peace and prosperity we enjoy. Re- 
ferring to the civil war he said the result 
was accepted in good faith and honer, 
and the south had stood by it. y 

The following resolution offered by 
George R. Peck was unanimously 
adopted: 

“That we rejoice in the assured pros- 
pect of an early and honorable peace, 
and in the unpararalleled triumph of our 
brave sailors and soldiers inthe exist- 
ing war. We hereby express our hearty 
admiration for and confidence in the 
wise, patriotic and able administration 
of President McKinley. He has been 
equal to every need, and has shown 
the entire world how worthy he fis to 
lead a great people in a great cause.”

_A DASH FOR NEWS. 


I was the only American operator in 
eastern Cuba in February and March, 
1898, which were very busy months in 
the cable office at Santiago, where I had 
been for four years. In the early part of 
1895 we seldom handled more than 30 
messages a day, but after the insurrec- 
tion began the number rose to 90 and 
100 daily, increasing a little every 
month. 

The cable from Santiago to Spain 
goes under sea first to Kingston, Ja- 
maica, thence to Porto Rico, thence to 
St. Croix, and from there to Paramaribo | 
and Pernambucoin Brazil. Cables from | 
Pernambuce cross the south Atlantic | 
to St. Vincent, Cape Verde islands, and 
from St. Vincent other cables extend to | 
Madeira, thence to Lisbon, and overland | 
to Madrid. There is also a less direct 
cable from Pernambuco to St. Louis, in | 
Senegal, Africa, and thence to the Ca- 
nary islands and Cadiz. 

Beside myself there was but one other 
operator in the Santiago office, Laurin | 
Merode, a young Spaniard, who had 
learned cable work at Lisbon. We| 
thought that 100 messages daily made | 
work enough, but over 800 passed the 
day after the Maine was blown up in 
Havana harbor. Fotr more operators 
were needed, and we called to Havana 
for help, but no notice was taken of 
our appeal, and rather than desert our 
posts and leave the company’s business

| wept For the Week Beginning Aug, 7, 
Comment by Eev. S. H. Doyle, 
Topic.—Lessons from the life of Elijah— 
| I Kings xviii, 20-39. 

Elijah is the most unique character jpn 
Biblical history. He has been well ca}}. 
ed ‘‘the grandest and most romantig 
character that Israel ever produced,’ 
He lived in an age when fearlessness 
and courage were greatly demanded ang 
was always found equal to the great oc. 
casions in which he was such a promi- 
nent figure. From such a striking ang 
heroic life we could not but learn many 
lessons, but Elijah’s life is pre-emi- 
nently a lesson “on prayer. Of all the 
Old Testament worthies who prevailed 
with God in prayer Elijah is selecteg 
by the apostle James to illustrate the 
fact that the ‘‘effectual, fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth mnch.”’ Hg 
teaches us lessons on courage, on faith, 
on God’s faithfulness, but above every- 
thing else his life illustrates the power 
of prayer, and this characteristic along 
we will emphasize. 

1. Elijah was a righteous man at 
prayer. Elijah was right with God in 
an age when most men were not so. Hg 
was on good terms with God at all 
times, and when critical moments came, 
in which all depended upon God's fayor 
and help, he could go to God with as. 
surance that God would hear him. God 
does not hear sinners. Sin paralyzes 
many a prayer. ‘‘If Lregard iniquity in 
my heart,’’ says the psalmist, ‘‘the 
Lord will not hear me.”’ It is well to 

be on good terms with God at all times, 
to live in such a way that when we 
greatly need His help and favor we may 
seek it with earnestness and assurance. 

2. Elijah’s prayers were definite and 
specific. He prayed for drought, for fire 
to descend upon his altars, for rain. He 
illustrates definiteness in prayer. Too 
many of our prayers are glittering gen- 
eralities. We ramble heedlessly and 
thoughtlessly over the whole creation 
without giving definiteness to our de- 
sires before God. We should know what 
we want and then ask for it. Then our 
prayers would not be so long and so 
meaningless. 

3. Elijah illustrates faith in prayer, 
He had such sublime faith in God that 
he boldly declared that there should be 
no dew or rain but according to His 
word. Afterward, when he prayed for 
rain, he at once sent his servant out to 
see if the clouds had appeared. He be- 
lieved that his prayer would be answer- 
ed. How many Christians today in pray- 
ing for rain leave their knees to go and 
look for the clouds? Many of us would 
| be surprised to seethem. There is much 
lack of faith in prayer. e pray and

Care of the Finger Nails. 

A few minutes given every day, once 
the nails are proper treated, will keep 
them firm and exquisite in color. After 
the hands are washed each morning use 
the nailbrush thoroughly, and then 
when they are quite dry push back, 
very gently, the skin that is inclined to 
grow up around the edges of the nails. 
Under no circumstances use a steel point 
to push back this skin, and do not cut 
it away as the professional manicures 
are apt todo. While the nail is still 
moist use the point of a file to remove 
any dust or specks that the brush has 
neglected, and then, with nail scissors, 
sharp, curved and kept for this purpose 
only, cut the nails in a shape that suits 
your finger tips. The ridiculously long 
nail, which looks like a claw. is entire- 
ly out of fashion. Use the file to make 
smooth the rough edges left by the scis- 
sors, and then take the least little bit 
of red nail paste and smear the tiniest 
morsel on each of the nails. Don’t let 
it get into the edges or roots, for it is 
only intended as a sort of oil to keep 
the nails soft and to prevent their 
growing horny; then sprinkle a pinch 
of powder on the polisher and rub each 
nail with a quick, even stroke that will 
result in giving it a brightness that is 
refined looking, but not a brilliancy 
that suggests that one only shines at 
her finger tips. After this give the 
hands another bath, using hot water 
and a delicate soap; then close them 
and rub one set of nails against the oth- 
er, achieving in this way a proper fin- 
ish.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

PEACE NEAR AT HAND! 


— 


President’s Confidence Not Abated by 
the Delay, 


Ministry Trying to Preserve 
the Dynasty. 


Sagasta Proceeding With a View to Preserv- 
ing Domestic Tranquility. 


Washington, Aug. 6.—The situation 
bas in no sense changed since the last 
visit of the French ambassador to the 
white house. All the trustworthy signs 
and indications upon which President 
McKinley bases his hopefulness for a 
termination of the war continue in force, 
end nothing has occurred to abate the 
belief that peace is near at hand. 

The European dispatches continue to 

indicate that the Spanish ministry is 
endeavoring to conclude peace and at 
the same time preserve the reigning 
dynasty in Spain. It was pointed out 
that Sagasta was displaying great 
finesse in the conduct of the negotia- 
tions, especially with reference to the 
home effect of concluding peace. He is 
uniting the principal men of all parties, 
so far as he can do so, in anagree nent 
that each faction shall shoulder a por- 
tion of the responsibility for ending the 
war. 
It is well known here that one of the 
plans for handling any uprising of the 
people against the young king was for 
the queen regent to leave Spain and al- 
low Marshal Campos to establish a 
military dictatorship, to continue until) 
the uprising had been suppressed, when 
Campos was to end the dictatorship 
and the young king was to be put back 
on the throne. Campos’ great military 
prestige and popularity with the army 
and the military party was relied upon 
to carry the plan through, but now Gen- 
eral Campos has been called in by Sa- 
gasta to assume part of the respon- 
sibility for accepting peace terms at this 
time, and the dispatches show that Cam-| 
pos has agreed to this. Indeed, it is sig- 
nificant that, of all the leading states- 
men of Spain, representing all the po- 
litical faiths, called in by Sagasta, all, 
with one exception, agreed to join Sa- 
gasta in his effort to bring about an 
honorable peace. 

The best informed persons fix next 
Monday as the time when the United 
States government is likely to receive 
Spain's final answer, but this is simply 
conjecture, for there is not the slightest 
means of knowing the tendencies at 
Madrid. There is a confident belief 
among Officials as there has been from 
the first that the answer will be a re- 
luctant but none the less conclusive ac- 
ceptance. At the same time it is sug- 
gested in some quarters that there is} 
a possibility that the disclosures made} 
by the American general at Santiago 
concerning the serious condition of our}

The selection of Rear Admiral Samp- 
son to command the eastern squadron 
was decided on Friday. Itissaid, upon 
was decided on Friday. It is said to be 
Long to put in command of the fleet an 
officer of tried judgment and discretion. 
While having every confidence in Com- 
modore Watson, it*°was deemed proper 
to place him secondincommand. Com- 
modese Watson is regarded as one of the 
coolest and ablest officers in the gov- 
ernment service, and he will undoubted- 
ly be able to assist Sampson in the 
operations which will occur, if Spain 
does not accept the president's terms. 

Friends of Commodore Schley regret 
the president's action, and in assigning 
the president’s action in assigning 
his participation in the work of the 
eastern squadron, but it is explained 
that Commodore Cchley wil! be useful 
in Cuban waters in keeping the reserve 
fleet in condition to engage any ships 
of the enemy which may attempt an 
attack on our coast. 


Places For Convalescents. 

Washington, Aug. 6.—No yellow fever 
cases will be brought to this country, 
as such cases can be best handled with- 
out removel. Surgeon General Stern- 
berg has in view several points for pa- 
tients and convalescents. The hospital 
station will probably be located at Mon- 
tauk Point, where a field hospital for 
500 patients is being prepared, in addi- 
tion to hospital equipment which Gen, 
Shafter’s forces will bring along with 
them. In addition to this eneral Stern- 
berg has in view two fine locations 
where the bracing mountain and lake 
air will help convalescents to recover. 
These points are Fort Ethan Allen in 
Vermont and the army post at Platts- 
burg, N. Y. General Sternberg has, 
however, no purpose of establishing 
hospital camps at these points. The 
idea is to send there convalescents 
already well on the way to recovery, 
who need good air and surroundings to 
bring them completely back to health. 
Each post will accommodate some 500 or 
800 men. 

There is no difference of opinion be- 
tween the medical officers at Santiago 
and those at Washington on the question 
of removing the troops of Shafter’s 
Surgeon General Sternberg's of- 
fice has maintained from the first that 


troops might be a straw at which the} 
Spanish cabinet would grasp. This is| 
quite doubtful, however, as there is a 
question whether the statement of the 
American general ever got outside the| 
borders of the United States, owing to} 
the strict censorship. Moreover, all the 
evidence indicates that Spain is weary | 
of the conflict and is convinced beyond | 
the slightest question of the hopeless- | 
ness of further opposition.

The disease, it was believed, 
would spread rapidly on board ship and 
result in the death and burial of many at 
sea. On the 28th ultimo, the secretary 
of war telegraphed to General Shafter 
that as soon as the fever subsided the 
men of his command would be moved 
north to the camp that had been selected 
for them at Montauk Point. On the 
30th of July General Shafter tele- 
graphed: ‘Made known secretary of 
war's telegram that troops would be 
mnoved north as soon as fever subsided, 
and it had a very good effect on the 
men.’ When, however, the true con- 
dition was made known, an order was 
issued to General Shafter to move his 
command north as rapidly as possible,

Dusky Boxer Armstrong No Match 


For Jeffries. 


In One Round Only Was He 


Superior. 


Californian Unable to Use His Right Hand at 
the Close. 


New York, Aug. 6.—A large number of 
the followers and supporters of boxing 
in the east assembled at the Lenox Ath- 
letic club Friday night to get a line 
on Jim Jeffries, the California pugilist, 
who had agreed to fight Bob Armstrong, 
the big colored fighter, and teve O’Don- 
nell, a clever and scientific boxer, 10 
rounds each, with a brief intermission 
between the bouts. Among those pres- 
ent was Pugilist Jim Corbett. 

Jeffries for the first contest selected 
Armstrong, who was considered by many 
to be stronger than O'Donnell. Jeffries 
was in splendid condition. He weighed 
207 pounds. But little was done in the 
first round. In the second round Arm- 
trong had the better of it. In the third 
round Jeffries planted a straight left 
on the face, bringing blood form Arm- 
strong’s nose. 

Tom Sharkey sat in a box in Arm- 
strong’s corner during the next intermis- 
sion, and began coaching the dusky 
boxer. In the fourth round Jeffries 
got in more blows than Armstrong. In 
the fifth round, with a left swing, Jef- 
tries cut Bob's eye and then jabbed 
his left to the face and hooked his right 
to the ribs twice. Armstrong clinched, 
but Jeffries threw him off and repeated 
the dose. 

In the sixth round Jeffries made Bob 
run, and Bob slipped to the floor. Jef- 
fries, in the sixth, later sent his left to 
the head twice, stunning Armstrong. 
Jeffries landed hard blows in the seventh 
round and got only ont inreturn. The 
eighth round Jim rushed, and got Bob 
on therun. In the ninth round Bob was 
weak, and did not land a blow, although 
he was struck several times. 

In the tenth round Jeffries put Bob 
flat on his back with a left swing on 
the head. Bob took eight seconds of 
rest, and when he came up Jeffries kept 
pounding him, and Armstrong ran to 
the ropes without making an attempt to 
strike back. 

Although Bob stayed the limit, he did 
so by running away from the big fel- 
low. The referee declared Jeffries the 
winner. Armstrong was far outclassed. 

After an intermission it was announced 
that the bout between O'Donnell and Jef- 
fries would not take place, as Jeffries 
had injured his right hand in the fight 
with Armstrong, and his physician would 
not permit him to go on. The crowd 
hcoted, but there was no further dis- 
turbance. Those who were near the 
ringside looked at Jeffries’ injured hand, 
and it was certainly in very bad shape, 

The preliminary bout was between 
Jack Root of Chicago and Jim Wattts, 
colored, of Louisville, Ky. They met for 
what was to have been a ten-round go, 
but in the second round Root knocked 
his opponent down three times, and the 
referee stopped the fight.

The Widow of Colonel Bartlett Has Three 
Sons Now Fighting For the Flag. ,

her husband, the late Colonei Frank A.

erate side, having his headquarters at 
different times at Monroe, Homer and 
Harrisonburg, La. Colonel Bartlett was 
a brother of the late Washington Bart- 
lett, ex-governor of California. Mrs. 
Bartlett was married in 1853. During 
the war, with several children to care 
for, she exhibited that devotion and 
fortitude for which southern women 
are noted in undergoing the privations 
and trials only known to those who ex- 
perienced the hardships of that terrible 
struggle. 

After the war the family, ruined in 
fortune, but rich in that indomitable 
pluck for which the people of the south 
are noted, re-established itself in New 
Orleans. Mrs. Bartlett reared to be use- 
ful citizens and ornaments of society 
seven children, five boys and two girle. 
The sons she has sent to the present war 
are Major ©. Julian Bartlett, who is 
senior major of the First Louisiana 
volunteer infantry. Major Bartlett is 
recognized to be one of the best informed 
and best drilled officers in the volunteer 
service in the south, and he long ago 
won his spurs for faithful and able serv- 
ice in the state national guard of Lou- 
isiana. Another son is Lewis W. Bart- 
lett, lieutenant commander on board 
the United States monitor Passaic. He 
is a splendid officer and discipiinarian. 
The youngest child, Aubrey Bartlett, 
is an ensign on board the United States 
monitor Passaic. 

Mrs. Bartlett is young for her years, 
and her amiability and loving disposi- 
tion make her a favorite in all social 
circles. She enjoys the best of health, 
and, although filled with grief, as is 
natural, at parting with her three sons, 
she bears the trial with that Christian 
fortitude which marks the real mother.

ACCEPTANCE CABLED, 


Favorable Answer to Terms 
of Peace Agreed On. 


Spanish Cabinet’s Action Approved 
by the Queen, 


Submission Said to Be Due to 
Force of Circumstances. 


Public Opinion in Madrid Favorable to the 


War’s Termination. 


Madrid. Aug. 8.—The council of cab 
inet ministers called Sunday forenoon 
to draw up 4@ reply to the American 
peace terms adjourned after a brief 
sitting until 6 o'clock last evening, Pre- 
mier Sagasta wanting to confer with 
the queen regent to secure her appro- 
bation to the proposed reply to the 
United States as approved by the cab- 
inet 

Shortly efter the premier 
emerged from the royal palace and an- 
nounced that the queen had given her 
assent to the draft When his col- 
leagues Met Sunday night, Sagasta re- 
ported the result, whereupon the cab- 
inet decijed to forward the acceptance 
to Ambassador Castiiio in Paris, whence 
it was to be transmitted by cable to 
Ambassatior Cambon in Washington. 
The government is convinced that there 
will be no dissatisfaction with the 
language Of the note, and that hostilities 
will end Without deiay. 

It is understood that both Sagasta and 
Duke Al#Bodavor, the foreign minister, 
told the queen regent that they feit 
deeply the painfui duty circumstances 
imposed upon them 

Apparentiy the public is little con- 
cerned about the progress'of the peace 
negotiations. -There were bull fights as 
usual Sunday, and the customary 
amusements proceeded with the wonted 
gayety. 

The Imparcial admits that the United 
States cannot be asked to assume the 
burden of about £32,000,000 of debt ex- 
isting when the rebellion began in 1895 
and the £90,000,000 spent since, and it 
Suggests that Spain should undertake 
to pay interest and redemption on the 
Cuban debt until the new West Indian 
republic is in a position to do so, which 
the paper affects to believe that Cuba 
could soon do when !ts vast resources 
were developed under an American 
protectorate. The same paper goes on 
to say that Spanish finances will be very 
seriously compromised and the interests 
of Spanismand foreign holders of Cuban 
stock also if the United States does 
nothing forthe Cuban debt. The Mad- 
rid press insists that this matter will 
yet be mooted in the negotiations. 

The papers comment on Sagasta’s 
astuteness in consulting the political 
leaders. ‘This act has greatly strength- 
ened his position because nearly ali ap- 
prove his policy, and none had sny 
feasible plan to propose for prolonging 
the war or getting better peace terms. 
The comments on the conditions of peace 
are very reserved. If the United States 
insists upon an immediate evacuation 
of the Antilles, the cortes will be con- 
vened forthwith.

What the Answer Declares. 

London, Aug. 8.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Mail says: “The 
answer of the Spanish government de- 
clares that Spain cannot discuss the 
American proposals, but only accepts 
them because they are imposed on hér 
by force. Only a few unessential 
changes in the American demands were 
asked for, and it is not expected that 
President McKinley will refuse them. 

“A commission composed of Spaniards 
and Americans will decide the questions 
of the Cuban debt, the dates and man- 
ner of evacuating Cuba and Porto Rico, 
and the protection of Spaniards and 
Spanish interests in these places. The 
commissioners will also decide whether 
Spain is to be allowed to withdraw her 
artillery and the remainder of her arms 
and ammunition from the colonies, while 
the question of the future of the Philip- 
pines will be settled by the same body. 

“The treaty will be signed subject to 
approval by the cortes, which will be 
convoked immediately.”’ 


WAR MAY CLOSE TOMORROW. 


Spain’s Answer Said to Be a Complete 
Acceptance of the Terms. 
Washington, Aug. 8.—The war with 
Spain, which began on the 2ist day of 
April, seems in a fair way to close 
practically on the 9th day of August. 
President McKinley received a cable- 
gram Sunday from a government agent 
in Europe stating that the queen regent 
of Spain would affix her signature to 
Spain's answer accepting the United 
States’ peace terms. The European dis- 
patches show that this has been done, 
and that a meeting of the Spanish cab- 
inet was held subsequently to arrange 
for sending the reply to President Mc- 

Kinley. 

Spain's reply is thoroughly understood 
here to be a complete acceptance of the 
terms of the United States, without 
condition, and when this fact is disclosed 


ee 


to bPregiaent McKiniey he will take im- 
mediate. steps for a suspension -of hos- 
iilities. If Spain's acceptance is un- 
conditional, General Miles and Captain 
General Macias in Portd Rico will be 
immediately ordered to arrange an 
armistice. it will be more difficult to 
get the news to Admiral Dewey, General 
Merritt and Captain General Augustin 
at Maniia, and Generai Bianco will have 
<o receive the news from this country. 
Of course, his instructions will come 
from Madrid, but they will have to go 
by the way of the cable through Key 
West. 

President McKinley will cause the or- 
ders for an armistice to be carried out 
with dispatch, as he is desirous of open- 
ing the blockaded ports of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, so that .commerce may 
again be carried on with those islands. 
It is expected that there will be very 
quickly opened up a considerable trade, 
especialy with Porto Rico, by enterpris- 
ing citizens of the United States. 

Two Ways Open. 

Should the Spanish answer be an un- 
eonditional acceptance of our terms some 
megotiation may be necessary to agree 
upon the steps to be taken to give effect 
to the agreement. So far as can be 
learned it has not yet been determined 
how this shali be done, There are two 
Ways open. The first is a military capit- 
ulation by the captain generals of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, which will immediately 
place the American military or naval 
commanders in technical occupation of 
the islands, and enable them to carry 
out, in their own way and in their own 
time, the embarkation of the Spanish 
armies in the islands. The question as 
to whether they shall be permitted to 
carry off their arms is not now as ma- 
terial as it Was In the case of the sur 
render of General Toral's forces at San- 
tiago, where, occurring in the midst of 
the campvign, there was a necessity for 
securing the moral effect of compelling 
the Spanish soldiers to lay down their 
arms. Spain having - succumbed, it 
might be urged that the United States 
might grant’a goncession on this point 
to Spanish pride. This would not apply, 
however, to the volunteers who might 
elect: to remain tn Cuba, as it would not 
be prudent to ailow so large a body of 
men to carry arms without restraint in 
the days of reconstruction, when deli 
cate and difficult matters of internal 
policy are to be settled and new methods 
applied to the government of the islands. 

The second method by which the pre- 
liminary peace agreement might be for- 
maliy effected would be by a protocol to 
be signed by a representative of the 
president, probably Secretary Day in 
this case.and by Mr. Cambon in behalf 
of the Spanish government. It was by 
just such an agreement as this, known 
as the Cushing protocol, that war with 
Spain was averted as a result of the 
Virginius affair. This course, having 
the weight of precedent, might be adopt- 
ed in this cause. It is probable that in 
the Philippines the greatest difficulty 
will be met in putting the agreement into 
effect on account of the attitude of the 
insurgents, but General Merritt is now 
gaining in strength daily, and probabiy 
will be in position to meet at any time an 
emergency. 

Alger Continues to Plan. 

General Wade's reinforcements for 
General Miles are going forward regard- 
less of the progress of peace negotia- 
tions. The agreement to negotiate a 
treaty of peace does not necessarily 
carry with it a cessation of hostilities. 
In the case of the Mexican War it was a 
month after the peace negotiations be- 
gan before hostilities were declared to 
be closed, and if it is desirabie these re- 
inforcements may be intercepted and 
returned to the United States after they 
sail. The present plans of Secretary 
Alger ail contemplate that they shali 
leave the United States, especially as it 
is felt that with the practical field ex- 
perience they will acquire in Porto Rico 
under climatic conditions they will make 
good material to use both there and in 
Cuba in carrying out the government's 
reconstruction policies 

Secretary Aiger is apprehensive that 
the smail wharfage re San- 
tiago will seriously retard the execution 
of the department's orders for the speedy 
return to the United States of Shafter’s 
army corps. With the Spanish steamers 
coming in to take away the surrendered 
army of General Toral, which must be 
first removed before it will be safe to 
withdraw the whole of the American 
force, it is going to be difficult to embark 
the latter without incurring danger of a 
severe congestion in the unhealthy town 
General Shafter has been called upon by 
cable to describe the state of affairs,

RUSSIA’S RASH BELIEF 


That It Is Possible to Bluff Salisbury 
Once More, 


China May Be the Cause of 
War With England. 


British Bank’s Right to Construct a Railroad 
a Mooted Question. 


London, Aug. 8.—Political meteorolo- 
gists are agreed that the crisis between 
England and Russia over China is very 
real, and unless the wind speedily 
changes the tempest.will soon break. 
The czar's government has strained 
every nerve to prevent the construction 
of the Newchwang railroad by the 
British Hoag Kong and Shanghai bank. 
At first Mr. Pavloff threatened that un- 
jess the contract was withdrawn Russia 
would seize the Chinese province of 
Kuldja, bordering Russian territory in 
central Asia. This act of aggression 
failed of its object, and the threat was 
ostensibly withdrawn. Then Russia's 
acting minister in Pekin offered to sanc- 
tion the railroad on condition that the 
line should not be mortgaged to the 
British bank or alienated to any foreign 
power. He hoped thus that the conces- 
sion would be rendered worthless to the 
bank and abandoned, so he intimated 
that if the capital was not found by a 
British company the Russo-Chinese 
bank would supply it. In other words, 
Russia unhesitatingly makes this issue 
a Supreme test of her commanding in- 
fluence and prestige at Pekin, 

Lord Salisbury’s friends, the press and 
public unanimously declare that the 
stake Is of most momentous importance, 
and it is difficult to believe that the 
premier will care to risk the effects of 
another retreat before Russian aggres- 
sion upon his supporters at home. He 
had been openly warned on all sides, 
Within the past three or four days, that 
any surrender or failure vigorously to 
assert British interests will speedily re- 
sult in the disintégration of the Con- 
Servative party with « revolt from his 
leadership. 

Paris is more excited over the as- 
sumed imminence of an Angio-Russian 
War than London; and it may be added 
that Frenchmen are quite delighted with 
the prospect. Meantime the reports of 
Russian preparations for ail eventuali- 
ties become daily more numerous. To- 
day's most authentic report ig that 
Russia fas really secured a naval base 
in the Red sea from one of King Mene- 
iek’s dependencies, the suitan of Rahelta. 
Brom a Sebastopol correspondent comes 
the intetesting information that the 
Russian admiralty has given notice of 
the removal of the autumn nav-l head- 
quarters in the Black sea from Sebas- 
topol back to Nikolaieff, northwest of 
that place. It is thus explained that in 
case of a rupture England would be 
presumed to strike quickly at Russia's 
nearest and most vulnerable points. It 
is aiso assumed that she would find 
means of coercing the porte to open the 
Dardanelies and Bosporus for the pas- 
Sage of her Mediterranean feet. Lack- 
ing permission, such an armada as Eng- 
land could send would easily be able to 
force the passage of both sigaits and at 
the same time destroy the Turkish bat- 
teries. The likelihood is that Turkey 
would maké a formal protest and con- 
cede the passage in order to save Con- 
stantinople from bombardment. 

Once a British admiral were in the 
Black sea the Russian fleet would be at 
his mercy. It would be suicidal for the 
Russians to steam out of Sebastopol and 
offer battle to Such an invader. The 
Russian fleet would’ have but one al- 
ternative—hugging the shelter of the 
inner or landlocked bay. No hostile fleet 
could pass between the enormously 
powerfui batteries which protect the en- 
trance toSebastopol. The view taken by 
the Russians is that the British fleet 
would not attempt to run the gauntlet, 
but with long-range guns that would 
throw shelis over the city slopes into the 
inner harbor, the destruction of the fleet 
inside would involve the ruin of the city. 
If the Russian flotilla, however, is not 
within the port the city would probably 
be spared 

Here, then, is the avowed explanation 
of the impending transfer of the Rus- 
sian fleet to Nikolaieff. It would besafe 
from destruction at that port, which is 
40 miles beyond Otchakoff, and the deep 
water channel is intricately zigzag and 
dangerous. Few believe that Russta’s 
latest defiance of Great Britafn is in- 
tended to precipitate war. More prob- 
ably it is Russia’s rash belief that it is 
possible once more to bluff Lord Salis- 
bury into withdrawal; and this belief & 
not without justification in recent ex- 
perience.

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AN ORDINANCE 


In Relation to House Connections with | 
the Common Sewer and Regulating 


CITY 


OF 


QUINCY. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy, 
as follows : 


LL Applications for the construction of 
A particular sewers and their entrance into 
common sewers, shall be made upon blank forms, 
to be obtained at the office of the Commissioner 
of Public Works, and shall be signed by the 
owner or by the accredited agent of the prem- 
ises to be sewered. , : 

The applicant must deposit the amount of the 
estimated cost of his particular sewer from the 
ceutre of the strect upon which he abuts, as de- 
termined by the Commissioner of Public Works, 
with the City Treasurer, whose receipt therefor 
must accompany cach application. Said amount 
shall be a credit on the cost of the sewer applied 
The size and materials of particular sewers 
and appurtenances shall be such as the Com- 
missioner of Pablic Works shall prescribe, and 
in conformity with the requirements of the 
Board of Health. 

Said sewers shall be laid accurately to straight 
lines and grades. If angles along the lines 
thereof are unavoidable, man-holes or other ap- | 
proved means of access shall be provided. 

The materials and labor required in the con- 
struction of particular sewers and appurtenances 
thereof, shall be provided and the work done by

All such materials furnished and labor per- 
formed by the City shall be charged to and paid 
for bs the applicant.

Chickamauga Military Park, Aug. 8.— 
The improvement of the sanitary con- 
dition of the regimental camps is the one 
absorbing matter at the park. Definite 
pians will have been formulated within 
a day or two, after which time the man- 
agement of the camp will be under new 
and very rigid regulations as regards 
the disposition of garbage and refuse 
matter and the preparation and serving 
cf food.

Another condition, it is hoped to bring 
about as early as possibie, is that of hav- 
ing the tents of the men provided with 
board floors.

Thursday 
the engineer officers of ail the divisions 
will go out to locate the most practical 
routes for these marches, and the regi- 
ments will be sent later by brigades in 
heavy marching order for a four days’ 
absence from the park. 


Deplore the Deaths. 

Washington, Aug. §.—Secretary Alger 
visited Fort Myer yes8terday afternoon 
with a view of ascertaining whether 
everything possible was being done for 
the soldiers of Camp Alger who were 
in the hospital at the fort. He found 
the sick men as comfortable as could be 
expected under the circumstances 
Each one has a good bed, and aii are 
receiving medicai attention and nurs- 
ing. At present there are about 375 
men in the hospital. Some of them are 
seriously ill, and a few are not expected 
to recover. Thus far the fatalities 
among the troops have numbered 39. 
This is not considered a great loss in an 
army of nearly 30,000 men during the 
three months the men have been in the 
service. The army authorities deplore 
the death of every one of the 39 whose 
lives have gone out, but some losses are 
to be expected in an army so large as 
General Graham's in view of the changed 
vonditions encountered by the men wher 
ihey entered the service. 


Sauipson Has a Grievance. 

Washington, Aug. &.—Secretary Long 
has received the following ie‘tcr from 
Admiral Sampson:

cf the kind, but that he had never even 
thought of it; that he had always en- 
tirély agreed with me on this question, 
and that he did not know a single of- 
ficer whose opinion differed from min 
As I have reason to believe that Commo- 
dore Schiey has been misrepresented, I 
have taken the liberty to address to you 
a telegram upon this subject this morn- 
ing; and as I am about to sail for the 
east, I trust that it will receive your at- 
tention at an early date. 

The telegram contains a request that 
the manager of the Associated Press be 
“called upon to name the sourse and air 
thority for this statement.” 

In a note to Secretary Long, who asked 
for the information desired by Samp- 
son, the Southern manager explained 
that the article was penned by a person 
temporarily on the dispatch boat. 


Plain Views of “lhe Thunderer.” 

London, Aug: §—The Times says edi- 
torially this morning: “it is a hard nut 
the negotiators have to crack regarding 
Cuba. The Americans cannot garrison 
the island, and it would be rather ab- 
surd to be compelled to ask the Span- 
ish troops to remain to keep order there. 
There is such a thing as victory so com- 
plete and easy as to be more embarrass- 
ing than a struggle upon something like 
equal terms. Had the Spanish army in 
Cuba been beaten in the field the situa- 
tion would have been much less compli- 
cated, as the administration of the isl- 
and would simply be taken over by the 
victorious army. 

“The American war office is the sub- 
ject of severe criticism from men of all 
parties, and Secretary Alger, as our New 
York correspondent caustically observes, 
is regarded seriously as a candidate for 
retirement into private life. There un- 
doubtediy has been most serious mis- 
Management in connection with the 
Santiago forces, and had not public 
opinion intervened upon the manifesto 
of the generals, it is not improbable that 
the war office would have gone on cover- 
ing up its own mistakes until the San- 
tiago force had succumbed entirely to 
disease and privation 

“Now that the troops are being 
shipped from the island as rapidly as 
possibie, with them goes every trace of 
American power to deal with a posses- 
sion of which Spain is to be deprived. 
No native government is possible. No 
American government is ready or likely 
to be ready for a long time tocome. In 
the meantime the Spanish army is starv- 
ing with the civil population. vents 
seem to have moved so quickly as to 
leave the American war office absolutely 
unprepared to deal with problems much 
greater than the provisioning of the field 
force at Santiago.” 


Spaniards Forced to Withdraw. 

Madrid, Aug. 8.—An official dispatch 
from Porto Rico says the Americans 
had seized the customs house in the 
viliage of Fajardo, which place was 
without a garrison An American 
column, supported by artillery, advanced 
on Guayama. The Spaniards made a 
brave defense, but were forced to with- 
draw to Aituras. Seventeen of the 
Spaniards were killed 

A general advance of the American 
force began yesterday morning. 

Rougn Riders Afioat. 

Santiago, Aug. 8.—The First regular 
cavalry and the First volunteer cavalry, 
rough riders, sailed yesterday afternoon 
on the Miami and Matteawan. Alii the 
men looked fit, but worn out. They pre- 
sented a picturesque appearance. Some 
wore new khaki uniforms, while others 
were attired in heavy blue fiannel shirts, 
with their old equipment. Ali expressed 
regret at leaving their sick companions 
behind, but were wild with joy at so 
soon returning home. They take no 
tents or baggage with them. The work 
of embarkation was very easy and was 
quickly performed. The men are ready 
and eager to return for the Havana 
campaign in the fall. 

National Guard Eulogized. 

Newport, Aug. 8.—Before the members 
of the Forty-seventh New York volun- 
teers, encamped at Fort Adams, and 
under the auspices of the Newport 
branch of the Y. M.C, A., Chauncey M 
Depew gave an interesting address Sun- 
day night in which he said; Peace 
seems assured, and you may not realize 
your desire to go to the front and face 
the enemy on the battlefield; but when 
a citizen has ieft behind him his home, 
his family and his business he has done 
his duty to his country. This war has 
demoustrated the inestimable value of 
the national guard of the several states 
In this emergency the citizen regiments 
of the national guard, with their disci- 
pline, their equipment and their fitness 
t» break every tie and drop every in- 
terest at the order to march, placed the 
government in a stronger position for 
offensive or defensive operations in 34 
days than the arduous processes of en- 
listment, drill and education of the vol- 
unteers could have done in six months. 

“In Europe men resort to every de- 
vice to escape the army. During this 
War with Spain we have witnessed the 
fiercest rivalry among the national 
guard regiments to be called into ser- 
vice. The spirit makes the men behind 
the guns. These guns think as well a: 
shoot. The Spanish soldier is brave; 
he fights and dies well; but he cannot 
take the initiative. The overwhelming 
thought of the hour and place is that 
by every manifestation by which this 
will can be known God is on our side 
It seems as if providence has not so 
much opened up for us a destiny as 
imposed upon us a duty.”

Five Thousand Dollars. 


The fire department showed its 
efficiency again this morning in making 
a good stop on what at first looked as 
though it might be a disastrous fire in 
the Brasee block on Newport avenue, 
Wollaston. An alarm was sounded 
from box 56 at 9.53. 

The building is occupied in the base- 
ment by J. S. Todd, plumber, and by 
C. R. Sherman’s Boston Bazaar store, 
which also occupies the entire street 
floor, while the upper story is occupied 
by the Knights of Honor. The 
Wollaston Co-operative bank also has 
an office on the upper floor. The rear 
L is occupied by Litchfield’s grain 
store. 

The fire started from some unknown 
cause in the basement occupied by the 
Bazaar and.rushed up the stairs into 
the main store, and the first the clerks 
knew of the fire was the dense smoke 
that suddenly filled the store. 

Hose 2 was the first to arrive after 
the alarm and soon had two streams of 
water on the building, one through the 
back entrance to the store und the 
other in the rear basement. When the 
Central station apparatus arrived a 
thick, vlack smoke was pouring out 
from the doors and windows of the 
Bazaar. 

The quantity of dry goods and small 
wares made good food for the flames, 
which were working havoc. Powerful 
streams were however thrown into the 
building from every vantage point, 
and while fromthe outside the water 
made no visible effect it was apparent 
to those inside that they were gaining 
onit. 

Slowly the smoke began to thin out, 
and in half an hour every spark of 
fire hid been extinguished. During 
the early moments of the fire the large 
plate glass windows burst with a loud 
report which caused ihe bystanders to 
jump and scatter. 

An inspection of the building after 
the fire showed whaia hot one it haa 
been and how much water had been 
used, for in the basement the water 
was two feet deep. Todd, the plumber, 
was not touched by fire, but his 
stock of supplies were given the 
water test. 

In the Bazaar was where ihe :most 
damage was done, for here is where 
the fire was the hottest, and the large 
stock of goods was almost ruined by 
smoke and water, the only evidence of 
fire being on the outside roll of the 
dry goods and boxes, and on the stair- 
way leading to the basement. 

The iire was confined to this store. 
Up stairs in the Knights of Honor 
room and the Wollaston Co-operative 
bank the damage was entirely by 
smoke. 

It was impossible to furm any esti- 
mate of Mr. Sherman’s luss as he was 
out of town. It was learned, however, 
that he carried a large stock of goods 
upon which there was an insurance of 
something like $10,000. A rough esti- 
mate of his loss would possibly be 
$3,000. 

J. S. Todd, the plumber, had a stock 
valued at $1,000 but carfied no insur- 
ance, and his loss may reach several 
hundred dollars. 

The loss to the upper floor 
smoke and is hard to estimate. 

The building is owned by W. G. 
Brasee and was insured for $8,500, 
and his loss may amount to $1,000. 

The loss to Litchfield who occupied 
the L, was nothing as neither fire, 
smoke or water reached him.

Ladrone Islands Taken Without a 
Drop of Blood, 


American Assurance Over- 
came Spanish Timiaity. 


Breaking of a Sealed Letter the Keynote to 
the Situation. 


Wheeling, Aug. 8.—The details od the 
bloodless capture of the principal of the 
Ladrone islands reached Wheeling ina 
letter from the naval officer who figured 
in the leading role of the exploit, Lieu- 
tenant Braunerzruther, executive of- 
ficer of the Charleston. The letter is as 
follows: 

At Sea and 1000 Miles from Manila. 

We have just carried out our orders to 
capture the Spanish authorities at the 
Capital of the Ladrone islands, Agana. 
I was selected by the captain to under- 
take this and given 160 men to land with 
as a starter. I went ashore to have a 
talk. with the governor about affairs, 
and the results were that I did not lose 
even a single man. The matter was all 
settled in one day, and we are carrying 
with us 54 soldiers (Spanish) and six of- 
ficers, besides a lot of Mauser rifles and 
nearly 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 

I had the whole to handle and did it 
quickly. The captain’s instructions 
were to wait a half hour for his answer 
to our ultimatum, and then use my 
troops. I waited, and in just 29 minutes 
the governor handed me his sealed re- 
ply addressed to the captain of our ship 
out in the harbor about four or five miles 
off. I knew this was sealed with the 
Sole object of gaining time and hence I 
broke the seal, read the contents, the 
governor protesting and saying that was 
a letter for my captain. I replied: “I 
represent him here. You are now my 
prisoners, and will have to come on 
board ship with me,” They protested and 
pleaded, and finally the governor said: 
“You came on shore to talk over mat- 
ters, and you make us prisoners instead.” 
Ireplied: ‘I came on shore to hand you 
a letter and to get your reply; in this re- 
ply now in my hand you agree to sur- 
render ail under your jurisdiction. If 
this means anything at all, it means 
that you will accede to any demands I 
may deem proper to make. You will at 
once write an erder to your military 
man at Agana [this place was five miles 
distant] directing him to deliver at this 
place at 4 p. m. all ammunition and flags 
on the island, each soldier to bring his 
own rifle and ammunition, and all the 
soldiers, native and Spanish, with their 
officers must witness this.” They pro- 
tested and demurred, saying there was 
not time enough to doit, butIsaid: “It 
must be done.” 

The letter was written, read by me and 
sent. i took ail the officers with meina

I was 
three miles away from my troops, and I 
had only four men withme. At4p.m 
when I disarmed 108 men and two offi- 
cers, I had 46 men and three officers with 
me. The keynote to the whole business 
was my breaking the seal of that letter 
and acting at once, They had no time 
to delay or prepare any treacherous 
tricks, and I got the “drop” on the whole 
outfit, as they say out west. The native 
troops I released and allowed to return 
to their homes unrestricted; they had 
manifested great joy in being relieved 
from Spanish rule. 

While it was harsh, it was war, andin 
connection with the Spanish treachery 
it was all that could be done, Twenty- 
four hours would haye—yes, I believe 
even four hours with a leader such as 
the governor was, a lieutenant colonel 
in the Spanish army—given them a 
chance to hide along the road at Agana, 
and at intervals in the dense tropical 
foliage they could have almost annihi- 
lated any force we could land. The ap- 
proaches to the landing over shallow 
coral reefs would have made a landing 
without a terrible loss of life almost an 
impossibility; but all is well that ends 
well, 

We have increased by conquest the 
population of the United States by nearly 
12,000 people. The capital hasa popula- 
tion of 6000 people. This harbor in 
which we were is beautiful, easy of ac- 
cess, plenty of deep water, admitting of 
the presence of a large number of ves- 
sels at the same time, and is an ideal 
place for a coaling station. If our gov- 
ernment decides to hold the Philip- 
pines it would then come in so well— 
San Francisco to Honolulu, 2100 miles; 
Honolulu to island of Guam, 3300, and 
thence to Manila, 1600 miles. With a 
chain of supply stations like this, we 
could send troops the whole year round 
if necessary, and any vessel with a 
steaming capacity of 3500 miles could 
reach a base of supplies. The details I 
have scarcely touched upon, but had the 
officers and soldiers dreamed for one 
moment that they were to be torn from 
their homes, there would, I feel sure, 
have been another story to tell, and I 
am firmly convinced this letter would 
never have been written.

THE LAPAGERIA. 


One of the Most Beautiful of Cool Green- 
house Climbers, 

Those who have never seen the lap- 
ageria in flower have but a poor concep- 
tion of its beauty, as a writer in Gar- 
dening remarks in presenting a fine il 
lustration of a cluster of red and white 
lapagerias, with information, as fol- 
lows, about the plant: The individual 
flower is as rich as the most lovely or- 
chid. Im thease days, when all flowers 
used either in yases or in bouquets must 
be long stemmed, or at least on their 
own stem, the lapageria will not readi- 
ly find a place, but in the very choicest 
and richest of decorations, to grace a 
mirror or picture, it has no equal 

It is acool greenhouse plant, even 
standing a few degrees of frost without 
harm, and likes a rather moist atmos-

phere. A temperature of 40 degrees to 
50 degrees in winter and as cool as pos 
sible with plenty of shade in summer 
will do very well. 

Lapagerias can be grown in large pots 
or tubs and trained on a wire frame 
but planted out in a border is their 
proper place and trained to a trellis on 
the wall. Their fiowering season is 
| from end of July till November. The 
seil used by European gardeners for 
growing lapagerias is three parts fibrous 
peat to one of loam, with about a tenth 
of the whole sharp sand or broken up 
charcoal. It is almost impossible to get 
the same quality of peat as they have in 
many parts of Europe, soin place of 


peat use loam, but let it be as fibry as 
possible and don’t be afraid to add plen 
ty of sand and charcoal. 

When growing, the lapageria likes 
plenty of water at the roots, and at all 
times except when in flower should be 
daily syringed. There isno more im 

| portant part of the culture than perfect 
drainage of the soil. If ina 12 inch pot, 
at least one-fourth should be drainage 
of broken brick or crocks. If in a bor- 
der, say, 2 by 4 feet and 2 feet deep, 

| inches at the bottom should be of some 
material to let the water pass freely 
| away.

CAUTION ININVESTMENTS ADVISED 


Yeon Ore and Sugar Are the Chief Exports. 
Manganese and Copper Are Also Found. 
Scientific Machinery Mest Be Employed 
In Sagar Mills to Yield Good Returns. 
Rich Forests of Mahogany, Cedar and 
Ebony Abound — Santiago’s Important 
Fruit Supplies. 


As the first part of Cuba to come ua- 
der the stars and stripes, Santiago and 
the region tributary to it are now of in- 
terest from the commercial point of 
view. The isolation of the eastern end 
of the island from the rest is almost 
complete. Virtually the only connection 
with the populous centers of Havana, 
Matanzas and Cienfuegos is by water, 
and the distances are much greater than 
those from Jamaica, Haiti and other is- 
lands of the Antilles. By land the trip 
is almost out of the question. Commer- 
clally Santiago de Cuba is a country by 
itself. 

Baracoa, on the north shore, the old- 
est settlement in the new world, land- 
ing place of Columbus, was included in 
the military district surrendered by 
General Tora] to General Shafter. Fruit 
is its great staple, and large quantities 
are exported from there. In good times 
there is_a daily sailing of fruiters. 
Guantanamo, east of Santiago, is alsoa 
port of some consequence, but Santiago 
is, of course, the chief city of the terri- 
tery, ranking normally after Havana 
aud Matanzas in population. 

As the war of 1895-8 went on Santia- 
go suffered with the rest of the island. 
A large production of sugar had been 
attained, the growth being gradual aft 
er the Ten Years’ war and finally tak- 
ing a spurt. But the devastation of the 
plantations by one side or the other cut 
down the exportation to almost nothing. 
This has always been the most consid- 
erable agricultural product. The com- 
merce of the city got to be almost one 
sided. ‘here are no manufactures, so 
clothing and food supplies had to be 
shipped in constantly. Little or nothing 
Went out except iron ore. Of course 
trade of this sort could not go on for- 
ever. 

It seems likely that the mineral 
wealth of the province will become its 
chie? resource, although sugar should 
under present conditions remain impor- 
taut. There are many stories of the in- 
exhaustible wealth of the mountains 
that stretch along the backbone of the 
island to its eastern end. Cubans be- 
lieve it to be a veritable El Dorado. The 
fact is clear that its irom mines can be 
worked with profit. American capital 
has demonstrated that. The Juragua 
Iron company, with eight or ten mines 
sear Fermeza, back of Siloney, and the 
Spanish-American Iron company, with 
a large shaft a few mile: back of Bai- 
quirl, have made large shipments of 
ors to the United States. It goes chiefly 
to Bethlehem, Pe., tv be mixed with 
the native product, but is used by other 
big stecl companies. 

Some of the most incyortant iron and 
steel interests of the eu. are joined in 
this Cuban venture. lucy have their 
ewn vessels to transport the ore. At 
Baiauiri is a large rier from which the 
ore shicots directly from the car to the 
hold of the ship. Tbe Juragua company 
has a railroad ruunivg to Santiago har- 
bor, its pier being in the outskirts of 
the city. Here its enirs are toaded. La- 
bor in the minesis #: a ény Spanish 
money. The distance from tidewater is 
smali, so that conditioas favor the cheap 
production of the ore. The men who 
are conducting these niiues are of such 
wealth and of such ability that they 
will certainly make the most of the op- 


portunities of peaco and a stable, fair 
goveruinent. 
Muugavese also promises weil. Ar- 


rangements had ail boen mads io work 
a mine of this when the war began 
The preliminary tests gave indications 
of excellent returns. Donbtless it will 
needa only the settlement of political 
uncertainties to set the machinery go- 
ing. The mine is north of Santiago and 
is connected with it by rail. Copper, 
too, {s known to exist in the mountains. 
Indeod a long range is known as the El 
Cobre. ln the present high price ef the 
metal and the large profits from the 
mines of it in the United States it is 
certain that capital will seek invest- 
ment in this industry if half the reports 
about the deposits of it in Santiago 
province are true. 

But sugar will engage the widest at- 
tention when business is again able to 
raise its head unafraid of war. It is 
this tbat had come to be the richest of 
Cuban crops. The big percentage of 
gain from it led to a large extension of 
the area under cultivation. It was 
found that the new lands were wonder- 
fully fertile, and a still farther increase 
in the production may be looked for if 
prices warrant it. There are tields on 
the island which have yielded cane for 
20 years without replanting. You cut 
them down, and they grow up again of 
themsel ves. 

Just now the subject of sugar pro- 
duction is complicated by various ele- 
ments. Jamaica has suffered much from 
the decline in this industry, and there 
are Opinions that beet sugar will seri- 
ously cripple even Cuba’s trade, Croesus- 
like as it has been. However, there are 
also careful students of the situation 
who do not believe that the beet can 
ever yield sugar so economically as Cu- 
ban cane. They point to the richness of | 
the growth and to the little care and 
cultivation required as advantages 


which must make the Cuban article! 


profitable for an indefinite period. 
This industry thrived under the ruin- | 
ous taxation of the 


Spaniards and was. of 


partly able to meet even the added trib-| 


utee demanded by the insurgents. Cer- 


tainly a relief from both of these ought 
to compensate to a greater or less degree 
for the competition of the beet. 

One thing is certain—sugar must be 
produced on a large scale, with the most 
improved machinery and under intelli- 
gent, energetic management to yield 
good returns. Old methods were waste- 
ful to a degree, but had given way in 
good part to new ones more appropriate 
to the last decade of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Scientific machinery was imported 
from Germany and the United States. 
All the best mills had electric light 
plants, so that they could be kept run- 
ning night and day. Various economies 
were introduced which in large estab- 
lishments made a considerable difference 
in the receipts of a year. 

Native farmers customarily supply 
the cane, the business of extracting a 
low grade of sugar being in the hands 
of both foreign and domestic capitalists. 
These improvements had not been car- 
ried far in all the mills. The big con- 
cerns found it cheap to pay a German 
or other chemist $5,000 a year to super- 
intend the process. Some of the Cuban 
manufacturers had not reached thisstage 
of enlightenment and continued to em- 
ploy ignorant men as overseers. They 
were likely to get a quarter less sugar 
out of the cane than their more skillful 
and intelligent competitors. 

Men familiar with the situation warn 
Americans who are going into the sugar 
business in Cuba to do so with all pos- 
sible circumspection and only under the 
most favorable conditions. Many fac- 
tories are now in the hands of extremely 
able men, vative and foreign, who get 
the best possible returns out of them. If 
there is a rush into this industry, only 
those who can turn out the product 
most economically will make money. 
The soil seems capable of growing many 
additional acres of cane, and unless beet 
sugar proves too formidable a rival 
there will be a great stimulus to the 
trade in Cuba, The tendency has been 
there, when sugar yielded the heaviest 
returns to capital, to give up everything 
else for it, just as in the southern part 
of the United States farmers raised lit- 
tle but cotton, This singleness of crops 
has its obvious disadvantages, and busi- 
ness men here who know the circum- 
stances advise caution in putting up new 
sugar mills. At the same time they are 
confident that, run on first class business 
and scientific principles, such ventures 
will prove successful. 

Valuable woods grow on the moun- 
tain sides of Santiago province. At pres- 
ent, for all commercial purposes, they 
might as well be situated on the moun- 
tains of the moon. All the mahogany, 
cedar, ebony and other trees that com- 
mand good prices have been cut from 
the lands that are near the avenues of 
transportation. The rivers are not more 
than creeks. After unusually. heavy 
rains they become torrénts, but the 
pitch of the watershed is so great that 
they soon subside. Of course the heavy 
woods could not be floated even if the 
waterways were of adequate depth. All 
the mahogany has been stripped from 
the hills near the coast or near the few 
small lines of railroad. Any that is se- 
cured now has to be hauled five or six 
days over bad roads by bullocks. Natu- 
rally the expense makes this wood too 
costly for export. 

Mahogany and similar woods grow so 
slowly that it is hardly worth while 
talking about the new forests of them 
which may spring up to replace the old. 
Railroads and good highways will make 
available large supplies of these prod- 


ucts, which now bring high prices.. 


There are plans for a railroad along the 
length vf the island, and the extension 
of the mining industry will involve the 
building of spurs. 

Beef has come to be such a rarity in 
Santiago that cattle raising will com- 
mand the attention of men with money 
as soon as peaceful possession of stock is 
assured. Although most of the country 
is thickly overgrown, there are stretches 
and fields of good grazing land. Much 
of this had been fenced in with barbed 
wire. The grass grows rich and tall; 
there is a good deal of guinea grass, 
which the horses and mules of the 
army found exceedingly palatable. 
While Cuba can raise sufficient beef for 
home consumption, the industry will 
hardly prove profitable enough to war- 
rant competition with the United States 
and Mexico in export trade. 

Rice may be raised in Sanitago proy- 
ince, but is less important than several 
other staples. Coffee grows back on the 
highlands, but bas not been produced 
in sufficient quantities to supply the 
consumption here. There are large im- 
ports of it from Porto Rico and even 
New York: One may hear confident as- 
sertions of the possibilities of this crop, 
but the several years required to bring 
the plant to maturity will always be an 
important factor. Sugar and other crops 
may be gathered the first year, and in- 
vestors will prefer such to coffee, with 
its long deferred returns. 

Fruit should be one of the most im- 
portant and permanent of the exports 
from Cuba to the United States. Bara- 
coa, as already said, has been a center 
of this traffic. Santiago city is more 
distant but uot sufficiently so to be re- 
moved from competition. It is about as 
near the Atlantic ports as Port Anto- 
nio, Jamaica, from which enormous 
shipments of fruit are made to Balti- 
more, Boston, New York and other cit- 
ies. With these commodities of course 
the time element is important, not sc 
much on account of the expense of run 
ning the ship as on account of the dete- 
rioration of the cargo. 

About Santiago are numerous cocoa- 
nut groves. The tree grows readily and 
speedily. Its nuts may be gathered 
cheaply, for skilled Cubans clamber up 
the long, smooth stems like monkése 
and strip the treqin a little while. Ba- 
nanas, pineapples, oranges, alligatoz 
pears and mangoes grow in profusion, 
or did before war rayaged the groves. 
To the inhabitants of cities increased 
imports of tropical fruits, especially 
bauanas aud pineapples, will be a great 
boon. Cheapness and greater freshness 
the articles will result, together with 


a familiarity with the ways of cooki 
them.—Staff Cor.

CONFLAGRATION. 


Best Portion of Bismarck Wiped Out 
Last Night by Fire. 

Bismarck, N. D., Aug. 9.—Fire de- 
gtroyed the best portion of the city of 
Bismarck last night, licking up hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property. The flames originated in the 
agent’s office of the Northern Pacific 
depot. Almost before they were dis- 
covered the entire building and the im- 
mense warehouse of the company were 
in flames. Olfls and powder contributed 
fuel, and before the flames could be 
checked they had spread to the block 
of brick buildings across the alley, de- 
stroying The Tribune office and an en- 
tire row of buildings. 

The flames then leaped the street to 
the magnificent First National bank 
building, which melted away in a few 
minutes, The Central block followed, 
and the flames spread to the postoffice, 
sweeping over the entire block and car- 
rying down the postoffice, Merchants’ 
bank bleck, Griffin block and all the 
intermediate frame and brick struc- 
tures. The fire then spread across and 
devoured Kupitz’s store and the greater 
part of the block. The flames also 
spread north into a residence block and

ments, hospital tentage and supplies 
were loaded’‘on the transports at Tampa 
in quantities to meet the needs of the 
Santiago expedition. These supplies 
were divided up on the various vessels, 
each organization having its own equip- 
ment. While the bulk of the supplies 
was in the organized hospitals, the regi- 
mental equipment was largely in ex- 
cess of its needs and was intended to 
be called in to supply, if necessary, the 
equipment of the hospitals. 

The landing on Cuban soil was made 
as rapidly as possible, each organization 
accompanied by the medical attendants 
assigned te jt, and troops were pushed 
forward with no other equipment and 
supplies than could be carried by the 
soldiers. Having no means of trans- 
portation for eyen thejr field chests, 
the regimental medical officers had ab- 
solutely no resources at their command 
except such as were provided by the 
orderly and ship corps pouches, and the 
first-aid packets carried by the soldiers. 
Having only left their ships, the lat- 
ter were promptly ordered out of the 
gmall bay at Siboney and Baiquiri to 
permit the unloading of other ships. 
These partiglly unloaded ships, in obe- 
Aience to their orders. then proceeded 
to sea from five to fifteen miles, where 
they remained hove-to indefinitely. 
Such orders were given the transports 
carrying the reserve and the first di- 
yisional hospitals, The one carrying

WOLLASTON FIRE. 


Mr. Sherman’s Loss Greatly 


Underestimated. 


All day Monday the Brasee block at 
Wollaston, the scene of the fire, was 
an object of curiosity. The wonder to 
Chief Packard and others was how it 
obtained such a start. Before the 
first round on the Wollaston whistle 
was completed, Hose 2 of Wollaston, 
driven by G. H. Nicholson was on the 
scene, and every body said it was a 
remarkably quick hitch. The ap- 
paratus from Quincy and Atlantic also 
made quick runs. 

During the afternoon the show 
windows were boarded up, and as the 
glass fell out many people obtained 
a souvenir. The fire had been so hot 
that it melted the glass on the inside 
to quite a depth and it was later thor- 
oughly smoked, so that it was very 
pretty from the outside. 

The hasty estimate of Mr. Sherman's 
loss, made almost before the recall, un- 
doubtedly set the figures too small. Mr. 
Sherman is said to have had a_ stock 
of $20,000 and it looks like a complete 
wreck, His insurance aggregated 
$10,000 and it is doubtful if it will 
cover the loss. Mr. Sherman was very 
much broken up when he arrived on 
the noon train, having heard the news 
in Boston. Friends helped him into 
a carriage at the depot and he was 
driven home without visiting the scene 
of the fire. 


POOR SERVICE. 


Houghs Neck People are Remon- 
Strating against Q. & B. 

The feeling against the Q. & B. at 
Houghs Neck, as developed at the 
citizens’ meeting held a few evenings 
ago, is extremely bitter. To a certain 
extent there may be ground for this 
feeling against the road, as the accom- 
modation on certain days, especially on 
Sunday afternoons is wholly inadequate 
to handle the heavy traffic, and also 
that the connections with the Boston 
rains are of a very uncertain character. 
The residents of that section feel that 
these grievances should be attended to. 

On the other hand the road, it is so 
understood, realizing its weakness in 
handling the traflic at that place, will 
next season entirely rebuild the road 
from the centre to the Neck, putting 
heavier rails and of course a larger feed 
wire, thus allowing larger cars to be 
run down there. This year the road 
has been put to heavy expense in 
building the Weymouth Landing line 
and also double tracking Huncock 
street when the sewer is laid. 

The returns from the Houghs Neck 
line are small in comparison to the 
mileage, the road being open but a few 
months in the year and doing 
practically but three months of good 
business.

SUED FOR $200,000 


Legal Action Taken Against 
Litehfield Directors 


Of The Bay State Benefici- 
ary Association. 


Mismanagement Charged by 
Receivers—$100,000 Missing. 


The Boston Journal of today reports 
that the receivers of the Bay State 
Beneficiary association have attached 
the ex-directors formerly prominent at 
Wollaston, and filed a bill of discovery 
calling upon them to make an account- 
ing for missing amounts of more than 
$100,000. 

There are three suits, the first 
against Westfield people, the second 
suit, brought against persons mostly of 
Boston, or against the ‘‘ Litchfield 
crowd,’’ as these manipulators are 
called, includes the following defend- 
ants: F. E. Litcheld, G. A. Litchfield, 
E. S. Litchfield, C. H. Bacall, S. T. 
Hibbard, W. G. Corthell, George E. 
Curtiss, S. F. Eliott, T. W. Parks and 
M. Mick, who were directors from 
Jun. 2, 1892, to Sept. 12, 1896. 

The other bill is brought against 
Westfield men, whose names are not 
given out. 

The ‘Litchfield crowd,’’ says the 
Journal is alleged to have played the 
biggest part in the mismanagement, 
and that set of ex-Directors is sued for 
$200,000, each of the other two being 
sued for $100,000. The case is return- 
able at the September term of the 
Superior Court and at that time Re- 
ceiver H. C. Bliss, ex-Assistant At- 
torney General, is to conduct the case 
for the members. 

The recovery of the missing $100,- 
000 would mean to claim holders a 
much increased dividend. A small per 
cent. is to be paid members in a few 
weeks, und at present a total dividend 
of 20 per cent. only is in sight. 

Commenting on the bill in equity the 
Journal says: *‘In fact, the Receivers 
charge ex-Directors with having carried 
on business in @ manner which if true, 
reveals to the public the facts that for 
several years past the men who have 
managed this big corporation have 
been guilty of the most unholy prac- 
tices of insurance cunning. 

The Directors are charged with 
having bought and sold the rights of 
the big corporation as if it had been, 
as it. were, a huge financial play- 
thing, a thing for illegal revenue to the 
managers, and a source of loss and dis- 
franchisement to members. 

THE BILL IN EQUITY. 

The bill in equity outlines the find- 
ings of the Receivers as follows: The 
Receivers allege that the corporation is 
a charitable association, organized un- 
der the liberal provisions of the laws 
of the State for benevolent purposes, 
and is in no wise a speculative con- 
cern, and was to be conducted solely 
for benefit of members. 

It is charged that early in the his- 
tory of the concern a Director entered 
into, contract with officers of the asso- 
ciation, himself an officer, R. W. Parks 
of Westfield, under which Purks was to 
receive all expense money of the con- 
cern and out of it to pay officers and 
to have the balance for his services and 
profits. 

At the beginning of the concern the 
annual dues for instance on a $10,000 
policy was $5.50 for five years only. 
After the contracts had been entered 
into,those dues were increased so thata 
ten thousand dollar policy paid an 
annual due of $60. The expense of the 
concern, which it was stipulated should 
be paid by the contractor out of ex- 
pense funds, which were assigned as 
aforesaid to the contractor, came at 
last by manipulation to be paid very 
largely out of the mortuary fund, which 
of course, increased very largely the 
profits to the man who had the con- 
tract. 

From the bill in equity it appears that 
this was carried so far, that in 1893 
this contract made by Directors with 
one of their number, became so valu- 
able that it was sold to the Litchfield 
(Boston) crowd for $90,009 and it is 
said that as a part of the sale and azree- 
ment, the Litchfield people were made 
Directors and managers of the con- 
cern, 

This sale was made very soon after 
annual dues were once increased to a 
considerable extent. Later, in Septem- 
ber, 1896, the management was again 
sold to another combination of West- 
field people who are defendants in the 
third suit, and immediately thereafter 
an extended contract was made as to 
the funds of the association with the 
defendant Parks, who, it is said, rep- 
resented other members of the Board 
of Directors in the arrangement. A 
large sum of money was paid to Parks 
under his alleged rights during the last 

years of the company’s experience. 

It is said something like $35,000 was 
paid under the entry of renewals. The

Aloha is in their limited vocabulary 
at oncea greeting and farewell, a form- 
al expression of regard and of deep 
love. In the latter case it is increased 
in warmth and depth of meaning by 
modifying adjectives annexed instead 
of prefixed, as ‘‘Aloha nui,” ‘Aloha 
nui loa,’’ or even ‘‘ Aloba nui loa kea!’’ 
—and then it is time to speak to papa. 
—New York Herald.

Just the Place For Our Fever Stricken San- 
tiago Heroes to Get Back Health—Perfect 
Accommodation For Troops—Spanish 


The war department, in selecting a 
three qualifications: 
First, a railroad connection whereby 
troops might be moved with ease and 
dispatch; second, a water frontage on 
the sea of sufficient depth to permit of 
the landing or embarkation of troops 
on deep draft vessels; third, plenty of 
fresh water and good facilities for bath- 
ing.

Removing Rust From Iron. 

The accumulation of rust on iron ar. 

ticles is so annoying that any simple 
process of removing it will be received 
with great satisfaction by a large num- 
ber of persons. The following directions 
are given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
zinc to the articles and then let them 
lie in water to which a little sulphuric 
acid is added. They should be left im- 
mersed for several days or a week, until 
the rust has entirely disappeared, the 
time depending on how deeply they 
were rusted. If there is much rust, a 
little sulphuric acid should be added 
occasionally. The essential part of the 
process is that the zinc must be in good 
electrical contact with the iron. A good 
way is to twist an iron wire tightly 
around the object and connect this with 
the zinc, for which a remnant of a bat- 
tery zinc is suitable, as it has a binding 
post. 

Besides the simplicity of this process, 
it has the great advantage that the iron 
itself is not attacked ig the least as long 
as the zinc is in good electrical contact 
with it. Delicate pieces of mechanism 
which have become badly rusted can be 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around them instead of the zinc, in 
which case the acid should not be too 
strong. When the rust is all cut off, the 
articles will appear dark gray or black. 
They must then be thoroughly washed 
and oiled. It is well to warm them 
slightly when dry so that the oil may 
the more easily sink into the surface. 
Where there are sharp edges and fine 
work this process is said to be eminent- 
ly satisfactory.—New York Ledger.

Geographically Montauk point is 
about 115 miles from New York.

Cap- 
tain Kidd, after his engagement with 
the same old Spanish that our fleet met 
at Santiago and Manila, came to Mon- 
tauk point—at least there is a pool 
there called Money pond, so named be-

Gans the Better Boxer. 

New York, Aug. 9.—At the Greater

periority from the opening of the fight 
and outfought and outgeneralled his 
opponent all through. Ernst at times 
was very wild and resorted to roughing 
tactics which were anything but fair 
His elbow work brought a mild caution 
from the referee, although Gans made 
no complaint. He simply waited for an 
opportunity and always took advantage 
of it when it came along. The Balti- 
more people bet freely an Gans and took 
up every bet in sight, laying odds of 2 
to L. 
In the 1ith round Gansswung his right 
to the head. Ernst staggered, and Gans 
swung three lefts to the face, sending 
Billy down on his back. Gans went at 
his opponent as soon as Billy got to his

Mooted Question as te the Santiage 
Honor Answered, 


Secretary Long Bestows It 
Upon Sampson. 


Says That the Admiral Is Modest and Hat 
High Attainments. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—The mooted 
question, Who should be credited with 
the honor of the naval victory that wa: 
attended by the destruction of Cervera’s 
fleet? has been officially answered. Te 
one of several correspondents who have 
depreciated the work of Admiral Samp- 
son on that occasion, Secretary Long 
took the pains to answer at length as 
follows: 

Navy Department, Wash., Aug. 8. 

My dear sir—I am in receipt of your 
letter, and hasten to assure you that 
what you say about Admiral Sampson 
is so unjust that it can only be pardoned 
on the ground of your ignorance of the 
whole matter. You have no apprecia- 
tion of the responsibilities that have 
been upon Admiral Sampson; of his very 
superior attainments as an officer, and 
the splendid work he has done preparing 
for the naval victory which was the 
crowning aecemplishment of his efforts 
fer weeks and weeks before Santiago. 
Justice is always done in the long run; 
but when you indulge in such unfounded 
criticism, I cannot forbear to protest, as 
I should feel bound to do if you had re- 
ferred in similar terms to any other of 
our deserving officers, 

First—Admiral Sampson was selected 
for the command of the North Atlantic 
squadron because the department, in 
the exercise of its best judgment, with 
an eye single to the public interests, be- 
lieved that he was especially fitted for 
the place. Admiral Sicard, who held the 
command, having become incapacitated 
for duty by reason of sickness, was 
necessarily withdrawn by order of the 
department, and Sampson was next in 
command. The two are especially ac- 
complished ordnance officers, having 
been each at the head of the ordnance 
bureau and having devoted themselves 
to that branch of naval science. Samp- 
son is a man of the very highest profes- 
sional attainments, solely devoted te 
his duty. He never pushes himself for- 
ward, and when you accuse him of any- 
thing of that sort you do most crue} in- 
justice to a man who has never sought 
favor or applause in any other way than 
by the simple discharge of his duty. 

Second—The movement on Porto Rice 
Was not a movement for its capture. 
The department, which has very rarely 
interfered with the movements of ad- 
mirals commanding squadrons, did, 
however, make one express order, and 
that was that our battleships should not 
be exposed to the risk of serious injury 
from the fire of any fort. At that time 
the Spanish fleet was strong. Its where- 
abouts and destination were unknown. 
The primal necessity was to meet and 
crush its ships, and to secure for ws the 
domination of the sea. The Oregon had 
not arrived, the Maine was destroyed, 
and no naval authority would justify 
the unnecessary risk of the destruetion 
of any of our battieships except im 
battle with the enemy’s ships, 

The movement to Porto Rico was te 
meet if possible the fleet of Cervera, 
which was then expected. Cervera, un- 
doubtedly learning that our fleet was at 
San Juan, changed his destination to 
Santiago. Our movement to Porto Rico 
thus became a reconnoissance and ful- 
filled its purpose. There was no inten- 
tion at the time of taking Porto Rico, 
as the army was not there to co-operate. 

Third—With regard to sending our 
ships into the harbor of Santiago, Ad- 
miral Sampson was acting under the ex- 
plicit orders of the department not ta 
expose his armored ships to the risk of 
sinking by mines, and the wisdom of this 
course, I believe, {is universally ac- 
knowledged by naval authorities. He 
waited, as he should have done, the co- 
operation of the army. How effectually 
under this co-operation the result was 
accomplished is now a matter of history. 
There are few more graphic scenes than 
must have been presented at 4 o’clock on 
the afternoon of the 14th of July when 
Shafter, with his troops ready to as- 
sault Santiago, awaited the reply of the 
Spanish commander to the demand for 
surrender. Sampson’s fleet was at the 
mouth of the harbor, drawn up in line 
and ready to bombard, as it had been for 
days previous, and the signal officer 
Stood on the heights ready to wigwag 
the signal for firing. Happily, instead 
of this signal came the good word that 
the Spanish had surrendered to this 
combined readiness for attack. 

Fourth—Please bear in mind the va- 
riety an@ weight of the responsibility 
which were upon Admiral Sampson for 
the month prior to the great battle 
which destroyed Cervera’s fleet. He 
was commanding officer of the whole 
squadron; charged with the blockade 
of the whole Cuban coast; charged with 
the detail of all the movements of ships; 
charged with clerical correspondence 
with the department and other officers, 
especially charged with preventing the 
escape of Cervera, Remember that 
this man, whom you so sweepingly ac- 
cuse, was devoting his days and nights 
to those duties. " If you will read the 
orders issued by him, beginning with 
June 1, you will find that the most 
thorough precautions had been taken to 
prevent the escape of Cervera; that our 
fleet was kept constantly in line, so 
far from the entrance at night and sc 
far by day; that the most rigid care 
with searchlights and every other ap- 
pliance was taken every night, that the 
commanding officer of every vessel 
knew his post and his duty in case of 
an attempt to escape, so that when the 
attempt came, the movement to pre- 
vent ‘t, by the attack of our vessels upon 


the: svitcomeing Spaniards, went on like 
clockwork. As at Chattanooga, every 
muvement of that great battle was car- 
ried out. aliithough General Grant was 
aeither at Missionary ridge or Lookout 


mountain. 

I can well understand why the friends 
of other officers should be so enthusiastic 
and earnest, as I am, in giving them 
the credit they so richly—everyene of 


them deserves for his glorious work; 
I cannot conceive of anybody so mean 
as to detract by a single hair from theit 
merit—but I cannot enderstand why 
such a bitter feeling is inanifested in 
many quarters toward Admiral Samp- 
son, when all these officers, subordinate 
to him, in their reports, cleariy and 
cordially recognize the fact that, al- 
though at the beginning he was, by or- 
ders from Washington, going to confer 
with General Shafter, yet the battle was 
fought under his orders, and that the 
victory was the consummation of his 
thorough preparations. For myself, 1 
know no predilection for any one of 
these gallant men. I would crown 
everyone of them with laurels. I want 
them all to have their just deserts. 
Every one of them deserves unstinted 
praise; not one of them deserves any 
less than a full measure for that day’s 
work, and therefore, I can think of 
nothing more cruel than a depreciation 
ef the merit of the faithful, devoted, 
patziotic commander-in-chief, physically 
frail, worn with sleepless vigil, weighed 
with measureless responsibilities and 
details, letting no duty go undone; for 
weeks with ceaseless precaution block- 
ading the Spanish squadron; at last, by 
the untiring fulfilment of his plans, 
crushing it under the fleet which ex- 
ecuted his command, yet now compelled 
in dignified silence to be assailed as 
vindictively as if he were an enemy, 
I am sure that no one deprecates such 
an attack more than the officers of the 
fleet, commodore, captains and ail. 
Among them is peace; whatever dis- 
quiet there may be elsewhere, the navy 
isserene. Iam reminded of Mrs. Beech- 
er Stowe’s beautiful verse: 


“Far, far beneath, the noise of tempests last at the same price,

Grain, with few exceptions, is in asat- 
isfactory condition. Oats and barley 
are in process of harvesting in parts of 
all the states; the quality and yield are 
up tothe average. Corn promises a good 
crop; it is mentioned that it is a week 
to 10 days late in many sections; in others 
local storms with high winds damaged 
the crop. As a whole the crop is good 
and practically assured. 

There are orchards in parts of al) 
States with good crops of apples, but fhe 
majority are poor. In not a few in- 
stances there is no fruit at all. Pearg 
are fairly plentiful. The reports from 
Connecticut are favorable to grapes 
Berries are good and fairly plentiful 
The general opinion favors an average 
crop of cranberries, though the season 
is hardly sufficiently advanced to ex- 
press a pvusitive opinion. 

Garden vegetables of fine quality are 
plentiful without exception. Early po- 
tatoes suffered more or less from dry 
weather. This portion of the crop ts 
probably less than the average, though 
the tubers are generally large and oi 
excellent quality. The late crop is with 
very few exceptions in good condition. 
In parts of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, and some of the southern sections 
of the district where drought in the 
earlier part of the season injured the 
crop, the recent rains have been of great 
benefit, improving the crop and saving 
many fields, so that a fair yield may yet 
result. Rust and blight prevail to some 
extent, especially in the southern hali 
of the district, but there seems little 


likelihood of serious or extensive dam-|}' 


age. The vine crops are good. In the 
vicinity of Brattleboro the cucumber 
crop, which is of much value for pickling 
at the factories, is large.

REPLY SUBTLY FRAMED 


Acceptance by the Spanish, 
With Conditions. 


President Not Satisfied With the 
Situation, 


Protocol to Be Forwarded as 
Our Ultimatum. 


Unequivocal Presentation to Be Made of the 


American Case. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—Spain has ac- 
cepted our terms of peace, but with 
qualifications. It is not a frank ac- 
ceptance. There is the usual Spanish 
jugglery, the usual desire to protract 
and prolong the negotiations with the 
hope of gaining something better in the 
end. 

As Spain's reply now stands, it is not 
perfectly satisfactory to the president. 
Spain will be made to understand she 
must cease to juggle and act in a 
straightforward fashion. It is believed 
she will. Otherwise there will be an 
end of the talk of peace. 

What Spain has done is to accept our 
terms and then endeavor to modify 
them. It is an eminently characteristic 
Spanish performance. While assuming 
a dignified air, she pleads for us to be 
lenient, to grant concessions, to make 
terms which were not in the original 
bond. 

Somewhat subtly, but quite trans- 
parently, Spain has so framed her an- 
swer that it might lead up to prm- 
tracted diplomatic negotiations and a 
prolonged diplomatic correspondence 
were the president so foolish as to fall 
into the trap. Nothing would please 
Sagasta better than that. He would 
like nothing better than to engage ina 
diplomatic battle. There is to be no re- 
epening of the case, no exchange of 
“notes” and “instructions” and other 
things which form the ammunition of 
the diplomats. The president will have 
none of it. He sees the trap which has 
been set for him, and he has kicked it 
to one side. 

Spain in her reply in accepting our 
terms of peace sets forth what she 
thinks the United States ought to con- 
cede, and her reasons. Hence the note 
is a long one. It traverses the entire 
case. The principal concessions sought 
are an admission that the American oc- 
cupation of Manila is temporary only; 
a stipulation as to the debt of Cuba; 
the protection of Spanish interests in 
Cuba; the right of Spanish troops in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and elsewhere to with- 
draw bearing arms, and the expense 
of returning troops to Spain to be borne 
by this government. 

It was felt by the observers that had 
the answer been a complete acceptance 
of our terms the result would have been 
made public. On the other hand it would 
be a strained inference to conclude that 
the answer was unsatisfactory entirely, 
for in that case, according to the presi- 
dent’s statement heretofore made, his 
offer would have been definitely with- 
drawn and the war resumed with greater 
energy than before. It would seem that 
there could searcely be a good reason in 
that case for withholding the result of 
the conference. On the whole, it is 
rather to be concluded that a middle re- 
sult was obtained; that Spain was found 
to have attached certain conditions to 
her acceptance of the president's terms, 
but that the latter was not disposed to 
regard the injection of the new matter 
as sufficient in itself to warrant an im- 
mediate termination of the peace ne- 
gotiations. According to this view, the 
president has taken exception to some of 
the Spanish conditions, but has allowed 
a last opportunity for them to be with- 
drawn or modified. 

Frankly, the president is not satisfied 
with the situation. As a matter o} 
policy he proposes to look upon Spain's 
reply as an acceptance of our terms, 
and yet he knows it was not so intended. 
Last evening nearly every member of 
the cabinet called at the white house 
and until nearly midnight the situation 
was discussed in all its bearings. 

The program which the president has 
decided upon and which will be followed 
outis this: Proceeding on the assump- 
tion that Spain has accepted our terms 
a protocol embodying the conditions of 
peace will be drawn up. This protocol 
will pledge Spain to withdraw from 
Cuba and Porto Rico, cede one of the 
Ladrone islands, to be selected here- 
after, and recognize the right of te 
United States to occupy the city of 
Manila until the peace commission de- 
cides the ultimate disposition of the 
Philippine islands. This part of the 
protocol will stipulate what Spain must 
do. 

Then will be set forth what the United 
States wiJl do. The United States will 
not recognize the debt of Cuba, nor per- 


mit it te be charged upon the island) 


or its revenues; the United States will 
not permit Spain to remove from Cuba, 


or ammunitmn or ciher munitions o1 
war; pending the final evacuation oj 
Havana by Spain the United States will 
not allow an import duty to be charged 
on food products. 

There will be some other prohibitions 
The object in incorporating these in- 
hibitory clauses is to nail Spain down, 
to leave nothing open to discussion af- 
terwarés. Certain things Spain must 
do; certain things the United States will 
regard as settled beyond dispute, ané 
Spain must admit that they are settled 

The Spanish reply is divided into five 
points. or heads, namely: Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Ladrone islands, occupation of 
Manila and appointment of a commis- 
sion, Which are treated in the order 
named. So far as could be learned no 
mention is made of the Cuban debt, The 
retention of arms and ammunition by 
the Spanish treops comes in for indirect 
reference under the head of Cuba. In 
the absence of an official statement it is 
impossible to give the Spanish posifion 
on the several American conditions, but 
the following is from the best informa- 
tion obtainable: In treating each sub- 
ject an acceptance jn some cases is un- 
derstood to relate to conditions some- 
what different from those laid down by 
the American government. As to Cuba 
jthe American terms demanded the 
évacuation of the island, without speci- 
fying the future form of government. 
The Spanish reply is said to accept the 
principle that Spanish sovereignty over 
Cuba will terminate, but it is understood 
to take up the future government of the 
island and, because of the extent of 
Spanish interests there, is said to take 
the view, either expressed or implied, 
that the United States should administer 
the affairs of the island. The time 
evacuating Cuba is a detail which the 
Spanish reply is said to regard as among 
many which can be left to the commis- 
sion for final determination. 


Indulging In Illusions. 

London, Aug. 10.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: “Itis 
ah open secret that the government is 
to postpone the assembling of the cor‘ 
as long as possible so as to delay t's 
settlement of the questions with the 
United States and to give the country 
breathing time to prepare for peace con- 
ditions which are not yet fully graspc 1. 
The people are still indulging in illv3- 
ions as to the success of Spanish diplom- 
acy regarding both the Philippines and 
the Cuban debt. All the extreme parties 
are anxious for an early meeting of the 
cortes with a view of embarrassing the 
government and fanning the smoulder- 
ing discontent.” 


Proposals Accepted Conditionally. 

London, Aug. 10.—The Madrid corre- 
‘spondent of The Times says: ‘There is 
no longer any doubt that the American 
proposals have only been accepted ad 
referendum. There was some difference 
of opinion, but a majority of the cabin t 
decided that the government would L2 
exceeding its powers if it consented un- 
reservedly to a cession of territory, and 
that thereforee would be better to state 
this fact clearly and avoid any misun- 
derstanding with the United States. 

“The decision now rests with President 
McKinley. If he is willing to negotiate 
on this conditional basis, much valuable 
time will be saved, but if he insists upon 
the consent of the cortes a considerable 
delay would be inevitable. The ultimate 
sanction of the cortes is certain; but the 
debate might be protracted, since the 
procedure of the Spanish parliament 
does not provide for closuring of obstruc- 
tion. 

“The note to the United States, it is 
said, suggests that in any case the non- 
consent of the cortes need not prevent a 
suspension of hostilities. It is to be 
hoped that Washington will take this 
view and thvs avoid bloodshed, as there 
is no doubt tnat the garrison at San Juar 
will resist a: obstinately as did the gar- 
rison at Santiago,” 


Proclamation of Armistice, 

Bayonne, Fratne sAug. 10.—Dispatches 
received here from Madrid announce 
that the form of the Spanish govern- 
ment’s acceptance of the Americar 
peace conditions involves the proclama- 
tion of an armistice. This, it is added 
must be first agreed to by the Unite¢ 
States, and if the United States insists 
upon the immediate evacuation of Cubs 
and Porto Rico the cortes will be con- 
voked within 15 days. 

Continuing, the Madrid dispatch says! 
“The most rigorous military censorshig 
is exercised. The newspapers aie nol 
allowed to refer to the plot against Sa- 
gasta’s life, nor to the appearance oi 
revolutionary bands in the Castelluz 
province. Concerning the plot, it is-saic 
the conspirators have drawn lots to de 
cide which of them shall carry out its 
purpose, and that the task has faller 
upon a man named Disbal, who has suf- 
jfered imprisonment in the fortress o! 
Montjuich for participation in one of the 
Barcelona outrages, and whose sentence 
was recently commuted by the supreme 
court to expulsion from Castellon. The 
band consists of 20 men. According t¢ 
some accounts, they are Republicans 
and others say they are Carlists, Theil 
first move was to attack a customs pos!

WATERSON WAS ORATOR. 


Keatucky Editor at the Unveiling of the 
Monument to Key. 

Frederick, Md., Aug. 10.—Henry Wat- 
erson of Louisville was the orator on 
the occasion of the unveiling of the mon- 
ument to Francis Key, who wrote the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” The speaker 
saidin part: ‘Since the ‘Star Spangled 
Banner’ was written nearly a century 
has come and gone. The drums and 
tramplings of more than half its years 
have passed over the grave of Francis 
Scott Key. Here at last he rests for- 
ever. Here at last his tomb is fitly 
made. When his eyes closed upon the 
scenes of this life their last gaze be- 
held the ensign of the republic ‘full- 
high advanced, its arms and trophies 
streaming in their original lustre, not 
@ stirpe erased or polluted nor a single 
star obsucred. If happily they were 
spared the spectacle of a severed union 
and ‘a lard rent by civil feud and 
drenched in fraternal blood,’ it may be 
that somewhere beyond the stars his 
gentle spirit now looks down upon a 
nation awakened from its sleep of death 
and restored to its greater and its bet- 
ter self, and known and honored as 
never before throughout the world. 

“While Key lived there was a para- 
mount issue, about which all other is- 
sues circle@—the constitution and the 
Union. The problems of the constitu- 
tion and the Union solved, the past 
secure, turn we to the future; no longer 
a huddle of petty sovereignties, held to- 
gether by a rope of sand, no longer a 
body of mercenary shopkeepers, wor- 
shiping rather the brand upon the dollar 
than the eagle on the shield; no longer 
a brood of provincial laggards, hanging 
with bated breath upon the movements 
of mankind, afraid to trust themselves 
away from home, or to put their princi- 
ples to the test of progress and of arms; 
but a nation, and a leader of nations; 
a world power, which durst face im- 
perialism upon its own ground with re- 
Ppublicanism, and with it dispute the 
future of civilization. It is the will of 
God; let nc man gainsay.”’ 

The monument was unveiled by Julia 
Howard, daughter of Henry Howard ot 
Baltimore and great grand-daughter of 
Francis Scott Key. As the veil fell, 
exposing to view the magnificent piece 
of sculpture, the assemblage broke into 
enthusiastic applause, augmented a 
minute later by the unfurling of the 
flag from the tall staf at the side of 
the monument. 


No Threat of Aggression. 

London, Aug. 10.—Answering a ques- 
tion in the house of commons yesterday, 
George N. Curzon, said the British min- 
ister at Pekin had reported that the 
Chinese government, replying to Great 
Britain's message saying she would sup- 
port China against any power commit- 
ting an act of aggression in China be- 
cause China had granted a British sub- 
ject permission to aid or build a rail- 
road or other public works, as an- 
nounced in the house of cummons on 
Aug. 1, had expressed gratitude at the 
promise of support, and had asserted 
that no threat of aggression had been 
made. 

Mr. Curzon also stated that Baron Von 
Bulow, the German minister for foreign 
affairs, had sent a memorandum to her 
majesty’s government saying Germany 
had never claimed exclusive privileges 
in China, had made no attempt to ex- 
clude other nations from free compe:- 
tition in the Shang-Tung peninsula, and 
had merely informed China that if shea 
desired or required foreign assistance 
in the Shang-Tung peninsula she should 
first offer the work to Germany. 


May Claim | Her Dower. 
Providence, Aug. 10.—Since the con- 
tents of Joseph Banigan’s will were 
made known there have been rumors of 
a contest against its probate by Mrs. 
Banigan, The widow is given an an- 
nuity of $15,000; and the use of the home- 
stead during her lifetime, with all its 
furnishings, the taxes and repairs te 
be paid out of the trust estate. This 
was in lieu of her dower rights. Under 
the law of the state the dower rights 
of a widow constitute one-third of the 
realestate. Theclaim is that Mrs. Ban- 
igan will insist upon her dower. This, 
it is believed, would yleld an income far 

in excess of the annuity allowed. 


A Swing on the Jaw. 

Louisville, Aug. 10.—In one of the 
cleanest glove contests ever pulled off 
here “Australian Jimmy” Ryan disposed 
of John McDonough of St. Paul in the 
eighth round of what was to have been 
a 20-round contest. Ryan gave away 
weight and reach. In condition the 
Australian was as fine as a fiddle, and 
the northwesterner was not far in the 
rear. Ryan had the better of the battle 
throughout, landing five blows to one 
for McDonough, The blow that gave 
McDonough his quietus was a terrific 
swing on the jaw. Ryan weighed 152% 
yind his opponent 168 pounds, 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The large tannery of W. R. Bennett & 
Co. in Stroudsburg, Pa, was destroyed 
by fire. Loss, $50,000; insurance, $32,000. 

A tornado at Cologne on Sunday 
wrought serious damage.

Patrick Welsh, a farmer of North 
Stemford, Conn., was thrown from his 
wagon, owing to his horse running away, 
and died instantly from a broken neck.

Until Congress Acts. 


Needless Disturbance of Governmental Func- 
tions Avoided. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—Président San- 
ford B. Dole is to continue to exercise the 
functions of chief executive of Hawaii 
until such time as congress shall receive 
the report of the commission appointed 
to devise a form of government for the 
islands and shall have enacted a statute 
‘for its guvernment. There is to be no 
governor of Hawaii appointed by the 
president for an indefinite time, if at all. 


PRESIDENT DOLE, 

It has been stated that Dole was to be 
appointed governor, and that United 
States Minister Harold Sewall was to be 
mamed for the place. The annexation 
act passed by the last congress provides 
that “until congress shall provide for the 
government of such islands all the civil, 
judicial and military powers exercised 
by the officers of the existing govern- 
ment in said islands shall be vested in 
such person or persons, and shall be 
exercised in such manner as the presi- 
dent of the United States shall direct; 
and the president shall have power ta 
remove said officers and to fill the va- 
cancies so occasioned,” It is said at the 
state department that acting within the 
spirit of this section the president will 
continue in office the present officiais of 
the Hawalian government, regarding it 
as a needless disturbance of govern- 
mental functions there to make any 
changes in office until congress has pro- 
vided for a permanent form of govern- 
ment for the islands. 


Two New Rulings. 
Washington, Aug. 10.—Information 
having reached the internal revenue 


bureau that express companies are ship-¢ 


ping packages of money without affix- 
ing a revenue stamp thereto, the com- 
missioner has made a ruling that money 
shall be reg rded as “goods” for the pur- 
poses of the act, and therefore a stamp 
must be affixed to the bill of lading or 
other evidence of receipt given there- 
for. 

The ruling heretofore made that “each 
bundle of newspapers having a different 
destination <hould have a different bill 
of lading and be stamped,” is modified 
in view of opinions of senators and mem- 
bers of congress that such was not the 
intention of the law. Therefore, when 
the tax of 1 cent is paid on the general 
bundle each package which is takcn 
therefrom and delivered at intermediate 
points does not require a separate receipt 
and stamp.

A Quincy Boy y in Assault on 
Santiago Passes Away. 
Private Charles E. W. Rinn was 
mustered out of service by death on 
Monday afternoon, August 8, 1898. He 
was born in New York city, August, 
6, 1877, but lived nearly all of his young 
life in Quincy, graduating from the 

Atlantic school. 

In August, 1897, he enlisted as pri- 
vate in Troop H, 3d Cavalry, and he 
was at the assault before Santiago. 
Dysentery and lack of food followed, 
and a week ago he was brought to New 
York in the Leona. His mother went 


directly to him, e ot was so weak he 
conld scarcely whisper. On Monday in 
the New Brighton Infirmary, he gently 
passed away and his native state will 
his weary body, while Quincy 
can claim the manly sacrifice of his 
brave young life.

The stean 
lighters were literally covered with tht 
stretchers and litters, and the sick an¢ 
dying presented a ghastly scene.

I visited the regulars and the 
rough riders, and in camp after camp I 
found from one-fourth to one-third of 
the men on the sick list, and in no place 
hospitals or medicine or Proper food.”

Robbery on a Liner. 

New York, Aug. 10.—Further evidence 
of the conspiracy among some of the 
officers of the White Star liner, Britan- 
nic, to steal and smuggle was reported 
to Chief of Police Murphy of Jersey 
City yesterday. A detective visited 
the steamer and searched the rooms of 
Third Officer Knyaston, who is under 
arrest, and First Officer Jago, who dis- 
appeared after the arrest of Knyaston. 
He found in Jago’s room three receipts 
for registered packages mailed in New 
York. These packages, it is stated, 
were sent by Jago to London on the 
steamer Etruria and are due in London 
Friday. The London postal authorities 
have been told to hold the packages. 

Chief Murphy has learned that the 
lace, which it is said the accused tried 
to smuggle from the Britannic to the 
dock, was part of the cargo of the ves- 
sel, and that the shippers were not in 
the plot to defraud the government. 
The British representative in New York 
will be asked to take action against 
Knyaston and the others accused of 
rifling the mails on the ocean. As the 
White Star line is a British corporation 
and as English mail was opened, the 
British authorities have jurisdiction in 
the matter.

Fire Today In Boston. 
1 Boston, Aug. 10.—A fire on Merchants 
wow within a short distance of historic 
Faneuil hall at an early hour this morn- 
ing caused a loss of $25,000, while in sub- 
duing it several firemen were overcome 
by the sulphur fumes, and others badly 
injured by falling glass and slate. The 
principal losers were B. O. & G. C. Wil- 
son, chemical druggists, who occupied 
the top floor, while Hovey & Co., seed 
dealers, suffered heavily from water. 
The fire started in a small restaurant 
of Jones & Marshall on the street floor, 
and the flames shot straight to the roof, 
through an air shaft, leaving the res- 
taurant comparatively uninjured. The 
fire baffled the department for nearly an 
hour, as it came through a portion of the 
roof that was difficult to reach. Three 
alarms were rung in, and with the city’s 
two horseless engines a fierce attack was 
made'from ail sides. 
The top floors being filled with chem!- 
pals and sulphur, the smoke was stifijng 
and seven men were overcome, reviving 
after being taken to the street. Three 
other firemen while on the ladders re- 
; ceived ugly gashes from falling glass and 
slate and had to be removed to the hos- 
pital. The fire was under control within 
an hour and a half.

COLUMBIA FLOATED. 


W. W. Dunn Writes Home From 
Porto Rico. 


U. 8. 8. Cincinnati, 
Port Ponce, Porto Rico, 
July 31, 1898. 

The cities of Ponce and Playa sur- 
rendered to Commander Davis July 
2€, at 12.50 A. M., without any resis- 
tence, and the American flag was 
hoisted over the city at 6 A. M. 

The Spanish garrison of 400 evacu- 
ated according to Provisional Articles 
of Surrender. 

The Massachusetts with the Cin- 
cinnati, Generals Miles and Wilson, 
and their transports arrived at 6.40 
A. M, on the 28th. 

The captured lighters were put along 
side the transports by the Gloucester 
and with the assistance of the launches 
and boats of the fleet, the troops were 
landed. 

The inhabitants welcomed our forces 
with great enthusiasm. 

Captain Chester of the Cincinnati 
was appointed captain of the port to 
supervise the operation of landing the 
troops. 

A quarantine was established and 
measures were taken to relight the 
lighthouses at Cardona and Caja de 
Minetos Islands. 

‘Two transports arrived on the 29th. 
There were about 3500 troops ashore, 
the force consists of the 3d and 4th 
Wisconsin and the 16th Pennsylvania 
volunteers. 

Lieut. Hoogerwerff of the Cincinnati 
is beach master and the landing of 
stores is progressing well. 

The shipping captured consisted of 
16 sailing vessels, (3 being Spanish 
brigaatines,) 60 sugar lighters, and 70 
tons of coal. 

The army is in possession of the 
English cable but as the enemy 
stroyed all the instruments it caa 
be worked until new ones are got. 

The army advanced from Guana as 
far as Yanco about four miles from 
Very feeble resistance was 
made by the Spanish. Our loss was 
four wounded. 

Saturday evening the Columbia on 
entering the harbor, ran aground near 
the lighthouse. The Cincinnati and 
Gloucester at once went to her 
tance. We worked all night trying to 
move her but failed. We broke five 
or six eight-inch hawsers during the 
night. 

Sunday morning the Massachusetts 
took hold of her but we could not do 
anything as the lines parted as soon as 
we would start.

DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


———— 


Spanish Make Assault on American 
Trenches In Malate, 


Pennsylvania Companies In 
Great Peril. , 


Enemy Forced to Retreat, With Many Killed 
and Woundod. 


Hong Kong, Aug. 11.—Dispatches from 
Cavite under date of Aug. 5 report that 
Manila was then “still Spanish.” The 
dispatch says: At 11:30 p..m. on Sun- 
day 3000 Spaniards attacked the Ameri- 
can camp near Malate, assaulting the 
trenches occupied by the Tenth Penn- 
sylvania regiment, battery K, and bat- 
tery A, Utah, and two other companies 
of Pennsylvania troops. They charged 
the Americans’: right and nearly suc- 
ceeded in cutting off the Pennsylvania 
companies; but the Americans ralticd 
and repulsed the Spaniards after des- 
perate fighting, the Americans’ fire 
breahing the Spanish center. The Span- 
iards charged again, but were forced to 
retreat to the junglic, where they kept 
up a heavy fire on one of the roads 
leading to the American trenches in 
order to prevent reinforcements from 
arriving. 

A California regiment and a Utah 
battery went to the rescue through a 
withering fire, and never wavered, al- 
though several were wounded and Cap- 
tain Richter was killed. The Spaniards 
charged several times, but they were 
met by a steady fire from the infantry 
and by shrapnel from the Utah battery, 
so that eventually they retreated to 
Malate fort, with a loss, it is said, of 
300 killed and 1000 wounded, though the 
report is probably exaggerated. The 
insurgents rendered no assistance, but 
retreated on the first shot. It is be- 
lieved that General Aguinaldo, aware of 
the Spanish intentions, moved his men 
away. 

Although the engagementscarcely at- 
tained the importance of a battle, it 
thoroughly tested the quality of the 
United States troops, and had an ex- 
cellent effect, stimulating their zeal and 
enthusiasm, and inspiring them with 
contidence. The Spaniards, whose losses 
in the engagement are not known, are 
adopting tactics intended to irritate the 
Americans. Every night they maintain 
an annoying fire. They have now got 
the true range of the earthworks, and 
their shells and shrapnel fire are very 
accurate, 

On Aug. 1 the Spaniards made two 
weak attacks, but were easily repuls-d. 
On Aug. 2 they made another attack, 
when one man was killed and 11 were 
wounded, On the 8rd there was a 
cannonade all day. The electric ligt.ts 
are extinguished in Manila at night. 
The Americans, though under arms, do 
not attack the city. The Spanish loss 
in the minor attacks is not known. 

While I was in camp information 
was received that tHe California vol- 
unteers engaged in felling timber had 
been arrested by the insurgents. Col- 
onel Smith ordered out an armed’ de- 
tachment, which released the prtsoners 
and brought the insurgents into Camp 
Dewey. General Greene notified Aguin- 
aldo that if the Americans were further 
molested he would disarm all the Fil- 
lipinos. 

There are many new cases of typhoid 
fever and measles, During a sudden 
storm the City of Para drifted 
under the gunsof Manila. The Charles- 
ton rescued her and towed her to a 
safe anchorage, 

The British vice consul, supported by 
the French consul, who is the dean of 
the fereign representatives here, took 
the initiative in unofficial “feelers” look- 
‘ing to an armistice pending peace; but 
the Americans are not authorized to-ac- 
cept anything except surrender, and the 
Spaniards will never surrender. The 
latter hope to endure until peace is de- 
clared between Washington and Madrid. 
The hardships of the situation are chiefly 
pressing upon the natives and the 
foreigners, and not upon the Spaniards, 
fecause the bulk of the priests, the of- 
ficials and the military can monopolize 
the food supplies; and though a quarter 
ofa million of the population starve, the 
fact goes practically unheeded, 

The 10,000 Spaniards in Manila are 
confident of their safety. They believe 
that the strong walls of the city will 
resist for three months; and they are 
resolved, regardless of the fate of women 
and children, finally to sell. their lives 
dearly in wreaking their hatred upon 
the English, the Americans and the 
Filipinos, This correspondent has seen 
natives eating rats and mice; and it is 
reported that they are stealing food and 
murdering. 

The scarcity of food now affects even 
the richest class in Manila. Thereis no 
meat, bread or flour, except very small 
reserves, chiefly laid under requisition 
for the Spanish troops. The newspa- 
pers, though rigidly censored, admit 
that the famine and the unprecedented 
rains are causing an epidemic. They 
pretend that the disorders are trivial, 
intestinal ailments, but believe most of 
them are dysentery, due to w retched 
food and the dangerous character ot 
the water. A number 
persons are ill.

An abattoir has been established fo: 
slaughtering horses and dogs. The 
rewspapers admit that the military 
bakers are reduced to the necessity of 
using rice, the stock of which will short- 
ly be exhausted. The stock of fuel too 
is exhausted, and the bakers are burn- 
ing doors and window frames. It is 
impossible to eat uncooked rice.

ROOSEVELT AND HIS DUDES, 


Milwaukee Rough Rider Says They May 
Be Swells, but They Are Fighters. 
‘There is one thing Colonel Roosevelt 
did that we wounded men are not apt 
to forget in a hurry,’’ said a Milwaukee 
rough rider recently. ‘‘When we were 
lying in the hospital at Siboney, he 
came to see us. He visited each soldier, 
and as he went he said, ‘Boys, if there 
fs a man in the United States who 
wouldn’t be proud to exchange places 
with you he is not worth his salt, and 
he is not a true American.’ And I tell 
you after one’s commanding officer says 
that it makes the bullet wound smart 
less and gives you that lumpy feeling 
in the throat that comes sometimes 
when you are not sad. 

«And I want to say a word about the 
dudes who are in the rough riders. 
They may be swells and dawdle about 
clubs and attend afternoon teas in New 
York, but they are fighters. And there 
is nothing of the aristocrat about them. 
They enlisted as privates, and one man 
is as good as another in the ranks as 
long as he behaves himself. Of course 
many of them have advantages that 
their money procures for them, but they 
are as generous as they are democratic. 
Previous to boarding the troopship a 
coterie of wealthy young fellows bought 
a lot of stuff that the commissary de- 
partment does not furnish. Of course 
they were under no obligations to par- 
cel it out among all the members of the 
troops, and they did not. But to the 
men they knew and those who were a 
bit under the weather they gave of 
their stores, and easily half of their 
stock was exhausted in that way. There 
is no foppery about them in the matter 
of uniforms. They wear the regulation 
clothes, and they look as slouchy and 
disreputable on them as they do on the 
toughened cowboy of the wild and 
woolly west.’’—New York World. 


BISMARCK’S PHYSICIAN. 


How the Famous Dr. Schweninger Be- 
came the Prince's Best Friend. 

The late Prince Bismarck’s physician, 
the famous Dr. Schweninger, was said 
to be the only man who had any real 
influence over Bismarck. For years the 
chancellor had been troubled with fa- 
cial neuralgia, and after several special- 
ists had tried in vain to cure him Count 
Herbert Bismarck suggested that Dr. 
Schweninger be consulted. His father 
assented, and the doctor came and 
straightway began to question and ex 
amine his patient. Unaccustomed to 
restraint of any kind, Bismarck could 
not contain himself under this ordeal 
and exclaimed impatiently: ‘‘Oh, have 
done with your long winded questions! 
I don’t see their use, and they are tir- 
ing me to death.”’ 

‘*They tire you, eh?’’ said Schwenin- 
ger coolly. ‘‘So you want me to cure 
you, and yet you won't take the trouble 
to auswer my questions? It seems to 
me that you ought to have calledin a 
veterinary surgeon, for these gentlemen 
cure their patients without asking them 
avy questions.”’ 

Bismarck could hardly believe his 
ears. Clinching his fists, he rose from 
his chair and glared at Schweninger in 
speechless rage. Schweninger smiled 
imperturbably at him, and gradually 
the chancellor cooled, and finally he re- 
sumed his seat and said: ‘‘If you can- 
not cure me without all this formality, 
go ahead with your questions. It will 
certainly be a great relief tomeif I find 
that your medical skill is on a par with 
your ability to make impertinent re- 
marks.’’? After that day this ‘‘imperti- 
nent’’ physician was Bismarck’s best 
friend.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

ENGLAND’S FRIENDSHIP.

In traveling the natives 
mark an American quickly, and if 
chance leads to a conversation they in- 
variably hasten to express tr sym- 
pathy with the American cause ud be- 
speak for us an early and complete suc- 
cess. The feeling here for an Anglo- 
American alliance is strong—not that I 
have been interviewing the statesmen, 
but I mean among the men one meets in 
the shops, the trains and the public 
places. The enthusiasm which the aver- 
age Englishman frankly professes for 
his American cousin is impressive and 
evidently sincere.’’-—New York Sun.

DOUBTFUL NO LONGER, 


Only Flat Repudiation Will 
Prevent Peace. 


French Ambassador Asked to Sign a 
Protocol, 


Document Practically Em- 
bodies Old Terms. 


Both Schley and Sampson Are te Be Made 
Rear Admirals. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—The negotia- 
tions for peace advanced to a point yes- 
terday where nothing but a flat re- 
pudiation by Spain of the action of the 
French ambassador can prevent an im- 
mediate suspension of the war. F 
the first time since peace was suggested, 
Mr. Cambon appeared at the state de- 
partment prepared to act as the special 
envoy of Spain, empowered with au- 
thority to act in her behalf. Hitherto 
he has been merely a messenger of good 
will, conveying the communications be- 
tween the two governments and ex- 
plaining to each as best he could the at- 
titude of the other. Wednesday he 
presented credentials authorizing him 
to act for Spain, and with this authority 
he proceeded to examine closely the 
draft of a prétocol which |Secretary Day 
presented, embodying the terms of 
peace, and assured the secretary that 
it was satisfactory and would receive 
his signature. 

The meeting between the secretary 
and the ambassador, therefore, was by 
far the most important which has taken 
place. In giving his approval to the 
protocol the French ambassador moral- 
ly binds the Spanish government, and, 
from a diplomatic pvuint of view, it 
would be out of the question for Spain 
to go back on what he has done. He 
has not affixed his signature to the pro- 
tocol, but he has done everything short 
of this, and has cabled to Madrid for 
confirmation of his action, which alone 
precedes the signing of the document. 
If, after his assurances, Spain should not 
allow the document to be completed, 
she would offer an affront to the French 
ambassador and through him to his 
government, which no nation would do. 

In just how far the Spanish response 
failed of the full requirements of the ad- 
ninistration is not known, for members 
of the cabinet and all others have been 
pledged to secrecy in all matters of de- 
tail. It is sufficient to know that it was 
evasive and quibbling, and that if the 
president had not seized it heroically 
and turned it to his own purpose, it 
might have been made the entering 
wedge for a diplomatic correspondence 
as fruitiess as our previous negotiations 
with Spain. 

There must be a delay—possibly from 
24 to 48 hours—before the next step can 
be taken and the protocol made binding 
upon both the United States and Spain 
by the attachment of the signatures of 
the plenipotentiaries, Secretary Day for 
the United States and Mr. Cambon for 
Spain. The delay will be largely at- 
tributable to physical causes. The 
protocol is long; it must be translated 
and turned back and forth into code and 
simple language no less than five times 
before it reaches Madrid through the 
French foreign officers. This work was 
not begun until late Wednesday after- 
noon, after the best energies of Assistant 
Secretary Adee of the state department 
and Mr. Thiebaut, secretary of the 
French embassy, had been exerted in 
the preparation of two copies of the 
protocol, one in English and one in 
French. These were prepared very care- 
fully, the idiomatic variance in the two 
languages necessitating the greatest 
caution in order that the essential char- 
aeter of the two coples should be pre- 
served. The length of the protocol im- 
posed a great amount of labor upon the 
cipher clerks, or whoever is charged with 
the work of rendering the original into 
cipher, so that altogether it is apparent 
that the consumption of time involved 
in purely mechanical functions will be 
s0 considerable as to make the rendition 
of a very early answer improbable. 

Character of the Protocol. 

As to the character of the protocol it 
can be stated on authority that the terms 
are in all practical points those set out 
in the abstract of the president's condi- 
tions, published from the White House 
aweekago. From this fact it is deduced 
that the extra conditions or qualifica- 
tions sought to be imposed by the Span- 
ish government were abandoned, at least 
in large part, by the French ambassa- 
dor. This deduction is supported by the 
circumstances that in the early morn- 
ing, and before the conference between 
Secretary Day and Mr. Cambon which 
resulted in the agreement, there was @ 
prevalent impression, based upon the 
utterances of public men who had talked 
with the president, that the Spanish 
answer was unsatisfactory, and that the 
negotiations looked as if they might 
terminate suddenly. As this situation 
shanged so suddenlv after the confer- 


ence, it may be fairly assumed that the 
ambassador abandoned the conditions 
which the president was reputed to have 
regarded as unsatisfactory. 

It is believed the protocol carries with- 
in itself provisions for the cessation of 
hostilities. On this point the naval con- 
tingent is urgent that our government 
adopt the napodleonic policy of refusing 
to enter into an.armistice without ac- 
quiring a substantial pledge to secure 
the consummation of peace. What they 
particularly desire is that our govern- 
ment shall demand as a condition of the 
cessation of hostilities the surrender to 
the United States military forces of 
Morro castle at the entrance of Havana 
harbor and points of vantage at other 
ports in the territory soon to fall under 
our control, 

The naval officers have made up their 
minds that peace is at hand and are 
Plamning for a reduction of the nava] 
establishment to a peace basis. The 
first step to be taken will be the retire- 
ment of the monitors from active service. 
They are uncomfortable craft to live in, 
and afford the men little opportunity for 
general training. Another matter that 
received attention is the promotions to 
be accorded officers who have distin- 
guished themselves during the hostili- 
ties. A step was made in this direction 
yesterday by the submission to the 
president of recommendations by the 
secretary of the navy for the advance- 
ment of all of the officers of Sampson's 
fleet who distinguished themselves. It 
was announced sometime ago that a 
board would be appointed to decide on 
all promotions to be recommended, but 
for some reason this plan seems to have 
been abandoned so far as some of the 
chief officers were concerned. 

Teo Seize Isle of Pines. 

Even up to the last minute the ad- 
ministration continues offensive mill- 
tary operations. The battalion of ma- 
rines at Guantanamo set sal? yesterday 
for the Isle of Pines, with orders to seize 
and occupy it. This is the largest of 
the cutlying islands belonging to Spain, 
and it has been used for years as a 
penal colony. It is an important base 
to secure, if for no other reason than 
because it has been used since the be- 
sinning of the war by Spain as a base 
for smuggling food and supplies to 
Blanco’s beleagured forces in Havana. 

Secretary of the Navy Long has rec- 
ommended to President McKinley that 
Acting Rear Admiral Sampson end Com- 
modore Schley be advanced to the rank 
of real admirals. Schley will be ad- 
vanced six numbers and Sampson eight. 
This places both officers at the bottom of 
the Hst, Schley retaining seniority over 
Sampson. Congress will have to make 
provision for extra compensation before 
the officers can be raised in rank. 


Thanks In Unstinted Measure. 

Atlanta. Aug. 11.—Congressman Living- 
ston of Georgia has received the follow- 
ing letter from Admiral Dewey: 
“Flagship Olympia, off Cavite, Philippine 

Islands. 

“My dear sir—I have just learned from 
the last papers that I am indebted to you 
for the int®duction in the house of rep- 
resentatives of the resolution extending 
to me the thanks of congress for the 
naval! engagement of Manila bay, May 1. 
I need hardly tell you that I am most 
sincerely grateful to you as the author 
of that resolution, bringing as it does the 
highest honor that can come to an Ameri- 
can naval officer in his professional 
career; but it is a great pleasure to 
acknowledge my debt of gratitude and 
to thank you in unstinted measure for 
the part you took in obtaining for me 
that greatest distinction. 

* “7t is a source of additional pleasure 
to me, a Vermonter, that the mover of 
the resolution was not a man from the 
north, but one from the farsouth. This 
is one of the good signs of thetimes. In 
the hour of danger there is no south, no 
north, but one united country. May we 
never hear of sectionalism again. There 
are no lines drawn in the navy. I need 
not say it may interest you to know that 
my flag lieutenant, Lieutenant Brumby, 
is a Georgian by birth and appointment.” 


Porto Rico Advices. 

Coamo, Porto Rico, Aug. 11.—Troop C 
of New York pursued a party of fleeing 
Spanish engineers after the capture of 
Coamo a distance of four miles along 
the road to Aibonito. The Americens 
were checked at the Cuyon river, where 
the Spaniards had blown up the bridge 
and were shelled from a Spanish battery 
on the crest of Asoniante mountain. 
The dismounted cavalry returned the 
fire, receiving no damage and holding 
the position. 

General Wilson's column is resting, 
repairing the bridge and reconnoitering 
the enemy’s position. There is a for- 
midable gorge on either side, and the 
Spanish works are on the crests of moun- 
tains commanding the road. The Span- 
fards have several guns mounted. 


Interests of Religious Orders. 

Paris, Aug. 11—A Madrid correspgy- 
dent, telegraphing from the Spanish 
capital, says: ‘The papal nuncio hes 
had a long conference with Sagasta in 
behalf of the religious orders in the 
Philippines. Sagasta replied that the 
vatican had nothing to fear while the 
islands remained under the sovereignty 
of Spain, but he could not answer for 
the treatment of the religious orders in 
the territories occupied by the natives or 
Americans, and could not give any en- 
gagements for the future, as the fate 
of those eommunities depended on the 
outcome of the peace negotiations and 
the decisions of the commission which 
would be appointed to deal with the 
regime of the archipelago.” 


Geeod, If Credible. 

Santiago, Aug. 11.—Lieutenant Colonel 
Jane, of General Calixto Garcia's staff, 
has just arrived from the front with dis- 
patches announcing the occupation of 
Gibara on the north coast of the prov- 
ince of Santiago by General Garcia's 
troops. Gibara was evacuated by the 
Spaniards. They left 1000 sick and 
wounded who are being taken care of 
by the Cuban commander. 

General Garcia, with 8000 troops, is be- 
sieging Holguin, now occupied by Gen- 
eral Luque, whose surrender has been 
demanded.

LYNCHING IN ARKANSAS. 


Three Men and a Woman Implicated In 
a Murder. 

Clarendon, Ark., Aug. 11.—Two hun- 
dred residents of this town visited the 
county jail, seized four negroes who were 
implicated in the assassination of John 
T. Orr on the night of July 30, and 
hanged them to the tramway of the Hal- 
pern sawmill, which stands about 100 
yards in the rear of the jail. The four 
hanged were Will Sanders, the one who 
fired the shot that killed Mr. Orr; Rilla 
Weaver, the mother of Sanders and cook 
in the Orr household; Dennis Record, 
the “hoodoo” doctor and conjurer, who 
tried to poison Orr with boiled snake 
heads, and Manse Castle, who volun- 
teered to do the job and transferred it to 
Sanders. Rachael Morris, accused of 
being an accessory before the fact, and 
Susie Jacobs, a colored woman, acces- 
sory after the fact, have skipped out 
and their whereabouts are unknown to 
the officers. Had they been in jail they 
would have undoubtedly gone with the 
rest. 

Mrs. Orr, wife of the murdered man, 
was in the corridor of the jail when the 
mob entered. She had taken poison 
with suicidal intentions, and Dr. P. 
E. Thomas, who wascalled to attend her, 
says she will die. The leaders of the 
mob examined Mrs. Orr critically, but 
passed her. Many of the mob favored 
taking her with the rest. Her death 
seems to be but a matter of a few hours. 
If she recovers it is stated that the mob 
will hang her. 

After the arrest of Mrs. Orr and the 
negroes, Mrs. Orr made a confession. 
She admitted that she had said to her 
cook that she wished her husband was 
dead and that she would give $200 to 
anybody to kill him. But she said 
that this was uttered while in a fit of 
anger and that she was innocent of 
any criminal intention. Her husband 
abused her, she said, and once he struck 
her, and she being of high temper her- 
self, sometimes said things in anger 
that she did not mean. 

John Orr was several years ago u 
theatrical man, and in 1890 was manager 
of a theatre in a small Wisconsin town. 
There he met and married his wife. 
The wedding was clandestine and the 
bride’s parents were bitterly opposed to 
it. They lived happily but a short time. 
Both were hot tempered, and quarrels 
were frequent. A few years ago the 
Orrs settled in Clarendon, where the 
husband engaged in business. He pros- 
pered, and was considered wealthy at 
the time of his death. A 3-year-old 
daughter, the only issue of the unhappy 
marriage, is left an orphan. 

Mrs. Orr was admitted to the first 
homes of the town, given a prominent 
place in church work, and showed every 
consideration generally accorded good 
people. The people are sorry so fear- 
ful a crime was enacted here and that 
such violent measures were adopted to 
avenge it, but all are agreed that the 
guilty have been found. 


Woman Roused to Frenzy. 

New York, Aug. 11.—There were sen- 
sational developments yesterday during 
the examination of Amelia Cornell on 
the charge of perjury. Mrs. Cornell was 
arrested in Saratoga on Friday last on 
complaint of Guy H. Reynolds, who is a 
Fayerweather heir, charging her with 
perjury in the suit of Lillian Klaupman 
against Reynolds for the annulment of 
their alleged marriage. Mrs. Cornell 
then testified that she was a witness to 
the marriage ceremony between Rey- 
nolds and Lillian Allen in Saratoga May 
21, 1888. 

Mrs. Crocker, mother of Mrs. Klaup- 
man, was the first witness. Lawyer 
Brooke, attorney for Reynolds, asked her 
if Mrs. Cornell knew of the relationship 
between her daughter and Klaupman 
before her marriage to the latter. At 
this Mrs. Klaupman dropped her child 
into the arms of her husband, sprang up 
and ran the length of the table separat- 
ing her from Lawyer Brooke, and, ex- 
claiming, ‘“You beast,” slapped him full 
in the face. Then turning toward her 
mother she screamed: ‘How dare you,” 
and, seizing her by the throat, swayed 
her head from side to side as if to strangle 
her. 

Officers seized Mrs. Klaupman and 
tore her away from her mother. The 
magistrate then ordered Mrs. Klaupman 
placed under arrest for contempt of 
court in assaulting the lawyer and her 
mother. 

The skin on Mrs. Crocker’s throat was 
torn by the violent grip of Mrs. Klaup- 
man. She was led from the stand toa 
chair, bleeding and weeping hysterically. 
As soon as order had been restored the 
magistrate ordered the examination to 
proceed.

IDOL OF HER PARENTS, 


Young Woman’s Death at the Hands 
of a Boston “Doctor.” 


Left Home Ostensibly to Visit 
In New Hampshire. 


Her Lover at Her Bedside When the Police 
Entered the House. 


Boston, Aug. 11.—“I don’t care what 
you do with me. Charlotte’s dead; my 
life's not worth anything now. Youcan 
take me.” As the officers placed hands 
on his shoulders, Henry Blanchard was 
kneeling by the dead body of his sweet- 
heart, moaning pitifully, with his face 
buried in his hands. Charlotte Reed, 
a teacher in Whitman, died yesterday at 
1054 Washington street from the effects, 
it is alleged, of a criminal operation, per- 
formed by a woman who went under 
the name of Dr. Thompson. When the 
police arrived at her rooms, on com- 
plaint of a reputable physician, who 
Was called at the last moment, Blan- 
chard was the only one to be found. He 
before the fact. 

Only 22 years of age, Miss Reed, was, 
in a way, the belle of the town and the 
idol of her parents. She was born in 
Whitman, and when she graduated from 
its high school four years ago, she was 
valedictorian. In Bridgewater, where 
she attended the normal school, she met 
Henry Blanchard, and love at first sight 
followed. Henry is also 22, and t 
son of a prosperous farmer of Ea&st 
Bridgewater. They continued in each 
other's company during her school 
course at Bridgewater, and became en- 
gaged. They were to have been mar- 
ried sometime ago, but the girl’s mother 
wanted Charlotte to teach school in 
Whitman at least one year longer. 

The young woman had been spending 
her vacation at home, and a few days 
ago she told her parents she was going 
to Portsmouth. It was understood that 
she was to be accompanied by Blan- 
chard, whom the parents trusted im- 
plicitly. The sweethearts did not go 
to New Hampshire. They came to Bos- 
ton, and, Blanchard says, drove directly 
to the home of Mrs, Dr. Charles Thomp- 
son. As Blanchard tells it: “We 
made our purpose known to the woman, 
and agreed to pay her for her assistance 
360. This was Sunday afternoon. Char- 
lotte hoped to get well soon, but Tuesday 
afternoon she had a bad spell, and I was 
sentfor. I arrived about 10 o'clock and 
came in time to hear her cry painfully 
and then lapse into unconsciousness. 
She became worse.” 

A physician was summoned, but the 
victim of the alleged abortion was be- 
yond medical aid, and the caller re- 
ported the case to the police Mean- 
while Mrs. Thompson had made tracks. 


Records Were Broken. 

Indianapolis, Aug. 11.—Broken reg- 
ords, two in number, and surprises in 
every contest marked the races of the 
first day of the national meet of the 
L. A. W.

Deputy United States Marshal Norton 
arrived in Portland yesterday with 
George Nadeau of St. Francis, Aroos- 
took county, who shot Deputy Marshal 
McNally six years ago, wounding him in 
the leg. For some time after the shoot- 
ing Nadeau lived in a barricaded house. 

The Colombian congress has author- 
ized the president to settle the Cerutti 
cluim. The matter is, therefore, prac- 
tically settled, only the manner and de- 
tails of payment remaining to be fixed. 
It is understood that the good offices of 
the British, French and German min- 
isters at Bogota helped to effect tue 
settlement.

HAS AN AMERICAN WIFE. | 


Young Englishman Selected For One of 
the Best of His Country's Honors. 

London, Aug. 11.—The foreign office 
last evening formally announced the ap- 
} pointment of George N. Curzon, until 
| now the parliamentary secretary of the 
foreign office, as viceroy of India in suc- 
cession to the Earl of Elgin. The ap- 
pointment excites quite unusual interest. 
All the morning papers publish, in ad- 
dition to editorials, special articles re- 
viewing his strikingly brilliant career, 
wishing him success and generally ex- 
pressing approval over the appoint- 
ment, though some doubts are suggested 
on the score of his comparative youth 
as a statesman and the fact that he is 
supposed to advocate a “forward policy” 
regarding the northwestern frontier of 
India. 


HON. GEORGE CURZON AND WIFE. 

The Times says: “It isa striking ap- 
pointment and a great experiment. At 
39 Mr. Curzon obtains what may be truly 
called the most splendid position under 
the crown; the position which, to most 
men, would be the crowning reward of 
a life’s ambition, but which, to this 
favored child of fortune, may prove to 
be butastep. Wesincerely trust for the 
sake of both Mr. Curzon and the empire 
that Lord Salisbury’s very interesting 
€xperiment will succeed. The first re- 
quisite must be Mr. Curzon’s restoration 
to health. Fortunately he has always 
enjoyed robust health in eastern lands, 
He has youth, wealth and cleverness, 
and, as the society of Calcutta and 
Simla will soon discover, he has a charm- 
ing wife. These are no common endow- 
ments, which ought to assure success 
on the social side of his career. His 
friends say that his present indisposition 
is the result of overwork, and they are 
confident that India will prove his sal- 
vation. He finds the late hours of par- 
fNiament, combined with his official 
duties at the foreign office, extremely 
trying.”

Figancial Question Considered the 
Paramount Issue. 


Would Make Our Own People 
Free First. 


Statesman Opposes Lowering of Principles to 
Those of Landgrabbers. 


Springfiesd, Mo., Aug. 11.—It became 
evident early yesterday that Congress- 
man Bland and his followers had broken 
away from Governor Stone on the ques- 
tion of territorial expansion and had 
declared against sucha policy. Before 
the Democratic state convention met 
the delegates from Bland’s congres- 
sional district adopted resolutions fa- 
voring the Bland foreign policy. 

Congressman Bland, temporary 
chairman, referred to the Chicago plat- 
form, recalling the financial plank and 
declaring anew the arguments with 
which the people are familiar. “This 
domestic issue,’”’ he said, “‘must remain 
paramount until it is settled and settled 
right. We propose to make the cam- 
paign upon this issue. We do not pro- 
pose that plutocrats shall entangle and 
confuse our minds with foreign issues. 
We prepose first to make free and in- 
dependent the people of the United 
States. We have been drawn into a 
war which has already cost millions of 
dollars and put upon the common peéo- 
ple the burden of a tax which congress 
refused to put upon the wealth of the 
country. The sentiments expressed 
in the declaration of war were unpar- 
alleled in the history of the world. No 
party ought to survive which would un- 
dertake to lower the standard of uni- 
versa! freedom of manhood. We de- 
serve the good opinion of the world,” he 
exclaimed, “but we must also deserve 
the good opinion of ourselves. I have 
observed a tendency in some directions 
to lower our principles to those of a 
land-grabbing nation. The Democratic

party has always been the party of prog- 
ress in the annexation of territory, but

Reciting the history of past acquisi- 
tions of territory, Mr. Bland said: “But 
We are asked today to acquire not only

Governor Stone, in referring to the 
foreign situation, said: “T would an- 


nex Porto Rico to the American union.” 
He declared that every Democratic 
president from Jefferson to Buchanan 
favored territorial annexation, ang that 
Jefferson advised the annexation of 
Cuba repeatedly. Governor Stone also 
favored building the Nicaraguan canal, 
a greater navy and an increase in the 
merchant marine, 


Platform of Nebraska Republicans. 

Lincoln, Aug. 11.—A platform was 
adopted at the Republican convention 
yesterday which goes to extremes in 
conservatism, dismissing the subject of 
territorial expansion with an endorse- 
ment of President McKinley’s proposed 
terms of peace. The platform reiter- 
ates the declarations at St. Louis and 
continues: “We reaffirm unswerving 
allegiance to the principles enunciated 
in the Republican national platform of 
1896. We are in favor of the mainte- 
nance of the present gold standard and 
unalterably opposed to the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. We favor the 
payment of our sailors and soldiers in 
the same money as is paid the bond- 
holders. We congratulate the nation 
upon the successful issue of the war 
with Spain, prosecuted under the di- 
rection of William McKinley, command- 
er-in-chief of the army and navy of the 
United States, with the loyal support of 
brave volunteers on both land and sea. 
We emphasize our hearty approval of 
the wise foreign policy of President Mc- 
Kinley and of the terms demanded of 
Spain the conditions of restored 
peace.”

CLOSEOR WAR 


Generals Are Told of 
Spain's Acceptance. 


Directed to Suspend All 
Hostilities. 


Diplomacy to Take the Placs 
of Arms. 


Washington, Aug. 12.—The war is 
ended. Spain has agreed to the pro- 
tocol] submitted by the United States, 
and Ambassador Cambon is authorized 
to sign in behalf of the government of 
Spain. Hostilities have been suspended 
by direction of the secretary of war. 
So confident was the administration of 
favorable action by the Spanish cabinet 
that a dispatch was sent to General 
Miles directing him to 
tilities and inform the Spanish com- 
manders. Similar instructions were 
sent to all generals in the field. 

These instructions may not reach Ad- 
miral Dewey and General Merritt for 
several days, and it may be that Ma- 
nila will be taken before the signing 
of the preliminary treaty, but aside from 
this possibility it is safe to say that 
the last hostile shot has been fired, 

Nothing remains now but the formal 
signing of the protocol, the appointment 
and meeting of the peace commission, 
the negotiations and the ratification of 
the treaty. All this is the work of di- 
plomacy and not war. The peace com- 
mittee will be appointed at once, an@it 
is said in administration circles that the 
American commission after coming to 
Washington to study correspondence 
and receive instructions ought to be able 
o set sail for Paris within a fortnight. 
The commission will be formally in ses- 
sion by the middle of September, and it 
is estimated that the deliberations wm 
continue for at least six weeks, so that 
it will be November before the treaty 
is finally drawn. In the meantime an- 
other commission will be in session to 
determine upon the disposition of the 
troops occupying Spain’s conquered 
provinces. 

Although hostilities are at an end the 
American army will not be disbanded 
for a long time to come. Indeed it is 
said at the war department that a year 
will elapse before the volunteer troops 
are mustered out of service. Garrisons 
must be established in Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines, and camps will be 
maintained for months to come, 

The regiments that,are to form the 
army of occupation in Cuba, for no ex- 
tensive army of occupation will be neces- 
sary in Porto Rico, will bé selected and 
organized for their work out of The 
troops which have not seen service, but 
as not more than 50,000 troops could pos- 
sibly be needed, the larger part of the 
volunteer army will be gradually dis- 
banded. General Merritt will get the 
whole of the regiments he selected, to 
the number of 20,000 men, and more will 
be sent if necessary. The navy will be 
reorganized, and the old stations 
equipped with ships again, while there 
will be a general release of many of the 
auxiliary vessels taken for the war. 
Admiral Sampson, wath the crack ships 
of the navy, is expected to make an ex- 
hibition visit to Europe, and ships may 
be sent to relieve Admiral Dewey's ves- 
sels. There will be almost as much labor 
for the departments in undoing their 
work of organization as in doing it.

Provision For Prisoners. 

Washington, Aug. 12.—The settlement 
of the details of the evacuation of Cuba 
and Porto Rico is receiving the earnest 
attention of the officials. Some pro- 
vision is to be made for the treatment 
of the Spanish prisoners and for the 
disposition of the small arms and the 
artillery and war stores. There is also 
some property of value in Cuban and 
Porto Rican ports, and it is a question 
whether or not this should be demanded 
by us, or be allowed to remain in Span- 
ish possession. 

The conclusion has been reached by 
Secretary Alger to refer these matters 
to a military commission, and Adjutant 
General Corbin is looking up precedents 
for the guidance of such a commission. 
Possibly this commission would meet 
the question raised by the naval war 
board as to the propriety of holding the 
castle as a pledge until the formal signa- 
ture of a treaty of peace. 


The Montauk Camp. 
Washington, Aug. 12.—War depart- 
ment officials deny generally the asser- 
tions of discomfort and ill usage of 
troops reported from Montauk Point. 
The guartermaster’s department. which 


has had charge of opening the camp, 
says that good progress has been made 
in the four days since the order was 
issued establishing it. Four wells have 
been dug 12 feet deep and one 30 feet 
deep, the latter furnishing a large supply 
and all below hard-pan. A tank is being 
erected which will hold 30,000 gallons, 
and pipes are being laid throughout the 
camp. Al! soldiers who have hkrrived 
have tents. The men found sleeping on 
the sand arrived on the midnight train 
and left it of their own volition. The 
commissary general's departments has 
reports from its officers at Montauk 
which state that there ds plenty of food. 


After Their F Furloughs. 

Washington, Aug. 12.—a general order 
has been issud@i at the adjutant general's 
office granting one month's furlough to 
the sick and wounded soldiers and trans- 
portation totheirhomes, At the expira- 
tion of their furloughs, if fit for duty, the 
soldiers must report to the nearest army 
post, camp or hospital for the purpose 
of being sent to their regiments. Those 
not fit for duty are required to report to 
the adjutant general of the army, for- 
warding their furlough, accompanied by 
the certificate of a physician stating their 
condition and probable time of recovery. 
Neither the cost of transportation nor 
the commutation of rations while travel- 
ling will be charged against the soldiers, 
and sleeping car accommodations by rail 


. and staterooms by boat will be furnished 


them. In lieu of rations, the soldier will 
be paid $1.50 per day for the necessary 
number of days travel. 

Soldiers, regulars and volunteers, 
whose regiments are in the United 
States will be sent by surgeons in charge 
of hospitals to join their proper regi- 
ments. Those belonging to volunteer 
organizations which are not in the 
United States will be sent by surgeons 
to the nearest military post or camp if 
able to do full duty. 


Sorry He Bolted. 

Santiago, Aug. 12.—General 
who is angry because this city after its 
surrender was not turned over to the 
Cubans, severed all relations with the 
United States army and withdrew his 
troops, indicates a desire to reconsider 
his action in a letter that was received 
yesterday by General Shafter. 

The letter is dated at Gibara, Aug. 5. 
It is in response to @ request made by 
General Miles July 19, when he was plan- 
ning his expedition to Porto Rico, that 
General Garcia detail 50 Cubans from 
his army to accompany the expedition 
as guides and scouts. In his reply, Gen- 
eral Garcia said that, as he understood 
Genera! Miles had already sailed, he sup- 
posed it would be too late to comply with 
the request.

RECKLESS OF DANGER, 


Incidents of Life on the Gunboats 
Of the Cuban Coast, 


Venturesome Undertaking In 
an Armed Launch. 


Brush With the Enemy, During Which a Coal 
Passer Was Killed. 


Key West, Aug. 12.—On the morning 
of Aug. 2 the Bancroft was cruising about 
Cortes bay on blockade duty when a sail 
was seen close to the land, about 10 miles 
to the northward. The gunboat’s steam 
launch was armed with a one-pounder, 
and Lieutenant Henry B. Wilson, with 
14 men, all carrying rifles, was sent in 
to intercept the stranger. She turned 
out to be a Spanish schooner. When 
first observed the Spaniard lay near the 
wreck of the Santo Domingo, recently 
sunk by the Eagle. By the time the 
steam launch reached that point she had 
worked into a port and Spanish soldiers 
were attempting to haul her ashore. 
The launch stood boldly in, and a brisk 
fire from her one pounder speedily scat- 
tered the crowd. In spite of the fact 
that the party in the launch was ignor- 
ant of the enemy’s strength, the Ameri- 
cans went on with their work with ad- 
mirable coolness. 

James Munroe, a first-class apprentice, 
swam to the schooner and made a line 
fast to her in order to pull her out. At 
the same time Valdemar Hohengreen, an 
ordinary seaman, dropped over the side 
of the launch and made for a pier where 
a small sloop-rigged boat was moored. 
The launch then commenced to haul off 
the schooner, but the line parted, and 
while another was being run to her the 
Spaniards, who had sought shelter in 
the woods, poured in a murderous rifle 
fire. A coal passer named Koulouris, 
who was leaning over the side of the 
launch, was shot through the breast and 
fell dead. No one else was injured. 

Instantly the men in the launch began 
a rapid return fire with their rifles, 
while Lieutenant Wilson maneuvered 
the launch so as to take a line thrown 
by Hohengreen from the small boat, 
which he had shoved off from the pier 
Her bow was pulled out and the one 
pounder was opened on the ambuscade 
with such aim that the Spaniards were 
routed without a chance to return the 
American fire. The schooner had in the 
meantime gone hard aground and, being 
so damaged us to be almost useless, 
enough shells were sent into her to finish 
her destruction. She was loaded with 
green corn, grainand rum. The launch 
then oe with the small sloop to 
the Bancroft 

Co ais oa Clover warmly praised the 
gallantry of the launch party, which did 
not falter under heavy fire, but directed 
all its energies to rescuing Hohéngreen, 
who, alone on the wharf, was in a per'il- 
ous situation. Koulouris was buried at 
sea the Same afternoon. Among his ef- 
fects was found a letter to his father 
addressed to the Isle of Siphanto, care 
of the United States minister at Athens, 
Greece. The next morning the Bancroft 
started for Siguenca bay, where the 
Maple had gone to blockade and sound 
out a passage. 

On Aug. 4 Commander Clover, who was 
senior officer there, transferred his flag 
to the Maple While the 
ers were undergoing repairs. He took 
the launch with him, under Ensign 
Vogelsang, still armed with her one 
pounder. They proceeded to the north- 
west extremity of the Isle of Pines, and 
there saw a sloop and a large schooner 
anchored in shore. The launch went in 
after them, but as soon as she was ob- 
served approaching, the crews of the 
Spanish vessels took to their small boats. 
The sloop was aground, and towards 
this vessel Vogelsang headed the launch. 
As the latter drew near to the sloop, a 
party of Spaniards on shore opened fire 
on the Americans. Then the launch’s 
one pounder again opened on the enemy; 
but before she had fired many shells the 
Maple opened fire with her six-pounder 
and swept the brush-lined beach. While 
the dense foliage ashore gave the enemy 
a decided advantage, no Americans were 
hit. The sloop turned out to be a trad- 
ing vessel with no cargo on board and, 
not being worth the trouble of sending 
to an American port, a few shots from 
the Maple put her under water. The 
schooner, however, proved to be of value. 
She was the Carmita, loaded with wood 
and charcoal. She was hauled out and 
anchored until. the next morning, when 
the Maple, towing the schooner and the 
launch, resumed her journey to Siguenca 
bay. 

Commander Clover says that an ex- 
tensive trade in wood, charcoal and 
sponges, with some chickens and fruit, 
is being carried on between Batabano, 
on the south coast of Cuba, from which 
port there is a railroad running into 
Havana, and Nueva Gerona, capital of 
the Isle of Pines. There are, however, 
no signs of foreign products getting into 
any of the ports between Batabano and 
Coloma, and the commander thinks such 
products have not entered on the west 
side of the island. The Bancroft took 
16 tons of charcoal from the Carmita, 
and the Maple took a large lot of wood.

He has confessed to 
stealing two horses and three carriages, 
which is believed by the officers to be 
only a smal! part of his operations.

She 
said that the forces used for driving the 
Spaniards out of Cuba should be utilized 
in driving the liquor evil from America. 

Mary C. Firestone of Litonia, O., read 
a@ paper entitled “A Plan to Solve the 
Liquor Problem.” Mrs. Firestone's 
idea was to use the idle hands in this 
country in building roads and to place 
the control of the liquor business in the 
hands of the government. 

Father McErloin of St. Bernard's 
church, Mt. Hope, N. J., proposed estab- 
lishing a free home for inebriates, some- 
what on the plan of Keeley. 

A communication was read from the 
Young People’s Christian Temperance 
union of Boston, extending greeting to 
the convention and closing with these 
words: “Last evening demonstrated 
the material which you are made of.

Below June's Figures. 

Washington, Aug. 12.—The July ex- 
ports of breadstuffs, provisions, cotton 
and mineral oil from the principal cus- 
toms districts of the United States are 
reported by the bureau of statistics at 
$37,183,721. Of this sum breadstuffs alone 
amounted to $160,737,128; provisions, 
$9,973,607; cattle and hogs, $2,922,244; 
cotton, $2,828,669, and mineral oil, $4,722,- 
073. While these figures for July fall 
$20,000,000 below those of June they equal 
those of July, 1894, and are $2,000,000 
greater than the average July exporta- 
tion of these articles since 1890. The ex- 
portation of breadstuffs in July, 1898, 
is in value 20 percent larger thanin July, 
1897; 25 percent larger than in July, 1896, 
and practically double of July, 1895. 

The July exportation of provisions is 
less in value than in the corresponding 
months of 1897, 1896 and 1895, and this is 
true of mineral oils, though in the latter 
case the reduction is evidently due to the 
lower prices, the number of gallons ex- 
ported during the month being slightly 
in excess of July, 1897. 


Michael Won Easily. 

Baltimore, Aug. 12.—Jimmy Michael, 
the Welsh champion, and Fred Titus of 
New York met last night in the presence 
of 4000 persons in their 15-mile paced 
picycle race. Michael won easily by 
about 700 yards. 

Titus was paced badly, but he rode hard 
and made strong bids for the race. On 
zeveral occasions his pacemakers lost 
him entirely, and Titus was compelled 
to take hold behind his opponent's work- 
ers. On the other hand, Michael's men 
were as smooth ande even as clockwork.

From Harry Osgood with the 
Philippine Expedition. 


The following is a letter received 
by Mrs. H. A. Lowe from her nephew, 
Private Harry R. Osgood of Wollaston: 

Honolulu fi. L., 
July 4, 1898. 

I cannot leave this beautifal place 
without describing it while it is fresh 
in my memory. 

We left San Francisco Monday after- 
noon, June 25. We were most awful 
sea sick, and as there were about 1000 
soldiers on board, you can imagine 
how things were for a couple of days. 
I was pretty sick at the time, but if you 
could see me eat here at Honolulu you 
would be afraid I would be more so. 
Never ate so much in my ljfe as every- 
thing tastes so good after living on salt 
pork, hard tack and black coffee, for 
that is about all I had to eat. 

We came into the harbor yesterday 
at daylight and at nine o’clock my two 
chums and I got a pass for two days 
and started on our touring. This is the 
most beautiful spot I ever saw. It is 
a perfect Garden of Eden. Every 
yard is filled with flowers of all colors, 
and most of the trees have blossoms 
of red. Palm trees, bananna and orange 
trees grow right in the front lawn, and 
the air is filled with the music of 
mocking birds. The people are very 
hospitable and they can not seem to 
do enough for the American soldiers as 
they hope some day to belong to 
America, and it will be a big mistake 
if the United States does not take the 
entire group of Hawaiian Islands. 
There are a lot of Americans here, 
and many of the business streets luok 
just as Boston streets do. The  build- 
ings are all decorated with *‘Old 
Glory,’’ and the windows are filled 
with pictures of Washington and 
Dewey. 

This noon the 18th regiment marched 
up to the government grounds and had 
a fine dinner. It was given on the 
finest lawn I ever saw, and as we had

1898. 


Drove the Enemy. 

Washington, Aug. 12.—The war de- 
partment yesterday afternoon received 
the following from Ponce, being a re- 
port to General Miles from General 
Schwan: “Advance guard, including 
cavalry of this command, while recon- 
noitering northwest of the Rosario 
river, near Mermigueres, developed a 
Strong Spanish force which lay con- 
cealed in the hills north of Mayaguez. 
In a general engagement that followed 
Lieutenant Byron, Eighth cavalry, my 
aide-de-camp, was wounded in the foot, 
and Private Fermberger, company D, 
Eleventh Illinois, and one other private 
were killed and 14 enlisted men were 
wounded. It is reported that the most 
if not the entire Spanish garrison of 
Mayaguez and the surrounding country, 
consisting of 1000 regulars and 200 volun- 
teers, took part in the engagement. We 
drove the enemy from his position, and 
it is believed inflicted heavy loss. A 
wounded Spanish lieutenant was found 
in the field and brought to our lines.” 


Smokeless Powder For Springfields. 

Washington, Aug. 12.—The ordnance 
department of the army has succeeded 
at last in securing a smokeless powder 
adapted for use in the Springfield rifie 
With which nearly all the volunteer 
troops are armed. The powder used 
with the small bore repeating rifles was 
too powerful, and a special powder had 
to be procured. This is now coming in 
from the manufacturers and being 
turned into fixed ammunition in such 
quantities as to warrant the belief that 
even should the war continue our sol- 
diers would not be again exposed to 
the danger encountered at the battle 
of El Caney. 

Sternberg Not to Blame. 

Washington, Aug. 12.—In view of the 
complaints against the medical branch 
of the army the statement is given out 
that Surgeon General Sternberg on 
April 15 made the following recommen- 
dation to the adjutant general as to 
medical supplies to accompany the 
army. Each regiment to take. two 
ambulances, four extra litters, a field 
hospital for 10 men, medical and surgical 
chests, field supplies for three months; 
infantry regiments to have a steward 
or acting steward, and 10 privates of 
hospital corps; cavalry regiments to 
have two stewards or acting stewards, 
and 15 hospital corps men; a light bat- 
tery to have one ambulance, field hos- 
pital for five men (one hospital tent), an 
acting steward, and five privates of the 
hospital corps. 

On April 20 the surgeon general 
sent instructions to Major B. F. Pope, 
chief surgeon in Tampa, directing him to 
inspect the medical department of each 
regiment upon its arrival and report to 
him the deficiencies in medical supplies. 
The surgeon general also furnished a 
long list of the more important articles 
of medicine that were sent to Tampa 
and Santiago with the army. The 
regular regiments had each a medical 
and surgical chest, litters and other field 
supplies befere the above articles were

EN ROUTE SANTIAGO, 


Lieut. Sprague Writes of a 
Chase by Gunboat. 
[Continued from Wednesday.} } 

On Board Transport No. 2, | 
En Route Santiago, July ‘9s. 

Just as we ran out of the storm the} 
isle of Pines (El Pino) loomed up into 
view and the most exciting part of our 
voyage took place. We were all looking 
at the land when Swab called our at- 
tention to a small craft heading 
directly toward us. We all knew , that 
there were several Spanish gunboats 
still thereand we got every pair of 
glasses turned on her. The black 
smoke was pouring in enormous 
quantities out of her and we could see 
that she was gaining on us. As we 
were under a full head of steam we 
were doing all we could and as our 
armament consists of a single old 
fashioned brass cannon such as is used 
in 4th of July celebrations you can 
imagine what kind of a defence we 
could make. You can imagine how 
we felt. (that is why the further out 
to sea we go the better I like it.) But 
there was no help for it, all we could 
do was to await the results. All ofa 
sndden ehe fired a solid shot which 
fell short of us and threw up the water 
in a@ perfect torrent. The Captain im- 
mediately hove to and for a few 
moments we pitched and rolled with- 
out making any headway. Then we 
headed towards the gun boat and put 
up an enormous American flag at our 
stern but not a sign of recognition did 
the gun boat show. She was painted 
such a dark drab that it looked like 
black and her flag was small and so 
discolored that we could not even 
guess what it was. Even the major in 
the U.S. A. came to the conclusion 
that she was Spanish. 

Well, as she showed no signs of 
answering wesent a squad to flag 
her up to the bow. She answered 
which somewhat reassured us, although 
we did not know whether the acknow!l- 
edgment was the same in the Spanish 
navy or not, but she had ceased to 
come toward us and was slowly drifting 
astern, by that time we could see that 
she was a U. S. converted cruiser and 
you can imagine the sigh of relief 
when we really knew that she was our 
friend. 

She proved to be the gun boat Eagle, 
armed with four 6 pound rapid firing 
guns. She was not very large; we 
could easily have taken her on our 
deck, (that is it looked so.) She was 
formerly a steam yacht belonging to 
Galloup of New York, and the coin- 
cidence about it was, that our Captain, 
(Brickley) was formely her captain and 
had been around the world in her. 

As soon as they drifted around our 
stern, they put on steam and pulled up 
abreast of us and hailed us with the 
megaphone. They asked us who we 
were and where we were bound. Said 
they thought we were the converted 
Spanish cruiser, the Montevidio, which 
had been running the blockade. They 
told us that the day before they had 
run down and captured a Spanish bark 
with 1000 pounds of flour and two 12- 
inch guns, that were to be mounted in 
Havana. They also told us Spanish 
boats kept near the shore, etc. We 
gave each other three cheers and each 
went our separate ways. 

Of course it does not sound like 
much, but when you don’t know 
whether you are about to be captured 
or not it is an entirely different matter 
and the strain is severe while it lasts. 
Since then we have not sighted land 
and as far as I am concerned I am not 
sorry. 

My ideas of the south, the gulf 
stream and everthing else have under- 
gone a decided change. I could not tell 
when we were in the gulf stream or 
when we left it. The water is of an 
intense indigo blue and apparently 
quite smooth. It is not clear or at least 
does not look so, the color seems to 
come entirely from the sky, as I notice 
it changes with the clouds. Some fly- 
ing fish can be seen once in awhile, 
two or three dozen at once, while oc- 
casionally a piece of light green sea- 
weed floats by, but that is all. In 
Tampa bay we saw quite a number of 
porpoises but everything I expected 
has failed to be, even to the wonder- 
fal sunsets I had read about. As a 
matter of fact, I have come to the con- 
clusion that what we have in New 
England is better in every way than 
what they have anywhere else, and I 
extend this to everything including 
the weather. 

Last night we looked for the 
Southern cross but either it was too 
hazy or else we were not far enough 
south, as we could not find it. This 
morning we were off Cienfuegos and 
expect tomorrow we shall be at 
Santiago. Outside of three gun boat, 
we have sighted just three ships and 
they must have been at least twenty 
miles away, so you see I have not had 
any chance to get a word to you. If 
you receive a letter that is finshed in a 
hurry you will know that I found an 
opportunity to mail it, and took ad- 
vantage of it. 

This morning (July 27th) when I 
awoke a long line of mountains appeared 
on our port side. We were seven or 
eight miles away so could distinguish 
nothing; We are still passing by the 


mountains (the chain runs as far as 
Santiago) but had gone in mach closer 
to the shore. I have seen five wrecks 
of the Spanish fleet but they were sc 
far away that they resemble only the 
hulks that you see at Houghs Nec . 


; But in looking at them through the 


glass I should think that they could 
be saved. All we can see is a continu- 
ous line of mountains covered with trees 
at the present moment we are rapidly 
approaching Santiago but as far as I 
can see it looks like an uninhabited 
country. However it maybe that we 
have to go into the harbor before we 
can see anything. Ha W.2:

DIET FOR TYPHOID FEVER. 


How to Care For a Patient Suffering From 
This Disease. 

Hippocrates and other Greek physi- 
cians employed a cereal preparation 
which they termed ptisan as an excel- 
lent diet in fevers, says Dr. J. H. Kel- 
logg in New York Voice. Ptisan con- 
sisted of a thin gruel, prepared from 
barley meal, and boiled a long time. 
The Arabic and other physicians of the 
middle ages, as well as Galen and Ro- 
yaan physicians of the early centuries of 
the Christian era, also made use of pti- 
san. Modern physicians have depended 
largely upon milk, but extended ob- 
servations have convinced the writer 
that milk in its ordinary state is not 
the most wholesome foo@-for use in ty- 
phoid and other fevers. Milk requires 
an abundant supply of active gastric 
juice for its digestion. This is lacking 
in fever. F 

Well cooked cereals, and especially 
predigested cereal foods, fruits and pre- 
pared nuts are especially YAluable as 
constituents of a fever dietary. Among 
the predigested foods are zwieback, 
granola and granose, which, taken 
either dry or softened with water or 
fruit juice, are exceedingly wholesome, 
the starch being largely converted into 
acroodextrin, which by a single added 
step is quickly and easily converted into 
sugar. Malted nuts dissolved in water 
and maltol are also highly valuable for 
use in fevers. 

Fruit juices without cane sugar, and 
such fruits as peaches, baked apples, 
ripe grapes (rejecting seeds and skins), 
are also suitable for fever patients. In 
the early stages of the disease the diet 
may, for a few days, consist of fruit 
juice alone, as the patient cannot ap- 
propriate food to any extent and fasting 
is of real advantage. After the first 
week the farinaceous preparations men- 
tioned may be added. The nut prepara- 
ticns are most appropriate for the be- 
ginning of convalescence and onward, 
and are superior to anything else for 
rapidly rebuilding the wasted body. 


How to Make Potato Dumplings. 

One quart of grated cold boiled pota- 
toes, measured after they are grated, 
two eggs, two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, an eighth of 
a teaspoonful of pepper. Mix the pota- 
toes, flour and seasoning together, beat 
the eggs until light, add to the pota- 
toes; mix all together. Divide the prep- 
aration into 12 parts. Roll-each part 
into a round ball, drop it into boiling 
salted water and boil 15 minutes. Re- 
move them with a skimmer and serve. 


How to Clean the Skin With Oil. 

From the druggist get two ounces of 
oil of sweet almonds, four drops of oil 
of bitter almonds, one tablespoonful of 
camphor water and four ounces of 
white wax. Put this in a dish setina 
basin of boiling water and stir until the 
wax is melted. Add one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of salt. Then beat it until 
it becomes cdid. It will take about an 
hour and should be smooth like salve. 
If not beaten, it has a grain and is not 
so good. Sponge off the face with clear, 
warm watr. Then apply this oil, rub- 
bing it in with the tips of the fingers. 
Then with a moderately coarse towel 
proceed to rub it off. If you do it hard 
enough, the towel will be quite black. 
This oil may be used at any time, but it 
is better to use it at night, following 
with the hot water without soap. This 
cleaning oil does what the soap cannot 
do. 


How to Cook Artichokes, 

A rather common way of cooking ar- 
tichokes is to bake them. They should 
be peeled and trimmed as for boiling, 
then put in a baking tin, with two 
ounces of butter (melted) and salt and 
pepper. Bake for half an hour, when 
they should be a nice brown, but they 
must be well basted to achieve the lat- 
ter result. Artichokes are good fried in 
chips, the chips being quite thin and 
the frying medium butter. 


How to Diet For Gastric Catarrh. 

Avoid all foods which readily under- 
go decomposition, such as cheese, meats, 
milk, butter and animal fats. Adopt 
the plan of eating twice daily, and 
make the diet exceedingly simple. If 
you can go to bed for a couple of weeks 
and live wholly upon buttermilk, kou- 
miss or kumyzoon, this will give you 
a good start. Or you might adopta 
fruit diet for a few days. In the use of 
fruit, you must be careful to avoid 
seeds and skins. Grapes, cooked apples, 
stewed peaches and fruit juices are the 
best fruits for you to take. You might 
take in addition a small amount of some 
well prepared cereal food, such as 
granose, and may also be able to digest 
moderate quantities of maltol and bro- 
mose. 


How to Cream Beef. 

Scrape perfectly lean beef to a pulp, 
mince, put in a pan with salt, pepper, 
one tablespoonful of water, two table- 
spoonfuls of rich cream, butter the size 
of an egg. Cook two minutes, stirring 
constantly. Add one tablespoonful of 
cracker dust and one teaspoonful of 
made mustard. 


How to Care For Goldfish. 

Little ones that have goldfish and 
wish to keep them well should allow 
them as large a glass bowl as possible. 
Renew the water every day by means 
of a siphon, so that the fish may not be 
frightened by being caught in a net. In 
giving fresh water one gives fresh food 
of the most wholesome kind. Never 
give them bread. Ants’ eggs dried can 
be procured at any drug store. Every 
other day give three or four of them to 
each fish. The bowl should be in a 
bright place, but not in the direct rays 
of the sun. 


How to Make Chili Sauce. 

To make chili sauce, take 24 medium 
tized tomatoes, four green peppers, four 
onions, chop all fine together, add two 
tablespoons of salt, four tablespoons of 
sugar, four cups of vinegar and boil two 
hours.

Madrid, Aug. 12.—Although strongly 
denied by the government, it is said that 
there is a Carlist armed band near See 
de Urgel, among the Pyrenees, and that 
there are three others in the region of 
Maorztrazge. All are small parties, 
but large enough to cause considerable 
agitation in the regions named, which 
are largely Carlist in their sympathies, 

Sixteen soldiers of the Barcelona gar- 
rison have been arrested in a Carlist 
clubroom, and an infantry colonel has 
been nominated to initiate proceedings 
against them. It is known to the police 
that many other soldiers have secretly 
visited the club. Carlist agents are 
actively working in Barcelona and other 
places, enrolling the military, and a 
number of persons have been arrested 
on suspicion of being agents. 

The chief Carlists in Barcelona dis- 
appeared three days ago, their destina- 
tion being unknown. The remainder 
lead an irregular existence, rarely 
sleeping at home. The few leading 
Carlists who are still in Madrid say that 
they do not recognize as Carlists the 
armed bands which have appeared in 
the country, the pretender having given 
the most stringent orders against a 
rising until peace with America is con- 
cluded. 

Baron Sangarret said: ‘These bands 
are paid either by stock exchange job- 
bers, or by the government, which is 
anxious to justify its drastic measures. 
I doubt very much that they are com- 
posed of fanatical Carlists who have 
become impatient. felieve me, our 
rising will not occur until after peace 
has been declared. It will be preceded 
by a declaration of war, solemnly formu- 
lated by our deputies in congress, in 
order that the country may knew well 
the reasons for our risings. We expect 
much advantage from the effect this 
declaration will have upon the country, 
and the govefnment cannot complain of 
being taken unawares.” 

Attitude of Army Leaders. 

The burning 
lips concerns the attitude of the army 
leaders, among whom Genera! Polavieja 
stands forth as the sole out and out 
champion of the dynasty. General 
Weyler remains the sphinx of the dy- 
nastic opposition, trying to group under 
his banner all discontented spirits, 
whether Carlist, republicans or social- 
ists. Careful investigation shows that 
the real partisans of this Spanish Bou- 
langer, although noisy, are few; and 
scandals connected with his accumulat- 
ing a princely fortune, while soldiers 
under his command were unpaid, have, 
fortunately for Spain, greatly dimin- 
ished General Weyler’s prestige. The 
remaining marshals and generals, near- 
ly all of whom owe their advancement 
to service in the Philippines or Cuba, 
carefully abstain committing 
themselves to any political party. This 
is the case even with such Alphonsists 
as Amicarraga and Chinchilla, the pres- 
ent captain general of Madrid, who, like 
the rest, are awaiting events. 

Meanwhile itis evident that the first 
result of peace will be not to diminish 
but to increase the permanent military 
establishment of the country, because 
Sagasta recognizes the necessity of 
offering scope to the army by providing 
posts for several thousand officers who 
must soon return home. This involves 
the creating of new regimentsand costly 
staff appointments, which the ministry 
of war has already taken in hand. 

The drift of public opinion is aptly 
illustrated by the following remark made 
by the premier to one of his friends: 
“We have at least the consolation, 
amid our misfortunes, of knowing that 
we have in Cuba and the Philippines 
bequeathed to the United States almost 
insurmountable obstacles which for 
many years to come it will be in our 
power to render still more formidable 
should it be our policy to do so.”

Six of Them Secure Possession of a Small 
Safe. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Aug. 12.—The incoming 
Omaha fiyer on the Burlington road was 
held up at Dog hill, two miles north of 
here, at 9 o'clock Jast night by five orsix 
well-armed men. After securing pos- 
session of the express car the robbers 
rolled the Adams Express company’s 
small safe out of the car door into a 
wagon and endeavored to haul it away. 
They abandoned their task, however, and 
gs0on dumped the safe out upon the high- 
way. The safe was recovered two hours 
after the holdup and had not been 
opened. Though several shots were 
fired to intimidate the trainmen none of 
the passengérs was molested. 

The robbers stopped the train by 
swinging a red lantern across the track. 
The engineer obeyed the signal amidst 
a fusilade from both sides of the track. 
One of the robbers cut the engine loose 
and compelled the engineer to run it 
down the rcad 200 yards. Theconductor 
came out when the train stepped, but 
was ordered back into the “smoker,” 
where he remained. Express Messen- 
ger Hogte offered no resistance. The 
robbers were but a few minutes in rolling 
out the small safe and quitting the scene 
of their robbery. s

bans to establish an independént gov- 
ernment, and the peaceful annexation 
of Cuba whenever it can be done with 
the consent of the people; opposes the 
acquisition of the Philippines or other 
territory in the eastern hemisphere, but 
favors acquisition of all necessary har- 
bors and coaling stations; holds that the 
Nicaraguan canal should be construct- 
ed and controlled by the United States, 
and opposes a large army.

CHARACTERISTICS OF GENERAL EMI- 
LIO AGUINALDO, THE INSURGENT. 


Quiet and Ambitious, He Is Unruffied | 


Alike In Victory and Defeat—His Head- 
quarters at Cavite — Aguipaldo’s Simple 
Reception ef Visitors. 


If General Emilio Aguinaldo, who 
has declared himself dictator of all the 
Philippines, were to walk the streets of 
an American city, the casual observer 
would take him for a Japanese student 
or artisan. 
has the Japanese cast of face and form 
of head, and the casual observation 
would be strengthened by a bristly black 
pompadour of the kind so common 
among the mikado’s subjects. There are 
no outward or visible marks of genius 
except that the general is slow and de- 
liberate, and that may be a sign of depth 
and breadth of mental caliber. Agui- 
naldo is unruffied alike in victory and 


defeat. In the privacy of his state cham- |

8—Thet the United States will occupy 
and hold the city, bay and harbor of 
Manila pending the conclusion of peace 
which shall determine the control, dis- 
position and government of the Philip- 
pines. 

4—-That Cuba, Porto Rico and other 
Spanish islands in the West Indies shall 
be immediately evacuated and that 
commissioners, to be appointed within 
10 days, shall, within 30 days from the 
signing of the protocol, meet at Havana 
and San Juan respectively to arrange 
and execute the details of the evacua- 
tion. 

5—That the United States and Spain 
will each appoint not more than five 
commissioners to negotiate and conclude 
a treaty of peace. The commissioners 
gre to meet at Paris not later than the 
first of October. 

é—On the signing of the protocol, hos- 
tilities will be suspended and notice to 
that effect will be given as soon as pos- 
sible by each government to the com- 
manders of its military and naval force. 

Correspondence has not availed to 
change in any material point the con- 
ditions which were then imposed; and 
Spain surrenders absolutely wherever 
surrender was demanded. Friday de- 
notes an epoch in American history. The 
signing of a treaty of peace (because to 
all practical purposes this the protocol] 
is) is in itself an event of the highest 
moment, but yesterday's action assumes 
extraordinary magnitude.

It was 4:23 o'clock 
when the final signatures were attached 
to the protocol, and, within the knowl- 
edge of all the officials present, this was 
the first time that a protoco) or treaty 
had been signed at the White House. As 
this ceremony concluded, Acting Secre- 
tary Allen of the navy department, Sec- 
retary Alger and Adjutant General Cor- 
bin appeared, having been summoned 
by the president, and they were admitted 
into the cabinet room just in season to 
witness one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of the ceremony, when the presi- 
dent requesjed the hand of the ambas- 
sador and through him returned thanks 
to the sister republic of France for the 
exercise of her good offices in bringing 
about peace. He also thanked the am- 
bassador personally for the important 
part he had played in this matter, and 
the latter replied in suitable terms. 

Prociamation by the President. 

President McKinley then called for the 
proclamation which he had caused to be 
drawn up suspending hostilities and 
signed it in the presence of Mr. Cam- 
bon, who expressed his appreciation of 
the action. It reads as follows: 

“Whereas by a protocol concluded and 
signed Aug. 12,1898, by William R. Day, 
secretary of state of the United States, 
and his excellency, Jules Cambon, am- 
bassador extraordinary and plenipo- 
tentiary of the republic of France at 
Washington, respectively representing 
for this purpose the government of the 
United States and the government of 
Spain, the governments of the United 
States and Spain have formally agreed 
upon the terms on which negotiations for 
the establishment of peace between the 
two countries shail be undertaken; and, 

“Whereas, it is in said protocol agreed 
that upon its conclusion and signature 
hostilities between the two countries 
shall be suspended, and that notice to 
that effect shall be given as soon as pos- 
sible by each government to the com- 
| manders of its military and naval forces; 

“‘Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, 
president of the United States, do, in ac- 
cordance with the stipulations of the 
protocol, declare and proclaim on the 
part of the United States a suspension of 
hostilities, and do hereby command that 
orders be immediately given through 
} the proper channels to the commanders 
of the military and naval forces of the 
United States to abstain from all acts 
inconsistent with this proclamation.” 


Disbandment of Volunteers. 
| Washington, Aug. 13.—Thus far the 
question of the disbandment of the vol- 
unteer army has not been given serious 
consideration by the officials of the war 
department. A considerable force nec- 
cessarily will have to be maintained 
for several months, perhaps a year. In 
the opinion of the war department offi- 
cials this force will be about 15,000 men. 
It will be kept in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines principally, although a 
few troops will be stationed in Hawaii. 
How the army will be disbanded has 
not been determined.

New York, Aug. 13.—Changes in gen- 
eral trade and business this week have 
been toward further improvement, as | 
noted by Bradstreet’s.

Revenue Keceipts From All Sources. 

Washington, Aug. 13.—The preliminary 
report of the commissioner of internal 
revenue shows that the receipts from all 
sources during the fiscal year ended 
June 30 amounted to $170,869,519, an in- 
crease as compared with the previous 
fiscal year of $24,249,925. The receipts 
from the several sources of revenue dur- 
ing the year are given as follows: Spirits, 
$92,546,899, increase of $10,588,356; tobacco, 
$36,230,622, increase of $5,420,324; ferment- 
ed liquors, $39,515,421, increase of $7,043,- 
250; oleomargarine, $1,315,780, increase of 
$281,650; filled cheese, $16,518, decrease of 
$2473; banks and bankers, $1180, increase 
of $1094; miscellaneous, $1,243,096, increase 
of $867,713. 

The quantities of distilled spirits, fer- 
mented liquors, tobacco, cigarets and 
cigars on which tax was paid during the 
year are stated as follows: Spirits, dis- 
tilled from fruit, 1,411,448 gallons, an in- 
crease of 265,317; whisky and other 
spirits distilled from materials other 
than fruit, 78,353,210 gallons, an increase 
of 9,519,979; fermented liquors or beer, 
37,486,156 barrels, an increase of 3,063,062; 
cigars, 4,910,881,541, an increase of 847,- 
712,444; cigarets, 3,753,539,534, a net de- 
crease of nearly 400,000,000; tobacco, 288,-

Miss Wyer, a young 
woman of Kansas, is on her way home, 
believing that a corpse in the baggage 
car of the train that carries her is that 
of her dead fiancee, Captain W. D. Sher- 
man, a volunteer, who died in Washing- 
ton from bullet wounds received in San- 
tiago. When Mrs. J. O. Janes of Persons 
Kan., arrived in St. Louis she discovered 
that the body of her husband, shipped 
from Boston, had not arrived. Word 
was sent out along the line, and a tele- 
gram came to the effect that the body of 
Mr. Janes would be forwarded at once. 
A corpse did come, but it was not that of 
Mr. Janes. The box bore the inscrip- 
tion, “W. P. Leahy, 2021 Madison street, 
New York city.” This was returned.

YOUTHS’ DEPARTMENT. 


The Boat Dwellers of Japan—Many 
Kinds of Swords—Gives the 
Fog Sigzal. 


Young people who live in London or 
New York may fancy that our cities are 
crowded and that many families must 
live without very much air to breathe 
or space for the boys and girls to play 
fn. What would they say to the boat 
dwellers of Japan? In that crowded 
country hundreds of families spend their 
lives and bring up their children upon 
the water and know nothing of the land, 
except as they make an occasional visit 
to it when obliged to purchase supplies 
or attend to some unusual business. 

In every bay along the coast are 
found hundreds if not thousands of 
small craft calleg ‘‘junks.’’ These are 
small, flat bottomed boats and are own- 
ed and inhabited by a manand his fam- 
ily, just as houses are in other parts of 
the world. Their business is the trans- 
portation of goods and merchandise of 
all kinds, and their navigation is a sort 
of family affair. One traveler says: 

“T have seen a boat 20 feet long most 
adroitly managed by three children, all 
under 7 years of age. I am told that 
notwithstanding their aptness at swim- 
ming many boatmen get drowned, for 
no boat ever goes to another’s aid, nor 
will any boatman save another from 
drowning, because, as he says, it is all 
fate, and he who interferes with fate 
will be severely punished in some way.”’ 

Among these wonderful aquatic fam- 
ilies children of 3 years old will some- 
times swim like little fish, and if one is 
backward in learning he will be thrown 
overboard and teased and turmented un- 
til he is obliged to learn the art in self 
defense. 

Ah, it is in reading and learning 
about the people of other lands that we 
find how much we have to love and be 
thankful for in the broad, free life of 
our own. But even here there are chil- 
dren who would be the better for such 
frequent baths, and perhaps you would 
have great difficulty in persuading the 
little Japs that life in the hot and 
crowded streets of our great cities was 
to be preferred to that of the junkmen 
on the rivers and harbors of their own 
country.—Detroit Free Press.

Hair Raising Finish With Cooper In 
Indianapolis, 


Bostons Defeated Tebeau’s 
Team of Indians. 


Detroit Boxer Made Helpless In the Thirteenth 
Round of a Bout. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 13.—The first night 
faces of the national meet of the L. A. 
AV. were held last night. Eddie “Can- 
non” Bald won the mile match with 
Cooper in straight heats. The race was 
unsatisfactory to the immense con- 
course of people.

Referee Mott refused 
to allow the claim and awarded Bald 
the race. Had not the referee forced 
them on by threats of suspension, the 
men might have made the race an all- 
night affair. 3ald won on his merits 
when they did race. 

The first heat was scheduled for the 
French style of racing. Cooper forced 
Bald to take the pace,and for a lap the 
speed was fair. Bald then rode to the 
tep of the bank and Cooper trailed. 
They rode at a snail's pace for the next 
two laps and until within a furlong of 
the tape. Cooper then made a jump 
and Bald was immediately after him. 
it was a hair-raising finish, Bald cross- 
ing the tape first on the outside, a foot 
in advance. 

In the second heat Bald had the pole. 
Acker was put in as pacemaker. The 
gun was fired for a start, but meither 
man moved. The second time it was 
fired, and they stood still. Then they 
moved away and made as pretty a slow 
Trace as has been seen anywhere.

UNTILPEACEIS A FACT. 


Strength of American Forces to Be 
Kept Intact. 


Problems Engaging the Presi- 
dent’s Attention. 


llardest of Solution Pertains to the Islands 
in the Pacific. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—While every 
branch of the government has been re- 
lieved from the tremendous pressure of 
war preparations and execution, it has 
been decided that until lasting peace is 
secured there cannot be a complete re- 
version to a peace basis. While nobody 
expects a rupture, there is always the 
possibility of a resumption of hostilities. 
Until peace is actually realized, the 
forces of the army and navy will be kept 
intact, and a resumption of hostilities 
would find the American army in full 
force and infinitely stronger than at any 
time during the progress of the fighting 
just ended. 

The immediate evacuation provided 
for in the protocol will, it is thought, not 
be realized for weeks to come, owing to 
the difficulties attending their return to 
Spain. The commissary department has 
prescribed a daily ration for 70,000 Span- 
ish regulars. The distress in Cuba is so 


| great that the aid of the relief associa- 


tions will be welcome and every facility 
furnished by the government for the 
transportation of supplies. 

All of the troops that were with Gen- 
eral Shafter in the Santiago campaign 
will be out of Cuba by Friday of this 
week. General Shafter will accompany 
them to Montauk point. There will re- 
main at Santiago five regiments of im- 
It is yet 
possible that a battery will be sent to 
Santiago to take the place of the bat- 
teries which are to be removed. General 
Miles has about 15,000 men in Porto Rico. 
They will be sufficient for the occupation 
of the island, and perhaps more than are 
needed after the Spanish-evacuate. The 
remainder of the troops will remain in 
the various camps to which they have 
been assigned for the present, though 
something may be done towards dimin- 
ishing the number when it becomes ap- 
parent that they are no longer needed. 

The government will dispose of the 
transports that have been in use as fast 
as they can be released and are no longer 
required for service. All vessels of the 
navy that can be spared from service in 
the West Indies will be ordered to ports 
in the states, where the men will be given 
brief holidays. The big battleships of 
the fleet will be put in drydock as soon 
as possible and undergo such repairs as 
may be necessary. There is scarcely a 
vessel of the navy that does not need 
docking. It is expected that the large 
dock in the New York yard will be ready 
to receive the ships in about two weeks. 
The auxiliary vessels which will not be 
used for the permanent navy will be dis- 
posed of as soon as they go out of com- 
mission, probably being sold at auction. 

The fact that the Philippines will pre- 
sent the difficult problem in the peace 
negotiations has caused the administra- 
tion to give it a great deal of careful at- 
tention. Several suggestions have been 
made as to what shall be done, one being 
the retention of the bay, city and har- 
bor of Manila—just what the protocol 
gives temporarily. Another is that 
Subig bay and a sufficient amount of 
territory for a naval and coaling station 
be secured and the building up of an 
American city at that place begun. Still 
another idea which is being considered 
is the retention of the island of Luzon, 
the advocates of that plan believing that 
there would be trouble between the gov- 
ernments which occupy a portion of the 
island with a line of demarcation such 
as would exist in case Manila and the bay 
only were retained. The island of Luzon 
is the largest of the group ahd contains 
about 3,000,000 people, which are said to 
be the better class in the Philippines. 
It is believed, however, that the admin- 
istration and the commission will be 
greatly influenced by the reports which 
Admiral Dewey and General Merritt will 
make on the subject. Their reports are 
expected before the commission meets. 

The final determination as to the gov- 
ernment of Porto Rico and the settle- 
ment of the government of Cuba are 
problems for settlement, but the impres- 
sion prevails that these islands will be- 
come quite rapidly Americanized, and 
every encouragement for them to do so 
will be given. Porto Rico will be under 
military control for the present. Cuba 
jalso will be similarly governed, but it is 
probable that American reforms in the 
matter of government will be such that 
the people of Cuba will see the advan- 
tage of becoming annexed to the United 
States. It is thought that the sanitary 
improvement of Havana and other cities, 
the management of the municipalities 
and the liberty offered will soon con- 
vince the inhabitants that the changed 
conditions are for their good. 

Porto Rico will be treated at once as 
an American possession. The first move- 
ment in this direction will be the sending 
of a delegation of officials from the post- 
office department to investigate and re- 
port upon the mail facilities there, and to 
make such recommendations as they de- 
termine upon. Mail routes, methods of 
transportation and the condition of post- 
offices generally in the island will be ex- 
amined. Military postoffices will be es-

present offices are notavailable. A simi- 
tar course will be taken in Cuba, but this 
is likely to be delayed, as immediate re- 
moval of the Spanish and occupation by 
the United States are not expected. 

No more troops will be sent to General 
Merritt unless he asks for them. It is 
believed at the war department that 
16,000 men now there are sufficient to 
garrison Manila and the ground which 
the United States for the present will 
occupy. 


Economizing Space. 

Washington, Aug. 15.—It is evident 
from a dispatch received from General 
Shafter that the Spanish Transatlantic 
company, in transporting the Spanish 
prisoners from Santiago to Spain, is 
economizing spage in !tsships. The dis- 
patch reads: “Luzon sailéd for Spain 
With 2056 soldiers, four priests, 16 women, 
84 children and 137 officers; total, 2237.

KEEN DISAPPOINTMENT. 
Protocol's Reference te the Philippines 
Not Pleasing to Spanish Public. 

Madrid, Aug. 15.—The city was pa- 
trolled by police Saturday night, but 
perfect tranquility prevails. The publi- 
cation uf the protocol sroduced keen dis- 
appointment so far us it refers to the 
Philippines, where ii had been hoped 
Spain would preserve her sovereignty 
intact. Clause three of the protocol dis- 
pels this illusion. Echoing public feel- 
ing, the independent and opposition pa- 
pers bitterly criticise the clause as af- 
fording a pretext for curtailing Spanish 
sovereignty in an archipelago, where 
control or interference of a foreign 
power would make the natives ungovern- 
able. The Herald wants to know how 
America proposes to make the Cuban 
and Philippine insurgents submit to a 
suspension of hostilities and keep them 
in leash until evacuation of the islands 
by the Spaniards is completed. The 
National says: ‘‘We would rather lose 
the Philippines altogether than submit 
to American tutelage.” The other pa- 
pers discuss the probability of the abo- 
lition of the colonial office, declaring that 
the total loss of the Philippines would 
be “preferable to American partner- 
ship or control.” 

Fault is found with clause four be- 
cause it limits the action of the mixed 
commissions to the West Indies in refer- 
ence to the details of the evacuation, 
whereas most Spaniards expected that 
most of them would be decided upon be- 
fore the sailing of the commissioners. 

The adversaries of the present cabinet 
find fault with the protocol because the 
fifth clause allows uhGii October ror the 
meeting of the peace commissioners and 
stipulates that when a definite treaty 
is concluded it shall be ratified accord- 
ing to the constitutional rules of each 
country, thus furnishing Sagasta with 
a plausible pretext for adjourning the 
convocation of the cortes until he has a 
treaty of peace to put before them. The 
ministerial organ suggests that America 
herself, from motives of internal policy 
or international considerations, has not 
yet formed a definite conclusion on the 
Philippines question. 

Public opinion attaches great im- 
portance to the Spanish commission in 
Paris making a resolute stand in defense 
of Spain's territorial rights in the Philip- 
pines. The government, therefore, 
wants to send a strongly competent body 
of delegates. 

The meeting on Saturday of a cabinet 
council was chiefly devoted to the con- 
sideration of means for restoring com- 
mercial, postal and telegraphic com- 
munication with the colonies. French 
diplomats are requested to sound the 
disposition of the United States govern- 
ment on these matters and also to ascer- 
tain whether the United States, until 
the evacuation of the West Indies is com- 
pleted, will allow the Spanish authorities 
and Spanish administrative tribunals to 
continue to act. The French conduct of 
the negotiations for peace is regarded as 
a clever stroke of French diplomacy, 
considering the immense French inter- 
ests in Spanish financial and commercial 
undertakings. It is understood that 
high Spanish decorations will be con- 
ferred upon those concerned. 

The press advocates dividing the na- 
ftional war subscription among the 
repatriated troops, 


Chauge In Public Opinion. 

London, Aug. 15.—A Madrid correspon- 
dent says “The publication of the pro- 
tocol has not made much impression be- 
cause the contents were already known. 
The only doubtful point referred to the 
time of the convocation of the cortes. 
Although there is a strong cabinet dis- 
sension on this point, some apprehend- 
ing a crisis, little importance need be 
attached to it, because it is unlikely that 
in the event of one or two ministers re- 
signing the course of the peace negotia- 
tions will be seriously affected, because, 
in the long run, Sagasta is certain to 
have his own way. Meanwhile, he al- 
lows his colleagues to discuss the sub- 
ject freely, and wisely keeps his own 
counsel. There is no conceivable doubt 
that the cortes will approve of peace; 
and the date of the convocation of the 
cortes can only affect personal party in- 
terests. 

“It is too soon to speak confidently of 
the impression the preliminary con- 
ditions of peace, when examined closely, 
will make on the Spanish generally, but 
there is no doubt the news of the ter- 
mination of hostilities will be received 
by a great majority with satisfaction. 
During the last few weeks there haz 
been a great change in public opinion. 
Though it was universally recognized 
from the beginning that, in the long run, 
America would prove herself stronger 
than Spain, it was generally expected 
that the bravery, dash and tenacity of 
the Spanish army and navy would in 
some measure counterbalance the su- 
periority of the United States in popu- 
tation and resources, and that. con- 


sequently, the conditions of peace would 
not be very onerous. This illusion was 
dispelled by the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s squadron, the capitulation of 
Santiago and other well-known inci- 
dents of the campaign; and gradually 
the conviction spread that as Spain was 
evidently incapable of defending her- 
self, the sooner she made peace the bet- 
ter. It may pretty safely be assumed 
therefore that the decision of the govern- 
mut will be generally approved. Wheth- 
er the government will subsequently be 
ealled to account for negligence in its 
preparation for war and for the manner 
in which the campaign was conducted 
is another question.” 


Don't Like the Cubans. 

New York, Aug. 15.—Sailors from the 
Texas and the Winslow paid a visit to 
South beach, Staten island, Sunday 
morning. There they fell in with men 
of the Fifth artillery and members of the 
two companies of the third New Jersey 
volunteers. As the sailors were parad- 
ing the board walk with 30 or 40 soldiers 
they saw Cuban flags in front of a merry- 
go-round. These were quickly torn down, 
The raiders were offended by a large 
Cuban flag floating above the roof ofa 
ticket box in front of a Ferris wheel. It 
Was 12 feet to the flagstaff, but soldie#é 
were raised to the shoulders of others. 
7 flag came down and only six inches 

the staff were left. At a large danc- 
ing pavilion there was a profuse aé@éora- 
tion of flags of all nations. Here the 
Cuban flags were also removed. 


Judge Day's Resignation. 

Washington, Aug. 15.—Just when 
Judge Day's resignation will take effect 
nobody appears to know. It is certain, 
however, that he will cease to be secre- 
tary of state before the American peace 
commissioners sail for Europe. Almost 
coincident with his resignation will come 
that of John Bassett Moore, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Day as assistant secretary 
when the latter went into the cabinet. 

The president has decided to appoint 
Colonel John Hay, ambassador in Lon- 
‘don, as the successor of Mr. Day. Presi- 
dent McKinley's great friendship and 
admiration for Colonel Hay are well 
known, and in deciding to appoint him 
secretary of state he has gratified a de- 
sire that dates from the time he began 
to consider the composition of the cab- 
inet, just after the election to the presi- 
dency. Colonel Hay, while he did not 
take a very conspicuous part in the cam-

paign of 1896, was an enthusiastic worker 
in a quiet way for the election of the Re- 
publican ticket. He spent a great deal 
of money for campaign purposes, and 
used all the influence at his command 
to further the success of his party. Long 
before the St. Louis convention he was 
a McKinley man. 


Pope Leo's Illness. 

Rome, Aug. 15.—The pope’s extreme 
weakness has produced a great com- 
motion among the members of the sacred 
college. It is reported that France, 
Germany and Austria, as being chiefly 
concerned in the accession to the papacy, 
have ordered their representatives not 
to leave Rome. Dr. Lapponi, the pope’s 
physician, thinks there is no danger if 
the pope is able to pull through the hot 
weather. All the members of the family 
have hurried to Rome. 

His holiness on Friday insisted upon 
getting up, but soon had to be carried to 
bed again in a state of partial collapse. 
He does not suffer from a specific affec- 
tion, but only from debility.

Queen’s Determination Not to 
Sign a War Edict. 


Limit to Humiliation of Submission Almos, 
Reached. 


London, Aug. 15.—Russia’s course in 
heaping humiliation after humiliation 
upon England Js relentless and apparent- 
ly regardless of consequences, It is not 
true, however, that Russia is deliberately 
Inciting Great Britain into war. It is 
believed in St. Petersburg, and through- 
out Europe, for that matter, that noth- 
ing which may happen in China will 
force Lord Salisbury to draw the sword. 
The chief reason for this belief is the 
well-known fect of the queen's deter- 
mination never, under any circum- 
stances, to sign another declaration of 
war. 

The question is how far it will be safe 
for England's rivals to trust to this as- 
sumption. There is a point beyond which 
the queen herself would be powe 
There have been indications in the past 
few days that this point is almost within 
sight. Public sentiment throughout 
England is very deeply stirred. Lord 
Salisbury’s critics today mumber the 
great majority of Englishmen. _ His own 
party almost unanimously condemns 
him. There is not a newspaper of con- 
sequence in Great Britain which has not 
attacked and criticised the eastern policy 
of the government during the week. 
Public opinion in England is undemon- 
strative until it can bearnomore. Then 
it is insistent and coercive. The limits 
of passive submission to repeated hu- 
miliation have well-nigh been reached 
According to all indications there is al- 
ready open rebellion against Lord Salis- 
bury, and puUlic opinion will even over- 
ride the wishes of the queen herself if it 
is once convinced that the national honor 
and national interests both are at stake. 

This condition of the public mind will 
probably force the government before 
long to do one of two things: Either 
forcibly to intervene alone or in con- 
junction with the United States to keep 
open the markets of China, or to accept 
the dismemberment of the Chinese em- 
pire, toward which evenfs are obviously 
hastening, and secure whatever is pos- 
sible for the British share. 

There is reason to believe that Russia, 
France and Germany hope that Lord 
Salisbury will resort to the latter policy. 
It is almost certain that these powers 
are so far agreed that they expect to re- 
strict the British share in such a division 
of the prize to very narrow limits. The 
United States, of course, would get noth- 
ing, as it wants nothing territorially, 
it would be inevitably shut out of mar 
kets which it does want, except such as 
Great Britain might kindly consent to 
share with it in the British 
There is one course open which not ever 
Russian diplomatists deny would prove 
effective. If the United States and 
Great Britain should deliver a joint 
declaration that they will not permit the 
markets of China to be 1 by 
power, no country or combination of 
countries will care to accept that chal- 
lenge.

Lieut. Sprague Says It Is a 
Fever Stricken City. 
{Continued from Saturday.] 


Aug. 1, 1898. 
On board transport (No. 12) 
Securanca. 


After we left Santiago Sunday morn- 
ing, July 31, 1898, passing Morro Castle 
at 8 A. M., bound for Tampa Florida. 
Friday afternoon we received orders 
to take all our effects except the mule 
train and wagons off the Port Victor 
(Transport No. 2.) and load it aboard 
the Securanca, (Sec-uran-sar,) which 
was to sail at 8 A. M., Saturday. 

Well, we loaded all our equipments 
and rations aboard the tug Underwriter 
of New Orleans and then again from 
the tug to the transport and it was 
pitch dark before we finished, you 
know we have no twilight here and it 
grows dark almost as soon as the sun 
sets. 

After everything was loaded Capt. 
Clark and myself tagetber with Capt. 
McMillan (son of Gov. McMillan of 
Michigan) of the Quartermasters’ de- 
partment, went ashore. I found that 
Capt. McMillan previous to his enter- 
ing the service was an attorney in 
Detroit, so we exchanged cards. 

After getting ashore we went with 
the Captan to the Quartermasters de- 
partment and there leaving McMillan, 

| Captain Clark and myself went to the 
Palace for orders. 

The Palace formerly occupied by the 
Governor General of Santiago is at the 
top of a hill reached through the 
principal street of the city ‘‘Calle 
Marina,’’ the street is perhaps forty 
feet wide and is lined on both sides by 
one to two story buildings with piazzas 
infront. They are for the most part 
built of adobe (sun dried mud,) stone 
or tiles, and are very much alike. 

There did not seem to be any one on 

the piazzas, but people were lying and 
sitting all over the sidewalks, some 
seemed to be soldiers (Spanish I 
think.) I walked around one that was 
dead, rather than step over him. The 
average number of men found dead on 
one the street that section each 
morning is five. A cart goes around 
and collects them. They arg examined 
to see whether or not there are any 
signs of yellow fever, otherwise no at- 
tention is paid to them. 

The street is simply a dirt road 
with a strip of paving like a crossing 
about every fifty feet that acts as a rest 
for teams going up the hill. The side- 
walks are about a foot higher than the 
street and barely wide enough for two 
to walk abreast, are #mply flat stones 
of various sizes laid on the ground. 
Remember this is the principal street, 
the others are as a rule about ten feet 
wide and not in such good shape.

ernment to recall the issue and replace | 


it with the Windom note of similar de- 
nomination in December, 1890. A coun- 
terfeit of this issue was discovered in 
1894, and its appearance is chargeable to 
the gang which has just been appre- 
hended. 

Charles Johnson, who is said to be at 
the head of the gang, is about 63 years of 
age, and secret service officials say that 
he has spent considerable time in prison 
for counterfeiting. The officials connect 
the Johnson family with the issue of a 
number of counterfeits that have ap- 
peared from time to time, including the 
$5 Jackson legal tender, the $20 legal 
tender of 1862 and the $5 Grant silver 
certificate in 1888, besides the counter- 
feit of some issues of Canadian notes. 
The officials believe they have a clear 
case against the older brother and strong 
suspicions regarding the guilt of the 
younger ones.

The devil tree is lo- 
cated by various story tellers in Borneo, 
in Sumatra and in the forest recesses of 
other tropical islands, and whenever 
inquiry is made for it it is to be found 
somewhere else. —St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

“The second division, established a 
little more than two months ago, pro- 
ceeded almost immediately to embark 
for the expedition to Santiago.

Blanco Gets Ont. 

Havana, Aug. 16.—Genera! Blanco has 
published the following address to the 
inhabitants of Cuba: “It having been 
resolved by the Madrid government to 
conclude peace with the United States, 
] consider my mission in this country 
ended, and have solicited my relief from 
duty. I could not urge upon you a 
pacific solution of the existing struggle 
when not long ago I advised you ta 
maintain the war in any event. 

“We had to accept the struggle ata 
moment when it was least expected and 
under most unfavorable conditions. 
Nevertheless we sustained the campaign 
with vigor, and our army has already 
let the invaders feel the weight of our 
arms. I was willing, at the head of the 
army, to continue disputing inch by 
inch the land which with such valor and 
at the cost of so mush blood we were 
defending. 

“Bince the nation’s government, which 
is surely inspired by the great interests 
of patriotism and a desire also to as- 
sure your proper interests and those of 
the other colony, believes the moment 
has arrived to make peace, it is our 
duty faithfully to second her in her 
purposes; but it cannot be that I am the 
one called upon to perform a political 
duty which does not agree with my for- 
mer declarations, with my acts and with 
my convictions. 

“I see myself obliged to leave you at 
the preser&® painful and difficult mo- 
ment. Nevertheless I will not do it 
without advising you to maintain the 
calmness and prudence so necessary 
to save the legitimate interests of Spain 
und Cuba, which represent the fruit of 
your labors; and thus I think I have 
rendered my last and most/disinterested 
service to Cuba, to her inhabitants and 
especially to the city of Havana.” 


Agitators In Santiago. 

Santiago, Aug. 16.—There is a class of 
agitators and selfseekers here which 
urges the recognition of Cuba for Cu- 
bans and spurns all offers or suggestions 
tending to prosperity under an Amer- 
ican protectorate, and excites popular 
discontent. This is exactly the class 
that pushes itself most into evidence and 
whose views and opinions are most over- 
heard and published. Cubans are ad- 
vised to repudiate all offers of peace or 
cessation of hostilities, and to look upon 
the armistice as an agreement between 
the United States and Spain on their 
own account and not binding upon the 
free and independent state of Cuba, 
whose liberating army not only repu- 
diates pacification, but will ignore the 
armistice to the point of continuing te 
wage war and shooting every Spaniard 
in the field. 

A wild rumor is afloat that the Cuban 
army will attack Santiago and capture 
it, to the glory of the Cuban army, as 
soon as the American garrison is weak- 
ened. This is directly traceable to the 
same source. The influence exerted by 
such a body of men against law and 
order is formidable. This hysterical 


people demands suppression with an 
iron hand. While still in embryo, this 
influence is already felt among certain 
classes, who refuse to work or serve 
the government until a clear statement 
of the freedom and independence of 
their country is made clear. A knowl- 
edge of this condition is imperative to 
the moulding of future policy, and to ex- 
plain whatever harsh steps may be ren- 
dered necessary in dealing with the in- 
surgents. 


Plenty of Supplies Ready. 

Washington, Aug. 16.—The subsistence 
department of the army will have plenty 
of supplies ready to forward to Cuba 
in case it is found that the people there 
must be supplied from the United States. 
There are supplies in Tampa and many 
other points near enough to the sea- 
board to load available transports when 
they will be needed. Since hostilities 
began no information has reached this 
government concerning the reconcen- 
trados or any other portion of the peo- 
ple of Cuba within the Spanish lines. 
That they are destitute is inferred from 
the conditions which existed previous 
to the war and which could not have 
been relieved to a great extent since the 
war began. 


Burning the Dead. 

Santiago, Aug. 16.—The Isla de Luzon 
sailed yesterday morning for Spain, hav- 
ing on board 2136 Spanish soldiers. The 
embarkation of the prisoners is being 
pushed with great activity. This is 
rendered imperative by their horrible 
condition. The mortality is so great in 
the Spanish camp, where disease is 
rampant, that no longer are the dead 
buried. A funeral pile of 10 or 12 bodies 
is made, saturated with kerosene and 
set fire to, cremating the bodies in the 
open air. 


Military Measvre Adopted. 

Washington, Aug. 16.—The secretary 
of the treasury has sent the following 
telegrams to all collectors of customs: 
“Vessels may clear to ports in Cuba and 
Porto Rico subject to the laws and regu- 
lations in force relating to clearances, 
except that vessels of the United States 
only will be cleared for the transporta- 
tion of merchandise in the trade between 
the United States and Porto Rico.” 

Although this order had the effect of 
making our coastwise trade laws ap- 
plicable to Porto Rico, as American mer- 
chant vessels onl are permitted to clear 
for the island, the fact is that Porto Rico 
is not yet regarded as a part of the 
United States, and the order is a military 
measure which may be modified or re- 
voked by the president at will. The 
constitution provides that “all duties, 
imports and excises, shall be uniform 
throughout the United States,” and 
therefore when Porto Rico becomes a 
recognized part of the United States our 
customs laws must apply to that coun- 
try; hence the distinction. 

A question which may become trouble 
some hereafter has arisen as to coffee. 
Porto Rico has a large export trade in 
that article, which under Spanish rule 
was protected by a high tariff. Under 
our present laws coffee is admitted to 
the United States free of duty, and if 
that particular feature should be made 
applicable to Porto Rico, it is asserted 
that the practical destruction of the 
coffee plantations on the island would 
be the inevitable result. What may bs 
done hereafter for the relief of this 
situation cannot now be foretold. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Aug. 16.—George W. Tucker 
40 years old, is under arrest for an al 
leged assault with a loaded revolver on 
James Preston. Tucker shot once at 
Preston, but the bullet went wide. 

The colonelcy of the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts infantry is interesting many 
candidates, but the appointment is in 
abeyance. 

It is practically settled that Bram will 
be tried again for the murder of Second 
Mate Blomberg. The details of the 
trial will not be decided on until October, 
and the probabilities are that the trial 
will not be begun until after the first of 
the year. 

Weavers on Strike. 

Fall River, Aug. 16.—About 130 weay- 
ers in the Borden City mill, No. 2, struck 
yesterday. They want 1 cent more per 
tut on diamond s. g. goods. The weav- 
ers claim that the cuts were recently 
increased in width, and say that they 
are being paid the lowest wages in the 
city for this kind of work. The wide- 
loom weavers struck practically out of 
sympathy for their co-workers. Prob- 
ably 80 percent of the weavers is affil- 
fated with the union. Treasurer An- 
thony says he cannot afford to pay more. 


Tomorrow's Almanac and Forecast, 
The storm in the upper lake region, 
which gave some promise of showers, is 
now dying out, and from present indi- 
cations fair weather seems likely to 
continue for several days longer, ex- 
cepting possibly light local thunder 
showers in northern parts of New Eng- 
land It will be warmer the next two 
or three days, probably with higher tem- 
peratures, with light and fresh south- 
erly winds.

SPAIN'S EVIL GENIUS, 


Christopher Columbus So Considered 
by an Editor, 


Blunder In Getting a Foothold 
In New World. 


Repatriated Army Regarded as a Cause For 
Some Alarm. 


Madrid, Aug. 16.—The dominant note 
of the press comment is philosophical 
resignation. The educated classes are 
not makfhg any attempt to find a scape- 
goat, or to console themselves with 
vituperation of the victorious enemy. 
While severely criticising the -short- 
sightedness and incompetence of the 
government, they recognize that no one 
Statesman or cabinet, but the nation 
itself is to blame. The colonies, in- 
stead of enriching, have impoverished 
the country. Columbus, in discovering 
the new world, was not Spain’s benefac- 
tor, but her evil genius. Therefore 
one leading paper opposes the sugges- 
tion that his remains should be brought 
home from Havana. Magellan ought 
logically to be put in the same category 
as Columbus, but his evil influence on 
Spanish history is not yet generally rec- 
ognized, for Seville is initiating a monu- 
ment to him. It is argued that Spain 
ought to have concentrated her energies 
in developing her European possessions 
and, if an outlet was required elsewhere, 
that she ought to have chosen northern 
Africa, where she is now no longer free 
to extend her political influence. 

The lower classes seem animated by 
a corresponding spirit of fatalistic res- 
ignation. Nowhere are theresymptoms 
of popular excitement that are danger- 
ous. Madrid was never more quiet or 
orderly. Last night one of the poorest 
and most populous quarters of the city 
celebrated an annual nocturnal fete. 
The people enjoyed themselves as usual 
in a joyous, light-hearted fashion. Sim- 
flar tranquility prevails in the provinces. 
The alarmists now point to the dangers 
which will arise from the return of the 
repatriated army; but the government 
has taken ample precautions. 

It is expected that the evacuation 
of Cuba will not be completed until De- 
cember. Press telegrams from Havana 
state that despite the disappointment 
in military circles, the news of peace 
was, on the whole, well received, 

The Cuban autonomist government 
has resigned. It is believed that the 
Spanish government will refuse to ac- 
cept the resignations of Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco and Governor General Au- 
gustin, Havana telegrams represent 
the Spanish element in the colony as 
favoring American annexation as the 
best means to insure prosperity and 
avert anarchy. Mr. Cambon, the 
French ambassador to the United States, 
has been decorated with the grand cross 
of the order of Charles III. 

PLENTY OF MOISTURE. 
Ended, and Luxuriant Growth 
of Vegetation Follows, 

Boston, Aug. 16.—General cloudiness, 
essively moist atmosphere and fre-

exc 
quent showers, with uniform tempera- 
ture, near the average, prevailed last 
week in about all sections of the district. 
The moisture and the showers, together 
with seasonable temperature, have been 
favorable to luxuriant growth of all 
vegetation. They have, however, re- 
tarded all farm work. Haying has re- 
mained at a standstill, and grain has 
become overripe for want of suitable 
weather for harvesting. The warm, 
moist weather, in a few instances, has 
injured grass, grain, potatoes and fruit. 

From all sections the reports are fav- 
orable to corn. Inthe vicinity of North- 
field, Vt., sweet corn will be ready for 
canning a week to 10 days earlier than 
usual. Winter wheat in some fields of 
New Hampshire will yleld as much as 
20 bushels to the acre. In many sections 
of all the states grain is now overripe, 
and there is danger of loss. In a few 
cases where oats and barley have been 
cut and are standing in shocks the grain 
is sprouting. 

Much grass remains to be cut in the 
northern portion. As there js still hope 
of suitable weather for completing the 
harvest, it is not considered that much 
loss will occur. Rowen is generally re- 
ported as good. 

Apples have improved; the quality will 
make up in many instances for the loss 
in quantity. The wet weather favored 
berries, which are plentiful. Peaches in 
some orchards are ripening prematurely 
and rotting. Grapes are not reported as 
very good. Cranberries are generally 
reported an average crop. 

Vegetables continue abundant, es- 
pecially in gardens. As there is much 
rust and blight reported generally, the 
potato crop for the district will not be 
large. Early varieties are being dug, 
especially in the south. Tomatoes are 
abundant, but need sunshine. Vines, 
cucumbers, squash, pumpkins, etc., 
promise good crops. It is too wet for 
beans, though little damage Is reported. 

Tobacco is reported In good condition 
end is promising. Cutting {s at full 
Peight in numerous sections.

Waverly, N. Y., Aug. 1.—A young 
man whose dead body was found with 
a bullet wound over the left eye near 
the Pennsylvania railroad tracks has 
been identified as Frederick Woods of 
3altimore. There appears to be no 
doubt that Woods was murdered, as his 
pockets were turned inside out. It is 
the opinion of the police that he was not 
killed where his body was found, but 
that the body was carried there from a 
distance.

COSY HOME RUINED. 


Water Soaked by Bursting Pipe 
During Vacation. - 


It was a hard sight that greeted those 
who opened up the house of Mr. F. A. 
Tupper on Linden place on Monday 


Tupper, for the interior of their once 
cosy attractive home was nearly ruined. 
Mr. and Mrs. Tupper have been at 
Shelburne Falls during the summer 
months, and their home has_ been 
closed. The key was left with Rich- 
ard Talbot who has charge of the 
Comey property on Greenleaf street, 
but he had no occasion to enter the 
house until Sunday, when he heard 
the running water and went in and 
found the house flooded with water. 

He immediately shut the water off, 
but the damage had been done. How 
long the water had been running is 
not known, but it had been long 
enough to ruin practically everything 
in the house. Down stairs on the 
street floor the carpets were soaked 
through and through, and the water 
stood an inch or two deep, while in 
other places where the water had 
soaked through, it was covered thick 
with mould. Tables had been so 
thoroughly soaked that they had 
warped and fallen apart. Walls were 
streaked and discolored where water 
had run down, and on the ceilings 
water stood dripping and in places the 
ceiling was about ready to drop. 

Valuable pictures on the walls were 
covered with mould, as was also the 
upholstered furniture on the floor. Mr. 
Tupper had a collection of rare and 
costly books and these had been so 
thoroughly wet that the covers were 
twisted out of shape and were thick 
with mould. - The street floor suffered 
the most, for the thick carpets pre- 
vented the water from readily run- 
ning off, and thus created a dampness 
causing mould to form in places that 
water had failed to reach. 

Upstairs, clothing and beds were 
badly soaked, and it is doubtful if 
they can ever be put in condition to 
use again. It is hard to estimate the 
amount of damage done. It must be 
heavy, for even if dried out, it 
doubtful if much of the furniture can 
again be used. 

Plumber Keniley, who has made an 
investigation, the trouble was 
caused by the bursting of the pipe 
that supplies the tank in the attic, and 
was probably caused by a changing 
of the water pressure which will fre- 
quently burst pipes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tupper arrived home 
Monday and the sight of their beauti- 
ful home made them feel 
heart sick. 
fore the house can be occupied again, 
for it will have to be thoroughly dried, 
and much of the furnishings will have 
to be replaced with new.

FIFTH PAID OFF. 


The Government Paymaster Ar- 


rives at Last. 


Camp Dalton, 
Tuesday, Aug. 16. 
Uncle Sam’s paymaster arrived yes- 


terday and completed the payment of 
the Ist battalion last night. 


At 9.30 
this morning all the 2d and 3d bat- 
talion had been paid. Now that the 
boys have ceased to worry over their 
pay and have replenished the depleted 
exchequer, they will probably grow fat 
if they do not have too many long 
marches. The men were paid in full 
from June 25, the date they were mus- 
tered in up to Aug. J, the amount be- 
ing $18.72 per private, the officers re- 
ceiving more. It required over $20,000 
for the payment. 

A money order office has been es- 
tablished at camp, so that some of the 
money will be sent home. 

Monday was one day of rumors. 
The paymaster arrived in camp about 
forty times. Every team or military 
man that arrived on the grounds was 
welcomed as the money bearers. 

The usual drills took place. Some 
fine work was done in the afternoon 
in battalion drill. 

Capt. Kincaide and Major Morrison 
arrived today from a trip to Ports- 
mouth. They left Saturday evening to 
visit friends but were surprised all 
around. Admira) Cervera arrived at 
Portsmouth at about the same time and 
Capt. Kincaide and Major Morrison 
were favored with an introduction. 

A reception was given the Admiral 
and our frends were extended an invi- 
tation. The Admiral they found to be 
very gentlemanly appearing. He 
seeemed to be very unassuming and 
his expression denoted anything but 
a fighter. He spoke in very broken 
English but understood everything. 


On Sunday a visit was made to the 
prisoners confined on the island. 
These they found to be happy and 


as comfortable as bugs in a rug. Those 
without proper clothing on arrival, 
have been supplied by the U. S. Gov- 
ernment. Most of them are attired in 
white duck trousers and jackets, The 
rest of their equipment consists of an 
enameled plate, bowl, knife, fork and 
They are fed and taken care of 
better than most of our own soldiers 
when at the front. Great precaution 
has been used to prevent their escape, 
but anyone who has seen them will 
say that they could not be driven away. 

In the afternoon an imitation bull

There is not a house in Santiago 
where there are less than three of the 
inmates sick while from sixty to 
seventy of the natives die every day of 
what they call ‘‘pernicious’’ malaria. 
This in a city of 60,000 inhabitants, 
The children collect in a bottle the 
water that runs through the streets and 
carry it home for drinking purposes 
and you can imagine what it must 
be when you remember there is not 
a sewer in the place. 

I do not know whether I wrote 
you or not that General Shafter 
absolutely refused to allow the 
corps to land and ordered it back to 
Tampa. Do you wonder I was glad to 
get out of the place even to Tampa. 

Through various delays we remained 
on board the transport all day Saturday 
in Santiago expecting to sail every 
hour, and finally sailed as I before 
said, Sunday morning. 

I have described the wrecks in my 
other letters. I will not describe them 
again, we returned by exactly the same 
route and so have seen Cervera’s fleet 
(the remains) twice. 

The boat we are on is the Securanca 
and belongs to the Ward line and is a 
U.S. and Brazil Mail Steamer and was 
used as the Headquarters of Gen. 
Shafter and all the Foreign Attaches 
laying outside of Morro Castle since 
early last June. She saw the whole of 
the sea fight and the destruction of 
Cervera’s floet and was the 2d vessel to 
enter the harbor. The bottom is cov- 
ered with barnacles, etc., which re- 
tards her speed to quite an extent. She 
has a limited crew the greater portion 
being sick, and as the last time she 
took on provisions was May 13, 1898, 
you can imagine we are down to hard 
We have no butter or ice aboard

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NEGRO CAUSED A RIOT. 


Assault on a Volunteer Nearly Re- 
sults In a Lynching. 


Southern Soldiers Restrained 
With Difficulty. 


Major Protects the Otender by a Threat of 
Shooting. 


San Francisco, Aug. 16.—Dan Thomas, 
a@ negro, was wounded and narrowly es- 
caped lynching at the hands of 500 Ten- 
nessee soldiers yesterday. Two men of 
troop B of the regular cavalry, which 
attempted to quell the riot, were dragged 
from their horses by the volunteers and 
slightly injured. The negro’s house was 
wrecked. Officers of the Tennessee regi- 
ment finally sent the men back to quar-} 
ers and took the bleeding negro to the} 
guardhouse for protection. 

The trouble began in a saloon, where! 
Will Davis, a private of company L, 
First Tennessee regiment, was drinking. 
Five or six other soldiers from different 
regiments and the negro were in the 
place. According to the story told by 
Davis the negro asked for a drink. 
Davis replied that he had no money, 
whereupon the negro struck Davis in the 
eye with brass nuckles. The two closed 
in a struggle until they were separated 
by an Iowa private. 

The negro left the saloon and went 
home. Thither he was followed by the) 
soldiers, who wrecked the negro’s house. | 


But for the arrival of Major Cheatham, | 
the negro might have fared worse. Ma-| 
jor Cheatham covered the leaders with 
his pistol and said he would kill the first | 
man who injured the negro. This ac-} 
tion saved the negro from immediate) 
violence, but on the way to the guard-| 
house the negro was struck by Private) 
Scruggs a terrible blow over the head | 
with a bludgeon. The soldiers were 
quieted with much difficulty. All the! 
men engaged in the riot were volunteers. 
Most of them were Tennesseeans, but} 


there were a number also from the Kan- 
sas and Iowa regiments. 


Striking Miners Shot. 

Pana, Ils., Aug. 16.—A shooting affray 
occurred on the highway near the city 
limits leading to the Springside coal mine} 
Monday. This is the only one of the} 
four large coal mines in Pana that is! 
attempting to do any mining, and but| 
seven non-union miners are working} 
here. 

Several hundred union miners were} 
congregated on the principal highway 
leading to the mine when Edward Jones | 
and Jamés Palmer, non-union men, rode 
up on horesback into the miners’ lines, | 
and without any provocation, it Is said, 
other than the miners asking to talk 
with them, began firing into the crowd, 
at the same time retreating as fast as 
their horses would carry them, but not 
until they had emptied their revolvers 
into the niners’ ranks. Andrew Toomey 
had his right hand shattered by a ball 
and Michael Yermacavich was shot in 
the thigh. One other miner is said to 
have been seriously injured. 

The union miners quickly rallied and 
headed by William Baker with a shot- 
gun, which he secured at his home, pur- 
sued Palmer to his home, where he had 
surrounded himself in his doorway by 
his female relatives to prevent Baker} 
shooting. Later Palmer and Jones were 
taken to the city jail. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The Portugal ministry has resigned. 

There are 110 patients in the hospital 
at Camp Alger, about 40 of whom are 
suffering from typhoid fever. 

Arthur Hughes, 14 years old, was 
drowned in the Salmon Falls, N. H., 
river while bathing with a companion. 

Gladys Osmore of Newport, Vt., 14 
years old, had her clothes take fire from 
a stove yesterday, and three hours later 
she died. 

The attorney general of Ohio has de- 
cided to bring an action against the 
American Steel and Wire company un- 
der the anti-trust law. 

The Japanese government has con- 
sented to settle the Hawaiian dispute 
by the payment of £15,000 to compensate 
for the rejection of emigrants. 

A San Francisco paper says that the 
$3,000,000 eg}ate of Adolph Sutro is in- 
solvent ang that unless the creditors | 
agree to withdraw their claims for the 
time being the property will be hope- 
lessly swamped. 

Robert P. Portey, the superintendent 
of the last general census of the United 
States, has been appointed a commijs- 
sioner to examine and report upon the 
finances, banking systems and customs 
laws of Cuba and Porto Rico. 

After a successful ascent in a baHoon 
at Clarendon, N. Y., yesterday, Professor 
Litchfield descended with a parachute 
which fell into the lake near Fluvanna. 
Litchfield’s head struck the rail of a row- 
boat, and his recovery is doubtful. 

Persistent rumors are current that a 
meeting will take place between Em- 
peror William and the czar in the fjret 
week in September, Emperor William 
desiring to remove the suspicions with 
which his eastern tour is regarded in 
Russia and France, 

The Flint company of Providence, the 
largest furniture concern in the state, 
made an assignment yesterday. A 
member of the firm expects the concern 
will pay 100 cents on the dollar. He fixed 
the liabilities at $94,000, and said the as- 
sets would be somewhat larger.

My wife wanted to see her before she 
died. The trip was too expensive for 
the entire family, so we left the children 
at home. We left them food for their 
immediate wants, and they were in- 
structed to get anything they needed at 
the grocery where we have credit.” 

Justice Brenner took the Wilsons’ plea 
of not guilty to the charge of deserting 
their children. They were released in 
$300 bail. 

Old Man's Fury. 

Atlanta, Aug. 16.—In Justice Lan- 
drum's court yesterday William Bain, 
aged 71 years, cut the throat of James 
Phillips, aged 30, who Bain claims se- 
duced his daughter. Phillips’ wound is 
dangerous and the doctors say he may 
not recover. 

A case of seduction against Phillips 
by Bain'’s daughter, Mrs. Mary Scafe, 
Was on trial. As soon as the hearing 
opened Phillips’ attorneys secured a con- 
tinuance.

Bailiffs caught Bain and he 
was handcuffed.

Politics In Washington's Time.

PORTO RICAN NATIVES 


Happy In the Realization of a Cher- 
ished Aspiration, 


Freed at Last From the Yoke 
of Oppression. 


Better Class of Spaniards Also Generally 
Glad at Result. 


Ponce, Aug. 17.—A most enthusiastic 
welcome has been given the American 
conquerors by the natives of Porto Rico. 
For many years they had dreamed of the 
happy time, now arrived, when the 
hand of the oppressors would be removed 
from their throats; and now it has come. 
With the exception of a few of the rich, 
they seem to care little about the inde- 
pendence of the island. The other revo- 
lutionists, ambitious for political power, 
inquired anxiously if we would retain 
possession of the island and shouted 
enthusiastically for “free Porto Rico,” 
but the great majority cares but little 
for independence, perfectly satisfied 
with the conviction that we have come 
to drive out the Spaniards. 

The writer accompanied a reconnoit- 
ering expedition under General Stone 
into the mountains north of Ponce. It 
was remarkable in more ways than one. 
General Miles had ascertained that the 
enemy’s position at Abonito was almost 
impregnable, and he had decided to turn 
the left flank of the Spanish position by 
landing Brooke's forces at Arroyo and 
thence moving his column to Cayey, in 
the rear of the Spanish position at Abon- 
ito. The advisability of a movement by 
our left flank was also discussed. This 
could be done if the road across the 
mountains to Arecibo, on the north 
coast, Was passable. The reports were 
that there was a fine carriage road from 
Utuado to Arecibo, The only question 
Was as to the character of the road as 
far as the former point. General Stone 
volunteered to make the reconnaisance, 
He took with him several men of the 
signal corps, four newspaper corre- 
spondents in carriages, armed with 
Remingtons, and a company of the Sec- 
ond Wisconsin. The start was made at 
noon. Word of our approach had pre- 
ceded us, and as we drove in women and 
children lining the streets bombarded us 
with bouquets, while the men who formed 
the background cheered the Americans 
and cried, ‘Down with Spain.” We were 
hailed as deliverers. This quaint town 
up in the mountains has a picturesque 
square, where the people congregated to 
cheer and welcome us. They had Ameri- 
can flags which they had made them- 
selves, and these they waved aloft. 

Every citizen constituted himself a 
reception committee, besieging the mem- 
bers of our party with invitations to 
dinner. General Stone finally accepted 
the invitation of a rich Englishman who 
had lived there 54 years. His children 
spoke nothing but Spanish and French, 
and the old gentleman was so delighted 
that he could himself still speak English 
that he would not take no for an answer. 
“T was afraid I had forgotten my native 
language,” said he, speaking slowly and 
las if groping for his words. “Of course 
I read English books; but no one here 
speaks English, and the words sound 
gtrange to me. It is like a memory ofa 
former existence to hear you talk; but, 
oh, so pleasant tothe ear. I thank God 
an English speaking people has come 
at last.” 

The correspondents insisted upon go- 
ing to the hotel, taking with them halfa 
dozen natives who had been particularly 
pressing in their invitations, and we had 
dinner with half the town at the little 
doors and windows. Our guests wanted 
to drink our healths at every pause in the 
conversation and several times during 
each of the courses. They appeared in- 
tensely grieved when we declined to 
sample all the different kinds of wine 
they offered. 

In this island we will possess one of the 
garden spots of the globe. Columbus 
spoke truly when he said in 1493 that it 
was an earthly paradise. From the 
ocean, the island looks like a sea of hills. 
A mountainous country is in the center, 
the main chain, the Cayey mountains, 
extending across it from east to west. 
Another chain, the Yuguilla mountains, 
runs from Cape San Juan to Arecibo, 
but the foot-hills are all laced with little 
streams running through broad savan- 
nahs that would make the heart of an 
American farmer throb with pleasure. 
The soil is a rich, deep loam, and the 
mountain rocks are mostly limestone. 
Sugar plantations in the bottom lands 
and cocoanut and coffee plantations on 
the hills greet the eye everywhere. 

Considering the force at his command, 
Colonel Hulings disposed his men ad- 
mirably; but the Spaniards, who at first 
considerably outnumbered Colonel Hul- 
ings’ force, could at any time have 
flanked him. The broad fields which 
stretch away on each side of the mili- 
fary road are covered with growing 
sugar cane, from six to 10 feet high, and 
would afford shelter to an army corps, 
but the Spaniards did not attempt to mo- 
lest the invading forces, although they 
must have had plenty of information re- 
garding our location and numbers. They 
gid not even attempt to waylay the 
little detachments which Hulings sent 
out on the various roads for reconnoiter- 
ing purposes. Occasionally these part- 
{es would run into a Spanish outpost and 
retire, but the next dav when a recon- 


nalsance in force would reach the spot, 
the Spaniards would have disappeared. 

Evidences were continually found be- 

ween Juan Diaz and Coaina, 14 miles 
beyond, of contemplated resistance, 
which had been abandoned at the sight 
of our uniforms. Bridges were found 
ready for mining; trenches were begun 
and abandoned. The Spaniard seems 
to fight best when his back is against 
the walt. It was so et Santiago. He 
seems to dread the first onset, but once 
the fighting is begun, be shows an utter 
Podifference to death. Thus, without 
striking a blow, the main Spanish force 
which had been statiqged here retreated 
all the way to Abonfts, while the small 
garrisons in the towns and Villages, after 
committing all sorts of depredations and 
terrorizing the inhabitants, were all 
drawn in at that polw#& Perhaps it is ne 
small wonder that teey grew faint- 
hearted when confronted with the Amer- 
icans who had dealt them such blows by 
land and sea; but it must also be said 
in their defense that San Martin, their 
commander here, was considered a rank 
coward for evacuating Ponce, and it 
took the Spanish troops sume time to 
rally after the demoralizing example set 
by him. When Otega, his superior, took 
command, San Martin was sent to San 
Juan under arrest. 

The wholesale desertion of the volun- 
teers doubtless contributed also to the 
early demoralization of the regiments, 
It is a tribute to the soldiers of Spain, 
nowever, that not one of them deserted. 
The volunteers are a poor lot. Most of 
them are natives, or Spaniards anxious 
to get into the public service. They 
joined the volunteers because no man 
can live on the public in any capacity 
in Porto Rico unless he is enrolled asa 
volunteer. With the prospect of im- 
mediate American control over the isl- 
and, these people took the first oppor- 
tunity of deserting. A French ship cap- 
tain, who was at Guanica when the first 
landing was made there, says he heard 
volunteers denouncing the “American 
pigs” that day with abundant Spanish 
profanity who two days later were greet- 
ing our soldiers at Ponce with profuse 
protestations of friendship for us and 
maledictions upon Spain and everything 
Spanish. These two-faced wretches are 
simply time-servers, 

Many of the Spaniards of the better 
class make no such protestations, al- 
though they are genuinely glad that the 
end of Spanish ru‘e, with its exactions 
and oppressions,isathand. They donot 
forget that they are Spaniards, proud of 
a race whose achievements were so many 
and so great; and they view with grief 
‘the final ruin of Spain's military glory. 
The writer lodged one night at the 
hacienda of a rich planter, just outside 
of Juan Diaz. The planter was a Span- 
iard. His wife and children were born 
in Spain. They were rather frigid at 
first, but when they ascertained that the 
writer and his companion were corre- 
spondents, not officers, they gradually 
became more genial, and, after disposing 
fof a bottle of old Madeira, the old gen- 
tleman actually wept. It ‘as not, he 
said, because the Americans were to 
possess the fair island of Porto Rico. 
He had been in America and fully real- 
ized that with our conquest would come 
progress and many advantages to the 
inhabitants. He wept, he said, because 
the Spanish soldiers had basely deserted 
their flag and dishonored their country. 
To be defeated, to yield to superior forces 
—that was honorable; but to flee—that 
was disgraceful. Then, as his eyes 
lighted up, he said: “But Otega and 
Macias will retrieve the national honor; 
they will fight. They may die, but they 
wil] fight.’’ It was strange to hear this 
Spaniard, who honestly rejoiced because 
of the prospective American conquest, 
bewail the fact that thus far the in- 
vasion had been bloodless. He desired 
to see the island conquered, but not sur- 
rendered. 

A Conciliatory Spirit, 

London, Aug. 17.—The Daily Graphic 
understands that an exchange of views 
is occurring between the governments 
of Great Britain and Russia, and that 
negotiations started on Friday last are 
proceeding in a conciliatory spirit on 
both sides. Russia declares that she 
has no interest, financial or otherwise, 
in the Pekin-Hankow railway nor any 
desire to acquire any. 

Paid Respects to Long. 

Hingham, Mass., Aug. 17.—The Wam- 
patuck club of this town tendered a re- 
ception to John L. Long, secretary of the 
navy, at the clubhouse last night, that 
eclipsed any effort of the club. A gen- 
eral invitatioh was extended from the 
pulpits of the local churches last Sun- 
day, and hundreds availed themselves 
of the opportunity of paying respect to 
their townsman, who is at his country 
home for a few days. 

The secretary, accompanied by his two 
daughters, arrived at the clubhouse 
shortly before 8 o’clock, when a salute 
of 17 guns was fired by Cushing's battery. 
The house was lavishly trimmed with 
bunting and flowers, while the grounds 
were profusely illuminated by lanterns. 
From 8 until 10 o'clock a continual line 
of men, women and children passed 
through the parlor and grasped the hand 
of the distinguished guest, who had a 
pleasant word for all. There were a 
large number in attendance from Bos- 
ton, Hull, Cohasset, Weymouth, and 
neighboring towns. 


Immense Fuperal Pile. 

Santiago, Aug. 17.—The bodies of the 
dead Spaniards continue to be cremated. 
Over 70 have been burned sofar. Yes- 
terday afternoon 70 were to be burned. 
Over two rails a dozen bodies are 
stretched, across them another dozen, 
and then about 30 corpses are stacked in 
an immense funeral pile ten high. The 
pile is then saturated with kerosene 
and the torch applied. A fall of rain 
put out the fire, causing the bodies to 
be only half burned. Around the pile 
lay 22° coffins containing corpses in a 
state of decomposition. Several naked 
bodies were strewn upon the ground in 
a state of putrefication. Altogether 
about 70 unburied and unconsumed 
bodies lay around. The stench was ter- 
rible. This happened at a cemetery 
within the city limits. 

The authorities and the cemetery offi- 
clals say it is impossible to get men to 
work at the cremation. Wages of $1 


@ day nrove no inducement to the na-! 


tives to work at this gruesome toil. The 
unconsumed bodies will be left upon the 
earth until fine weather may help the 
eremation. 

These 70 corpses represent two days 
dead from the Spanish camp. The dan- 
ger to the population from the stench, 
the presence of the buzzards, vultures 
and flies is incalculable. 


In Favor of Aunexation, 

Havana, Aug. 17.—Everywhere in the 
cafes and on the streets the conditions of 
peace are the subject of anxious inquiry, 
as thus far nothing definite is known. 
The Various reports are made the sub- 
ject of a thousand comments, each man 
suiting his own desire or whim. It is 
noticeable, however, that the former 
roughness of tone that characterized the 
Havana press in all allusions to America 
fand Americans has disappeared, al- 
though these journals still protest their 
dignity and reassert their love toward 
the mother country. 

The Spanish residents in Cuba have 
conducted themselves with exemplary 
discretion since the report was received 
of the signing of the protocol. Havana 
is tranquil and its people are turning 
their attentions to their daily vocations 
in the hope of retrieving partly the losses 
sustained during the period of the in- 
®urrection and war. Their present 
temper is a guarantee that public order 
will be observed. Thus far there has 
been no symptom of fanatical disturb- 
ance. It is safe to say that wherever 
the conditions of peace are discussed 
the opinion is freely expressed, at least 
by those who realize the importance of 
maintaining order, that under existing 
conditions annexation to any other gov- 
ernment would be the best solution of 
the problem. 


Must Accept the Situation. 

Washington, Aug. 17.—Some of the 
Cubans encamped about Santiago do 
not seem disposed to accept the condi- 
tions imposed by the armistice. Some 
troubles have occurred. Secretary Al- 
ger, in speaking of the matter, said that 
it might as well be fully understood that 
the United States would control the sur- 
rendered territory, and manage the af- 
fairs of that territory. Those who re- 
mained within the jurisdiction would 
have to obey the laws and officers of the 
United States. 

Corbett’s Parents Dead, 

San Francisco, Aug. 17.—Patrick J. 
Corbett, father of James J. Corbett, the 
pugilist, shot and killed his wife at an 
eerly hour Tuesday morning. He then 
turned the revolver upon himself and 
committed suicide. The hypothesis is 
accepted by the family and by the inti- 
mate acquaintances and friends of the 
household that Mr. Corbett was laboring 
under the effects of temporary insanity. 

The terrible tragedy occurred at the 
Corbett home, over the livery stable oc- 
cupied by the elder Corbett. As near as 
the time can be fixed, the shots rang out 
at 4:50 o’clock, Mrs. Corbett being killed 
as she lay asleep in her bed. 

So far as can be ascertained, there was 
not the slightest reason why the husband 
should have sought to wreak such ven- 
geance upon his wife, as for nearly hal 
a century the couple had lived happily 
and in perfect contentment together. 
Indeed, during the evening they had 
chatted pleasantly about their fireside 
with two of their daughters, and at an 
early hour had retired without the slight- 
est indication having been given of what 
was to follow within the next few hours. 
With Mr. and Mrs. Corbett resided their 
two unmarried daughters and a married 
daughter, Mrs. Charles A. King, with 
her husband. 

When Mr. Corbett purchased the pisto: 
mobody seems to know apparently, as 
he was never knewn to keep a weapon 
in the house. Whether during his tem- 
porary spell of insanity he had contem- 
plated the deed no one can tell. Thera 
is little doubt but what Corbett was tem- 
porarily insane when he committed his 
deed, and he inherited the mania from 
his ancestors. His sister, Margaret 
Griffin, is now an inmate of the Napa 
insane asylum, having been confined 
there six years.

WHY THEY RESIGNED, 


Troubles In the Bay State Sixth Told 
by the Colonel. 


Accused of Being Too Consid- 
erate of His Men. 


Had Refused to Order a Courtmartial of the 
Weary Laggards. 


Boston, Aug. 17.—The recent troubles 
in the Sixth Massachusetts infantry, 
which led to the resignation of Colonel 
Woodward and several other officers, 
are told to some extent in a letter re- 
ceived from The Journal's correspon- 
dent with that regiment. In an Iinter- 
view Colonel Woodward says: “For 
some time we have had signs that the 
Sixth was not popular. I was told that 
I was ordered to appear before a board. 
I was told Also that the officers had for 
a long time had their eyes on the Sixth, 
with the knowledge that it was not a 
good regiment. They said that when we 
arrived at Camp Alger they doubled the 
guard, and that when we reached 
Charleston we were a mob. 

“Probably you have heard about the 
difficulties at Charleston. They were 
discussed before we left the continent. 
discussed before we left the country. 
in the Sixth hurt us a great deal in the 
eyes of the people in that city. Well, 
this morning Matters came to a head. 
The specific charges made by General 
Garretson, commander of our brigade, 
related to the straggling on the march 
between Guanica and here. Our men 
had been 18 days on the Yale when they 
went into that scrimage at Guanica. The 
food was not of the best and the heat 
weakened the men. When the march 
here began they were very tired, and I 
did not have the heart to be severe with 
those who were exhausted. 

“General Henry said that the volun- 
teers suffered from too much good feel- 
ing of this kind; that I had been among 
the men in my regiment too long, and 
that discipline suffered greatly. He said 
they shot men in the regulars when they 
felb out. I replied emphatically that 
perhaps that was his custom, but it was 
not mine. I even said that I did not have 
the heart te court-martial these boys 
for being exhausted. I said too that if I 
had been on foot I could not have stood 
the last day’s march; and evenasit was, 
that I was too tired to move when we 
reached the camp. I actually fell down 
here and did nothing until the men put 
up my tent, and I, you should remem- 
ber, was on a horse all day. 

“I said I had no desire to court- 
martial the stragglers. The general 
said I must. I said I would resign first, 
and he said my resignation would be 
accepted. Lieutenant Colonel Clafin 
said thesame. Major Taylor said so too, 
Majors Darling and Presho are at 
Guanica and Yance. .Captain Goodale, 
who is the senior captain, also resigned. 
Chaplain Dusseault said he could not 
stand by and see it done. So we all re- 
signed, were told that our resignations 
would be accepted, and Captain Cook of 
I company of Concord, the next highest 
officer here at Ponce, is in command of 
the regiment. 

“We were ordered before the board, 
and we resigned. You may say, if you 
wish, that I consider this is a reflection 
upon a good regiment. If it is not a dis- 
grace to Massachusetts, what could be? 
There has been clashing always with 
brigade officers. Part of it grows out of 
the bad feeling that prevails almost 
everywhere between the regulars and 
volunteers. Some of it is personal. At 
Camp Alger our regiment was one to be 
proud of, and we were often picked out 
for our efficiency. Since then we have 
worked hard and faithfully under severe 
handicaps. You can say, too, that there 
has been treachery on the part of one of 
my staff officers. He has been out of 
touch with me from the start, and had 
repeatedly made complaints to officers 
in one way and another. You can see 
for yourself that the men are with us.” 


Orders Not Regarded, 

New York, Aug. 17.—There was a 
head-on collision between an excursion 
train and the Boonton accommodation 
train on the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western railroad between Mt. Ta- 
bor and Denville, N. J. There is but 
a single track where the collision oc- 
curred. The excursion train was from 
Morristown, and was on its way ~ to 
Lake Hopatcong with a party of 70¢ 
Odd Fellow excursionists. The Boon- 
ton train was coming toward Morris- 
town. It is alleged that failure to re- 
gard signals caused the trains to come 
together. Both engines were wrecked 
Sheriff Durling of Morris county, who 
was on the Morristown excursion train, 
was knocked down and badly hurt. 
Baggagemaster Hamilton of the Boon- 
ton train had three ribs broken. Many 
of the Morristown excursionists received 
slight cuts and bruises, but none was 
very seriously injured. The trains 
were running at a speed of about 2% 
miles per hour. 


Voting In the Territory. 

Washington, Aug. 17.—The secretary 
of the interior has promulgated a de- 
cision to the effect that the Choctaw 
freedmen may and the Chickasaw freed- 
men may not vote at the election on the 
24th inst. in the Indian Territory for the 
ratification of an act for the protection 
of the people of the territory. It is held 
that the Choctaw nation adopted cer- 
tain persons of African descent resident 
in the nation at the date of the treaty 
of Fort Smith and their descendants, 
and gave to them all the rights, including 
the right of suffrage, of said nation ex- 
cept in the annuities and public domain 
claimed or belonging to the nation. The 
Chickasaws, however, it is held, afte: 
offering to adopt these freedmen in a 
similar manner, later refused to do so.

How the Men were Paid—Col. 

Whitney’s Father Dead. 
Camp Dalton, 
Wednesday, Aug. 17. 
= Col. Whitney received word yesterday 
of the death of his father, and left 
camp in the evening to attend the 
funeral.

PALL OF MANILA, 


Admiral Dewey Substantiates the 
Newspaper Accounts. 
Washington, Aug. 17—The Navy 
department has received a dispatch 
from Admiral Dewey fully substanti- 
ating the newspaper accounts of the 
fall of Manila. The dispatch states 
that the city was taken and the United 
Staies flag hoisted. There were no 
casulties on the part of the navy. 


Good Work by Land Forces. 

New York, Aug. 17—A apecial to 
the New York Journal states that 
Manila was not taken without a 
struggle on the part of the land forces. 
Five men were killed and forty-five 
wounded. There is alsoa report that 
the followers of the Insurgent leader 
revolted and were quelled by force. 


Government of the Islands. 

Washington, Aug. 17.—Gradually the 
framework of a government for the civil 
administration of affairs in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and such portions of the Philip- 
pines as this government controls is 
being formed. At the outset the mili- 
tary authorities will be in charge of all 
administration affairs in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and other acquired possessions; 

ut the military forces can do little more 
than direct their orderly execution. 
The carrying on of postal communica- 
tion and the collection of customs are 
civil functions which will be taken in 
hand by the appropriate bureaus here, 
the entire work being under the protec- 
tion of the military authorities. The 
Spanish government has been quite so- 
licitous as to the method of administer- 
ing affairs in the Antilles, owing to large 
Spanish interests remaining there. The 
French ambassador has received a num- 
ber of inquiries in this line, and these 
have been laid before the state depart- 
ment. 


Cervera Gone to Annapolis. 

Portsmouth, Aug. 17.—After a sojourn 
of three days in this city, during which 
time he was almost constantly employed 
in looking after the interests of his sailor 
prisoners, Admiral Cervera, with his 
son, left yesterday for Annapolis. A 
tremendous crowd assembled in the sta- 
tion to bid the distinguished visitor 
goodbye, and the admiral had hard work 
in reaching the train. 

Before he left, the admiral stated that 
upon his arrival at Annapolis he would 
continue his work of arranging for the 
transportation of his men to their na- 
tive land, and he hoped their departure 
would be made within a month. He 
also said he expected to leave for Spain 
sometime before the first of September. 


Had Yellow Fever. 

Washington, Aug. 17.—According to 
reports received at the marine hospita! 
service two of the six vessels which have 
arrived at Monatauk point, L. I., with 
troops from Shafter’s army were in- 
fected. One of these, the Grand Duch- 
ess, had four cases of yellow fever 
aboard and a number of suspects. 


To Be Mustered Ont. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—A Washington dis- 
patch to The Herald states that while 
it is impossible to give a complete and 
accurate list of the New England regi- 
ments which will be mustered out it is 
very likely that the Second, Fifth anc 
Ninth Massachusetts and the First Mas- 
sachusetts artillery, batteries A, B, C 
and D of the Maine heavy artillery, 
the First New Hampshire infantry, the 
First Vermont infantry, batteries A and 
B, Rhode Island light battery, the Third 
Connecticut infantry and batteries A 
Band C, Connecticut heavy artillery, wil 
be the ones selected. 


Struck at a Crossing. 

Newport, Vt., Aug. 16.—D. L. Hildreth, 
an elderly man, was probably fatally 
hurt on the railroad at Trow’s crossing 
yesterday. He was driving from here 
to Newport Center, his wife and grand- 
son being in the carriage with him, and 
did not notice a freight train at the 
crossing. The vehicle was demolished 
and the horse killed, but Mrs. Hildreth 
escaped serious injury, and the grand- 
fon was unhurt. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Gershom Buckley, a flagman, was in- 
stantly killed in Bridgeport. He got 
mixed up between a passenger and a 
freight going in opposite directions. 

The New York aldermen last night 
killed the Guggenheimer ordinance 
against swearing in public places by 
laying it on the table by an almost 
unanimous vote.

WILL NOT TUNNEL. 


Boynton Bieyele Railway Will 
Avoid Our Granite Hills. 


It is reported that the company 
which proposes to build the E. Moody 
Boyton bicycle railroad between Mon- 
tello and Mayflower park has contract- 
ed for building the line between those 
points with a Boston concern. The 
principals expect that the firm will get 
to work within three weeks.

As soon as the first section is com- 
pleted our intention is to commence 
operating cars between Montello and 
Mayflower Park, aud later to Quincy, 
where our station will be less than a 
stone’s throw from the Old Colony 
station. This will give Brockton 
people a 10-cent fare to Quincy and al- 
low convenient connections with the 
Old Colony until our road is completed 
to Boston. There is but one bridge, 
in passing under Union street, Hol- 
brook, that has to be built on the first 
section. 

** The principal reason for the delay 
in building the road was encountered 
in Braintree. The town voted unani- 
mously to grant us a location there, 
and at two hearings before the select- 
men their vote was also unanimous to 
grant us a location. But there is a 
hitch in connection with signing the 
franchise. 

‘* Tn Quincy we have had no trouble 
at all, and shall apply fora location 
Tuesday. There is no difficulty on the 
Boston end, where our charter gives us 
a location seven miles out. 

‘“‘The first section of the road to be 
built, as shown by the profiles, runs in 
a straight line from near Howard brook 
in Brockton to the Braintree line, and 
thence is straight to Quincy. At 
Montello there is a slight curve. 
Through Quincy several curves have 
had to be made to ayoid the granite 
hills, the expense of tunneling which 
would be enormous.”’ 

It will be good news to learn that 
Quincy granite is not to be sacrificed 
in the march of improvements. 


SOUP WITH DUMPLINGS. 


How to Prepare an Inexpensive, Nutri- 
tious and Savory Dish. 

Soup is a wholesome, light and stim- 
ulating food, agreeing with every one 
and is of untold value to children and 
old folk, but I am sorry to say that 
this important branch of cooking is sore- 
ly neglected in many households. There 
is no reason why this should be so. It 
is not necessary for soups to be expen- 
sive, nor need there be much trouble in 
preparing them. It seems to me that a 
dinner without soup is incomplete, 
and I am sure if all our housewives 
knew the value of soup at the opening 
of a meal there would be no dinner 
served without it. I will give a recipe 
for a simple, inexpensive soup well 
adapted for warm weather: 

Procure a small veal knuckle, wash 
and place in saucepan; cover with cold 
water, place over the fire and when it 
boils add one teaspoonful salt, one 
leek, two onions, a tonto and two 
small carrots; cover and boil till the 
meat falls from the bone, then strain 
the broth. 

Shell one quart green peas, wash the 
shells and place them in saucepan with 
the veal knuckle. Boil till the meat is 
done, then strain the broth. In the 
meantime place the peas in another 
saucepan, add one teaspoonful sugar, 
cover barely with boiling water and boil 
till done and nearly dry. Add one tea- 
spoonful butter and little salt. Toss 
them for a few minutes, add them to 
the veal broth, return to the fire, taste, 
and, if necessary, add more salt. Melt 
half tablespoonful butter, add half ta- 
blespoonful flour, stir and cook a few 
minutes; add one tablespoonful fine 
chopped parsley, remove at once, not 
letting the soup boil after the parsley 
has been added, and serve. 

Place a small saucepan with half 
cupful milk and half tablespoonful but- 
ter over the fire. When it boils, add 
half cupful flour, stir and cook till it 
forms into a smooth paste, then remove 
and when nearly cold add the yolks of 
two eggs, one-quarter teaspoonful salt, 
alittle nutmeg and last the whites, 
beaten toastiff froth. Stir until smooth; 
then cut with a teaspoon small por- 
tions from this mixture, drop them into 
the soup, boil six minutes, then serve, 
or boil the dumplings in salted water 
and when done remove them with a 
skimmer and add them to the soup. 
This soup may be prepared by taking in 
place of veal one pound lean parboiled 
bacon. 


How to Make Pecan Tarts. 


Beat the yolks of three eggs to a 
cream, add half a cupful of sugar and 
beat for five minutes. Pound half a 
pound of shelled pecans slightly. Add 
them to the eggs and sugar. Place the 
mixture in patty pans lined with paste 
and bake from eight to ten minutes. 
Beat the whites of the eggs stiff. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, distribute 
the eggs among the tarts, spreading on 
top, and brown nicely in the oven.

HOLD THE PHILIPPINES. 


Senator Chandler Says Humanity Would 
Prevent Us From Giving Them to Spain. 

In a letter to the editor of the Boston 
Journal, dated at Concord, Mass., on 
Aug. 2, Senator William E. Chandler 
says: 

**While as anxious for peace as any 
true American, I do not see how we can 
now or any time hereafter return the 
Philippines to Spain. It is not a ques- 
tion of empire, but of humanity and of 
civil and religious liberty. When 
Dewey three months ago annihilated 
Spanish power in Luzon after full con- 
ferences and arrangements with the 
Philippine insurgents, peace at any 
price men in Washington said he had 
done an awkward act and had embar- 
rassed the administration. President 
McKinley did not so feel and is abso- 
lutely incapable of withdrawing the 
flags of Dewey and Merritt and allow- 
ing the Spanish soldiers captured by us 
in Cuba and transported to Spain to be 
sent thence to the Philippines to ravage 
the islands and to continue to commit 
cruelties far more enormous than any for 
which he has justly driven Spain out 
of the western hemisphere. The strug- 
gles of the Cuban heroes have been in a 
measure told. Those resulting from 
Spanish rule in the Philippines are un- 
told, but will come to light to the ever- 
lasting dishonor of our great republic 
if we allow 7,000,000 of human beings, 
to whom our flag has once brought free- 
dom and protection, to be again con- 
signed to slavery and brutal slaughter. 

‘‘The president and Minister Wood- 
ford omitted to tell Spain that the 
American congress and people had de- 
termined that Cuba should be wholly 
free. If this had been said, the war 
might have been avoided. The prwsi- 
dent should not now make a second 
mistake of encouraging Spain to believe 
that the American people will consent 
to deliberately consign by their affirma- 
tive act 7,000,000 people, now, thank 
God, free under the flag of the Ameri- 
can Union, to be again the victims of 
Spanish exactions, oppressions, cruel- 
ties and crimes. It may be that we do 
not want the islands as colonies, but 
we can certainly make them free and 
independent. To give them back to 
Spain would disgrace us in the eyes of 
England and all Europe and turn our 
battles of glory into victories of dishon- 
or,?? 


WHEN A MAUSER HITS. 


Captain Ducat’s Graphic Story of How He 
Was Wounded In Cuba, 

Captain A. O. Ducat, Twenty-fourth 
infantry, severely wounded in the fa- 
mous charge by American troops up 
San Juan hill, near Santiago, on July 
1, is recuperating strength at the Ducat 
homestead in Downer’s Grove, Ills. 
Captain Ducat looked pale and worn 
the other afternoon, but is improving. 
A Mauser bullet pierced through both 
hips and ranged down into the right 
leg, causing an injury that was at first 
reported fatal. Of the conduct of the 
American soldiers he tells glowing 
things. He said recently: 

‘“*We had been pursuing the Span- 
iards up the hill under heavy loss to 
both sides when I was struck. My men 
had been deployed and were making 
targets of the fleeing enemy when I felt 
what seemed to me to be a terribly hard 
rap, strong enough to whiz me about 
several times. Then I fell, and a dark 
mist came before my eyes, and I was 
seized with faintness. That is the way 
it feels to be struck by a Mauser bullet. 
Some of my men moved me back of the 
line of action, but the rain of lead was 
so severe that I was moved twice after 
that, and finally found myself in the 
dry bed of a river. I could still hear 
the shells whistle over me and witness 
the impact and shock caused by the bul- 
lets of the enemy as they hit the oppo- 
site bank. I left Siboney July 5 and 
embarked on the Cherokee. On the voy- 
age we saw the burning and wrecked 
Spanish battleships and scores of dead 
Spaniards floating near them, as if un- 
able to leave their ships even in death.”’ 
—Chicago Times-Herald.

Manila Spanish and Allies No Match 
For Opponents. 


Intrenchments Stormed When 
Fort Was Silenced. 


Little Gunboat’s Shots Most Effective of the | 
Entire Fleet. 


London, Aug. 17.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of The Telegraph says: 
“Nothing could be more humane than 
the Americans’ capture of the town. 
General Merritt and Admiral Dewey’s 
plan was to spare every object but the 
armed defenses and the trenches. Ap- 


parently the American losses were ex- 
tremely small. The Spanish trenches 


varied in distance from two to four milgs'

9:40, dnd a‘fairly continuous, but by fio 
means furious cannonade was kept up 
until 11:20. By that time the Malate 
fort was silenced, and the American 
troops then stormed the entrenchments.

KILLED A WOMAN. 
Found Dead In a Room Occupied With 
Her Paramour, 

New York, Aug. 17.—Tuesday morning 
a chambermaid found a woman lying 
dead on the floor of a room in the Grand 
hotel. The man who had been with her 
Was nowhere to be seen and apparently 
disappeared during the night. By the 
body of the woman was a blood-stained 
piece of lead pipe 16 inches long and 
one and one-half inches thick, One end 
of the piece of pipe had a piece of cloth 
wrapped ground it as a handle. 

Theodore Vail, chief of police of At- 
lanta, occupied a room adjoining that of 
the murdered woman. Chief Vail says 
that before retiring Monday night he 
pinned $180 in bills to the mattress under 
his pillow. When heawoke in the morn- 
ing the money was gone. 

An autopsy on the body showed that 
the woman's death had been caused by 
a dislocation of the spinai vertebrae. 
In searching the clothing of the woman 
a check for $13,000 was found, made out 
to “Emma Reynolds” and signed by 
“Dudley Johnson.” It was drawn on 
the Garfield National bank. At the 
bank it was said that the check was 
not good. Nine dollars in bills were 
found under the woman's corset. One 
diamond ear-ring was found, but theright 
ear showed that the other ear-ring had 
been roughly torn away. 

Samuel J. Kennedy, 25 years old, a 
dentist, has been arrested on suspicion. 
It is said that he has been identified by 
the elevator man, the bell boy and a 
waiter in the hotel as the man who 
was with the woman. 

Miss Reynolds lived with her father, 
Edward Reynolds, a contractor and 
builder; her mother and sisters and 
brother. When Mrs. Reynolds was in- 
formed of her daughter’s death she 
shrieked: “They have murdered my 
child for her money.” She afterwards 
stated that her daughter had intended 
visiting a dentist and had gone to a bank 
and drawn not less than $500. Miss 
Reynolds, according to her mother’s 
statement, was only 20 years old.

PLAYED NATIONAL AIR 


Californians Fought In Manila te 
Their Band’s Music, 


Insurgents Got a Whack at 
the Spanish. 


Terms Agreed Upon by Merritt With the 
Enemy's Commander. 


London, Aug. 18.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of The Times telegraphs that 
the capture of the town was not with- 
out certain melodramatic elements. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the Spanish 
‘made a serious resistance against the 
sadvance of the right wing of the Ameri- 
can force, it could not have been diffi- 
cult to foresee that a surrender would 
follow a display by the land forces to 
satisfy Spanish honor; nor has it beena 
well-kept secret that the captain general 
practically suggested the manner in 
which the American troops should ad- 
vance to prevent loss of life on both 
sides. At first it was not intended to 
attack the trenches, but quietly to ad- 
vance after the bombardment had 
ceased. At the last moment, however, 
the program was changed and orders 
were issued for the land battery to open 
fire simultaneously with the fleet, and 
for an advance to be made as soon as it 
Was considered practicable to assault 
the Spanish trenches. The reason for 
this change of plan is not yet apparent 
but considerable loss of life resulted. 

“Less than half an hour after the 
bombardment began General Greene de- 
cided that it was possible to advance, 
although the signals to cease firing were 
disregarded by the fleet, being probably 
invisible on account of the rain. There- 
upon six companies of the Colorado regi- 
ment Jeaped over their breastworks, 
dashed into the swamp and opened 
volley firing from the partial shelter of 
low hedges within 300 yards of the Span- 
ish line. A few moments later the re- 
maining six companies moved along the 
seashore somewhat covered by a sand 
ridge formed by an inlet under the out- 
works of the fort, and at 11 o'clock oc- 
cupied this formidable stronghold with- 
out loss. 

“As the Californians under Colonel 
Smith came up the beach their band 
played the national air, accompanied by 
the whistling of Mauser bullets, and 
during the sharp shooting continued to 
encourage the men with inspiriating 
music. Each regiment carried itscolors 
into action. There was considerable 
street fighting in the suburbs of Malate 
‘and Ermita, but the battalion of Cali- 
fornians pushed into a popular promen- 
jade within 200 yards of the moat of the 
citadel. Then the white flag was hoist- 
ed at the southwest corner of the walled 
town, General Greene with a few mem- 
bers of his staff galloped along under 
scattering fire from the houses near the 
beach, and parleyed with an officer, who 
directed him along to the gate further 
east. 

“At this moment the Spanish forces, 
retreating from Santa Ana, came inte 
view, fully 2000 strong, followed by in- 
surgents who had eluded General Mc- 
Arthur's troops and now opened fire for 
a brief period.The situation was awk- 
ward, if not critical, both sides being 
slightly suspicious of treachery. The 
Spanish troops lining the citadel ram- 
jparts, observing the insurgents’ action, 
opened fire on the Californians, killing 
one and wounding three. Theconfusion, 
however, soon ceased by the advance of 
the retreating Spaniards to the esplan- 
ade, when General Greene ordered them 
to enter the citadel. Soon a letter was 
brought from the captain general re- 
questing the commander of the troops 
to meet him for consultation. 

“At 3 o'clock General Merritt had a 
conference with General Jaudenes. The 
terms agreed on were briefly as follows: 
A provision for disarming the men who 
main organized under the command 
of their officers, no parole being exacted; 
necessary supplies to be furnished from 
the captured treasury funds, any pos- 
sible deficiency being made good by the 
Americans; the safety of life and prop- 
erty of the Spanish soldiers and citi- 
zens to be guaranteed as far as pos- 
gible; the question of transporting the 
troops to Spain to be referred to the de- 
cision of the Washington government, 
and that of returning their arms to the 
soldiers to be left to the discretion of 
jGeneral Merritt; banks and similar in- 
stitutions to continue operations under 
existing regulations unless they are 
changed by the United States authort- 
ties. 

"The latest returns show that six 
‘americans were killed and 39 wounded. 
The Astor battery under Captain March 
did excellent service on the right of the 
Jine, shelling the blockhouse with its 
Hotchkiss mountain guns and then 
charging the position with revolvers. 
It lost three men killed.” 


Wheeler Defends the Cubans. 

Washington, Aug. 18.—General Wheel- 
er had a conference with the president 
yesterday over the conditions in Cuba. 
The president put numerous questions 
to the hero of the Santiago campaign, 
and received not only an account of his 
general experience in that campaign, 
but also his views on various issues in-« 
cident to the adjustment of affairs on 
the island. One point that was uppers

most Was the possibility of a rupture! carrying into effect their boast that they 
would capture Havana in a fortnight, 
Although the reconcentrados are starv- 
ing it is alleged the insurgents are well 
supplied with food by the Americans 
who, with the Cubans, are apparently 
eontent to pursue a safe and inglorious 
war with famine and dynamite bombs 
Bs weapons. 


General Wheeler's statements were 
very reassuring. “All the friction,” he 
said, “between the Americans and Cu- 
bans will soon pass away, and there will 
be harmony and the best of feeling be- 
tween them.” He sald there was e class 
of men in Cuba who had never been 
friendly to the Cubans, but on the con- 
trary had been favorable to Spain, who 
likely would do all they could to keep 
up this misunderstanding, though he 
did not apprehend dangerous results, 

General Wheeler suggested that the 
charges against the insurgents of tak- 
ing articles in the field had extenuating 
circumstances, especially in view of the 
starving condition of many of them. 
He believed the Cubans in time, when 
freed from oppression and given a stable 
tand humane government, would be 
come law-abiding and useful people. 

The president is very solicitous abou’ 
the health of the Montauk Point camy 
and gave explicit instructions verballs 
to General Wheeler as to the conduct o} 
the camp. He wanted everything possi- 
ble and reasonable done for the inter 
ests of the men at the camp. 


“Great Victory Over Dewey.” 

Santiago, Aug. 18.—Major Miley has 
gust returned from Baracoa and Sagua 
de Tanamo. At the two places there 
were 1756 officers and men surrendered, 
2321 stands of arms, 413,000 rounds of am- 
munition and five Krupp guns ranging 
lin caliber from five inches down to twe 
inches. The troops were very short of 
food, but 15 days rations were given ther 
by Major Miley and a large amount of 
Red Cross supplies landed at the same 
‘time at both places. These troops 
knew nothing whatever of the destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet, the fall of San- 
tiago or any later events. They ac- 
cepted the situation, however, and ap- 
fpeared to be glad of the opportunity oi 
getting home. On the door of the com- 
manding officer was posted a bulletin 
purporting to be a telegram from the 
naval commander in Manila informing 
Sagasta of his great victory over Dewey 
at Manila and Sagasta’'s thanks to him 
for the same. 

The country in the vicinity of these 
towns is in the same condition as that 
here—utterly destroyed and grown up. 
The inhabitants say that in 18 months 
‘they will be able to harvest their crops of 
bananas, which is the principal product 
of Baracoa. A regiment of insurgents 
Was ound in the vicinity of each place, 
camped within a few hundred yards of 
Spanish troops, calmly observing each 
other. 


Opposed to Expansion. 

Wooster, O., Aug. 18.—The survivors 
of the Sherman brigade are holding 
théir 20th annual reunion here. Ex-Sec- 
retary of State John Sherman, who or- 
ganized the brigade, delivered an ad- 
dress before a big audience. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Sherman sajd: 
“The vast extent and compass of cur 
country should satisfy our people and 
prevent them from extending their do- 
main to distant lands, possessions dif- 
ficult to control and impossible to de- 
fend. I regret to notice a disposition in 
congress to reach out for outside terri- 
tory. This ambition for the occupation 
of territory has been the ruin of Greece, 
Rome and the great nations of Asia in 


ancient times, and of Spain, Austria ana 
Italy in modern times, There is no room 
for the islands of the sea in our system 
of states. Friendly trade relations can 
easily be arranged, but American domi- 
nation, if attermpted, will lead to inter- 
tainable evils.” 


Teddy to Resign. 
Washington, Aug. 18.—It is reported 
that Colonel Roosevelt will resign his 
military commission in a few days, but 
that before doing so he will visit Wash- 
ington to confer with the officials con- 
cerning the situation at Santiago which 
resoluted in forwarding the “round 
robin” petition for the transfer of the 

troops to the United States. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Aug. 18.—Boston’s tax rate 
for 1898 will be $13.60. This is the largest 
tax rate for 14 years. The rate was fixed 
by the board of assessors, basing it ona 
total valuation of taxable property of 
$1,036,063,094, of which $830,194,900 is real 
and $205,868,194 personal. 

Anthony Kuzman, 21 years old and 
homeless, made two attempts to drown 
himself yesterday without succeeding. 

Daniel Mullen, who escaped from the 
state prison in Charlestown with eight 
others through a sewer, July 8, 1892, has 
been located in an lowa penitentlary. 
All but one of the men who went out 
with Mullen have been located and re- 
turned to prison. One is still in prison in 
Texas, while another was shot and 
killed while attempting to rob a build- 


ns ing. 
Six or Eight Killed. 


Hong Kong, Aug. 18.—The American 
‘loss during the attack on Manila is re- 
ported to be six or eight killed and 40 
wounded. The Spanish loss was con- 
siderable, but the exact number is not 
obtainable. The trenches were filled 
with badly wounded Spaniards. 

Manila is now under martial law, with 
{General Merritt as military governor. 
The California Red Cruts society: ren- 
dered valuable aid to the sick and 
wounded. Perfect order prevailed in 
Manila on the evening of Aug. 13. As 
the Americans marched in guards were 
placed around the houses of all foreign- 
ers in order to prevent their being looted. 

The insurgents were not allowed to 
take part in the attack upon the city, 
but were kept in the rear of the Amerli- 
cans. In order to prevent bloodshed 
‘hey were forbidden to enter the city 
after the surrender unless they were un- 
armed. 


Extensive Fires Raging. 

London, Aug. 18.—From various points 
on the continent, in addition to Nijini- 
Novgorod, Russia, reports have been 
received of serious conflagrations. Ex- 
tensive forest fires are raging in the 
mountains near Ferrol, Spain. At 
Schaerbeck, not far from Brussels, the 
Saint Marie market place, a large build- 
ing, and seven houses adjoining were 
burned, with an estimated loss of £10,000. 
The Estival military equipment factory 
at Lyons, France, was also destroyed 
by fire. 

Advices from Skalat, in Galicia, Aus- 
tria, report that 300 houses have been de- 
stroyed and 1800 persons made homeless 
‘by a fire there. A destructive fire is also 
reported to have occurred at Concarn- 
eau, in Brittany, near Quimper. 


But One Syndicate. 

New York, Aug. 18.—The varied rumors 
that have been current for the past two 
weeks relative to the formation of sev- 
eral syndicates to build as many yachts 
to participate in the trial races for the 
selection of a representative boat to de- 
fend the America’s cup have dwindled 
to one, which will be owned by the 
Whitney-Duryea syndicate, in which it 
is reported that Commodore Morgan will 
be the largest owner. E. D. Morgan is 
also said to be interested in the new 
craft. Another boat which will partici- 
pate in the trial races will be controlled 
by C. Oliver Iselin and will probably be 
the Defender, overhauled and improved 
by the Herreshoff company. 


Closed Military Clubs. 

Madrid, Aug. 18.—Two Republicar 
tlpapers have been compelled to suspend 
publication. Rumors are current of a 
recrudescence of the Carlist agitation. 
The military authorities have closed all 
the military clubs in the province of 
Aragon. There are no signs, however, 
that the population would support a 
Carlist rising. 

It is reported that Sagasta does not like 
the idea of the court leaving Madrid; but 
the doctors advise a change of air for 
the young king, and therefore the court 
is going to Sebastian. 

The difficulty in selecting peace com- 
missioners arises from the necessity of 
ttheir being able to speak English. 


How Cubans Feel, 

Washington, Aug. 18.—T. E. Palma 
and other prominent members of the 
Cuban revolutionary party in this coun- 
try have held several conferences on the 
situation in the island. Their meetings 
have given rise to a renewal of the re- 
ports that the Cubans are chafing under 
the present system of control. President 
McKinley and the members of his ad- 
ministration have paid no attention te 
these reports, and a member of the cab- 
inet asserted that there was no expecta- 
tion of any official protest against the 
system of administration put in force 
pending the establishment of a “stable” 
government in Cuba. “No representa- 
tions from the Cubans on this subject,” 
he said, “have been made to this gov- 
ernment, nor is anything of the s 
looked for. The Cubans have expressed 
themselves as being satisfied with the 
present method of administration, and 
have full confidence, so far as we know, 
in the good faith and sincerity of the 
government, and will remain satisfied 
until the time is ripe for the establish- 
ment of a stable government.” 


Dynamite Exploded. 

ur.cago, Aug. 18—An attempt was 
made to take the lives of John Hill, Jr., 
kis wife and two children by exploding 
a heavy charge of dynamite against 
Mr. Hill's residence in Belmont, a sub- 
urb of this city. None of the family suf- 
fered injury, although the frame and 
sash of the window where the explosive 
was placed were blown with great force 
into the bedroom where Mr. Hill was 
sleeping. The crime is believed to be 
inspired, if not executed, by race track 
men against whom Mr. Hill, as an offi- 
cer of the Civic federation, has conduct- 
ed a crusade,

The secretary of war, 
by direction of the president, has sent 
a dispatch to Merritt saying that there 
shall be no joint occupation whatever, 
fand that the city, bay and harbor of 
Manila shall be held by the United 
States forces. General Merritt's dis- 
patch contained no more information 
than had previously been sent by Ad- 
miral Dewey. No list of casualties was 
given.

} Boston, Aug. 18—A severe thunder 
storm passed over this city yesterday 
afternoon, and while it was unattended 
in this section at least by any fatalities, 
it caused some damage. 

Just before the storm struck the city 
twas overshadowed by a cloud of Intense 
blackness, and for some minutes it was 
Aifficult to distinguish objects at short 
range. Then came a downfall of hail 
that proved destructive to exposed win- 
dows, the stones being over an inch in 
diameter. The hail lasted over five 
minutes, and many horses became 
(frantic, and some ran away. 

The usual rain followed, accompanied 
by fierce lightning and heavy thunder, 
and a number of tall buildings through- 
out the city were struck. The principal 
damage was done to St. Stephen's 
church on Hanover street, the steeple 
being struck and partially destroyed by 
the fire which followed. The body of 
the church was not damaged. Other 
buildings which were struck escaped 
without serious damage. At Winthrop 
a heavy wind blew down telegraph and 
telephone wires, and for an hour the 
town was cut off from communication 
by wire. 


Was Playing Iu a Shed. 

Oakdale, Mass., Aug. 18.—During a 
thunder storm yesterday afternoon, 
Mary Thomas, 13 years of age, while 
playing in a shed with other children, 
was struck by lightning and instantly 
killed. Two ether children were stunned, 
but not seriously injured.

Good Afternoon. 


Boston is another city which reports 
an increase in tax rate, Quincy with a 
decrease being one of the exceptions 
this year. The tax rate of Boston is 
not large, only $13.60 per $1000 under 
a tax limit law, but this is not large 
enough to pay running expenses, and 
is steadily advancing. There has been 
an increase each year since 1895, that 
of sixty cents this year being the 
largest. 

Quincy people do not realize that 
our city is gaining faster in real estate 
valuation according to its size than 
Boston. The last census showed Bos- 
ton to be over 24 times larger than 
Quincy, yet its gain in real estate 
valuation was less than 21 times larger. 

Sut six of the 25 wards of Boston 
made aslarge a gain in valuation of 
real estate as the city of Quincy, yet 
all but ten are wealthier in real estate. 
These six were Ward 7 with a valua- 
tion of $189,147,100 in 1897, Ward 10 
with a valuation of $47,272,400, Ward 
20 with $25,802,300, Ward 6 with $108,- 
017,500, Ward 11 with $95,828,800, and 
Ward 24 with $23,149,300. Quincy on 
areal estate valuation of $15,557,500 
in 1897, gained $1,255,825. One ward 
of Boston lost $19,700 in value of real 
estate, two others gained less than 
$100,000, nine in all gained less than 
$500,000; and fifteen, less than a mil- 
lion. Ward 9 with a real estate val- 
uation of $25,005,300 gained but $208,- 


= 


300, and the Dorchester ward, Ward 
24, gained but $1,457,000. But for the 
fact that Boston State tax was $167,- 
453.47 smaller this year than last, the 
tax rate would have been twenty cents 
higher. 


City Wants Too Much. 

Some complaint has been made be- 
cause that pond of water at the j@nc- 
tion of Prospect and Sagamore streets 
is not drained and to those who are 
complaining an explanation should be 
made, In order to drain this locality, 
it is necessary to build a catch basin 
and lay a drain through private pro- 
perty. The City Council recently 
passed an order making an appropria- 
tion for the purpose, But the order 
was conditional, that is, that the own- 
ers of property through which the 
drain must pass should sign a release 
to the city, While itis understood 
that the property owners are willing 
to allow thedrain laid through their 
property they refuse to sign a release 
to the city, for the reason that the re- 
lease would forever become a lien up- 
on the property, and in case it was 
ever desired to sell, it would possibly 
depreciate the value. In the mean- 
time Commissioner Knowlton is trying 
to find some other means of making 
the improvement desired.

Asit 
was he sustaived no other damage than 
of clothes and a few 
scratches from small stones, and fine 
gravel in his eyes and ears. He re- 
marked that no one could accuse him 
of not having sand. 

Mr. G. W. Jackson, the local milk - 
man,seemed to have all of his property 
in the path of the elements. He was 
driving from Atlantic and when near 
his home he saw the disturbance in 
the air and hurried on as fast as possi- 
ble. When near Beach street on Bil- 
lings road he saw the labor of weeks 
in the shape of a stack of hay con- 
taining about 15 tons, fall and go scat- 
tering before the wind. That was dis- 
couraging enough, but more trouble 
for him was not far off, as the cyclone 
was making straight for his house 
on West Elm avenue,; The ease with 
which his hay was turned over filled 
him with apprehension as to the 
safety of his buildings, and just as he 
entered the driveway on one side of 
has house the wind took a course on 
the other side. It lifted a hen house 
containing 35 hens and completely 
demolished it, some posts being car- 
ried more than 200 yards; the bid- 
dies flying in all directions and adding 
to the roar of wind with their wild 
cackling. At last accounts the hens had 
all returned to roost on a wire fence 
in the calm after the storm. Mr. Jack- 
son had a heavy ove coat hanging in 
the yard, it disappeared during the 
disturbance, and unlike the proverbial 
cat it never came back. 

Nearby on the sante street lives Mr. 
C. W. Mead ina substantial summer 
house. A window was broken and 
what seems very singular, two heavy 
piazza chairs which were on the north 
east side of the house were lifted into 
the air and carried around in front of 
the house, at right angles to the direc- 
tion of the wind, and found lodgment 
in the grass a hundred yards away. 

The cyclone continued on in its path 
of ruin and found its next victim about 
& quarter ofa mile up the _ beach, 
toward Quincy creek. Here it lifted 
a large cottage off its underpinning 
and raised it some two feet in the air 
and moored it ten feet away, where 
it now rests at an angle of ten degrees. 
This cottage is owned and was occu- 
pied by Mr. H. C. Kendall, principal of 
the Normal Writing Institute, No. 36 
Bolyston street, Boston. 

At the time of the approach of the 
cyclone, Mr. Kendall, his daughter 
Mrs. Minnie Kendall Hinkly, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward E. Kendall of Fitchburg, 
aud Miss Mary Treacy, domestic, 
were seated on the piazza. They 
rushed into the house, Mr. Kendall go- 
ing upstairs to get a coat which con- 
tained money and other{valuables, while 
the others went into the kitchen. Just 
as Mr. Kendall was descending the 
stairs, after getting his coat, the house 
was struck by the storm with the above 
result, While on the stairs a small 
statue fell and struck Mr. Kendall, cut- 
ting his ear, which bled freely. This 
was the only bodily harm received by 
any of the inmates. The others pees 
dled together in the kithen on the 
floor.

The wind struck Cordosi’s basket 
and wagon and made a bad mixup. 
Cordosi expecting a counter blow, 
with the help of Mr. Ralph Blake, 
turned his wagon right side up and 
left the scene as quickly as he could, 
leaving watermelons, lemons, plums, 
pears, cantalopes and other fruits in 
the sand, for the feast on 
later. 

One amusing incident happened 
while the fruit was still in existence. 
A young man who was sent to the dam- 
aged cottage, to learn who was in- 
jured, spying the fruit, stopped and 
filled his pockets and stood eating as 
fast as he could before making in- 
quiry as to the loss of life which was 
feared by those who sent him. 

During the storm Miss Nettie Mc- 
Loud, a niece of Mr. Jackson was ren- 
dered insensible for about ten minutes 
by the lighting. The course of the 
cyclone was almost due east and cov- 
ered not more than one hundred yards 
in width.

CAPTURE OF MANILA. 


Gen. Merritt Notifies Washing- 
ton to that Effect. 


Washington, Aug. 18.—The War de- 
partment has received a report from 
Gen. Merritt, announcing the capture 
of Manila. No particulars are given. 


No Massachusetts Men. 

San Francisco, Aug. 18—The San 
Francisco Examiner gives a list of the 
killed at Manila. They were all west- 
ern or regulars, no Massachusetts men 
taking part in the battle. 


Gen. Wheeler Arrives. 

New York, Aug. 18—General Wheel- 
er has arrived here and will leave to- 
night to assume command of the camp 
at Muntauk Point. Two yellow fever 
cases are reported there but no new 
cases are reported today. 


Back From Jamaica, 

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 18.—Over 600 
refugees from the province of Santiago 
have returned within two days from 
Jamaica, They are mostly planters and 
their families. 

The authorities are finding great dif- 
ficulty in maintaining discipline in the 
city. The immune soldiers are causing 
much trouble, and though the city is be- 
ing patrolled by the Eighth Illinois regi- 
ment (colored), it will be necessary to 
supplement them with a special organ- 
ized police force. 

Captain Sharp of the Chapman-Mer- 
ritt Wrecking company is working vig- 
orously to float the Maria Teresa, and 
expects to get her afloat and in such 
condition as to make her able to come to 
Santiago within a fortnight. The Te- 
resa has a hole 15 feet long in her bot- 
tom, very close to the keel. This is be- 
ing closed and stopped with unriveted 
plates, soldered, and cement and bag- 
ging. Captain Sharp has no hope of 
saving the Christobal Colon. The Ad- 
mirante Oquendo and the Viscaya are 
total wrecks and are not worth saving 
for junk, 


Explained In Berlin, 

Berlin, Aug. 18.—A local paper explains 
that the Kaiserin Augusta, which 
brought away General Augustin from 
Manila, left the harbor after the sur- 
render of the city. The Spanish officers 
were allowed to go free, so that General 
Augustin was able to go whither he 
pleased. “When Admiral Von Diedrichs 
permitted him to go to Hong Kong on 
board the Kaiserin Augusta,” says the 
journal, “it was by agreement with the 
‘American commander-in-chief, if in- 
deed the German admiral considered 
such an agreement still necessary. 
Moreover, it is also to be observed that 
the Spanish troops at Manila may, by 
mutual consent, proceed to Spain or 
Hong Kong.” 

Grand Spectacle Saturday. 

Washington, Aug. 18,—The naval re- 
view at New York will take place Satur- 
day, the parade starting: from Tompkins- 
ville, S. L., at 10 o’clock in the morning. 
Each vessel of the navy in these waters 
will proceed to the Grant monument, 
there fire the national salute, and re- 
turn. The president will be unable to 
go, but Postmaster General Smith, At- 
torney General Griggs and others of the 
cabinet will represent the administra- 
tion. The plans were finally decided on 
at a conference last evening between 
President McKinley and the acting sec- 
retary of the navy. 


On a Charge of Arson. 

Lynn, Mass., Aug. 18.—Thomas Goff 
is charged with setting fire to the 
dwelling house owned by his mother 
and occupied by himself. Rags, sat- 
urated with kerosene, were placed and 
ignited in four places in the house, but 
the damage was small. Goff was seen 
leaving the house just previous to the 
discovery of the fire, 


Echoes of the War. 


Dewey again takes the front seat. 

There are now about 8,000 troops 
in Camp Wikoff, Long Island. 

Gen. Bancroft who was at Jackson- 
ville, in an interview with the Jour- 
nal, says in part: ‘* The equipment of 
our men has been poor. Why, uot all 
the men are equipped with rifles yet. 
Those who haye received rifles have 
been given the old Springfields, not 
the latest model. You would think 
they might have given us enough tin 
plates to go around, but they did not. 
It was necessary in some cases for two 
or three men to eat their meals off of 
one plate, and with one knife and fork, 
or else use their hands, which they 
did do in some cases. 

A committee of Springfield citizens 
have arrived at Camp Wickoff with 
provisions, clothing and delicacies for 
the Second Massachusetts upon its 
arrival. 


Shirt Factory. 


The well known firm of Jacob Drey- 
fus & Son, have started up the fac- 
tory under the name of the Congress 
Manufacturing Co., formerly occupied 
by Hobart & Holmes, manufacturer of 
wrappers, as a first-class shirt factory. 
They have bought the machinery and 
intend todo a large business in the 
manufacturing line. This well known 
hoase has been in business over thirty 
years and at the present time employ 
nearly 800 people in the manufacturing 
of shirts. They have made during the 
recent war period: 17,000 dozen blue 
flannel army shirts for Uncle Sam.

How to Prepare Crown Roast of Lamb. 

Have the rack of the lamb cut from 
the shoulder close to the loin on one 
side. Separate the ribs to within two 
inches and a half of the backbone, then 
scrape the meat off the ribs as for 
French chops. Make a ring of the rack 
by joining the two ends with a skewer, 
having the skin side of the lamb form 
the inside of the roast. Stand the lamb 
after it is skewered in a roasting pan, 
ribends up. Season it with salt and 
pepper. Put the pan in the oven and 
roast the meat quickly until a rich 
brown. Remove it from the oven, place 
it carefully on a hot platter, fill the 
hollow inside the crown with green 
peas cooked dry. Then surround the 
roast with peas and serve. 


How to Make Parsnip Balls. 

Mash one pint of boiled parsnips. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
tablespoonful of salt, half a saltspoon- 
ful white pepper, two tablespoonfuls of 
milk and one beaten egg. Mix all the 
ingredients except the egg, stir on the 
fire until the mixture bubbles, add the 
egg; set away to cool. Whencold make 
into balls and brown in lard or bacon 
drippings. 


How to Cook Onions With Eggs. 


Slice two quarts of silver or white or 
Spanish onions, put them on to boil in 
cold water, to which has been added 
salt and a little baking soda. When 
they come to a boil, throw this water 
off, then add hot water and a little more 
salt. Stew untiltender. Turn in colan- 
der and drain in a warm place. When 
thoroughly drained, have ready in a 
pan a teaspoonful of melted butter. Put 
onions in pan, and when hot add a ta- 
blespoonful of butter and two or three 
beaten eggs. This will agree with the 
most delicate stomach. 


How to Remove Grease From a Waxed 
Floor, 

Pour spirits of turpentine on the spot 
and give it time to soak into the wood. 
Then cover with powdered taly and 
press with a warm but not very hot 
iron. The talc will absorb the grease. 
Brush off and polish the place anew 
with wax. 


How to Make Russian Salad. 

One quart shrimps, one pint crab 
(shredded), six thinly sliced radishes, 
four hard boiled eggs (minced), the tips 
of 12 large and two table- 
spoonfuls each of chopped celery and 
lettuce leaves. Mix well and moisten 
with one spoonful of vinegar, one of 
oil, a dash of paprika and salt. Mayon- 
naise dressing, French mustard instead 
of English. Garnish with hearts of let- 
tuce, a few capers and olives and slices 
of hard boiled eggs. 


How to Bake Onions. 

Cook the onions in boiling salted wa- 
ter till tender. Drain them. Put them 
in a baking dish with a few bits of but-' 
ter and salt and pepper, with enough) 
water to prevent burning. Set them in 
a hot oven, brown quickly, and serve 
very hot.

OUR NEW YORK LETTER. 


Mills House No. 2—Bouquet With a 
Shine—Volunteers May Discard 
Their Uniforms. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Mills House No. 1, the nine story ho- 
tel erected by D. O. Mills at Bleecker 
and Thompson streets and opened last 
November, now has a companion 12 
Business. Mills House No. 2, a house 
built on the same lines and intended for 
the same general purposes, has just been 
opened for business in Rivington street 
at Chrystie. Like the older hotel, it is 
nine stories high, the general style of 
architecture is like the first house, but 
it will accommodate only 600 guests, 
while the Bleecker street hotel has room 
for nearly 1,600. The architect of the 
building is Ernest Flagg. 

Mills House No. 1 wasa success from 
the start, and three weeks after it was 
opened to the public every room was oc- 
cupied, and since then there have been 
few days when one of its 1,560 little 
rooms, Which are rented at 20 and 30 
cents a night, has beeh unoccupied. In 
speaking of this Mr. Flagg said: ‘‘This 
eagerness to take advantage of the cheap 
accommodations cannot be wondered at 
when one considers the advantages of 
the house compared with anything at 
that price.’’ 

The same success is looked for at the 
new hotel, which is only about one-half 
us large as the firstone. The exterior of 
the building is light brick and Indiana 
limestone, finished at the top with an 
ornamental copper work, and its bright, 
clean and artistic front has already im- 
proved the neighborhood, and in that 
respect the Mills hotel has accomplished 
@ purpose. 

A Bouquet With Each Shine. 

An original gift enterprise which in- 
cludes a free floral tribute with every 5 
cent shine threatens to bring the Ital- 
ian bootblack and the Italian flower 
venders of Brooklyn into a frightful 
head-on collision one of these days. 

There are mutteringe’antpng the ped- 
dlers of bouquets since a progressive 
firm of shiners introduced the. gift 
scheme. Their polish emporium is near 
the end of the bridge. Competition 
made business slack until the senior 
member of the firm was attacked by an 
idea. Here is how it works: 

When the customer seats himself in 
the chair, the Italian politely intimates 
that the weather is very warm. During 
the operation the boss shiner gives ex- 
pert opinion as to how long it will be 
before the bridge falls into the river. 
When the shine is completed, the cus- 
tomer pays his nickel and becomes eli- 
gible to the gift enterprise. 

This novel innovation is conducted by 
& pretty Italian maid with a basket of 
buttonhole bouquets. Smiling demure- 
ly, she pins a fragrant posy on the lapel 
of the amazed patron and says, ‘‘Thank 
you, sir.’’ There is no extra charge for 
this token of esteem. It is included 
with the 5 cent shine, and as a result 
the working force at this stand has been 
trebled. 

Meanwhile the Italians who sell for 
5 cents the same bouquet given away 
with a shine are emitting loud com- 
plaints. They say the gift enterprise, 
while a good thing in its way, is cut- 
ting into their flower trade and must 
be stopped. The peddlers have given 
out that unless the enterprise is called 
off they will open a crusade and make 
things interesting. The bootblacks who 
do not throw bouquets at their custom- 
ers are also interested and may take a 
hand in the crusade. 

May Discard Their Uniforms. 

The Volunteers of America, of which 
organization Ballington Booth is the 
head, contemplate some radical changes. 
A meeting of the field officers has just 
been held in this city, at which there 
were present 13 executive members, rep- 
resenting as many states. The council 
was called for preliminary discussion 
of the proposed changes in order that 
they might be finally passed upon by 
the grand field council to be held the 
first week in October. ‘ 

The striking change contemplated is 
in the abolition of the uniform. The Vol- 
unteers find themselves confused with 
the Salvation Army in the popular mind 
and have come to feel that they should 
not have uniforms that in any way lead 
the public to think they are doing work 
similar to that of the Salvation Army. 
Volunteers, they say, are unique and 
are filling a place in the religious world 
quite their own, and they want the 
public mind to assign them to that and 
not to another place and work. 

The proposition is therefore for Vol- 
unteer workers to wear no uniform and 

jno distinguishing marks, save perhaps 
a pin upon the coat lapel or sleeve or, 
jin the ease of a woman worker, a simple 
pin at the throat. Salvation Army offi- 
cials have also complained of late that 
Volunteers are imitating their uniforms 
and methods.

Jennings was arrested at the point 
of a pistol, and later released, his pass 
being all right. The others, together with 
Tom Mansfield, who is alleged to have a 
penitentiary record in several states,and 
who was taken for breaking from the 
guardhouse, were taken back to New- 
port. Privates Valentine,? Roach and 
Nodine, who escaped wit# Mansfield, 
were not found. The troops were paid 
Wednesday and visited Fall River by 
the hundred, irrespective of permis- 
sion. 


Praises the Soldiers. 

Binghamton, N. Y., Aug. 19.—In re 
sponse to congratulations from the Wo- 
men's Veteran Relief union of this city, 
General Shafter wrote from Santiago a 
letter in which he said: “I have seer 
something of hard service, but neves 
during the Civil War was there 30 days 
that tried me as the 30 days beginning 
from the time we landed on the island o! 
Cuba until the surrender of Santiago 
and it is to the gallant soldiers who un- 
complainingly bore every privation that 
the country is indebted for its victory.” 


“International Courtesy.”’ 

Berlin, Aug. 19.—Official and leading 
papers displuy anxiety to show that the 
removal ef Governor General Augustin 
from Manila was in no way intended toe 
offend America, but was a mére act of 
international courtesy. The Kolnische 
Zeitung and The Post follow the Nord 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung in declar- 
ing that Admiral Dewey approved of 
General Augustin’s departure; but all 
semi-official explanation fails to explain 
why so much secrecy was observed. 


Fasion In California, 

Sacramento, Aug. 19.—The Democratic 
state convention on assembling yester- 
day received the report of the committee 
on fusion. It recited that the People’s 
party and silver-Republicans were in 
accord with the program of fusion and 
would support the Democratic ticket if 
it should proceed along the lines mappe. 
out. It urged the adoption of the fusion 
plan, and the matter was put to a vote 
without debate. Fusion carried by less 
than a dozen votes. 

W. H. Alford, chairman of the centra: 
committee, then nominated Congress 
man James C. Maguire for governor iz 
a brief speech, in which he said that in- 
dustrial freedom was the one fight the 
Democracy had in view. Senator White 
seconded the nomination in an eulogistic 
speech, wherein he reviewed Mr. Ma 
guire’s record in congress on the rail- 
road question. Mr. Maguire wag nom!.- 
nated by a rising vote.

Artillery Terms, 

All artillery may be divided into two 
main classes, heavy and light. Heavy 
artillery is called also garrison artillery. 
Heavy artillery guns are placed perma- 
nently in forts, and the men who handle 
them form foot artillery batteries and 
regiments. Light artillery refers to 
guns not permanently emplaced—that 
is, light enough to be taken from place 
to place by means of horses and ma- 
neuvered by hand. In our army the 
light artillery gunners ride on the cais- 
sons and gun carriages. In horse artil- 
lery the gunners ride horses, so that a 
horse artillery battery has a great many 
more horses than a light battery. We 
have no horse batteries in our army. A 
field battery is a light battery. A flying 
battery is a horse battery. Siege guns 
are between heavy and light artillery. 
They are intended to be placed perma- 
nently for the time being and are 
brought to their places by teams, but 
they are not maneuvered as light guns 
are.—New York Sun. 


“Numpy Dumpy.” 

In his ‘‘Highways and Byways In 
Devon and Cornwall’’ Arthur H. Nor- 
way tells of a fragment of antiquity 
that still “‘lingers in the neighborhood 
of Redruth, where the country people, 
when they see a ghost, say, ‘Numny 
dumny!’ ’’ and he ad's, ‘‘I leave the 
riddle to be solved by any one who is 
curious enough to undertake a useful 
piece of practice in unraveling the cor- 
ruption of language.”’

How to Make Dewey Pudding. 

Beat the yolks of four eggs well. Add 
one pint of milk, then 144 cups of flour 
which has been sifted twice, with a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder and a quarter 
teaspoonful of salt. Add the stiffly beat- 
en whites of the eggs and bake in an 
earthen pudding dish half an hour ina 
rather hot oven. It will be very light 
and quite like a souffle if skillfully man- 
aged. 


How to Make Pork Pies. 

Well dry two pounds of flour, mince 
half a pound of ‘‘ Albene’’ suet, and put 
both with half a pound of butter anda 
little salt into a saucepan to heat. 
When guite melted, turn these ingredi- 
ents out of the vessel, mix them toa 
stiff paste and lay the dough before the 
fire, covered with a cloth, until requir- 
ed for use. Chop up four pounds of the 
neck of pork very finely, and season it 
with white pepper, salt and one dessert- 
spoonful of powdered sage. Divide the 
paste into rather small pieces, raise 
them in oval shapes, fill each with the 
minced meat and bake the pies in a 
brisk, quick oven. 


How to Broil a Chop In Paper. 
Prepare a chop as for pan _ broiling. 
Wrap the chop in buttered paper. Place 
in a wire broiler and cook over a clear 
fire from four to six minutes. 


How to Make Ox Eyes. 

Cut five slices of bread into rounds 
with a large cutter and then cut out 
the center. Toast them an even golden 
brown. Butter a large pie plate. Put 
the rings of toast on the plate, break 
five eggs carefully and put one into each 
cavity. Sprinkle lightly with salt and 
pepper, pour a little cream in between 
the toast and set in the oven until the 
egg white is firm. If the oven is very 
hot, place the dish over boiling water, 
that the egg may not be overcooked. 


How to Make Lemon Sherbet. 

One quart milk, two cups sugar, two 
femons, juiceonly. Stirall together and 
freeze. Don’t mind the curdle—it will 
freeze out.

Velay In Furnishing Supplies De- 
moralized Volunteers. 


General Dilatoriness In Com- 
mand Everywhere. 


Many Requisitions From Which Nothing Was 
Heard Afterward. 


Cambridge, Mass., Aug. 19.—Brigadiez 
(General William A. Bancroft thinks 
the regular army ought to be increased 
to 50,000 men. It ought to be reformed 
and reorganized, and the militia should 
be put on a better footing by both the 
national and state governments. 

“What interests me particularly,” said 
he, “is that no state in the Union came 
anywhere near Massachusetts in sup- 
plying troops. Three out of the six Mas- 
sachusetts regiments went on foreign 
service. To show the difference betweer 
other stAtes and Massachusetts, it is 
only necessary to point out that every 
Masachusetts man was fully equipped 
with two suits of clothing, and with 
rifle and plenty of ammunition and ord- 
nance. A Mississippi regiment came 
there without uniforms and without 
rifles, and with very little knowledge o! 
their duties. (I know that the Ninth 
regiment was all right in this regard. 
The people I am speaking of did not ever 
have one suit. When I went there there 
was not a regiment in the whole brigade 
that had a complement of anything, but 
they had their fists! 

“It was very discouraging to wait week 
after week for the supplies. There was a 
general dilatoriness about everything 
The red tape was important, of course, 


but if you are going to have red tape 


you ought to follow it out. There did} 


not seem to be any head. 

“Plenty of remedies suggest themselve: 
to me. I thought I discovered a good 
many weak points, but I do not care tc 
specify them. I will not state what the 
reasons are, but simply say that there 
was a failure to issue the men necessary 
supplies, equipment and ordnance 
There seemed to be no directing head 
Supplies were not forthcoming. We 
would make requisition after requisition 
and there would be no response—or not 
for a gfeat many weeks after the mis- 
chief had been done. In some cases 
there have been no responses yet. 

“It is my experience with green troops 
that they do not know how to keep them- 
selves well, even in good surroundings 
and the officers did not know enough tc 
teach them, nor did the government 
supply them with proper conditions.” 


Why the Challenger Lost. 

New York, Aug. 19.—The members ot 
the racing committee of the Seawan- 
haka-Corinthian Yacht club and the 
other devotees of the sport who jour- 
neyed to Montreal and witnessed the 
unsuccessful attempts of Clinton H. 
Crane and his confreres to win back the 
challenge cup, held by the Royal St. 
Lawrence Yacht club, came back to the 
city Thursday. There is a great feeling 
of dissatisfaction because representa- 
tives of the Canadian club insisted upon 
taking advantage of the literal phrasing 
of the challenge and defending the cup 
with a catamaran, - 

Charles W. Wetmore, one of the mem- 
bers of the race Committee that selected 
the Seawanhaka, said: ‘‘We consider 
it an unfair test of the relative merits 
of the two designers that a catamaran 
was selected and we were compelled tc 
race against such a type of boat. Cara- 
marans have always been a class by 
themselves, and as such the members 
of the Seawanhaka-Corinthian club wil! 
always regard them. The Royal St. 
Lawrence club has defeated our boat 
but few yachtsmen will consider the 
{victory as other than gained by a clever 
evasion of the spirit of the challenge, 
and one which will go far toward in- 
juring the future of the sport which we 
are all attached to.” 


Firemen's Muster In Portland. 

Portland, Me., Aug. 19.—The contests 
jat the firemen’s muster between the 
handtubs began under weather con- 
flitions that could not have been much 
improved upon. There were 28 tubs in 
the playout, and it was supper time when 
the last one on the list had been made to 
do its best by the sturdy veterans at the 
brakes.

SORBETS AND ICES. ~~ 


How to Prepare These Refreshing Dishes 
Without the Use of Liquor. 

Sorbets and granites are ices that are 
properly served in the midst of the din- 
ner, directly after the roast. They are 
an especially refreshing course at a sum~- 
mer dinner, and may be made of fruit 
juices without the addition of liquor. 

Sorbets, like punch, are merely iced, 
or only partially frozen. They should 
be of a smooth, even, creamlike consist- 
ency. Granites, on the other hand, are 
frozen as firm as an ice cream, but are 
of a rough grained consistency. To ob- 
tain this effect they are packed in ice 
and salt from three to four hours and 
are stirred but little. Pineapple is a re- 
freshing, cooling fruit and makes a de- 
licious granite or sorbet. 

To make a pineapple sorbet peel and 
cut up a sugar loaf pineapple in small 
pieces and let it stand overnight or 
for 12 hours in a cool place, with two 
cups of sugar added to it. Then strain 
off the juice and press the pulp to ex- 
tract all the juice possible. Add to this 
the grated rind of a Valencia orange and 
a pint of water. Mix the ingredients 
and let them boil ten minutes. Remove 
the mixture from the fire, add the juice 
of one lemon and of two Valencia or- 
anges; freeze for about 15 minutes and 
serve it. 

If you desire a granite, set the mix- 
ture away, packed in ice, and let it re- 
main there for from two to three hours. 
Scrape the frozen part occasionally 
from the sides of the can and'stir = 


whole long enough to mix the ice thor- 
oughly with the mass, but not enough 
to beat it to an even cream. A granite 
is always rough. Either of these ices is 
properly served in a cup made of the 
half skin of an orange, with the pulp 
scraped out. 

For a raspberry sorbet boil together 
a pint of sugar and a pint of water for 
ten minutes. Put two quarts of raspber- 
ries, well mashed, in a pan and pour 
the hot sirup over them. Let them boil 
up once, then remove from the fire and 
strain. Add the juice of two lemons 
and freeze for eight or ten minutes. To 
make a raspberry granite pack and 
freeze in the same way in which the 
pineapple granite was prepared. Some 
of the whole berries may be stirred in 
just before it is served. 

Orange sorbet is particularly deli- 
cious. Make a sirup of three cups of 
sugar and three cups of water. Add the 
grated peel of five Valencia oranges and 
let it boil quickly for 15 minutes. Add 
the strained juice of a dozen Valencia 
oranges and the juice of alemon. Freeze 
immediately and serve at once. The 
sorbet should be a rich shade of yellow. 


How to Make Corn Cakes. 

Mix one cupful flour with half cupful 
Indian meal, 146 teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, half teaspoonful salt, two ta- 
blespoonfuls sugar, and sift through a 
sieve. Melt one tablespoonful butter 
(two ounces), beat one egg in a bowl 
till light, add one cupful milk, add the 
milk to the flour, mix all together, add 
last the melted butter. Butter ten gem 
pans and fill them three-quarters full 
with the mixture. Bake in a moderate 
hot oven till done. 


How to Care For Umbrellas. 

It often happens that umbrellas get 
splashed with mud spots. Even occa- 
sionally they fall into a puddle and 
present a forlorn appearance. It is best 
not to touch this mud until it has quite 
dried, for to rub it when wet only in- 
sures its permanency in the fibers of 
the fabric. The mud should be allowed 
to dry first with the umbrella wide 
open ; then the dust should be rubbed off 
with a piece of coarse flannel and the 
spots sponged with strong black tea or 
ammonia and water. Uibrella silk 
should never be brushed while wet, for 
it is liable to stretch out of shape. 
When an umbrella is dry, always wind 
it up, for that precaution preserves the 
shape better.

PEOPLE OF THE DAY. 


Brigadier Genera] James H. Wilson, 
military governor of Porto Rico, has a 
splendid record as a soldier in the civil 
war. He has also an excellent reputa- 
tion as a manager of affairs, having 
been, in recent years, at the head of 
large railroad enterprises. 

General Wilson was born Sept. 2, 
1887, near Shawneetown, Ils. His fa- 
ther was a captain in the Black Hawk 
war. His grandfather was among the 
early pioneers of Illinois: The family 
was originally from Virginia. James 
graduated from West Point in 1860, 
and after a brief service in Oregon was 
made first lieutenant of topographical 
In 1862 he was attached to 
the staff of General McClellan as aid 
and was present at Antietam and other 
battles. He was then transferred to the 
western army and served with distinc-

tion around Chattanooga and Knoxville. 
In the summer of 1864 he commanded 
a brigade of cavalry under Sheridan 
and was highly commended for skill 
and courage in that commander’s bat- 
tles for that year. In the winter of 
1864, with nearly 15,000 cavalrymen, 
he entered on that celebrated advance 
which resulted in the capture of Selma 
and Montgomery, Ala., and three other 
fortified places, capturing 288 guns and 
6,820 prisoners, Jefferson Davis being 
one of the latter. He was brevetted 
major general in 1866, and on his own 
request retired from the service in 1870. 
Since then he has, as stated, been en- 
gaged in the railroad business until 
again called to serve his country in the 
trouble with Spain.

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EROSENE SPRAYING. 


Recommended as Summer Treatment For 
San Jose Scale. 


Pure kerosene as & destructive agent 
to insects is just the thing, but results 
with its use have been 50 conflicting as 
to make many hesitate to use it. Care- 
ful investigation, however, has led Pro- 
fessor William B. Alwood of the Vir- 
ginia station to the conclusion that pure 
kerosene can be safely used upon all our 
fruit trees in the dormant season and 
with * proper during the 
growing season also. The chief point to 


precautions 


proper atomization of the kerosene. Un- 
less it be applied in a finely atomized

sene by fruit growers; hence he recom- 
mends it as a summer treatment for 
San Jose scale. 

The machinery which Professor Al- 
wood has found best suited to this work, 
so far as safety to the plant is concern- 
ed, isa blast atomizer. There are several 
styles on the market, but the essential 
principle is the same—viz, the delivery 
by a bellows or a syringelike apparatus 
of a strong blast of air across a tube 
which extends to the bottom of a cistern 
or can, fastened at the outer extremity 
of the apparatus. By the action of this 
blast the air is rarefied in the tube, 
which extends into the oil receptacle, 
and this causes the oil to rise to the top 
of the tube, where it is blown into an 
extremely fine spray. The greatest ob- 
stacle to the use of this apparatus is its 
small capacity, but as it is yet true in 
most cases that the scale is confined to 
small trees and plants a better or safer 
device for the average orchardist and 
gardener to use is not known. 

In the nature of large apparatus for 
the use of pure oil Professor Alwood 
recommends any of the well made force 
pumps, but they should be carefully fit- 
ted up for high pressure. The exit ori- 
fice in the cap of the nozzle should be 
small for the use of kerosene, not larger 
than one-twentieth of an inch in diam- 
eter and preferably a little smaller. 
With this small orifice and high press- 
ure an excellent spray mist can be ob- 
tained, and by going over the plants 
lightly a couple of times at each treat- 
ment better results are secured with 
greater safety to the plants. Choose 
bright, warm weather for this work and 
go over the trees rapidly so as to just 
moisten the branches and trunks.

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Mowing the Lawn. 

The number of times the lawn should 
be cut will depend very much upon the 
character of the season or the amount 
of irrigation. Ordinarily, in parks at 
least, the lawn is mown every week or 
ten days, although in some sections 
where the soil is good and there isa 
continuous growth of grass the lawn 
mower is kept constantly going. Ac- 
cording to the agrostologist of the de- 
partment of agriculture, the oftener the 
lawn is mown and the more frequently 
it is rolled the better and finer the turf. 
The grass should not be allowed to at- 
tain such a growth that when cut there 
will be any decided change in color. 
The lawn should be kept close cut, and 
this can only be done by frequent mow- 
ings. During the dry summer months 
it is best not to cut so close as in the 
spring or fall. Thisapplies to parks and 
lawns of large extent. Tooclose cutting 
in midsummer is apt to expose the roots 


growth starts in the spring and ought 
to be discontinued in the regions where 
the winters are severe by the Ist of Sep- 
tember or October. 

How to Use Emulsions, 

The department of agriculture recom- 
mends: For summer applications for 
most plant lice and other soft bodied in- 
sects dilute with 15 to 20 parts of water; 
for the red spider and other plant mites, 
the same, with the addition of an ounce 
of powdered sulphur to the gallon; for 
scale insects, the larger plant bugs, 
larve and beetles, dilute with 7 
parts water. 

For subterranean insects, such as root 
lice, root maggots, ‘‘ white grubs,’’ etc., 
use either kerosene emulsion or rosin 
wash, wetting the soil to the depth of 
two to three inches, and follow with 
copious waterings, unless in rainy sea-

Ambitious Morales a Corpse. 

Washington, Aug. 20.—General Mor- 
ales, the conspirator, is dead. He was 
captured by Guatemalan troops in a 
lcave and died on his way to prison. He 
was the leader of a revolutionary move- 
ment in furtherance of his insatiable de- 
sire to occupy the presidential chair of | 
his country. } 

Prospero Morales was a conspicuous 
figure in Central American affairs dur- 
ing the last three years. He was min- 
ister of war in the cabinet of President 
Barrios, and it is said he used the war 
office to ferment the rebellion against 
Barrios. The latter detected the plot, 
and Morales fled to Mexico, where he 
organized his band. In the meantime 
Barrios was assassinated, being suc- 
ceeded by President Cebrera. It was 
thought that the death of Barrios would 
ultimately lead to the success of Mor- 
ales’ revolutionary movement. 

Among South American officials here 
it is said that Morales’ death will re- 
store a calm to Central American affairs 
which has not existed for many months, 
even years. Morales was about 45 years 
of age, a man of education and of 
marked force of character. 


Charges Against a Marshal. 

Biddeford, Aug. 20.—A document of 
remarkable contents was handed to the 
police commissioners yesterday after- 
noon, accompanied by affidavits and 
copies of sworn testimony in specific 
cases from Representative Benjamin F, 
Hamilton, Frank Irish, Frank Emerson, 
Oliver C. McIntire and Leonard Andrews, 
being in substance a copy of charges 
against City Marshal Charles B. Har- 
mon. These charges have created a 
great sensation among the citizens, and 
it is expected that the commissioners 
will grant a hearing to the petitioners, 
although they declined to make a state- 
Anent. 

The allegations are that he has prosti- 
tuted the police department for political 
ends to such an extent that strife and 
disorganization have followed, with dis- 
@race to the Republican party; that 
caucuses are not respectable gatherings; 
that he has permitted liquor selling and 
neglected to enforce the prohibitory law 
so that “‘our good city has become a dis- 
grace to every law-abiding citizen, a 
menace to good government, a reflection 
on the church, a corruption of good 
morals and a dishonor to the state.” 


New Scheme a Failure. 

Fall River, Aug. 20.—Manufacturers 
admit that the concerted plan for cur- 
tailment of product has failed. The fac- 
tories will act independently in the mat- 
ter, and as an instance in point notices 
were posted in the Chace mill Friday for 
fh two weeks’ shut-down, beginning 
Monday. This mill produces 7000 pieces 
weekly, employs 700 hands, and has a 
weekly payroll of $4800. The indications 
point to the closing of the American, 
Merchants, Shove, Weetamoe, Wampa- 
noag, Flint, Stafford, Richard Borden, 
Metacomet, Narragansett, Sagamore, 
Fall River, Mechanics and Bourne mills 
for varying periods in the next two 
months. 


Barn Set on Fire. 

Brockton, Aug. 20.—A barn belonging 
to H. G. Adams and situated behind 
his residence was burned shortly before 
2 o'clock this morning, and the cause 
was incendiarism, two men having been 
seen running away when the fire was 
discovered. Two ponies and a large 
quantity of hay were burned. The 
fire was set by a lighted torch being 
thrown upon the hay through a window.

puff at the top of the sleeve. 


This puff is of the plain muslin, while the lower 


part of the sleeve is of the figured design. 
Worn with the costume is a hat with brim turned up at the left side, and 


trimmed with feathers and flowers.

The Russian Wolf Hound. 

Faroff Russia, where winters are s0 
severe that but for a few montis in the 
eutire year are the fields free from snow, 
is the home of a breed of dogs known 
there as the Borzoi, or Psovoi. The 
dogs are grand in aspect, with long, 
flowing coats of silken texture that de- 
fy the terrible cold, and they are built 
on lines that speak volumes for the an- 
tiquity of their origin. In this country 
they are known as Russian wolf hounds. 
England is the country that has per- 
haps done most for the breed. Some 15 
years ago the Briton secured the best 
that Russia had and bred them with 
the exceeding judgment he displays in 
such matters. He today possesses be- 
yond question some of the grandest liv- 
ing. Within the past few years, how- 
ever, Germany has made most wonder- 
ful strides in breeding these dogs, and, 
together with the Briton, has brought 
them very rapidly to the fore.—Onting. 


A Wonderful Map. 

The ordnance survey map of England, 
which contains over 108,000 sheets, and 
which has cost $1,000,000a year for 
20 years to keep up to date, is said to 
be the largest map in the world. The 
scale varies from ten feet to one-eighth 
of an inch to the mile. The details are 
£0 minute that sheets having a scale of 
25 inches show every hedge, fence, 
wall, building and even every isolated 
tree in the country.

although the afterpart remained out of 
water. 

Miss Bourne had just landed at the 
wharf after having returned from 
Warren in a skiff. She saw the predica- 
‘ment of the men and coolly proceeded to 
their rescue. She instructed William 
Gatcher, an employe of her father’s, te 
follow in another boat, while she jumped 
into her boat and rowed out to the men 
a quarter of a mile from the shore. 

When she reached the boat, McHenry 
had sunk once and was nearly ex- 
hausted. Miss Bourne put an oar under 
him and aided him to secure a grasp on 
the boat. O'Neil and Dessault, who 
could swim, were nearly exhausted be- 
cause of their efforts to aid McHenry, 
She plied one on either side of the boat, 
gzince the boat was too small to hold them 
all, and rowed toward the _ shore. 
Gatcher, the hired man, met her in an- 
jother boat before she reached the wharf 
and took McHenry on board. John W. 
Donahue, who was in a sailboat, saw 
what was going on and went to Miss 
Bourne's assistance. 

Miss Bourne, the heroine of the oc- 
casion, is 21 years old, and is a student 
at Vassar college. She is an expert 
carswoman and equestrienne, and takes 
great interest in athletics of all kinds.

Our Foreign Policy Discussed. 

Saratoga, Aug. 20.—The colonial ex- 
tension problem was taken up at the 
afternoon session of the national con- 
ference on the foreign policy of the 
United States. Carl Schurz of New 
York spoke at length, giving the views of 
the anti-expansionists, whose cause he 
advocated. He was opposed by Judge 
Grosscup of Chicago, who is an earnesi 
expansionist, and who spoke at great 
length. A discussion followed between 
Messrs. Schurz.and Grosscup. Among 
others who took part im the genera! 
discussion were Harry C. Garfield oi 
Cleveland, F. B. Thurber of New York, 
J. W. Coughlin of Fall River, J. D. 
Duffield of Fall River, and F. Schack 
of New York. 

Congressman Gillett of Massachusetts, 
in an address against prize money in 
wartime, said that the law hasa tinge oi 
savagery aboutit. Itseemedlikea relic 
of the old days when a prisoner belonged 
not to the government but to the in- 
dividual captor, who would ransom hisn 
or dismiss him or keep him at his pleas- 
ure. “I am not a competent judge oi 
the benefits of these laws to the service,” 
he said. ‘Certainly our sailors have 
shown that they do not need the in- 
centive of prize money to make them dv 


their duty.” 
NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Elmer Bucklin, 35 years of age, a 
Pawtucket laborer, was instantly killed 
yesterday by a train. 

Walter Eichman of New Haven, aged 
20, was seized with cramps while in 
bathing and drowned. 

It is reported that at a series of bull 
fights at the village of Vicalvaro, four 
miles from Madrid, 28 persons were in- 
jured. 

The Black Diamond Coal company, 
operating mines in the Jellico, Tenn., 
coal district, has been placed in the 
hands of a receiver. The liabilities are 
$165,000. 

Another armed band of Carlists has 
appeared in the district of Ciudad Rod- 
rigo, about 50 miles from Salamanca, 
and more Carlist agents have been ar- 
rested in Barcelona. 

There have been shipped from Norfolk, 
in British bottoms, 17 cargoes of steam 
coal, aggregating 70,123 tons. These 
have gone to 11 different stations be- 
longing to England, and it is believed 
that England is stocking such stations 
in the event of possible war. 

In his last dispatch to the war depart- 
ment concerning the health conditions 
of his troops, General Shafter reports 
the death of 10 men, including J. D. 
Moriarty of company E, Ninth Massa- 
chusetts, and Arthur Burnham, com- 
pany K, Second Massachusetts. 

The Berlin newspapers exhibit almost 
childish glee at the statement that Ad- 
miral Dewey sanctioned Governor Gen- 
eral Augustin’s departure, and declare 
that “the English have nothing now on 
which to base machinations to disturb 
the relations between Germany and 
America.” 

Consul Mason at Frankfurt, Germany, 
reports that the German experts to the 
United States in 17 large mercantile 
towns in that district have fallen off 
heavily within the last year, the exports 
for the year up to June 20 being $31,026,- 
501, as against $37,623,883 for the year 
previous, a decrease of $6,598,382. 

At a special meeting of the directors 
of the national board of trade of cycle 
manufacturers yesterday, it was de- 
cided that there would be no bicycle 
show this year under its auspices. The 
stand taken was that the trade and 
manufacturers did not demand it, and 
that the enormous expense incurred was 
not returned. 

Two freights jammed together near 
Chester, Mass., and a caboose and two 
coal cars were pitched across the tracks. 
The second wreck was caused by a 
freight running into an engine, and 15 
ears containing livestock were wrecked.

ANNEXATION FAVORED 


Havanese Not Willing to Be Ruled 
by Rebels, 


Tyranny Certain to Provoke 
Rebellion.

Disappointed Insurgents Reported as Threat- 
ening Their Deliverers. 


London, Aug. 20.—The Times publishes 
@ letter from Havana, in which the 
writer says: ‘The civil population have 
arrived at a deliberate opinion in favor 
of annexation to the United States,-and 
probably the army will eventually follow 
their example, however reluctantly. 
While independence, which would signify 
the tyranny of the rebel party, would 
almost certainly be followed by the 
fiercest of ci¥il wars, on the other hand, 
fin the event of annexation the disap- 
pointed rebels would probably turn their 
arms against the Americans and, as one 
of the highest government officials told 
‘me, he would not be surprised to see the 
Spaniards, perhaps even the Spanish 
troops, assisting the Americans against 
the insurgents.” 

Declarimg that the Cubans give open 
expression to suspicions of and threats 
against the Americans, the correspon- 
dent expresses the belief that the Ameri- 
cans could easily suppress a rebellion, 
and that therefore “annexation, which 
mine-tenths of the inhabitants desire 
because théy dread independence above 
all things, seems to be the only solution 
that will bring peace to the war-wasted 
Jand.” 

Questions to Be Discussed. 

The government has appointed a Span- 
ish commission to.consider a definite 
basis for a treaty of peace. The per- 
gonnel of the commission, however, is 
not announced. It is reported that the 
questions to be discussed are as follows: 

First—Cession of territory and the de- 
termination of conditions of indemnifi- 
cation by the United States against 
damage to public buildings, forts and 
the state lands. 

Second—Indemnity for war and navy 
material mutually agreed on to come 
into possession of the United States. 

Third—Conditions of and time for the 
evacuation by troops and volunteers, 
with the war material agreed on. 

Fourth—Commercial and custom house 

advantages to be conceded. 
} Fifth—The recognition of property of 
all kinds of all Spanish citizens and the 
guarantees to be offered them during 
their stay in the island. 

Sixth—The form of government to be 
ectablished in Cuba. 

A Landgrabbing Scheme. 

Thursday the president and newly 
elected board of the Spanish casino paid 
their respects to General Blanco. The 
president, in the name of all the Spanish 
residents in the island, requested Gen- 
ral Blanco to grant himself and his 
colleagues the lots given for the purpose 
of erecting quarters for the volunteers 
fn order that they might build a sump- 
tuous palace for the exclusive property 
of the Spanish colony, and in which the 
Spanish consulate, the casino and other 
establishments belonging to Spaniards 
might be established. He also requested 
Genera! Blanco to authorize the collec- 
tion of funds by popular subscription for 
the purpose of increasing the Spanish 
navy and erecting a statue in memory 
of Mr. Canovas and other works. Gen- 
ers] Blanco answered that he found the 
petition logical and practical, and prom- 
ised to interest himself in furthering the 
desires of the petitioners, 

Insufgents Plunder Stores. 

At 9 o'clock on the night of Aug. 14, 100 
insurgents entered a village between 
Forts Espana and Azcarraga and plun- 
dered a store without attracting the at- 
tention of the residents. While they 
were entering Cuevas, near Fort Ala- 
manc, a sentinel fired at them. They 
were also fired upon from the forts, and 
@ number of shots were discharged at 
them from the village. One senténel was 
killed. 

The invaders plundered stores and 
private houses, including the residences 
of the village mayor and judge, from 
which were stolen clothes and jewels, 
leaving the inhabitants with only the 
clothing they had on. The insurgents 
burned a store in revenge for the wound- 
ing of one of their officers. They car- 
ried away all the property which they 
could remove, driving off many horses 
and cattle, and carrying away large 
quantities of clothing and jewelry. Ow- 
ing to the suspension of hostilities the! 
attack was unexpected. 

On the night of Aug. 17 there arrived) 
at Cayo Frances an American steamer | 
under command of Lieutenant Ern with | 
provisions for the American army oper-| 
ating in that province. While distribut- 
ing bread in the forts protecting the rail- | 
road between Caibarien and Placetas, @ 
party of insurgents who were ambushed 
in the woods fired upon and wounded 
several firemen of Havana who were en- 
gaged in the work of distribution.

Interview With Sagasta. 

London, Aug. 20.—The Mail's corre- 
Fpondent in Madrid gives the gist of an 
interview that was held with Premier 
Sagasta, who is quoted as saying that 
there are many problems to be discussed 
by the peace commissioners. He declared 
among other things: “Spain may 
abandon her sovereignty over the greater 
Antilles; but there will remain the ques- 
tion of edifices and all our properties. 
There are law suits before the tribunals 
affecting the interests of the Spaniards. 
Where and when will these be decided? 
In Havana, where a large number of 
‘criminals have been condemned by 
Spanish tribunals, what is to be done 
with them? Then there are other ques- 
tions for which we have to fix a basis 
of discussion and agreement. 

“Besides these and other problems of 
greater importance, there is a prelim- 
inary question to bediscussed. Accord- 
ing to international law, as a suspension 
of hostilities has been signed, the sur- 
render of Manila ought to have no legai 
efficacy. How will that principle be un- 
Gerstood by the United States? This

Occupation of Cuba. 

London, Aug. 20.—The Times foresees 
circumstances which may compel the 
United States to a permanent occupa- 
tion of Cuba. It says: “If America 
is prepared to undertake the responsi- 
bility of governing the Philippine group 
it is hard to seen how any othér power 
could legitimately interfere. If the 
United States repudiates such respon- 
sibility a very perilous state of things 
might ensue, because it would not be 
easy to dispute the right of other powers 
to terminate the state of anarchy. 
Therefore many difficulties will be 
avoided by American annexation. In 
any case no European power need reck- 
on upon finding the United States as 
easy to coerce as Japan.” 

_. Some of Spain’s Commissioners, 

Madrid, Aug. 20.—The cabinet councu 
has decided to appoint General Parrado, 
second in command in Cuba; Rear Ad- 
miral Landero, who succeeded Admiral] 
Navarro, the Spanish commander in 
Cuban waters, and Marquis, Montoro, 
minister of finance in the insular cab- 
inet, as the commission of evacuation for 
Cuba. The Porto Rican commission 
has not yet been appointed, the govern- 
ment awaiting an expression of the 
views of Governor General Macias, but 
it has been decided that Admiral Val- 
larino shall be one of the commissioners. 

The peace commissioners have not 
been nominated; but it is believed the 
composition of the commission has been 
decided upon, though the names of the 
members will not be published yet, as 
the government is resolved to take ad- 
vantage of the delay granted by the pro- 
tocol in order to avoid a cabinet crisis. 


Sagasta Begins to Hesitate. 

Madrid, Aug. 20.—All the indications 
are that the peace negotiations will be 
prolonged. The opposition factions are 
redoubling the agitation for convoking 
the cortes, and it is said that Sagasta 
begins to hesitate, although he shares 
the opinion of the fo™gn minister as 
to the inconvenience involved in a meet- 
ing of the cortes and a series of debates 
during the peace negotiations. It is 
possible that the cortes will meet after 
the elections to the councils, about the 
middle of September. 


Good Sized Resting Place. 

Washington, Aug. 20.—Senator Bacon 
of Georgia was in Washington yester- 
day, looking after the interests of Geor- 
gia troops. He said the Georgia boys 
do not want to be mustered out, and pre- 
fer to go to Cuba. 

Senator Bacon does not believe in the 
retention of the Philippines, but says 
the United States ought to hold a good 
sized “resting place’’—not merely a 
coaling station, but territory to meet 
all needs in the future. He does not 
think the United States ought to assume 
the management of a vast population 
which it will be difficult to govern, and 
to acquire islands which it would be 
impossible to defend. 

The senator says that in Cuba and 
Porto Rico we have problems enough 
now, but he thinks that they will work 
out in a satisfactory manner. 

It is unfortunate, in his judgment, 
that the Cubans come under our direct 
view at the worst possible time for 
them. Eighteen months ago they would 
have made a very much better appear- 
ance, for since that time they have 
undergone great hardships and béen un- 
able to procure either food or clothing; 
hence the condition in which they were 
found by our troops at Santiago. Sen- 
ator Bacon believes that when the in- 
surgents fully understand the purposes 
and beneficent effects of the United 
States intervention, all difficulties will 
be adjusted. 


Aggregation of Warships. 

Washington, Aug. 20.—One of the 
largest fleets of warships ever assembled 
in an American port will be brought 
together in the next few days at Fort 
Monroe. Already 57 warships are under 
orders to rendezvous there, and the or- 
ders still to be issued will raise the total 
to the neighborhood of 70. Naval offi- 
cials say it is difficult to realize the ex- 
tent of such a marine aggregation in 
one harbor. The movement of the ships 
of hos- 
tilities, and more particularly to the de- 
sire to get the ships away from points 
of possible fever infection. They will 
now be put in thorough repair, and their 
crews will be gradually changed from 
naval militiamen to sailors of the regular 
navy.

The occasion was made a 
holiday, and there was an immense 
throng of visitors in the city, steamboat 
and railroad lines running excursions.

‘centuries? I like it. All this talk about 
century riding being done solely for the 
sake of boasting about it and being done 
at the cost of a terrible strain is nonsonse. 
It is true, as I say, that thera is satis- 
faction in doing it, but I mean doing it 
easily and enjoying it. The satisfaction 
of being somewhat a stronger rider than 
others is only a part of it. There is en- 
joyment all along the line. - There is 
pleasure in a 50 mile ride if it doesn’t 
use you up, and there is twice as much 
in a spin of 100 miles. I like to see the 
country and I do see it, nothwithstand- 
ing the talk about not being able to look 
around. What’sa century! One hun- 
dred miles in 14 hours is not terrible 
riding. It doesn’t call for any scorching 
or prolonged strain. Almost anybody 
can do it, and those who don’t think 
they can would be surprised to find how 
easy it is.’’—New York Sun. 


Cycle Ice Cream Freezer. 

A confectioner in Manchester has dis- 
covered a very novel use for the bicycle.

‘The finest roasts and steaks are found 
in the hind quarter as well as the juici- 
est meats for making beef tea, meat 
pies, beef a la mode or potted beef. Sir- 
loin, of course, gives th very choicest} 
roasts and steaks, and next comes the 
rump, this being cut in three parts. The 
back, the middle and the face are good 
roasting pieces, but the most economical 
is the middle cut, as it is free from bone 
and has not a scrap of waste on it. Good 
steaks are cut from the top of the round. 


Some people go so far as to say that the | 


flavor of a round steak is superior to| 
that of any other.

He Disavows Responsibility 
For Conditions, 


Everything Had Been Done to Sue- 


cor the Army, 


Washington, Aug. 22.—Under cover of 
a letter to C. M. Depew, ostensibly in 
answer to a request for information as 
to the responsibility for the conditions 
that hindered the work of the invaders 
of Santiago, Secretary Alger answers 
the charge of incompetency preferred 
against himself and others in connection 
with the prosecution of the war. The 
defense reads as follows: 

My dear Mr. Depew—The great pres- 
sure of business has up to now prevented 
me from sending to you the statement 
you were kind enough to ask for, as to 
what had been accomplished in the way 
of outfitting the army for the field, the 
conduct of campaign, etc. Also the 
chiefs of divisions have been too much 
driven with work to compile the data 
required. One not in the midst of the 
work can hardly realize what an under- 
taking it is to call 125,000 men into the 
field at one time, coming from all the 
states, and to have them mustered and 
gathered im camps on so short notice; 
and this too when we had scarce any 
camp outfit for their accommodation, 
all having to be provided for by the war 
department. 

As you know, when war was declared, 
there was no equipment whatever for 
the volunteers in store. That this was 
successfully accomplished with very few 
accidents is a matter of record. Sub- 
sequent calls, including the regular 

army (which numbered about 27,000 
men when war was declared) made a 
total of 268,500 men. To accomplish all 
in so short a time has been a great work. 
Of course gathering this vast number of 
men together, in a large measure under 
untrained regimental and company com- 
manders—I mean in actual field duty— 
the lack of knowledge as to sanitary 
conditions to be observed, the careless- 
ness in not observing instructions which 
were furnished as to proper care of the 
men, has added greatly to the work of 
the medical department. Thus in the 
homes of 216,000 volunteers has been 
constant and great anxiety as to what 
might happen to their soldiers, and hun- 
dreds of inquiries made by letters and 
telegrams have been received every day 
concerning individual soldiers The feel- 
ing on the part of these individuals that 
the war department is responsible for 
the care of their men individually has 
naturally aroused sympathy in case of 
sickness and death, and has created 
much sorrow. 

Orders on Sanitation. 

There is nothing young men in ro- 
bust health are as prodigal of as their 
health, until it is gone. Men go into 
camp, feeling that they can stand any- 
thing and everything, and cannot be 
made to believe to the contrary until 
stricken with disease. Every effort 
has been made from the beginning to 
furnish every camp with all appliances 
asked for, but of course the command- 
ing officers in the field are the ones who 
have the direct charge of these men. 
For instance, one army corps com- 
mander has given orders and enforces 
them respecting sanitary affairs, and 
he has today but a fraction over 2 per- 
cent on the sick list. Others have been 
less successful, and the consequence is 
typhoid and other fevers haye been 
spread, and spread to a considerable 
extent. One regiment in the Chick- 
amauga camp has a colonel who en- 
forces sanitary rules in his regiment, 
obliging the men to boil all the water 
they drink, keeping the camp cleanly, 
and the result—less than 25 sick, and his 
camp, too, in as unfavorable a place 
as any in the command. Others more 
favorably situated have 10 times that 
number on the sick lists. One of the 
regiments of the last call not yet re- 
moved from its state sends bitter com- 
plaints of typhoid fever. 

The Santiago Campaign. 

Concerning the Santiago campaign. 
When the ships left Tampa, they had on 
board three months’ provisions and an 
abundance of hospital supplies. They 
had lighters sent to unload with at point 
of debarkation. These lighters were 
lost in severe storms on the way. As 
soon as we were notified of the fact 
two tows of lighters were sent from 
Mobile and New Orleans, which were 
also overtaken by storm and lost. The 
navy supplied us with lighters, and one 


of these waS wrecked. The army ais- 
embarked, getting off a portion of its 
supplies and medical stores, and im- 
mediately marched to the front to fight 
the Spaniards. The great difficulty 
of landing supplies subsequently was 
that the wind sprang up every morning 
at 10 o'clock and made a high surf, ren- 
dering almost impossible the use of 
small boats with one lighter, which was 
all they had left for this purpose. Of 
the packers who were employed, 60 per- 
cent soon fell sick, and heavy rains fall- 
ing every day, the roads (if they could 
be called such) became impassable for 
vehicles. Pack animals had to be em- 
ployed to carry food to the army which, 
being extended to the right around San- 
tiago, increased the distance from the 
coast every day and made the task more 
difficult. c 

However, the result and the supbse- 
quent sickness that has broken out in 
the army showed the great wisdom of 
General Shafter in moving forward to 
make the attack while his men were in 
vigor. It was a movement bordering 
on audacity, but it succeeded, and the 
persistence of the attack, I have no 
doubt, greatjy disheartened the Span- 
iards. The result was one of the great- 
€st victories for the men engaged of 
modern warfare. The number of pris- 
oners taken exceeded the attacking 
force by nearly two to one. 

When yellow fever broke out and the 
fever list increased into the thousands, 
it was for a time supposed that it was 
principally yellow fever. The bringing 
of troops north at once after the sur- 
render, under such conditions, would 
have been certain death to a vast num- 
ber, but upon inquiry it was ascertained 
that very few of these cases compara- 
tively were yellow fever, when it was at 
once decided to bring the army home as 
speedily as possible. Everything that 
human ingenuity could devise has been 
done to succor that army—not the in- 
genuity of the secretary of war, but the 
result of the combined counsel of those 
who have had a lifelong experience in 
the field. That some men have been 
neglected on transports coming home 
is no doubt—all against positive orders 
-—due perhaps to carelessness and 
negligence, but largely on account of 
not having the medical force to spare 
(many of whom were sick) from the 
camp at Santiago. Many medical offi- 
cers sént with the transports were taken 
ill on the way home. 

Work That Was Done. 

To give you a little idea of the work 
that has been done, I append the follow- 
ing: The work of the adjutant gen- 
eral’s department has been to muster 
and order to their station, to be precise, 
216,400 volunteers and 24,900 for the 
regular army—this with a reduced force, 
as many staff officers from all of the de- 
partments had been promoted and or- 
dered to the field. 

The chief of engineers reports an ex 
penditure of $5,030,000 for harbor de- 
fenses, building emplacemen.. of heavy 
guns, mortar batteries and mines. 

The surgeon general has had the en- 
ermous work ox fitting up hospitals, or- 
ganizing the medical corps, employing 
male and female nurses, contract sur- 
geons, being surgeons who are employed 
from civil life, besides those commis- 
sioned as corps, division and brigade 
surgeons; furnishing medical supplies 
and answering the demands from all 
over the country and from camps at 
Santiago, Porto Rico and Manila. The 
work done in this line is almost beyond 
comprehension. 

The commissary general had pur- 
chased and distributed up to Aug.1 110,- 
907,235 pounds of rations, which have 
been transported and distributed to all 
armies in the field here and at Santiago, 
Porto Rico and Manila, besides the large 
quantity distributed among the desti- 
tute Cubans. 

The quartermaster general's report is 
too long to even give an approximate 
idea of his work. In the way of trans- 
portation to Honolulu, Manila, Santiago 
and Porto Rico, and return home, there 
have been sent 82,638 men, with artillery 
equipment and supplies. By rail in 
this country there have been trans- 
ported 9700 officers, 233,962 enlisted men, 
also 40,582 animals, besides thousands 
of wagons, artillery and other quarter- 
master, commissary, ordnance, medical 
and signal service stores. The total 
number of articles of clothing and camp 
equipment distributed to the army by 
the quartermaster’s department has 
been 6,274,483, of which I can only men- 
tion a few articlesasfollows: Blankets, 
288,739: blouses, 283,762; trousers, 406,- 
423; hats, 334,106; canvas fleld uniforms, 
83,200; shoes (pairs), 511,378; undershirts, 
736,965; tents, 179,142. The total weight 
of food and forage distributed daily to 
the army is approximately 900 tons. 

Added to this is the large fleet of trans- 
ports chartered and purchased, the man- 
agement of the same in conveying troops, 
supplies and ammunition. The pay- 
master has promptly paid the army and 
is deserving of very great credit for his 
work. The signal corps has provided 
most efficent service, furnishing cable, 
telegraph, telephone and signal ser- 
vices to the different commands in the 
fields. 

If you had a day or two to spare I 
would like to sandwich a little work 
for you. I would like to send you these 
statements in detail which I think would 
bewilder you if anything can.

Blunder of Somebody the Cause of a 
Railroad Disaster, 


Express Crashed Against a 
Motionless Local. 


The Lives of Six Persons Were Crushed Out 
In a Twinkling, 


Boston, Aug. 22.—A terrible railroad 
accident occurred at Sharon on the 
Providence division of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad at 
7:17 o'clock last night. Seven passengers 
were killed and over 40 injured, some of 
them fatally, and many of them seri- 
cusly. The cause of the accident was the 
failure of a signal to work properly. 

The train from New Bedford, consist- 
ing of engine 775 and five cars, ran into 
the rear of a train of five and engine 
from Providence. The New Bedford en- 
gine crashed completely through the 
last car of the Providence train, split- 
ting the car in twq pieces. It pene- 
trated about four feet into the next car. 
The shock of the collision was felt 
throughout both trains. Passengers in 
the next to last car of the Providence 
train were thrown intoa pile at the front 
of the car. 

The collision occurred directly in front 
of the Sharon station. There was a ter- 
rific crash, followed by an awful rending 
and tearing sound and hiss of escaping 
steam, mingling with the heartrending 
shrieks of the dying passengers. Pushed 
onward by the irresistible force of the 
oncoming train the second ear of the 
doomed train crunched into the end of 
the car in front of it, reducing it for 
several feet into an unrecognizable mass. 

Flashing over the wires in both direc- 
tions went the dread news with sum- 
mons for assistance. Responses were 
immediate from surrounding towns, and 
soon doctors, surgeons and undertakers 
were at the station in large numbers, 
while the people living nearby hastened 
to bring simple restoratives and com- 
forts, and to throw their homes open for 
the reception of the dead and injured. 

The dead are: Franklin M. Waters of 
Somerville; Mrs. William Fitzpatrick 
of Boston, Mary Fitzpatrick, 10 years 
old, her grand-daughter and a grand- 
son, five years old; a woman supposed 
to be Mrs. Watson of Westerly; Mrs. C. 
H. Briscoe of Revere; Charles H. Frye 
of Revere. 

The injured are: James. H. Fitz- 
patrick, 18 years old, of Boston; Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Whitcomb, Boston; Mrs. 
James Ray and her mother, Jamaica 
Plain; Mr. Crockett, Somerville; Mrs. 
Alice Braman, South Boston; Mr. and 
Mrs. Ericson and child; Daniel C. Can- 
tor; D. C. McCann, South Boston; Fred 
Tudor, South Boston; Mr. and Mrs. J. 

zden, Lowell; Margaret O'Connor and 
two children, Boston; George Quinn, 
Providence; Miss Fitzpatrick, 8 years 
old, Boston; Mr. and Mrs. John Gordon, 
Boston; C. W. Dadman, Boston; Ida M. 
Walker, Waltham; J. A. Phillips, Bos- 
ton; A. E. Newmark, Pittsburg; Joseph 
M. Mann, Providence; Mrs. Delia V. 
Brennan, South Boston; Marguerite M. 
Grimshaw, Somerville. 

The first unidentified woman to be 
taken from the rear car was undoubted- 
ly instantly killed, as her neck was 
broken between the sixth and seventh 
vertebrae. Besides this her left hand 
was scalded, the right leg was broken 
below the knee, and the left ankle 
‘broken. Her injuries were the most ex- 
tensive of any. On her fingers were 
four rings, two of which were marked 
“Mattie’’ and bore the dates, “Dec. 25, 
1§79;" “Dec. 25, 1889." The rings were 
valuable, being two diamonds, three 
pearls and a plain ring. She was ap- 
parently about 30 years of age, of slight 
build, dark features and brown hair. 
She wore a bicycle costume, a dark blue 
waist lined with light colored silk, a di- 
vided skirt of grayish material, high 
leather bicycle boots, which were some- 
what worn at the toes. Her under- 
clothing was a tight-fitting black jersey, 
but no marks of positive identification 
could be found on her clothing. 

The trains which were in the collision 
were usually combined into one long 
train, but as the traffic yesterday was so 
heavy it was divided, the first section 
running as a local accommodation, while 
the second, which started from Mans- 
fleld 15 minutes later than the first, ran 
as an express. The local train due at 
Sharon at 7:02 was 13 minutes late. It 
left Mansfield, making two stops, and 
had lost the 13 minutes between Mans- 
field and Sharon. It was due in Canton 
Junction, the next station beyond 
Sharon, two minutes ahead of the ex- 
press train, which should pass it there. 
Sharon is situated on a curve, and both 
the outward and inward tracks are pro- 
tected by electrical block signals. 

After the accident it was found that

was intended, that there was a train in 
the station. There was no warning given 
by the conductor of the Mansfield local 
to show the engineer of the approaching 
train that the track was not clear at the 
station, and it was not until he was 
within 400 feet of the station that he 
noticed anything wrong. He immedi- 
ately set all brakes and whistled the 
warning, but it was too late to stop the 
express. It crashed into the rear car, 
splitting it asunder and completely 
demolishing it with the exception of the 
roof. Its speed was not slackened until 
the engine had penetrated fully five feet 
into the rear of the segond car. The 
escaping steam entered the car and 
badly scalded a number of the occupants. 
The roof of the last car was forced on 
top of the engine of the express, and re- 
mained there as the only portion of the 
car intact. 

Engineer Getchell and Fireman 
Holmes of the express Jumped when they 
saw that a collision was unavoidable. 
Getchell being cut and bruised about the 
head. Engineer Getchell after the acci- 
dent stated that he left Mansfield 
promptly on time, and there was no in- 
cident until he was within 400 feet of the 
Mansfield train. Then he saw the rear 
lights of that train and shut off all 
steam. Meanwhile he had whistled for 
brake and used every effort to stop his 
train. 

All of the killed and injured were on 
the Mansfield train, and the only ex- 
planation of the fact that the number 
of fatalities is not larger Is that the 
passengers were all in the forward end 
or the car in the act of alighting at the 
station. There were about 30 people in 
the last car, and most of them at the 
time of the accident were either upon 
the front platform, or standing by the 
door. 

Mary Fitzpatrick, 10 years of age, was 
taken from the wreck alive, but un- 
tonscious, and died just as the special 
train bearing the injured started for 
Boston. Twenty-two of the injured were 
taken on this train and four others re- 
mained in Sharon, 


Few Taken to Hospitals, 

Boston, Aug. 22.—Only a few of the in- 
jured were removed to tNe hospitals, 
the greater number being taken direct 
to their homes. Pathetic scenes were 
enacted as the sufferers were removed 
from the cars. Daniel C. McCann, an 
express messenger, had his right hand 
and arm badly lacerated and his knee- 
pan injured in extricating a man who 
was pinned between the engine’s head- 
plate and the flooring of the telescoped 
car. Charles H. Frye, cashier of the 
Central National bank of Boston, and 
one of the selectmen of Revere, was the 
most seriously injured of the four who 
were taken to the city hospital. He died 
shortly after reaching that institution. 
One of his legs was broken and his body 
and arms were terribly scalded. Ed- 
ward Bristoe was taken to the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital, suffering from 
a compound fracture of the left leg and 
bruises about the body. James S. Mur- 
ray of Boston had his face and hands 
badly cut and right ankle sprained. 


THE TOBOGGAN. 


Extracrdinrry Luck of the Bostons In 
Avoiding the Drop. 

Boston, Aug. 22.—The extraordinary 
manner in which the Bostons have 
bridged over the impending disaster, 
which was expected to start them on

phraseology, might be construed to 
mean the surrender of Spanish control 
over the entire Philippine group, the 
prevalent opinion now is that they mean 
and that the 
purrender includes only the city of Ma- 
and its immediate surroundings, 
or “suburbs” as it is expressed in the 
articles. The president is quite satis- 


| fied with the terms as made by General 


Merritt and Admiral Dewey. Their 
instructions afforded them considerable 
latitude for individuality of action, the 
president feeling confident that they 
would secure the best possible terms in 
the circumstances. That they have 
is certain. 

It is pointed out that the terms of 
the capitulation can have but little 
effect upon the action of the Paris peace 
commission in any event. The proto- 
col, as signed by the accredited repre- 
sentatives of the governments of the 
United States and Spain, provides for 
the cessation of the city, bay and har- 
bor of Manila to the United States, and 
leaves to the peace commission to deter- 
mine the disposition and government of 
the Philippine islands. Whether there- 
fore Spain is to retain her sovereignty 
over the islands is a question to be de- 
cided by the commission. The action 
of the commission is circumscribed by 
the provisions of the protocol, while the 
terms of the capitulation of Manila, it 
is suggested, can have very little more 
serious effect upon the commission’s 
work than those of the surrender of 
Santiaga. 


Mobile Not Overcrowded. 

Washington, Aug. 22.—Some complaint 
reached the war department concerning 
the sanitary conditions on the Mobile, 
which arrived at Montauk Point a few 
days ago from Santiago. The depart- 
ment communicated with General Shaf- 
ter on the subject and in response re- 
ceived the following explanation from 
him: “Referring to your telegram 
about overcrowding the Mobile, her cap- 
tain reported that he could carry 3000 
pen, and that he could carry 2000 com- 
fortably; therefore did not consider a 
few less than 1700 as too many. Ship 
Was carefully inspected by a board of 
officers, and Dr. Ives, a member of the 
board, states it was not overcrowded. 
Accommodations for officers were, how- 
ever, somewhat deficient. The large 
number of deaths can probably be ac- 
counted for by the fact that this brigade 
took nearly all their sick with them; 
greatest care has been taken in this re- 
spect. Transports have been loaded with 
from 200 to 300 men less than the same 
ship brought down,” 

For a New Hierarchy. 

Vienna, Aug. 22.—A local paper pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Rome to the effect 
that the vatican will immediately open 
negotiations with the United States for 
the appointment of a new hierarchy in 
the Spanish colonies which come into 
the possession of America. It is antic- 
ipated that an arrangement will be 
made similar to that made after the 
annexation of Mexican territory by the 
republic. There the Spanish clergy were 
gradually superseded by priests of other 
nationalities, chiefly by Frenchmen. 
The latter were found to be better suited 
to the purpose than English or Irish 
priests, as they more readily acquired a 
knowledge of the Spanish language and 
secured the confidence of the inhabi- 
tants. It is thought probable that a 
seimilar course will be adopted in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and perhaps eventually in 
the Philippines 

Quiet In Manila, 

Londen, Aug. 22.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph says: 
“General Merritt has proclaimed a gov- 
ernment of military occupation. The 
news of the armistice arrived on the 
16th. It is feared that the Americans 
may restore the Philippines to Spain 
and thus re-inaugurate a fresh period 
of tyranny, extortion and rebellion. 
The Spanish guarantees for freedom of 
the press and religion and for just ad- 
ministration are useless unless under 
foreign supervision. The Americans 
found $800,000 in the Spanish treasury. 
Foreign opinion is loud in praise of the 
action of the American commanders in 
excluding armed rebels from the city. 
There is good reason to believe that their 
firmness saved Manila from pillage. A 
week ago there appeared to be a possi- 
bility of collision with the rebels, but 
there is no danger now. Everything is 
quiet.” :

Our only object was to pro- 
tect our commercial interests, which we 
believe to be as safe under the United 
States government as the Spanish 
Perhaps the questions as to the contro] 
of the Philippines concern the United 
States and Spain alone.

TO BECOME CIVILIANS, 


How Mustering Out of Volunteers 
Will Take Place, 


Men to Be Examined Before 
Doffiing Uniforms. 


To Guard Government’s Interests, as Well as 
to Protect Soldiers. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—The following 
are the more important features of an 
order issued Monday afternoon and re- 
lating to the mustering out of 100,000 
volunteers: 

Only officers of the regular army will 
be detailed by the war department to 
muster out troops. 

To avoid expense to the government 
and hardships and annoyances to indi- 
viduals concerned by unavoidable de- 
lays that will occur in the final payment 
of officers and enlisted men absent from 
their commands on muster out, com- 
manding officers will make every effort 
to effect the return of all absentees and 
detachments prior to muster out of the 
organization. 

The supply department of the army 
will continue to furnish organizations 
with needful supplies until date of final 
payment and discharge. 

All persons dorne on the muster-in and 
on other muster rolls, and all who have 
joined or belonged to the organization at 
any time since its muster-in, must be 
accounted for on the muster-out roll, 
which is required to be a complete record 
of all the officers and men who ever be- 
longed to the organization. 

Discharge certificates will be prepared 
for every officer and man present and 
absent, except absent officers and men 
held in service by proper authority, and 
deserters. The certificates will be de- 
livered to the regimental and company 
commanders. 

The discharge from the United States 
volunteer service in the case of all ab- 
sentees (except in special cases) will 
take effect on the date of muster-out of 
the organization. 

In the case of enlisted men absent, 
who, on account of sickness, are unable 
to join their commands, the discharge 
certificates, with carefully prepared de- 
scriptive lists of account of pay and 
clothing, giving the address of the sol- 
dier, will be given to the mustering of- 
ficer for transmission with the muster- 
out rolls to the adjutant general of the 
army and the soldier will be officially 
notified to apply by letter to the pay- 
master general of the army for final 
payment. 

Officers absent from any cause will be 
furnished discharge certificates (unless 
specially held to service), and will be 
notified to apply to the paymaster gen- 
eral for certificates of non-indebtedness 
and settlement of their accounts. 

As a rule the muster-out of organiza- 
tions and their final payment will take 
place at the state or regimental rendez- 
vous, except when otherwise ordered by 
the war department. The preparation 
and completiom of the muster-out rolls, 
returns and papers, and the inspection 
and transfer of public property to the 
ofticers of the supply departments of the 
army, except as hereinafter provided, 
will take place before the organization 
is ordered to its state. The only prop- 
erty that will be allowed to be retained 
until muster-out, unless otherwise or- 
dered, is the rifles, cartridge belts, cups, 
canteens, meat cans, knives, forks and 
spoons, necessary medical supplies and 
tent equipage, the colors, and the regi- 
mental and company records. 

The supply departments concerned will 
arrange through the chief commissary 
and chief quartermaster of the depart- 
ment within which the state rendezvous 
is located for meals, camp ground, shel- 
ter, transportation and quartermaster’s 
supplies for the time of the encampment 
of the organization at the state or regi- 
rnental rendezvous. 

As soon as the muster-out rolls have 
been fully and satisfactorily completed, 
the mustering officer at the place of de- 
parture will fill in the date of the mus- 
ter-out as of a date 10 days later, the 
probable time necessarily required to 
transfer the organization to its state 
rendezvous, the making of the physical 
examination of officers and men, etc. 

As soon after the arrival of the or- 
ganization at its state rendezvous as 
possible the physical examination of all 
officers and men will be made before 
muster out and payment to facilitate 
the settlement of pension claims that 
may be made on account of disability 
incurred in the United States service, 
and to protect the rights of persons who 
may be entitled to the benefits of the 
pension laws, as well as to guard the 
interests of the government. 


Naval Parade the Thing. 
Washington, Aug. 23.—Orders have 
been issued for a fleet of six warships 
to proceed from Hampton roads to Bos- 
ton for repairs. They are the Detroit, 
Helena, Topeka, Wilmington, Castine 
and Marietta. All but the Wilmington 
are at Hampton roads, having just ar- 
rived from Key West, and on the ar- 
rival of the Wilmington the start will be 
made for Boston. It is expected that 
Boston will be reached the latter part of 
the week.

Considerable significance at- 
taches to the naming of Marquis Mon- 
tero on the Cuban commission, as it in- 
dicates a purpose on the part of Spain to 
go into the future government of Cuba. 
He is the only commissioner, Spanish or 
American, taken from civil life. He is 
secretary of the treasury of the Cuban 
autonomést cabinet, and ali his interests 
are connected with the government of 
Cuba rather than with the military 
question of the Spanish evacuation of 
Cuba. He is named, it is believed, in 
order to carry out Spain's desire to have 
an understanding as to the future gov- 
ernment of the island, he being inti- 
mately familiar with the questions of 
the civil administration of Cuba. As 
secretary of the Cuban treasury he is 
also familiar with question affecting the 
Cuban debt.

NEGROES AND CUBANS, 


Both a Great Source of Trouble Ia 
Santiago City. 


Colored Troopers Are Thieves 
and Brawlers. 


insurgents Raised Their Flag Over the Mu- 
nicipal Building. 


Santiago, Aug. 23.—On Friday night 
at San Luis, a negro sentinel of the 
Eighth Illinois battalion, which is gar- 
risoning the fown, was shot by Cubans. 
The Cubans attempted to pass the 
sentry, when the latter challenged them. 
As they failed to understand the chal- 
lenge, they were fired upon, one of them 
being injured. The crowd returned the 
fire, killing the sentinel. 

The citizens of San Luis complain of 
the action of the undisciplined negroes, 
charging them with thefts, brawling 
and one criminal assault. General 
Lawton has sent one of his staff officers 
to investigate the trouble. General 
Shafter visited the town to invest@wate 
the alleged outrages by the military. 
He expressed discust at the undisci- 
plined condition of the Highth Illinois 
regiment. 

Saturday the Cuban authorities raised 
a Cuban flag over the municipal build- 
ing. General Wood ordered the flag to 
be lowered. The Sai® Carlos club and 
several merchants also raised Cuban 
flags. Colonel Hood was asked for pro- 
tection from the American soldiers. On 
account of several flags being raised 
several stores were threatened, and 
guards of soldiers were placed about 
two of them. Bad feeling exists be- 
tween the soldiers and the Cubans. 

Four crematories have been estab- 
lished for the burning of garbage. The 
city’s sanitary condition is consider- 
ably improved. Seven hundred Cu- 
bans are employed in street cleaning. 
The order prohibiting the sale of beer 
has done much to lessen the number of 
arrests and the disorderly conduct. 

Sunday morning Clara Barton, on t™e 
Red Cross society's ship, Clinton, sailed 
for Havana, leaving 1100 tons of medical 
supplies an dfood for distribution among 
the Cubans. There was a great crowd 
at the wharf to witness Miss Barton's 
departure, and demonstrations of grati- 
tude were made on all sides. 

On the breaking up of General Wheel- 
er’s camp on the Caney road Friday the 
tents and general equipment of the di- 
vision headquarters were left in chargs 
of the quartermaster’s department. 
During the night the Cubans stealthily 
confiscated all the tents, stores, arms 
and personal effects of the soldiers. 
There is no clue to the robbers. On 
Saturday General Lawton ordered the 
ammunition and arms to be brought Into 
town; but it was toolate. Everything 
was gone. General Kent's brigade, sta- 
tioned three miles from Santiago, also 
lost tents, and the soldiers marched 
into town barefooted, their shoes and 
everything having been stolen, the Cu- 
bans equipping themselves with arms, 
tents and provisions of the Americans. 
They are continually stalking about the 
camps, and constant vigilance is neces- 
sary. 

There are 488 patients In the hcspital 
at Siboney, and the authorities urge 
their immediate removal. Climatic 
debility is as bad as the fever. The 
doctors say that delay in moving the 
patients will menace their lives. The 
death rate is high. 

General Shafter recommends that all 
the Mauser rifles and the ammunition 
for the same be shipped to some arsenal 
in the north with as little delay as pos- 
sible to prevent rust. There are sev- 
eral millions of this ammunition and 
probably 10,000 or 12,000 stands of these 
arms. Of course a large number of 
those turned in were Remington and 
other inferior weapons. The surrender 
at Barracoa shows a total of 23,726 sur- 
rendered, a little less than 2000 of them 
being guerillas and volunteers, leaving 
about 21,000 to be shipped. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Samuel S. Munroe, a driver, died at 
the Providence hospital last night from 
the effects of injuries received in a run- 
away accident. 

The following fourth-class postmast- 
ers were appointed yesterday: In 
Charlestown, N. H., F. H. Perry; East 
Grafton, N. H., G. B. Kimball. 

T. Dominy, a brakeman on the Fitch- 
burg railroad, fell from a train in Fitch- 
burg and was killed by being run over. 
He was 22 years of age, and leaves a 
widow. 

The Fillmore County bank of Preston, 
Minn., has failed. The cashier assigns 
as the reason that he has lost heavily in 
wheat operations. The deposits are 
about $50,000. 

The pope, upon hearing of Prince Bis- 
marck’s death, is credited with saying: 
“It is strange that my poor little body 
shows more resisting power than that 
of the giant of this century.” 

High temperatures prevailed Monday 
from the Rocky mountains to the At- 
lantic coast, except in the lake regions. 
Omaha and Concordia report 100 de- 
grees; North Platte, 98 degrees; St. Paul, 
Des Moines, Dodge City, Palestine and 
Little Rock, 96. 

Ambrose Tibbetts of Columbia, Me., 
committed suicide owing, it is alleged, 
to domestic trouble. He had placed the 
muzzle of a rifle against his breast and 
fired by pressing the trigger with a stick. 
He was 55 years of age, and leaves a 
widow and two children. 

The opposition parties in Spain, sup- 
ported by the press and public opinion, 
are urging the government to resist the 
American pretensions in the Philip- 
pines. The belief is general that Ger- 
many, Russia and France will oppose 
America’s annexing any considerable 
portion of the archipelago.

and weary soldiers at Montauk Point 
last Friday, appearstheentry: “Second 
Lieutenant Harry J. ee Second 
Massachusetts, buried at sea.”

nection with Lieutenant V 90 ia s death 
there is a story of patriotism and self- 
sacrifice that is probably without an 
equal in the annals of the Santiago cam- 
paign. 

In May, 1861, Owen R. Vesper, 18 years 
old, of Souyh Royalton, Vt., enlisted as 
a private in company F, Third Vermont 
infantry. The regiment went to the 
front in July of the same year, and in 
the following September Vesper’s father 
enlisted in the same command so that 
he might share the hardships and duties 
of his only In June, 1862, the regi- 
ment was with the army of the Potomac 
in the Chickahominy swamps of Vir- 
ginia, where the father was stricken 
with chronic dlarrhoea, and died at 
Harrison's Landing, Va., about a month 
later. 

The retained his health and be- 
came one of the best soldiers in the regi- 
ment, brave almost to recklessness, 
never missing a day's duty or a battle, 
sniisting as a veteran volunteer 
1863, to serve until the close 
After his discharge he mar 
ried, and with his wife went to Spring- 
field, Mass., where for a number of years 
he was employed at the 
guard.

New York, Aug. 23.—General Calixto 
Garcia sent his first official state- 
ment concerning the Cuban operations 
at Santiago to the Cuban junta in this 
city. The messenger bearing General 
Garcia's statement arrived Monday, and 
counsel for the junta gave out a trans-

lation of the statement. It contains 
little that is new, and there is no evi- 
dence that the insurgents suffered ma- 
terially in the assistance they gave the 
American army. 

In reciting the fatal move of the Span- 
ish fleet, Garcia writes: “Admiral Cer- 
vera, with his officers and seamen, about 
600, escaped by landing west of San- 


tiago, but the Cuban forces on the coast

A Painter*s Conscience. 
In the course of some reminiscences |} 
of Sir Edward Burne-Jones a corre- 


remarks: Those who are not ‘‘offended”’ 
by the paradoxes of Charles Lamb would 
have delighted in» Burne-Jones’ play of 
humor and imagination. Let me justify 
my reference to Charles Lamb. 

I once returned to Burne-Jones some 
books which he had lent me 80 years 
%efore, writing to him to the effect that 
if it was base to keep borrowed books 
so long it was heroic to return them aft- 
er such long possession as might well 
breed the sense of ownership. In reply 
he said: 

‘*The return of those books has sim- 
ply staggered me. It has also pained 
me, for it seems to raise the standard 
of morality in these matters and per- 
haps to sting the susceptible consciences 
of book borrowers. I have many bor- 
rowed books on my shelves. I would 
rather the owners should die than that 
I should have to think about these 
things and return them. I have two 
costly volumes that were lent to me be- 
fore that little incident of ours, which, 
you may remember, was in Red Lion 
square. I hope the owner is no more, 
for I simply will not give them up. 
And you Sve made me uneasy and 
have helped to turn an amiable rascal 


into a. confirmed villain. Your affec 
tionate NEb.’’

but then came the bugle call for the 
raising of old glory, and the strains of 
“Star Spangled Banner” broke forth 
as that banner was unfurled to the 
breeze. When the cheers broke forth, 
eyes that had been dim for a few min- 
utes became bright when the stars and 
stripes blew out. 

The picture presented in and around 
the executive building was most strik- 
ing. In the grounds and around all the 
approaches were crowds of on-lookers 
of varied nationalities, Notably re- 
markable was the number of Hawaiians.

TEDDY'S STAR RISES. 


Strong Probability of His Nomina- 
tion For Governor. 


Platt Said to Be Agreeable 
to the Choice. 


Rough Riders’ Idol Willing to Carry the Re- 
publican Standard. 


New York, Aug. 23.—The trend of po- 
litical events imficates that the Republi- 
cans have about decided that Colonel 
Theodore A. Roosevelt is their strongest 
candidate for governor. One thing has 
been settled: Roosevelt will not decline 
the nomination if it comes to him freely 
through the délegates at the Saratoga 
convention and is not forced upon them. 

Secretary of State John Palmer is au- 
thority for this statement. He visited 
Colonel Roosevelt at the latter’s coun- 
try home at Cove Neck, near Oyster 
Bay, L. L., and after a long talk with the 
rough riders’ colonel, Secretary Palmer 
announced that Roosevelt was the man 
beyond a doubt. 

“I firmly believe the nomination will 
be offered to Colonel Roosevelt. He will 
only accept it if it comes from his own 
party. He will take no independent 
nomination,” concluded Palmer. 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Platt 
will not make strong opposition to 

Roosevelt's candidacy. The Republican 
leader, it is said, has become convinced 
that the success of the party is at stake 
this fall, and it is no time to haggle. 

One outgroWth of the revival of the 
Roosevelt boom is the inclination on 
the part of Tammany to have a soldier 
candidate in the field. William Astor 
Chanler’s name was heard repeatedly 
yesterday in connection with guberna- 
torial honors. Chanler’s availability 
will be discussed by Senators Hill and 
Murphy and Richard Croker when they 
meet here the latter part of this week. 


NEARLY BEATEN TWICE. 


Bostons Lost the First Game and Were 
Tied In the Second. 

Boston, Aug. 23.—Before 12,000 people, 
the largest crowd of the season, the 
champions lost the first game with Cin- 
cinnati yesterday, and, according to 
agreement, terminated the second con- 
test after seven innings had been played, 
with the score a tie, five runs apiece. 
Both games were aggravating exhibi- 
tions of how everything will favor one 
team at the expense of the other some 
days, coupled with poor judgment on 
the part of the Boston players and hard 
luck at critical times, and the Cincin- 
natis bore testimony to the fact that 
they were heartily glad to call the second 
game off at the time agreed upon before- 
hand, although Captain Duffy ordered 
his men to the field to play it out. 

Nichols, after winning 10 straight 
games, lost his first game. He pitched 
superbly, and {t was due more to erratic 
work on the part of his confréres than 
by any shortcomings of his own. Bos-

An Excess of Moisture In Southern Part 
of New Enghwod. 

Boston, Aug. 23.—In Maine and parts 
ef New Hampshire and Vermont the 
weather the past week was fairly good, 
permitting a renewal of farm work, har- 
vesting, haying and plowing; but for 
the remainder of the district cloudy 
weather, with showers, and warm, sultry 
atmosphere predominated. The con- 
ditions were excellent for the progress of 
all crops, which have made rapid, and 
in many sections, phenomenal advance- 
ment. The excessive moisture and 
showers, where they prevailed, seriously 
delayed the grain harvest, thus result- 
ing in some damage. Fruit, potatoes 
and vines suffered tosomeextent. Sun- 
shine was deficient in all sections, and is 
needed. 

Reports, without exception, are fa- 
vorable to an excellent crop of corn, the 
only danger being anearly frost. Sweet 


the average season in Vermont, and in 
some sections the yield will be the larg- 
estin 10 years. Oats, barley and wheat 
are generally good crops. 

There is still some grass to harvest 
in all sections of New England. The 
larger portion of it, however, is In the 
southern states, where the wet weather 
has delayed haying. Mowing meadows 
and rowen are generally reported in 
good con*tion. The latter, owing to 
the large crops of hay that has been 
secured, is not of the usual importance. 

Fall apples of good quality are quite 
plentiful. The winter varieties, while 
improved, are dropping badly and will 
fall far short of an average crop. 
Grapes are uneven. Peaches continue 
to rot and are not promising. Plums 
will probably be a fair crop. Cran- 
berries have been damaged by sun scald 
and by insects. The crop is rapidly ma- 
tnring. 

The cloudy, moist weather and showers 
have not been very favorable to vege- 
tables. There is more complaint of 
Tust and blight in potatoes than in 
preceding reports. Tomatoes and vines 
are being injured. Notwithstanding the 
general complaint there seems to be 
little apprehension of extensive dam- 
age. 

Tobacco apparently continues in sat- 
isfactory condition, In some sections 
the harvest is well advanced, while in 
others it is just beginning. 

The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Aug. 23.—The first vessel of 
the new auxiliary navy was formally 
placed out of commission Monday, her 
crew discharged and the craft and prop- 
erty formally transferred to the yard 
authorities by her commanding officer. 

Mary E. McCarty, 2 years old, was 
knocked down, run over and instantly 
killed by a wagon while attempting to 
cross a street in the Charlestown dis- 
trict. The teaamster was taken to the 
police station pending an investigation. 

John Little, whose home is supposed 
to be at Salem, fell from a brewery 
wagon and struck upon his head, 
sustaining injuries which resulted in his 
death an hour later, 

Lizzie Karsky was charged yesterday 
with murder in causing the death of her 
infant, and was remanded until Wed- 
nesday. The infant’s body was found 
in the house in which the woman worked, 
and the head in another house. 

Ellen Quinn of Somerville threw her- 
self into the Charles river from the 
Harvard bridge yesterday, but was res- 
cued by the draw-tender in an uncon- 
scious condition. She died at a hospital 
a few hours later. She had been in ill 
health. 

Mayor Quincy, in an interview rel- 
ative to the reception to be tendered the 
squadron of naval vessels ordered to 
this port, said that he would confer with 
the navy department for particulars, 
and upon receiving them he would rec- 
ommend what action should be taken 
for the reception. 


Have Filed a Protest. 

Boston, Aug. 23.—Officers of the Demo- 
cratic state committee have filed a pro- 
test with the executive council against 
the confirmation of Henry V. Cunning- 
ham of this city to be a member of the 
ballot law commission. Mr. Cunning- 
ham has been a member of the commis- 
sion since the statute establishing it was 
passed. His term expired a few weeks 
ago, and he was renominated by the 
governor. Before the governor made 
the renomination, an opinion on the case 
was asked of the attorney general, who 
replied that if Cunningham voted for the 
Democratic candidate for governor last 
year, George F. Williams, he was eligible 
for the position. 

Mr. Cunningham, in answer to an in- 
quiry from the governor; stated that 
while he was not affiliated with the na- 
tional Democratic party, he was, and 
always had been, a Democrat. Upon 
this statement the governor made the 
renomination. Members of the state 
committee, however, do not believe that 
Mr. Cunningham voted for Mr. Will- 
jams, and-are desirous of putting the 
question to him point blank. 


Question of Identity. 

New York, Aug. 23.—Barge office of- 
ficials are greatly puzzled over the re- 
fusal of Michael Losinzky of Brooklyn 
to accept as his wife a woman who ar- 
rived from Hamburg. The woman in- 
sists that she really is his wife, 

When Losinzky met the woman at the 
office he was at first skeptical. He said 
his wife had a mole on her wrist, and 
when the woman pulled up her sleeve 
and showed the mole he took her home. 
Later, however, he reappeared with the 
woman, declaring she was an imposter, 
He said his wife hada large birthmark 
on her body which was missing on this 
woman. 

No amount of argument can make him 
change his mind. He acknowledges 
that this woman resembles his wife. 
She has the mole, but not the birth- 
mark, and the husband declares that he 
will accept no woman as his wife who 
cannot produce the birthmark he refers 
to. Unless the woman can prove her 
claim she will be deported.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The sixty-fifth annual convention of 
the Universalists of Vermont and Que- 
bee opened in Stowe, Vt., yesterday.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 24.—Great un- 
easiness is felt over the repetition of last 
year’s failure of the harvest. In seven 
districts of the province of Kazan and 
largely in the provinces of Samara, 
Saratoff, Simbirsk, Viatka and Perm, 
the crops are almost worthless. Even 
the landed gentry are beginning to ask 
the government for rellef, and the pros- 
pects of a famine are most grave. 

The ministers of the interior and of 
finance are sending out agents to make 
inquiries and to purchase corn. It is 
‘reported that in some districts the 
peasartry are breaking into the com- 
munal’ granaries and helping them- 
selves. 

Tieaty of Alliance. 

London, Aug. 24.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: “One paper 
here declares boldly, on the authority 
of an anonymus diplomatist, that, ow- 
ing to Mr. Hanotaux’s exertions, a 
treaty of alliance has been signed be- 
tween Spain, France and Russia with 
the object of counteracting the Anglo- 
German interference in Morocco. 


Other papers mention the matter, but 
without affirming that the treaty has 
been actually signed. 


GABRIEL HANOTAUX, 

“The idea of a permanent rapproache- 
ment between France and Spain is cer- 
tainly in the air, and may in time as- 
sume practical importance. It had its 
origin in France's role in the peace ne- 
gotiations and reports of friction with 
England over Spain's military activity 
in the neighborhood of Gibraltar. Many 
patriotic Spaniards, who apprehend 
further sacrifices during the forthcom- 
ing peace negotiations, regard the sug- 
gestion of a French alliance with much 
favor, especially as French help would 
be very useful also In the great work of 
financial and economic reorganization 
which Spain must undertake directly 
peace is concluded. 

“At the same time it must be noted 
that the protocol signed under French 
auspices has produced a deal of popular 
dissatisfaction, because, while making 
the loss of the Antilles irrevocable, it 
may also result in the loss of the Philip- 
pines. It remains to be seen whether 
France will render effective assistance.” 

Typhoid In Ireland. 

Belfast, Aug. 24.—The typhoid epi- 
demic here is growing rapidly. Six 
hundred cases have been reported in 
three weeks, and every hospital is filled 
to overflowing. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Aug. 24.—Fanny Hartwell, 
matron of the Somerville hospital, is 
suing Dr. Carroll for $10,000 for defama- 
tion of character in alleging that she 
was unfit to hold her position. The 
charge was dismissed after an investl- 
gation. 

Little Hyman Feinburg died in a hos- 
pital yesterday Yternoon from the ef- 
fects of a fall from a window of the 
third story of his house. 

Mayor Quincy has offered, in behalf of 
the city, sufficient space on Long island, 
Boston harbor, as a camp for the Ninth 
Massachusetts regiment. The offer is 
likely to be accepted. 

An Official investigation based upon 
charges made in connection with money 
matters is taking place on board the re- 
ceiving ship Wabash. The man under 
investigation is Paymaster’s Clerk Ed- 
ward Cronin, a resident of Arlington, 
who has held that position about seven 
years. The charges are brought by 
Percy H. Russell, a provision man doing 
business in Charlestown, who alleges 
that he has been systematically “bled” 
by Cronin while supplying the enlisted 
men of the ship with provisions. 


Pytbians Under Fire, 

Indianapolis, Aug. 24.—Next to the 
parade the most important event in 
connection with the assembling of the 
supreme lodge of Pythians was the meet- 
ing In the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. Welcoming addresses were 
made by Governor Mount and Mayor 
Taggert. In the executive session 
Keeper of Records and Seal White said 
that the officems of the supreme lodge 
had been attacked, and charges made 
against them which should be investi- 
gated. If these charges were true, then 
the men were not fit for their positions. 
If the charges were not true, the man 
or men who had made them were not 
fit to be Pythians or members of th 
supreme lodge. A committee of in- 
vestigation was chosen.

The “Wicked” Lonsdale. 

At a meeting of the Poor Clergy Re- 
lief society in London a story was told 
of Bishop Waldegrave of Carlisle and 
“twicked’’ Lord Lonsdale. The bishop 
rode well, and on his going up to Low- 
ther castle Lord Lonsdale admired his 
horse and his management of it. The 
bishop pleaded the cause of a clergyman 
passing rich on £40 a year, whose well 
educated wife took in tourists’ washing 
to add to their scanty income. 

Lord Lonsdale said: ‘‘Everybody

You 
vave spoken to me as a gentleman; you 
nave spoken to me like a good servant 
of the great head of the church; you 
have spoken to me encouragingly about 
the salvation of even my poor soul; you 
have pleaded the cause very nobly for 
that young *ttzyman. Here is my 
checkbook. Pr* awn what you like, 
and I will sign it.”’ 

The bishop said, ‘‘No; that is a mat- 
ter between God and you.”’ 

Lord Lonsdale gave the bishop a 
check for £10,000 and afterward two 
further checks for £20,000 for poor 
clergy of the diocese of Carlisle. 


The Power of Modern Shells, 

A 12 inch rifle is 88 feet long, with 
4 feet external diameter at the breech, 
and weighs 48 tons. Its 850 pound shot, 
driven by a 430 pound charge of brown 
prisinatic powder, leaves the muzzle 
with a velocity exceeding 1,400 miles 
per hour and would reach a target at its 
effective range of 514 miles in 24 sec- 
onds, while it would take the report of 
its discharge 27 seconds to traverse the 
same distance. At a range of 114 miles 
this shot would perforate 19 inches of 
solid steel. 

The 250 pound projectile of the 8 inch 
rifle will penetrate a foot of armor at 
the range of a mile. The six 4 inch 
rapid fire guns within the superstructure 
each deliver eight 40 pound projectiles 
in a minute, while the twenty 6 pound 
ers distributed over the vessel can be re- 
lied upon to clear an enemy’s decks or 
to disable torpedo boats by maintaining 
a teriific hail of explosive shell, capable 
of destroying any undrmored position. 
The final offensive resources of the cita- 
del are the four torpedo tubes, each pre- 
pared to launch automatic and dirigible 
destroyers containing 150 pounds of 
gun cotton. —Chautauquan.

Senator Falrbanks Speaks For,His Colleagues 
at a Reception.

Quebec. Aug. 24.—The ice is broken; 
the somewhat rigid British formalities 
of preliminary organization are past, 
the committees have become acquainted 
and the body of international arbitra- 
tors is now ready for the hard work be- 
fore it. The ceremonies of organization 
took place in the parllament buildings 
yesterday, and while they were char- 
acterized by a considerable degree of 
dignity, the utmost degree of friendli- 
ness was manifest in every word and 
movement, and an amicable adjustment 
of all questions is predicted by both the 
American and British commissioners. 


LORD HERSCHELL, 


At noon the commissioners met in 
private session in the legislative as- 
sembly, all of the commissioners except- 
ing Congressman Dingley and Sir James 
Winter being present. After the formal 
exchange of credentials, Senator Fair- 
banks, as chairman of the American 
delegation, named Lord Herschell of 
England as permanent president of the 
joint commission. After the work of or- 
ganization was finished, the commis- 
sioners proceeded to the legislative 
council chamber, where a public recep- 
tion was tendered them by Mayor S. N. 
Parent and the city council of Quebec. 

“This is the spot,” said the mayor, 
“chosen by Cartier and Champlain as 
the cradle of our nation, and since that 
time there is hardly any event of na- 
tional importance which has not been 
associated with this center of activity, 
so long coveted, dnd alternately held 
under the sway of France and England. 
In the bloody strifes which have be- 
smeared so many lands, there is hardly 
a strategical point which has been 
fought for with more heroic efforts, and 
every stone of this walled city—nay, my 
I say, even the dust of the streets tel s 
the tales of gigantic struggles. Atevery 
turn one expects to meet the ghosts of 
Champlain and Kirk, of Frontenac and 
Phipps, of Montcalm and Wolfe, of Carle- 
ton, Montgomery and Arnold. Thu 
after having been at the inception, the 
cradle, and during the period of war the 
fortress and the bulwark, we cherish t’ e 
ambition of remaining the center where 
shall be discussed and settled the ques- 
tions of vital importance for the present 
or future welfare of our people.” 

Senator Fairbanks replied as follows: 
“Your worship, the American commis- 
sioners, in whose behalf I have the honvr 
to speak, are deeply sensible to the hig. 
tribute of an address from the venerable 
and historical city of Quebec, and we 
take pleasure in expressing to you our 
gratitude therefor. This spot is full of 
historic memories. The soil has been 
enriched by English, American and 
French blood; it has been made glorious 
by the deeds of heroes, deeds which are 
our common heritage. The stories of 
Montcalm, Wolfe and Montgomery w 1 
endure when that noble shaft dedicated 
in commemoration of Wolfe and Mont- 
calm has faded from memory. Let us 
hope that this goodly city shall know 
no future strife, save the wholesome 
and elevating contests which are the 
rich fruits of peace.”

To this must be added 6852 
original claims granted but not record- 
ed, and 762 restorations which were not 
entered at the time on the books. Com-} 
missioner Evans granted 63,648 original} 
claims during the past year and re-| 
stored 4089 pensioners to the benefits of} 


pensions. The pensioners now aggre- 
gate 1,040,346. More pensions were 
granted last year than any time from

1869 up to 1880. 
There is absolutely no means of even} 
approximating what the claims will be] 
under the recent war. The pension of- 
fice has done nothing with the claims 
that have been filed up to this time. 
They do not aggregate 100, and for the 
most part are claims of widows and next |

Before a claim can be per-| 
fected it must contain the full record of} 
the soldier's service, and this infotma- | 
tion has not yet been complied by the 
war department. When this is done the 
claims will be speedily taken up. The | 
majority of the claims will be for] 
wounds and sickness, the latter leaving | 
the soldier more or less disabled.

Bay State Colonel Says That They 
Were Awful, 


Heavy Loss Averted by the 
Sufferers’ Pluck. 


Glad to Embark on a Pest Ship In Order to 
Get Back North. 


Montauk, Aug. 25.—The only regimen- 
tal commander in the entire first brigade, 
second division of the First army corps, 
who is able to assume active charge of 
his regiment—this is the record of Col- 
onel Clark of the Second Massachusetts 
volunteers, who is today on the rapid 
road to healthful recovery under the 
stimulating Camp Wikoff. 
Even though he is personally supervis- 


breezes of 


ing the routine work of his men, yet the 
colonel of the gallant Second is anything 
buta well man. He has just passed the 
last test of the regimental surgeon, who 
at first thought the leader of the Second 
was duc for an attack of yellow fever. 

In explaining the causes of the great 
amount of sickness among the soldiers, 
Colonel Clark stated that while in Cuba 
his entire regiment was placed in the 
fray and the foulest of 
localities. “The only thing that makes 
me wonder is that we have as many left 
as we have. I never experienced such 
hardships in my life before, and both 
Major Whipple and myself are veterans 
of the civil war. Our men were simply 
imbued with the bravest of hearts, in- 
domitable courage and pluck, or they 
would never have held out as long as 
they did.” 

When Colonel Clark was about to board 
the transport he was told by the surgeon 
who made the final examination that he 
was on the vérge of yellow fever. The 
colonel replied that if he had yellow 
fever every man in his regiment had the 
same ailment. 

“We may have had a touch of every 
disease known to science,” said the com- 
mander, “but we were all ready to swear 
we were well enough to stand the trip 
north. To have left us down there an- 
other 10 days would have killed over 
half our men, and we would have been 
Willing to travel in the most horrible 
pest ships just so that we reached dear 
old America. When we first caught 
sight of Cape Hatteras you should have 
heard the way_the boys cheered; even the 
poor fellows who had been hardly able 
to raise their heads staggered to the rail 
and joined feebly in the shout of joy.”

Washington, Aug. 25.—If the com 
manding general of the army really said 
what he was alleged to have said by the 
Porto Rican correspondent of the Kan- 
sas City Star it is impossible to prevent

By implication General Miles charges 
the secretary of war with being privy to 
a conspiracy to injure him. His at- 
tack on General Corbin is not so vague. 
The most serious reflections are made on 
that officer Secretary Alger was out 
of town yesterday, and therefore no 
statement could be obtained from him, 
but General Corbin, when asked for an 
expression of opinion, said: “IT have 
seen what purports to be an interview 
with General Miles. I do not believe he 
used the terms accredited tohim. Heis 
too old and too discreet an officer and 
too good a man to indulge in such criti- 
cism.” 

Federal Transports to Run, 

Washington, Aug. 25.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Meiklejohn of the war depart- 
ment contemplates the establishment of 
a line of transports from New York to 
Havana, Santiago and Ponce. It is ex- 
pected that the new ‘route will be ready 
for operation in two weeks. Havana 
will not be on the route at present, but 
as son as that port is open the line will 
touch there. Operations would begin 
at once, but the transports are now 
being used for carrying troops, The 
line will be utilized for transporting 
supplies of the quartermaster’s, com- 
missar,.and surgeon general's depart- 
ments, as well as such other freights 
as may be needed at the points occupied 
by the United States forces. Mails will 
be carried also by these transports to 
and from the new American possessions. 
New York instead of Tampa has been 
selected because of the severe quaran- 
tine at Tampa against yellow fever. 


The First to Leave. 

Washington, Aug. 25.—Orders have 
been issued for the mustering out of the 
following regiments: First Vermont, 
First Maine, Fifty-second Iowa, Sixth 
Pennsylvania, Second New York, Second 
Nebraska, One Hundred and Fifty- 
seventh Indiana, all volunteer infantry; 
also batteries A, B, C and D, Ohio light 
artillery; First Illinois volunteer cav- 
alry, batteries A and B, Georgia light 
artillery; Twenty-eighth Indiana light 
battery and the New York and Pennsyl- 
vania cavalry troops now in Porto Rico. 


Long Praises the Advisory Board. 

Washington, Aug. 25.—The following 
letter was addressed by Secretary Long 
to the president of the war board, Ad- 
miral Sicard, in recognition of its ser- 
vices: 

My Dear Admiral—In view of the 
practical ending of the war with Spain 
and the well-earned relief from further 
duty to which the naval war board is 
now entitled, I cannot, though absent 
from the department, forbear to express 
ta you and through you to your asso- 


ciliates on the board, Commodore UCrown- 
inshield and Captain Mahan (retired), 
the very high appreciation which the de- 
partment has of the services it has ren- 
dered since the war began. That its 
members have been faithful and diligent 
in the highest measure goes without 
saying, for they are animated by the 
high professional spirit which distin- 
guishes the navy and which they have 
themselves done much to stimulate; but 
from my personal knowledge and obser- 
vation, I desire to add to this, that 
equally marked have been the intelli- 
gence, the wise judgment, the compre- 
hensive forethought and the unfailing 
competency to meet every exigency 
which have disfinguished their delibera- 
tionsandaction. May it not be said that 
not one error has been made? Proper 
control by the department has been ex- 
ercised over all movements in the field, 
and yet at the same time commanding 
officers have been duly left to exercise 
discretion, and have never been ham- 
pered in their work. I do not know how 
your work, as .nembers of that import- 
ant board, contd have been better done, 
or where in the arena of the war you 
could have rendered better service or 
deserved more honor. 


Jackies to Be Relieved, 

Washington, Aug. 25.—Within the next 
week all the men called from various 
states to man ships of the auxiliary navy 
will be on their way home, with the pos- 
sible exception of those on the four 
monitors around Boston, The depart- 
ment is deluged with inquiries as to how 
soon these naval militiamen can return 
home. The letters come not only from 
relatives, but from business firms, which 
Say that as the war is over they want 
their clerks to return to duty. These 
influences have been aided by pressure 
from senators and congressmen, and the 
department feels some satisfaction in 
stating that all the men will be released 
by Sept. 1 except those on the monitors. 
who are mainly from Maine and Massa- 
chusetts, delay In their cases being due 
to the necessity of sending tugs to con- 
voy the monitors to the League island 
navy yard, Philadelphia, where the 
crews will be lei go. 


Wants Americans Well Treated. 

Havana, Aug. 25.—The steamer Bara- 
coa has arrived at Sagua with a cargo of 
provisions. She has not, however, be- 
gun to discharge, as she is awaiting a 
decision as to whether she will have to 
pay duties on the cargo, having paid at 
Santiago $15,700 for what she has on 
board. 

The commanding general in the Sancti 
Spiritus district reports that two Amerti- 
can soldiers of the column operating 
with Maximo Gomez have presented 
themselves to him, beingill. They were 
immediately sent to the hospital. Gen- 
eral Blanco has ordered that all Ameri- 
cans who present themselves be well 
treated; that assistance be given them, 
and that they be treated with all con- 
sideration.

Will Repel by Arms. 

Madrid, Aug. 25.—The minister of war, 
Lieutenant General Correa, when asked 
what instructions had been given Gen- 
eral Blanco in regard to opposing the 
insurgents in Cuba, replied that he had 
ordered the captains general of Cuba 
and the Philippines to act in accord with 
the Americans, and if the Americans 
should prove unable to make the insur- 
gents respect the armistice, then the 
Instructions were to repel by arms any 
attack upon the Spaniards, 

On the Road to Health. 
toston, Aug. 25.—Those of the 200 
soldiers who arrived on the Olivette 
Tuesday, and who were taken to the 
various hospitals are doing well. The 
improvement of a day has been won- 
derful, and bears testimony to the wis- 
dom of hurrying the troops to the north 
With all possible speed. Said a state of- 
ficial, who had made a tour of the hos- 
pitals: “There should be no hesitancy 
about sending the Second and Ninth 
home as soon as possible. With ju- 
dicious treatment there is no better 
place on earth for the boys.” 

The health-giving breezes of New 
England, the luxury of a real bed with 
fresh and spotless linen, the trained at- 
tention of nurses, the skill of learned 
physicians, the benefits of the bath, and 
the supply of wholesome, nourishing 
food have all played their part in the 
transforming of the weakened, fever- 
racked bodies. It was ample reward for 
every effort made to see the look of re- 
turning health, the smile of content- 
ment and gratitude, and the delight of 
comfort after the taxing rigors of the 
tropical campaign. 

Voted to Join the Army. 

South Framingham, Aug. 25.—A vote 
was taken in the camp of the Fifth 
regiment yesterday on the question of 
remaining in service after discharge. 
About 75 percent voted to join the reg- 
ular army. The result of the vote is 
to be sent to Washington, and it is 
understood that influence will be 
brought to bear to have the men go into 
active service. 

The vote was polled in quite a novel 
fashion in order that it would repre- 
sent the actual opinionofthemen. Col- 
onel Whitney and Sergeant Major 
Buechner instructed each company in 
the form of ballot. Slips of paper were 
distributed to each man, who wrote yes 
or no on one, depositing it in a box. 
Finally the boxes were collected and the 
vote canvassed. The result of 75 per- 
cent is a little under the estimate of the 
favorable vote anticipated. It was 
placed at 80 percent. The officers are 
yet to vote, but 90 percent are expected 
to favor garrison duty. 


Hanna on Expansion. 

St. Paul, Aug. 25.—Senator M. A. 
Hanna of Ohio arrived in the city last 
evening from the Yellowstone park. 
Speaking of the annexation question he 
said: “The Philippines is a problem we 
cannot solve ina hurry. We, of course, 
must retain a coaling station there, but 
I do not think it likely we shall want 
more than Manila anditsharbor. Cuba 
is another problem. I never was much 
of a Cuban, and am not prepared to 
commit myself as to the policy we should 
pursue there. We propose to establish

New York, Aug. 25.—Two privates of 
the Seventy-first New York regiment, 
M. D. Kane and Christopher Jurgenson, 
were killed while skylarking near 
Westbury, L. I. They belonged to the 
battalion which was expected to go 
south, but which got no further than 
Camp Black. The battalion left the 
camp Wednesday morning to join the 
main body of the Seventy-first at Mon- 
tauk. The two men were in the bag- 
gage car, and one tried to take posses- 
sion of a piece of watermelon held by the 
other. In a friendly scuffle both fell 
from the car and were cut to pieces.

WOULD BE DEATHBLOW 


Loss of Luzon So Regarded by the 
Spanish People. 


President’s Alleged Wishes 
Viewed Unfavorably. 


Growth of Sentiment Rocommending the Sale 
of the Philippines, 


London, Aug. 25.—A dispatch to The 
Standard from Madrid, by way of 
France, says: “A very unfavorable 
impression has been caused in Madrid 
by telegrams attributing to President 
McKinley the intention of instructing 
the peace commissioners to insist upon 
the cession of Luzon, that American 
commerce should have the same foot- 
ing as Spanish in the Philippines, and 
that Spain should pledge itself that none 
of the Spanish colonies should be ceded 
to European powers. If such are the 
intentions of the United States govern- 
ment, the negotiations are sure to be 
laborious, even if an understanding is 
ever arrived at. 

“The Spaniards consider the cession of 
Luzon, their best and most important 
island, to be a deathblow to their pres: 
tige and sovereignty in those regions, 
and that this would be irretrievably 
weakened and crippled by the presence 
of Americans in the heart of their col- 
onies. 

“Commercial equality with the United 
States in the archipelagoes would annul 
the only edvantage and compensation 
which they might have expected to 
derive for the cost and sacrifices which 
have been necessary to maintain their 
rule in that region. The separation 
of church and state would be more 
unpalatable to most Spaniards, and 
would create grave difficulties in their 
relations with the vatican and the 
church, let alone the powerful religious 
orders in Spain, which are always dis- 
posed to side with the pretender againsi 
the present dynasty. 

“Last, but not least, any pledge to 
refrain from ceding any part to the 
powers would displease many statesmen 
and people of ali classes, who are daily 
more and more inclined to advocate the 
sale of the Spanish archipelago to the 
highest bidder, and especially to con- 
tinental powers most likely to be in a 
position to arrest the growth of Amer- 
ican political and commercial influence 
in the fareast. Nothing could be better 
calculated, than the pretentions attrib- 
uted to America, to develop in Spain the 
visibly growing desire to cede alf con- 
nection with the Philippines, and thus 
oblige the United States government to 
assume the burden of responsibilities 
of their government, which would likely 
create a conflict with European powers 
and tending, in any case, to entail for 
the United States more trouble and sac- 
rifices in men and money even than the 
occupation and pacification of Cuba 
Even the lower and middle classes seem 
to think this, and thus in both directions 
Epain wduld amply make America pay 
for the wrongs inflicted.”

San Francisco, Aug. 25.—Mrs. D. A.

J. D. Deane of Dover, Del., is now in 
the city prison here, having been 
brought from Stockton Mrs. Botkin de- 
clines absolutely to talk to newspaper 
reporters, but to the chief of police 
she protested her innocence.

Gatrell gave her 
a box which did not have the firm name 
on it. The candy which she put in 
looked old to him, and it scarcely half 
filled the box. He says he did not ob 
serve the lady closely, and he can only 
describe her by saying that she was of 
medium height and build.

Asbury Park, N. J., Aug. 25.—Fully 
8000 people witnessed the races In this 
city under the auspices of the American 
Cycle Racing association. The' one mile 
L. A. W. championship professional 
brought out a field of the most noted 
crack riders, including Bald, Cooper, 
Major Taylor, Stevens, Eaton and Gard- 
iner. Bald was the favorite, and by hard 
riding he succeeded in winning his heat, 
and later captured the final by a super- 
human spurt on the stretch, The race 
between Michael and Lefferson was the 
event of the day. It was Lefferson’s 
first middle distance paced race, and he 
acquitted himself with honors, although 
he was defeated. Michael's exhibition 
was a grand one and disclosed most con- 
clusively the staying powers of the fam- 
ous rider.

Manilla Hemp. 

Every engineer knows what manilla 
hemp is, but few are aware that it is 
the product of ecies of banana 
which is cultivated in certaim localities 
inthe Philippine islands. The plant, 
called by the natives ‘‘abaca,’’ throws 
up a cluster of sheating leaf stalks toa 
height of 30 feet, which spread 
out at the top into a crown of huge un- 
divided leaves. When it is 8 years old, 
it is cut down and the stalks are torn 
into strips. These strips, while still 
fresh, are drawn between a knife and a 
wooden 5 ck, and the soft cellulose 
matter is removed. The fiber is then 
hung up to dry in the open air until it 
is fit for use. Each stalk gives about a 
pound of fiber, and two natives will 
turn out about 25 pounds a day. The 
inside fiber, which is thin and weak, is 
used by the natives for making articles 
of dress. The familiar manilla rope is 
made fron r of the outer layer,

LETTER FROM GARCIA. 


The Cuban General Makes Report ot 
His Movements. 


Successes Achieved and Sup- 
plies Captured. 


He Proves the Good Samaritan For Sick and 
Wounded Spaniards. 


New York, Aug. 25.—The following re-, 
port from General Garcia has peen re- 
veived by the Cuban junta, being dated 
Gibara, Aug. 3: “On the 16th of July 
I held the last conference with the 
American, General Shafter. He in- 
formed me that the American troops 
had captured Santiago de Cuba. Awaré 
that my troops were no longer needed 
in that vicinity, while they were needed 
very much in other places still occupied 
by the enemy, I so informed General 
Shafter. He asked me to delay my de- 
parture two or three days, W hich I did, 
starting on the 20th toward Holguin by 
way of Jiguani. Iam at present with 
my general headquarters in the town of | 
Gibara, where I arrived on the s0th ot 
July. 

“On the 29th, while encamped in San 
Pedro Cacocun, I learned that General 
Luque had evacuated this town and that 
General Louis de Feria with the troops 
under him had occupied it. The Span- 
ish left in the hospitals over 60 sick and 
wounded, whom I have provided with 
beef. There is perfect order in the 
town, new municipal authorities have 
been elected and everything is working 
regularly. The United States steam- 
ship, Nashville, was in the harbor when 
I entered. I requested its commander 
to ask his government to open this port 
to foreign commerce, or with the United 
States at least. for there is great scar- 
city of provisions. The Spaniards took 
everything they could. 

“General Luque is in Holquin with 12,- 
000 men and 24 cannon, and I am trying 
to force him out, although I can only 
count on 4000 men and four cannon 
with which to fight him. Volunteers 
and guerillas are daily joining; about 
1500 have already joined us, and if it 
continues the Spanish.army will soon 
be dissolved. 

“Mayari, Fray Benito and Jandiaga 
are garrisoned by our army. The first 
of these towns was evacuated on the 
22nd of July, leaving 100 sick and wound- 


ed, that we are caring for, in the hos- 
pitals. When the Spaniards left May- 
ari we defeated them, capturing their 
convoy, consisting of 30 rifles, 150,00d 
Remington and Mauser cartridges, two 
cannon with ammunition for them, and 
provisions and clothing. They suffered 
severe losses, not many arriving at Hol- 
guin. 

“I have received propositi 
surrender of Manzanillo under 
tions which I have refused to accept. 
Very soon all of my department will be 
free from the dominion of Spain.”

Big Fire In New York.

TO HAVE DELICACIES, 


Sick Soldiers In Montauk to Have 
Better Fare, 


Chief Quartermaster Is Over- 
ruled by Alger. 


Secretary Making Things Hum For the Wel- 
fare of the Men. 


New York, Aug. 26.—General Alger is 
working a quiet but very effectual 
change in the conditions prevailing at 
the camp. General Wheeler had a com- 
plaint to make When 
the general was in Washington he re- 
ceived instructions to issue extra rations 
to the sick and weak and give them what 
they wanted and needed regardless of 
their being on the ration list. This order 
was givén verbally by President Mc- 
Kinley. General Wheeler came here and 
Started in on a generous course out- 
lined by the president, but was prompt- 
ly held up by the quartermaster’s de- 
partment. He told General Alger about 
it, and now the camp quartermaster's 
department is busy ordering direct, 
without the intervention of Washing- 
ton, a regular supply of soups, eggs and 
delicacies for the sick. 

At the general hospital the sec retary 
found that the negro troopers doing po- 
rice duty had not been as thorough as 
they might have been, and yesterday 
they had extra work to do under his di- 
rection. In two hours not a trace of 
disorder remained. The next thing to 
strike the secretary as wrong was soggy 
spots near the hospital. He called Dr. 
Brown's attention to them and directed 
that they be filled up. They were dan- 
gerous to health, the secretary said. 

In passing the tents General Alger 
stopped frequently to speak to sick sol- 
diers. He invariably asked about the 
sick soldier and where he fought. A 

corporal of the Eighteenth infantry, 
who could just keep on his legs, met and 
recognized the secretary, and at once 
came to salute. The secretary had evi- 
dently noticed the lack of this in others. 
He took off his hat and asked the cor- 
poral’s name. It was given, and the 
secretary complimented him on remem- 
bering a soldier's duty despite his fll- 
and granted the man a furlough 
then and there. 

One of the most important things done 
by the secretary during the day was the 
issuance of an order to the Second 
Massachusetts volunteers, which brought 
joy to them. It was that all who were 
able to make the journey should proceed 
to Springfield, and there be furloughed 
for 30 days. At the expiration of that 
time, barring further orders, the regi- 
ment is to assemble and be mustered 
out. There was no further need of hold- 
ing the volunteers, the secretary said. 
He indicated that in rapid succession he 

would issue similar orders to the other 
il regiments recuperating at 
Camp Wikoff. The Second Massachu- 
setts may go to Boston on the Badger, 
or one of the unarmed transports may 
be used. The Badger is now under or- 
ders to proceed to Boston. 

During the day General Alger granted 
furloughs right and left to men who de-

Trouble Ia Store For Sagasta, 
London, Aug. 26.—'The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: “Noth- 
ing can better illustrate the country’s 
v eariness and disillusion than the small 
excitement caused by the return of the 
repatriated troops. Of the 225,000 men 


who left Spain for the Antilles since 
March, 1885, £0,000 have perished in 
Cuba, 72,¢00 have been sent home in- 
valided, “And the remainder are return- 
ing to be disbanded after receiving a 
portion of their nine months’ arrears 
of pay. ‘This clever stroke of policy on 
the part of the government will, it is 
thought, avert the danger that other- 


wise might have existed of the discon- 
tented army being made the tools of 
politicul or military intriguers and Car- 
lists. 

“The Carlist and Republican papers 
and opposition organs of every shade 
openly show delight at the convocation 
of the cortes. It is their firm belief 
that the Gays of the Liberal government 
are numbered. They also announce 
that the opposition considers that its 
hour of reckoning has come. The op- 
position will not allow the government 
to close the session quickly, as Sagasta 
fancies or may desire. His opponents, 
they add, are determined to discuss all 
the acts of the cabinet before and dur- 
ing the war, and there will be prolonged 
debate.” 

Miles’ Immediate Return, 

Ponce, Porto Rico, Aug. 26.—A trans- 
port from Charleston arrived yesterday, 
bringing Mrs. General Miles and her 
daughter, the wife of Colonel Rice. Gen- 
eral Miles’ plans contemplate an immedi- 
ate return to the United States.

Army Surgeons Derelict. 

Washington, Aug. 26.—Acting Secre- 
tary Meikeljohn of the war department 
has sent an order by wire to every mili- 
tary hospital in the country, calling at- 
tention of the surgeons in charge to the 
order of Aug. 10, which allowed the ex- 
penditure of 60 cents per day per man 
for the purchase of delicacies for the sick 
soldiers. He directed that this amount, 
and as much more as was necessary for 
the comfort of the sick, be expended in 
making the troops comfortable and in 
getting for them such things as might 
be mecessary in the matter of food. Mr. 
Meikeljohn did this when he received in- 
formation from the hospital at Fort 
Myer that not a cent of this fund had 
been expended. 

It is probable that many surgeons in 
charge of hospitals are ignorant of the 
existence of the order, and it is under- 
stood at the department that there are 
other points where it has not been ob- 
served. The 60 cents a day under the 
order are to be turned into a general 
fund. The opinion expressed at the de- 
partment is that many surgeons have 
been very derelict in their duty.

Washington, Aug. 26.—In accordance 
with the determination of the adminis- 
tration the Comal sailed from Tampa to 
Havana yesterday with 1,000,000 rations 
for distribution to the starving people of 
Cuba. These rations will be distributed 
by Lieutenant A. D. Niskern under the 
direction of Captain Lotus Niles of the 
artillery, in conformity with the orders 
of the president and secretary of war. 
Supplies will be furnished to other prov- 
inces in the island under the direction 
of officers of the army as emergency 
may demand.

It is told that 
the natural manner of growth is creep- 
ing and if allowed to have its own way 
it will quickly cover a large space,. 
throwing ont roots at ftequent intervals, 
thus providing a much larger amount 
of nourishment according to the size of 
the plant than any other rose. It came 
from Japan, and, like all plants which 
come to us from that strange country, 
| it has great merit and attractiveness. 

The leaves are very small, of a hand- 
| some green, and shine as if varnished. 

Here they are partially evergreen and 

are entirely so in many places where 
| considerable freezing may be expected. 

The flowers are of the form ard size 
of the wild rose, creamy white in color, 
with ah unusual number of yzolden yel- 
low stamens, which give an added beauty 
to the flower. The fragrance is exqui- 
site, having something of the violet odor 
and reminding one of the fragrance of 
the Banksia roses. Instead of blooming 
in June with the other hardy roses this 
little gem begins to bloom in July, giv- 
ing a great profusion of flowers during 
that month and providing an occasional 
one through the remainder of the sum- 
mer and fall. The roses are followed by 
brilliant red heps that remain on the 
plant till spring. 

This rose is especially adapted for 
cemetery planting, and two or three 
good plants will completely cover a 
grave in one season, either on the bare 
earth or over the sod. Little trimming 
or clipping is needed the first season, 
but the branches need to be trained in 
the right direction and pegged down oc- 
easionally. After the first year the 
plants will need considerable pruning 
to keep them from running all over the 
lot. It is so hardy that it lives unpro- 
tected almost anywhere and starts into 
rapid growth early in : 

The vines can be train ) grow up- 
right if desired, and a vine grown in 
that way is a beautiful sight. As the 
branches are slender they need a firm 
support for about three feet from the 
ground, and then the shoots can be al- 
lowed to follow their own sweet will. 
In this again the trailing habit shows 
itself, and the branches droop graceful- 
ly in all directions. When in bloom, a 
more beautiful sight cannot be imagined 
than the graceful swaying vines, thick- 
ly covered with foliage and gemmed 
| with the dainty flowers. 


Leaf Curl of the Peach. 

Leaf curl of the peach occurred in 
| various sections of the country this sea- 
son to some extent. It is believed to ¢co- 
} incide usually with cool and rainy 
weather during April, May and early 
June. The tree affected may appear to 
recover quickly, but may also carry the 
fungus over in its tissues to the next 
season, when weather favorable to its 
development will cause another attack. 
A kindred disease is plum ‘‘pockets’’ or 
| **bladders. ”” 
Professor Selby of Ohio reports that 
| this leaf curl is caused by a minute par- 

asite, the leaf curl fungus (Hxoascus 
| deformans), which attacks both leaves 
| and new shoots. » leaves attacked by

the fungus are thickened and much dis- 
| torted; the twigs are thickened and en- 
| larged. There is great variety in tho 
| distortion caused by leaf cur! fungus. 
| Small areas of the leaves are often 
| much arched and yellowish or reddish 
| in color. The affected areas have usual- 
ly a paler color. 

Professor Selby has found that two 
| applications of bordeaux in a season fa- 
| vorable to leaf curl will sufficiently pre- 
vent the disease to enable the tree to 
carry a crop of fruit without very great 
dropping, and that thorough spraying 
the preceding season is even more effect- 
ive in the prevention of leaf eurl than 
during the season of its occurrence. 


A Good General Fertilizer. 

‘For a good, general, well proved 
fertilizer for all kinds of fruits give us 
the old fashioned mixture of flour of 
bone and unleached wood ashes,’’ says 
a New England Homestead correspond- 
ent. ‘‘This makes a perfect fertilizer, 
furnishing nitrogen, potash and phos- 
phoric acid. It produces fruit rather 
than excessive growth of wood and 
foliage, and what is more gives fruits 
of highest quality and most palatable. 
I get good color and good flavor fram 
this fertilizer. The proportions may be 
varied to suit different needs. I would 
recommend two tons of wood ashes and 
one-half ton of bonemeal per acre, the 
mixture to be applied broadcast and 
thoroughly harrowed or cultivated inte 
the soil. It is a great mistake in manur« 
ing trees to apply around the trunks, 
Cover the entire surface so as to find 
feeding roots.’’

needle workers. To make it the woman 
who knows her business procures a 
number of lengths of two inch ribbon 
in her favorite colors or varying shades 
thereof, and upon these ribbons she in- 
duces her friends to inscribe their au- 
tographs, together with the date of in- 
diting, the motto or watchword which 
is supposed to rule and dominate their 
life and character and any other frag- 
ments of similar nature liked. 

The lettering is done in sepia, oil col- 
ors, colored or even black ink, according 
to taste. Sepia looks especially well 
upon yellow, golden brown or certain 
shades of green; black ink is striking 
upon scarlet or blue; purple writing 
fluid is lovely upon lavender or other 
pansy tones. If the maker of the por- 
tiere is doubtful concerning the ability 
of her friends to do the lettering artis- 
tically, she merely asks them to write 
upon slips of white paper and herself 
copies the legends thus obtained upon 
the ribbons. In rare cases the names are 
embroidered instead of written. 

When ready for making up, the rib- 
bons—varying from 6 to 10 feet in 
lengthe—aré attached to and suspended 
from a wider ribbon as long as the por- 
tiere isto be wide and upon which is 
emblazoned the name, motto and other 
particulars concerning the fair owner. 
Fringed, scalloped- or pointed ends of 
similar or the same ribbon, a line of 
painting or embroidery may serve to 
conceal the method of joining. Once at- 
tached, the loose ends of ribbon are ar- 
ranged according to the location of the 
motto. If this is near the top or bottom 
of the ribbons, the portiere is connected 
mid rs assing along most of the 
length, the waving ribbons are allowed 
to hang free. ‘‘Rainbow’’ portieres of 
this order are much liked.

SPAIN IS STILL AT WAR 


Why Sagasta Proposes to Gag the 
Deputies, 


No Debate Until Peace Is Con- 
cluded, 


Requests For Documents Not to Be Acceded 
to For the Present. 


Madrid, Aug. 29.—The premier is 
quoted in the course of an interview as 
having made important statements, de- 
claring that it was the government’s 
intention to repress the discussion of 
war topics in the cortes. He gaid that 
as scon as the cortes met, the govern- 
ment would submit a bill authorizing 
peace negotiations, and next a measure 
relating to the suspension of the con- 
stitutional guarantees. Although Sa- 
@asta did not state the nature of this 
measure, it is supposed that it will pro- 
vide for the continuation of the suspen- 
sion. 

“The government,” said the premier, 
‘will not discuss in any form the ques- 
tions of peace and war. Indeed, the 
deputies would be entirely lacking in the 
material necessary for a discussion. 
The debate could not be based on con- 
crete, positive facts, founded on indis- 
putable documents, since the necessary 
information has not yet arrived. I be- 
lieve that no discussion of the surrender 
of Santiago and Manila will occur, nor of 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet un- 
less trustworthy data ard exact proofs 
are to hand. Moreover, no discussion is 
permissible of matters at present under 
consideration by the supreme councils 
of war and marine. Mistakes or blunders 
may have been committed, but thus far 
we have not sufficient material to judge. 

‘Another reason why questions of 
peace ard war should not be discussed is 
that diplomatic negotiations are now 
being carried on; and a debate on these 
subjects might be provocative of unde- 
Sirable complications. It must not be 
said that peace is signed and discussion 
is now allowable. Peace is not signed. 
Spain is still at war with the United 
States. The two nations have merely 
concluded a suspension of hostilities in 
order to negotiate peace. These negoti- 
ations may be brought to a successful 
issue; but it might happen that hostili- 
ues will be recommenced 

“That is why I think the cortes will 
only be able to dicuss strictly necessary 
questions—that is, to make itself ac- 
quainted with the situation of the inter- 
ests now at stake, which are so import- 
ant for the nation, but not to engage in 
debate which would assume such pro- 
portions as to infringe upon the discre- 
tion which the gravity of the case re- 
quires of the cortes. 

“Should they ask to have presented 
the documents containing the surrender 
of Santiago and Manila and the destruc- 
tion of the fleet now in the government's 
possession, the government would not 
accede to the request. These papers 
are in the hands of the supreme coun- 
cils, which alone, before the preclama- 
tion of peace, can conduct inquiries and 
establish responsibilities, The inquiries 
may result in acquittals or severe sen- 
tences; even the capital penalty.” 

Robledo, the Weylerite leader, declares 
that he will strongly oppose Sagasta’s 
plan of suppressing debates in the 
cortes. If the government refuses to di- 
vulge official documents on the war, he 
says he will utilize reliable press reports.

What Mr. Alger Says. 

Washington, Aug. 29.—Secretary Alger 
defends the administration of his de- 
partment.

He 
was indignant at the charges made 
against him, saying: “We have an 
army of 250,000 in the field, scattered 
from Manila to Porto Rico, and yet the 
press of the country seems to think that 
the secretary of war should locate every 
camp and dig every sink for the men. It 
is ridiculous.” 


Boynton Found Nothing. 

Washington, Aug. 29.——A few days 
ago Secretary Alger issued an order to 
General H. V. Boynton, now at Chicka- 
mauga park, to make a thorough and 
searching investigation of all the hos- 
pitals in Camp Thomas and to report in- 
stantly any lack of attention to the in- 
mates, any inefficiency in the medical 
offices or any need of supplies of what- 
ever kind. General Boynton’s attention 
was directed to the sensational charges 
made by one Dr. Terry against the con- 
duct of the hospitals at Camp Thomas, 
and he was urged to make a prompt re- 
port of the exact conditions as he should 
find them. Sundey night the following 
telegram was received by Adjutant 
General Corbin: ‘Have completed in-

Mestigation of hospitals uhder secre- 
tyry’s orders. Result exceedingly fa- 
worable in all essential features. The 
facts effectually dispose of all recent 
sensational adverse criticisms, etc.”

Camp Meade All Right. 

Middletown, Pa., Aug. 29.—The health 
of Camp Meade is splendid, there being 
less than 20 cases in the general hospital. 
With the exception of 15 cases of typhoid 
fever noneisserious. The typhoid cases 
are being treated by the female nurses 
at the Red Cross hospital. Eighty pa- 
tients from the two Missour! regiments 
were taken away from here in a Missouri 
hospital train, which was met at Har- 
risburg with 50 more patients from the 
Camp Alger hospitals. 


Troops Homeward Bound. 

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 29.—The Rou- 
manian left for Montauk Point this 
morning with 650 sick men of the 
Seventy-first New York, Second and 
Ninth Massachusetts, the Second regu- 
lars,the Tenth cavalry and the Sixteenth 
and Twenty-first regiments. The con- 
dition of the men is extremély bad, the 
disappointment over the delays in get- 
ting them away having greatly affected 
their spirits. Ambulances were found to 
be necessary to convey most of them 
to the steamer. 

Three transports went to Guantana- 
mo, Baracoa and Sagua for the Spanish 
prisoners there. The condition of these 
men is distressing, and it is probable 
that death will claim nearly half of 
them before they reach Spain. Their 
condition is the resuit of hard living 
and the prevailing fever. The rations 
and medical aid sent from Santiago 
were practically too late. 

Upon the errival of a Spanish major 
recently it was discovered by accident 
that he had severa! trunks filled with 
silver jewelry, valuable articles and 
money, evidently the result of looting 
the houses of residents during the confu- 
sion attendant upon the El Caney ex- 
odus. Large amounts of money were 
carried away by Spanish officers. At 
one house where eight Spanish officers 
were living there was received a large 
trunk which contained two bushels of 
silver and gold, which represented about 
$20,000. The soldiers have only received 
a small sum from our government for 
tobacco and other smal! necessities. 


Two Soldiers Sacrificed. 

Birmingham, Aug. 29.—Two enlisted 
men of the Sixty-ninth New York vol- 
unteers were instantly killed, one was 
fatally injured and six were seriously 
hurt in a wreck which occurred on the 
Louisville and Nashville near here last 
night. The killed are: Peter Farley, 
compuny G, New York city; Peter Glen- 
nan, quartermaster sergeant, company 
G, a nephew of Colonel John Duffy. The 
fatally injured is Sergeant Manning. 

The train was carrying the Sixty- 
ninth to a new camp in Huntsville, Ala. 
It left Fernandina, Fla., at 1 o'clock Sat- 
urday afterroon, three or four hours af- 
ter the time set for its departure. It 
was going at a high rate of speed when 
the engine and tender jumped the track, 
deraiiing five cars, which rolled downa 
steep embankment. The soldiers clalm 
that the train was running 
around a curve.

At the city hall a short address was 
made by the mayor, and then they all 
dispersed to their homes, the New Bed- 
ford men taking electric cars direct to 
that city. 


They Died In Cuba. 

Boston, Aug. 29.—The bodies of Majors 
Grady and O'Connor, Corporal Lane and 
Private Carey, late of the Ninth Mas-a- 
chusetts regiment, laid in state all day 
Sunday beneath the crape canoples of 
the east armory, while over 25,000 people 
of all classes filed slowly by, with many 
a sigh and oftentimes tear for the men 
who fought and died in far away Cuba. 
On the caskets, and, in fact, banked cn 
all sides was a profusion of flowers such 
as is seldom seen in this city, and the 
entire display is said to have cost nearly 
$15,000. All but O’Connor were buried 
today. 


Rough Rider's Suicide, 

New York, Aug. 29.—Private Harry 
Duval of the rough riders committed 
suicide Sunday by shooting himself in 
the temple at Camp Wikoff, Montauk 
Point, L. I. The shooting took place in 
the guardhouse, where he was under 
arrest. Duval had been absent from 
camp for 13 days without leave of ab- 
sence, and feared to face the court- 
martial. He enlisted from Arizona and 
was considered an excellent trooper. He 
will be given a military funeral by his 
comrades.

Makers of the Queer. 
Washington, Aug. 29.—Chief Wilkie of 
the secret service has been notified of 
the arrest in Chicago of Bartholemew 
Awailone, who had in his possession 
counterfeit notes on the bank of Italy. 
He had advertised for an active young 
man to assist him in passing these notes 
among the Italians of Chicago and was 
consequently arrested. The notes are 
printed from wood, on a poor quality of 
paper, and were arranged with a cigar 
advertisement between the two notes 
printed on the same sheet. He said that 
they were intended for advertising pur- 
poses, but by cutting the sheet properly 
the advertisement could be removed and 
the notes then assumed the appearance 
of the genuine. The workmauship on 
the notes is very poor. 

Five men, who are said to belong to a 
gang that has been passing quantities 
of spurious coin for some time, are 
locked up in New York.

Terrifying Negroes In Texas, 

Dallas, Aug. 29.—A reign of terror ex- 
ists all over northern Texas among the 
negroes. They are flocking to Dallas 
for protection. The whitecaps in Den- 
ton, Rockwell, Grayson, Kaufman, Fan- 
nin, and other counties are to biame. 
Outrages have been perpetrated in nu- 
merous places during the last 30 days, 
including whipping and 
groes for various criminal offenses and 
blowing up of half a dozen or more 
houses with dynamite. 

The negro districts and suburbs of 
Dallas are crowded with strangers. 
Chief of Police Cornwell says there are 
nearly 2000 strange negroes here. The 
police and sheriff's departments find this 
problem a difficult situation to 
solve. Robberies are increasing, but the 
officers believe most of them are the 
work of white thieves, who reason that 
the crimes will be charged to the strange

Russia’s Ruler In an Extraor- 
dinary Role. 


Pleads For the Release ot the People From 
an Oppressive Burden, 


— 


London, Aug. 29.—Czar Nicholas of 
Russia has prepared a proposition foran 
international conference for the purpose 
of securing a real and lasting peace 
among the powers, and the termination 
of the progressive increase in armament. 
It has been conveyed in a note from 
Count Muravieff, the Russian foreign 
minister, to the foreign diplomats in St. 
Petersberg. The document is likely to 
produce a sensation throughout Enrope, 
and coming from such a quarter and 
with such evident sincerity of purpose, is 
likely to have important effects. There 
is no doubt that with Russia taking the 
lead in such a step, Germany, France 
and the other nations will be ready to 
follow. 


COUNT MUKAVIEFF. 


The text of the note follows: “The 
maintenance of general peace and the 
possible reduction of the excessive arm- 
aments which weigh upon all nations 
present themselves in existing condi- 
tions to the whole world as an ideal to- 
ward which the endeavors of all govern- 
ments should be directed. The humani- 
tarian and magnanimous ideas of his 
majesty, the emperor, Imny august mas- 
ter, have been won over to this view in 
the conviction that this lofty aim is in 
conformity with the most essential ip- 
terests and legitimate views of all the 
powers; and the imperial government 
thinks the present moment would be 
very favorable to seeking the means. 

“Interrational discussion is the most 
‘ffectual means of ensuring all people's 
benefit—a real, durable peace, above all, 
putting an end to the progressive de- 
velopment of the presentarmaments. In 
the course of the last 20 years the long- 
ing for general appeasenfent has grown 
especially pronounced in the consciences 
of civilized nations; and the preserva- 
tion of peace has been put forward as 
an object of international policy. It is 
in its name that great states have con- 
cluded among themselves powerful al- 
liances. It is the better to guarantee 
peace that they have developed in pro- 
portions hitherto unprecendented their 
military forces and still continue to in- 
crease them, without shrinking from any 
sacrifice. Nevertheless, all these efforts 
have not yet been able to bring about 
the beneficent result desired—pacifica- 
tion. 

“The financial charges following the 
upward march strike at the very root 
of public prosperity. The intellectual 
and physicial strength of the nations’ 
labor and capital mostly diverted 
from its natural application and unpro- 
ductively consumed. Hundreds of mil- 
lions are devoted to acquiring terrible 
engines of destruction, which, though 
today regarded as the last work of 
science, are destined tomorrow to lose 
all their value in consequence of some 


is 


fresh discovery in the same field. Na- 
tional culture, economic progress and 
the production of wealth are either 


paralyzed or checked in development. 
Moreover, in proportion as the arma- 
ments of each power increase, they less 
and less fulfill the object the govern- 
ments have set before themselves. 

“The economic crisis, due in great part 
to the system of unlimited armaments, 
and the continual danger which lies in 
this massing of war material are trans- 
forming the armed peace of our days into 
a crushing burden which the peoples 
have more and more difficulty in bear- 
ing.

“To put an end to these incessant arm- 
ing off the calamities which are threat- 
aments and to seek the means of ward- 
ening the whole world—such is the gu- 
preme duty today imposed upon all 
States. Filled with this idea, his ma- 
jesty has been pleased to command me 
to prepose to all the governments whose 
representatives you are accredited to 
the imperial court, the assembling of a 
conference which shall occupy itself 
with this grave problem. This confer- 
ence will be, by the help of God, a happy 
pr: age for the century which is about 
to open. It would converge into one 
powerful focus the efforts of all states 
sincerely seeking to make the great 
conception of universal peace triumph 
over the elements of trouble and dis- 
cord, and it would, at the same time, 
cement their agreement by a corporate 
consecrati m of the principles of equity 
and right whereon rest the security of 
Blates and the welfare of peoples.”

The nations are not likely to cast away 
the sword unless they have better war- 
rant than paper protocols and conven- 
tions. Moreover, the moment does not 
seem altogether propitious. New armed 
nations are arising in Asia dnd America 
whom it might not be easy to convince 
of the safety and desirability of aban- 
doning the enterprises on which they 
have embarked with so much energy.” 


The News of Beautown. 

Boston, Aug. 29.—Annie Conley is at 
the Massachusetts general hospital, suf- 
fering from serious burns about the 
arms, limbs and body. Later Sunday 
her husband was taken into custody, 
and the police started an investigation 
to ascertain the cause of the woman's 
injuries. Both Conley and his wife, 
while admitting that they had a quarrel, 
claimed that a lamp exploded and set 
fire to Mrs. Conley’s clothing. A search 
of the premises brought to light a club, 
smeared with blood, while there was no 
sign of any lamp having exploded. 

The body of an unknown man was 
found in a vacant lot in Cambridge Sun- 
day morning. A deep wound in the 
throat and a common jackknife clutched 
in the right hand showed that the man 
had taken his own life. 

“Minnie Nina,” 25 years old, a snake 
charmer, whose name off the stage is 
Mrs. Frank Travers, was bitten by a 
rattlesnake which she was handling 
Sunday at a place of amusement on 
Washington street, and died after six 
hours’ of agony. She visited the place 
to look over a new lot of snakes, and 
while she was handling the reptiles, one 
of them viciously struck at her, and 
succeeded in fixing its fangs in her right 
thigh. 

Ten persors were thrown Into the cold 
waters of the lower harbor and had a 
narrow escape from drowning as a re- 
sult of the collision of the Juanita of 
the Merchants and Miners’ line and the 
sloop yacht Wahneta. Two of the yacht- 
ing party were seriously injure. 


President In Peunsylvania. 

Somerset, Pa., Aug. 29.—President Mc- 
Kinley came to Somerset to pass a rest- 
ful Sunday, and he certainly accom- 
plished that purpose. The weather was 
delightful, and the president took ad- 
vantage of it. He rose early, and passed 
an hour walking about the town with his 
brother. Here and there he met an 
old acquaintance and stopped for a shori 
talk. The president's determination to 
attend the morring service at the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church became known 
early. At the close of the benediction, 
the president left the church with his 
brother, walking directly to the latter's 
home. 

A few minutes later, the president, 
Mrs. McKinley and Mr. and Mrs. Abner 
McKinley entered the latter's carriage 
and passed sometime in a drive to the 
country. 

While the president was sitting on the 
porch, an aged German, who probably 
retains some favorable impression of 
pomp of the fatherland, was driving 
past. Noticing the president, he pulled 
his horse up suddenly and said loud 
enough to be heard a square away: 
“Why, Mr. President, you don't look like 
the rulers in the oldcountry. You don't 
wear a crown, and you dress just like 
other men.” 


Stabbing In Providence, 

Providence, Aug. 29.—During a dis- 
cussion between Neapolitans and Sic- 
ilians last night Geraldo Lunadizzi, 27 
years old, was probably fatally cut and 
Michael Rossi was painfully injured by 
an Italian, who is still at large. The men 
had quarreled over some subject not 
known. Of the men who saw the trouble, 
not one will acknowledge knowing the 
name of the assailant.

TO GET AT THE BOTTOM 


General Wheeler to Investigate the 
Wickoff Scandals, 


Wants Whys and Wherefores 
of Things. 


Cotamander Trying to Expurge Horrors From 
the Camp. 


Montauk Point, Aug. 31.—General Joe 


Wheeler has ordered General Adelbert 
Ames, chief of staff.on General Kent's} 
staff, to conduct an investigation. He is | 
given almost autocratic power. General 
Wheeler has told him to get at the bot- 
tom of all the things which have been 
complained of. The subjects General 
Ameés is to investigate are: Why the 
general condition of the camp is so poor; 
why the conditions exist; who is respon- 
sible; why troops were sent to the camp 
before it was ready to receive them; 
why, since there was but one railroad 
leading into the camp, boats were not | 
used to carry men and provisions from 
New York city; why needed medicines 
were not ordered, or, if they were 
dered, why they were not distributed; 
why the hospitals are crowded; why 
transports were allowed to He in the 
harbor without supplies and relief be- 
ing sent out to them. 

General Wheeler said, regarding the 
charges made by Secretary of War Al- 
ger, that the real condition of the camp 
had been suppressed during his visit: 
“I do not believe that General Alger 
made that statement. At any rate, it 
would be manifestly improper for me to 
reply to any criticisms made by the sec- 
retary of war through the public press.” 

General Wheeler is apparently doing 
all that one man can do to expurge the 
horrors from the camp. Many of the 
regular army officers are not only bull- 
headed but they are brutal, and persist 
in following the cursed red tape of the] 
government to the bitter end. They will 
not abate a jot in their prerogatives, 
even at General Wheeler's suggestion. 
A thousand lives will probably depend 
upon the action of the government with 
“egard to this camp 

In view of the fever epidemic which 
Dr. Senn regards as inevitable, orders 
have been given to clean the camp. It 
will be impossible, however, to du 
with the drainage in the cup-like swamps 
between the various hills. The physi- 
cians throughout the camp are wonder- 
ing if the government will hold the troops 
here against all warnings,allowing them 
to die like sheep, without taking meas- 
ures to prevent such a state of things 
by breaking up the camp and sending 
the soldiers to the different army posts 
throughout the west.

Much of the distress has been caused 
by the carelessness and culpable ignor- 
ance of the contract surgeons. They or- 
der medicine and expect it delivered af- 
ter the fashion of thedepartment stores 
instead of sending after it themselves. 
The same state of affairs prevails in re- 
gard to provisions. One of the cavalry 
companies had nothing to eat but hard- 
tack and coffee. The commissary had 
ordered provisions, but had neglected 
to send for them. The delinquent officer 
was severely scored by General Wheeler. 

Dr. Nicholas Senn, assistant surgeon 
general ‘of the United States and chief 
of the operating staff at Camp Wikoff, 
said that if the troops are kept here in 
this camp another month they will all 
be dead or sick with typhoid fever. “Ido 
not say this without having carefully 
considered the situation,” he continued. 
“T have studied the camp and I have 
been in a position to know the condition 
of the men and to know what has been 
the trouble. In justice to the camp, I 
want to say that almost none of the 
sickness among the soldiers up to the 
present time and none of the deaths have 
been due to the conditions which prevail 
here or have in the past. Sickness has 
been almost entirely limited to fevers 
contracted in the south, and the death 
rate would have been much more than 
now had the men remained in the south 
instead of being brought here. The 
change of climate lessened the effects 
of the fevers, and improved the condi- 
tion of the men. Asa consequence, the 
only sickness which can be attributed 
to this camp is dysentery, or lesser trou- 
bles, which may have been caused by 
the change of diet or water.” 

There is dissatisfaction in the camp of | 
the rough riders. They are not satisfied 
with the terms of their muster out. They 
want to be treated as are the remainder 
of the volunteers. The present plan is 
to muster them out as soon as possible 
and without the usual furlough. They 
say they want to be treated like the 
others, and want to be given 60 days 
furlough at full pay, and then be mus- 
tered out, and sent home at the usual 
mileage and ratio allowance. They 
claim they are entitled to this as much 
as any of the troops. As the war de- 
partment officials thought they were 
showing the rough riders 2 favor in 
treating them as planned, they will 
probably be surprised at the dissatis- 
faction. The condition of this regiment 
is now excellent owing to the generos- 
ity of citizens, the care of physicians 
and the watchfulness of their command- 
ing officers. The regulars, officers and 
men, are also dissatisfied, and want to 
be sent back to garrison posts and sta- 
tions at once. 


Had a Purpose. 
Washington, Aug. 31.—It is believed 
here that General Miles, in getting him- 
Felf interviewed concerning the Santi- 
ago campaign and in allowing his 


¢riticisms of his superiors in the war de- 
partment to be published, deliberately 
purposed to invite a court of inquiry, 
which should show, if possible, who was 
responsible for the horrors and mistakes 
at Santiago and later. General Miles, it 
is thought, saw the cloud of investiga- 
tion on the horizon, and came to the con- 
elusion that it should be directed in the 
public mind against somebody else than 
himself. If there should be a court of 
inquiry, everything in regard to the San- 
tiago campaign would probably become 
public property. The president is very 
much disturbed, and before he left 
Washington had in mind an investiga- 
and to cause a dressing of the ships in 
tion of all the charges of maladministra- 
tion. 

“Yes,” said Secretary Alger, “I have 
seen his alleged statement, but all I can 
say is that I do not believe that any offi- 
cer of the army, in his sane moments, 
would have talked as General Miles is 
said to have talked.” 


Men Literally Starving. 

New "York, Aug. 31.—A committee of 
the Merchants’ association,charged with 
the distribution of supplies at Camp 
Wikoff, sgys in its report: “There are 
shockingly sick men in the regiment 
who are not in the hospitals and who had 
not, until some charitably disposed peo- 
| ple came to their aid, received anything 
but army rations. Those rations are 
good enough for well men in active serv- 
ice, but they are not such as sick men 
can eat and digest. 

“It is not too’ much to say that these 
men are literally starving, and their 
wants are only relieved to the extent of 
the provisions received through chari- 
tably disposed persons. Last Saturday 
Mr. Astor's yacht, the Nourmzhal, came 
into the harbor at Montauk, having on 
board three tons of delicacies, which we 


induced them to distribute to the regu- 
lars. ae 


“A Perfect Hydrophobia.” 

Albany, Aug. 31.—Governor Black was 
asked by an Associated Press reporter 
as to the conditions as he found them 
in the camps of the New York regi- 
ments as well ag those at division hos- 
pitals. The governor said there ap- 
peared to be a “perfect hydrophobia” 
ameng newspapers over the condition 
of the soldiers; that the press bristled 
With such phrases as “hollow eyed and 
Starving” in articles descriptive of the 
troops. He gave it as his opinion that 
the matter was exaggerated, “‘manufac- 
tured in newspaper offices and the out- 
come and result of unjournalistic 
knavery.” 

Governor Black said: “My impres- 
sion of the camp of the New York troops 


at Chickamauga is not haif as bad as 


I expected it would be. The unfavor- 
able condition of the camp and hospitals 
has beyond a doubt been very greatly 
exaggerated by the newspapers, The 
division hospital in which the sick sol- 
diers of the Ninth New York infantry 
are quartered is certainly in a very bad 
condition. The present state of this 
hospital ought never to have been per- 

tted to exist and should be corrected 
at once. I think that the troops at 
Chickamauga park should have been 
moved long before any sickness broke 
out in the ranks.” 

The case of Private Nunn of the am- 
bulance corps, who was transferred 
from the Ninth New York, was reported 
to the governor by Captain O’Connor 
of that regiment, and forwarded by the 
governor to Washington, for investiga- 
Ition, Captain O'Connor's statement 
was that he had found the body of Nunn 
lying in a division hospital two days 
after death, invested by maggots, that 
an autopsy had been held and that no 
preparation had been made for the care 
or interment of the body up to the time 
found by O'Connor. The affair has 
created a stir, and it will result in the 
trial of Captain O'Connor by court- 
martial. 


Soldiers’ Brains Affectea. 

Amesbury, Mass., Aug. 31.—James E. 
McDonald,steward of the City of Macon, 
which was used by the government as a 
transport during the war, and which 
brought back the Seventeenth United 
States infantry from Santiago, Is at his 
home on a short vacation. He believes 
that fully 108 men of the Seventeenth 
regiment hereafter will be mentally un- 
balanced. The suffering of the soldiers 
on board the transport was pitiable in 
ithe extreme. The men one moment 
would appear rational, and the next 
minute they would be crawling around 
the deck on their hands and knees. They 
seemed to be suffering from hunger, and 
he believes that starvation is the only 
cause that can be assigned for their con- 
dition. 

Rewards For the Deserving. 

Washington, Aug. 31.—The acting sec- 
retary of the navy has appointed a board 
composed of officers of the highest rank 
to consider and report upon all cases of 
officers deserving of reward for specially 
meritorious services during the war 
with Spain, other than those officers 
whose services have been already rec- 
ognized by promotion. There has been 
unfavorable comment in regard to the 
promotions already made on the ground 
that they really acted as a form of deg- 
radation in the case of deserving officers

Patients Well Cared For. 

Washington, Aug. 31.—The surgeon in 
eharge of the hospital at Fort McPher- 
son, Atlanta, reports to the surgeon gen- 
eral that the 600 patients there are being 
well cared for. He has 71 femaie nurses, 
and plenty of ice, milk and other things, 
and a fund of $2000 to expend for any- 
thing that may be needed. Any reports 
of starving, he says, must have come 
from a typhoid convalescent, who was 
not allowed ali he wanted to eat by sur- 
geon’s orders in order to prevent a se- 
vere relapse. 

Reception to the Fleet, 

Boston, Aug. 31.—The preliminary 
steps for a suitable reception to the fleet 
of warships which is expected here dur- 
ing the latter part of the week were 
taken yesterday by the aldermen, who 
appointed a committee to arrange for 
the affair on behalf of the city. Gov- 
ernor Wolcott has been notified of the 
coming of the ships, but Mayor Quincy 
has not received any word to the same 
effect. He will, nevertheless, entertain 
the officers of the fleet after their arrival, 
probably on enti: An attempt will 
be made to have the day when the ships 
arrive a general holiday. 

The ships will rendezvous at Province- 
town Thursday, coming across the bay 
Friday or Saturday, probably the latter 
day. As the tide is high about noon on 
Saturday, this will probably be about 
the time the ships will steam up the 
harbor. Owing to the limited water 
space in Boston harbor, it will be im- 
possible for the ships to do more than file 
up through the channel in column forma- 
tion, and perhaps take a turn in the 
stream near the navy yard, before they 
come to their anchorage. Even this 
simple program, however, will be enough 
to line the shore with cheering humanity, 
the harbor such as has probably never 
been seen here before. 


Showed Yankee Grit. 
Aug. 31.—In an interview last 
Burrill, who had charge of the 
told the story of the trip to 
and from Santiago. “General Wood 
was ill in bed,” he said, “but he was 
kind enough to get up and come down 
to see us, although his temperature was 
very high. He told us we could get 
some of the sick Massachusetts men 
away if we were very cautious, We 
found the Second regiment had started 
for home, but a number of their men 
were left behind in the hospital. Some 
of the officers said they were infected 
with yellow fever and we could not have 
them. The condition of the sick men 
ef the Ninth was pitiable. Wemadeup 
our minds that they had to come out 
whether we got yellow fever or not, or 
else they would die. So we arrangeda 
System by which we took these men into 
a tent, stripped them, gave them a bath 
and new clothes, and sent them on board 
ship. We worked fast, and the men 
were delivered on board the Bay State 
at an average of less than seven minutes 
to the man. Of these patients, about 
45 percent were critically ill, and I ex- 
pected to lose one-fifth of them on the 
way north. We were fortunate enough 
to lose but three. The rest of the men 
began to improve, and about 20 cases are 
serious.”

Brief Stop In Canton. 

Cleveland, Aug. 31.-—While President 
McKinley very much desired to pay 
more than a brief visit to his old home 
in Canton, he finds the duties of his 
office are such that he will be obliged to 
cut his visit there to a mere call. The 
president will spend a couple of days in 
Camp Wikoff so as to inform himself 
as to the condition of affairs and the 
truth of the reports that have been cir- 
culated, from personal observation and 
contact with the men. The members of 
the party will remain in this city until 
Thursday morning, when they will leave 
for Canton. 

Big preparations have been made to 
receive the president and Mrs. McKinley 
there by their old friends and neighbors, 
and the people of Canton in general. It 
was the intention to make the occasion 
a civic jubilee. All this, however, will 
now be reduced in a measure from the 
fact that President McKinley and party 
will be in Canton only for two or three 
hours and then will take a train for New 
York. 

A conference of great !mportance was 
held at Colonel Herricks’ home last 
night. President McKinley, Secretary 
Day and Justice White were the con- 
ferees. It was admitted that the conver- 
sation had to do with the appointment 
of the peace commission offered by the 
president to Justice White, but it was 
announced that no definite conclusion 
had been reached, although hope was 
expressed that Justice White would see 
his way clear to accept the appoint- 
ment.

Proposs to Be Independent of 
All Parties. 


Reorganization of Spain’s Military Strength 
One ot His Objects. 


London, Aug. 31.—General Weyler, ac- 
cording to a special dispatch from Mad- 
rid, has outlined his future policy. He 
proposes to be independent both of the 
government and of the opposition, “al- 
ways aiming to preserve the country 
and to recognize the army.”

General Weyler expressed the belief 
that the present cabinet will be suc- 
ded by a military dictatorship or by 
a Silvila min ry. He added that he 
did not desire a change in the form of 
government, but he pointed out that the 
Carlists have an excellent organization 
He urged Spain to abandon her attitude 

international neutrality in order to 
be prepared Great Britain 
when the latter, desiring to enlarge her 
sphere of action in Gibraltar, demands 
the Sierra Carbonera, Melilla, or ad- 
jacent Spanish poss ions. The general 
deemed it better to lose the Philippine 
islands, the importance of which he did 
not appreciate, than territory around 
Gibraltar. In conclusion, General Wey- 
ler deplored the loss of the Antilles for 
the sake of the Spaniards who resided 
in the islands and on account of the na- 
tional commerce. 

General Weyler, presiding last even- 
ing over the W r club, alluded to the 
“disasters Spain has suffered and must 
retrieve.”
